The exceptional Great War 'First Day of The Somme' V.C., 'German Spring Offensive' M.C. group of six awarded to 
Captain George Sanders, who was awarded his Victoria Cross whilst serving as a Corporal in the 1 /7th (Leeds Rifles) 
Territorial Battalion, for gallantry near Thiepval on 1 July 1916, when, following an advance into the enemy's 
trenches, he found himself isolated with a party of thirty men - Impressing upon them that it was 'his and their duty to 
hold the position at all costs' they fought a series of desperate actions over a period of 36 hours, all without food and 
water, the gallant Sanders eventually returning to British lines with nineteen of his comrades. 

Subsequently commissioned from the ranks and posted to the 1 /6th Battalion, Sanders again found himself in a fight 
against overwhelming odds on 25 April 1918 at the Battle of Kemmel Hill, following which action he was posted as 
missing - Witnesses stated that he was last seen standing on top of a pill-box rallying his men, shot in the right arm and 
leg, but continuing to fire his revolver at the enemy at point blank range with his left hand - This, however, was not 
the last to be heard from the heroic Sanders, as the following July a letter was received from him, sent from Limburg 
Prisoner of War Camp and two months later the London Gazette carried the announcement of the award of his 
Military Cross

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A total of nine Victoria Crosses were awarded for bravery on 1 July 1916, the first day of the Battle of the Somme, with only three of the 
recipients surviving the war, including George Sanders. Six of the nine Victoria Crosses awarded for 1 July 1916 are known to reside in 
museums.

Tor most conspicuous bravery. After an advance into the enemy's trenches he 
found himself isolated with a party of thirty men. He organized his defences, 
detailed a bombing party, and impressed on his men that his and their duty was 
to hold the position at all costs. Next morning he drove off an attack by the 
enemy and rescued some prisoners who had fallen into their hands. Later, two 
strong bombing attacks were driven off. On the following day he was relieved, 
after showing the greatest courage, determination and good leadership during 
thirty-six hours under very trying conditions. All the time his party was without 
food and water, having given all their water to the wounded during the first 
night. After the relieving force was firmly established, he brought his party, 
nineteen strong back to our trenches.' 


M.C. London Gazette 18 September 1918. 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. After the enemy had penetrated 
the front line, he promptly organised his men in support and effectually held up 
the enemy for some time, inflicting heavy casualties. He stood on top of a "pill¬ 
box" firing his revolver into the enemy at 20 yards. His splendid example of 
courage did much to inspire his men at a critical time.' 


George Sanders, the youngest child from a family of seven was born on 8 July 1894 at New Wortley, Leeds, the son of Thomas and 
Amy Sanders, his mother died on 16 February 1904 when he was just nine years old. He was educated at Little Holbeck School and is 
also known to have been a choirboy at St johns Church, Leeds. He was subsequently employed at the Airedale Foundry in Leeds as a 
fitter's apprentice, which foundry was principally concerned with making railway locomotives. 

He enlisted as a Private into the 1 /7th (Leeds Rifles) Territorial Force Battalion, West Yorkshire Regiment on 9 November 1914, being 
posted to France with this battalion on 16 April 191 5, where it formed part of the 146th Brigade. Having been promoted to the rank of 
corporal he was awarded his Victoria Cross the following year for gallantry on the first day of the Battle of the Somme on 1 July 1916 
and was hailed in the local press as being the first Leeds Territorial to gain this distinction. Promoted to the rank of Sergeant he was sent 
on leave to England and received a heroes welcome on 14 November in his hometown of Leeds, before attending Buckingham Palace 
the following day to receive his award from King George V.

Returning to the Western Front, Sanders was commissioned in the rank of 2nd Lieutenant on 27 June 191 7 into the 2nd (attached 1 /6th) 
Battalion, West Yorkshire Regiment, being promoted to the rank of Acting Captain on 15 December 191 7. He was a 'prominent figure' 
in the Battle of Kemmel Hill, where he was wounded and taken prisoner of war, receiving an M.C. for gallantry in this action. He was 
subsequently repatriated on 26 December 1918, prior to being demobilised from the army on 20 March 1919. 

After the war he worked on the staff of Meadow Lane Gasworks, which was then under the Leeds Corporation prior to being taken over 
by the North Eastern Gas Board, and in the Second World War he was Officer Commanding the Home Guard at the gas works. He 
died at the age of 55 at St James Hospital, Leeds on 4 April 1950 following a long illness and was given a funeral with full military 
honours, which was attended by four other V.C. holders, his own medals being carried by his former Sergeant Major. The firing party 
had been chosen from the 45th Battalion, Royal Tank Regiment (T.A.) who were succesors of the 7th (Leeds Rifles) Battalion, West 
Yorkshire Regiment.

Sir Frederick Gwatkin was born on 12 April 1885 at Murree, India (now Pakistan), the son of Colonel F. S. Gwatkin, C.B., and was 
educated at Clifton College and the Royal Military College, Sandhurst. Commissioned Second Lieutenant on the unattached list, 19 
August 1903, he was posted to the Indian Army the following year, and was attached to the 40th Pathans. He transferred to the 18th 
(Prince of Wales' Own) Lancers on 17 August 1905, and was promoted Lieutenant on 19 November of that year, and Captain on 19 
August 1912. He served during the Great War with the 18th (King George's Own) Lancers on the Western Front from 14 December 
1914 until 7 March 1918, and with the Egyptian Expeditionary Force from 18 March 1918 until the 31 October of that year. For his 
services during the Great War he was Mentioned in Despatches ( London Gazette 5 June 1919), and was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Order and the Military Cross, the former award for services in Egypt. Towards the end of the Great War he was appointed a 
General Staff Office 2nd Grade, and was promoted Major on 3 October 1918. After serving with the 5th Cavalry Division in Kurdistan, 
May to December 1919, he relinquished this post on 20 February 1920, and subsequently attended the Staff College at Quetta. His 
next appointment was that of Brigade Major of the 2nd Indian Cavalry Brigade, which role he took up on 1 March 1925. He transferred 
from that role to become an Instructor at the Staff College, Quetta, on 1 January 1927, and remained at the Staff College for a further 
three years. On 14 January 1930 he was appointed to the command of the Royal Deccan Horse, and remained the Regiment's 
Commanding Officer until he was promoted to Colonel on 4 August 1934, when he was appointed to command the 2nd (Sialkot) 
Indian Cavalry Brigade and granted the rank of temporary Brigadier. 

In June 1938 Gwatkin attended the Imperial Defence College and was promoted to Major-General, one of only 21 Officers of that rank 
on the Indian Army, and was also appointed a Companion of the Order of the Bath. The following April he was appointed Military 
Advisor-in-Chief to the Indian State Forces. This role involved him working with the private armies that were under the control of the 
rulers of the various Princely States, and which had all pledged allegiance to the British Empire in times of War. The size and capability 
of these forces varied considerably, with states such as Gwalior, Hyderabad, and Jammu and Kashmir having large armies modelled to 
a great extent on the British Indian Army. 

Gwatkin was appointed Colonel of the Royal Deccan Horse on 2 August 1939, and was knighted at the Viceroy's Palace in New Delhi 
on 21 February 1942. He retired from the Indian Army on 12 April 1943, after 40 years' service, and relinquished the role of Colonel of 
the Royal Deccan Horse on 1 September 1950, following the partition of the Indian Army. 

Sir Frederick Gwatkin married Miss Lydia Stanton, the daughter of Colonel E. C. Stanton, in Cirencester, Gloucestershire, in 1920, with 
whom he had two sons and one daughter. Both his sons were killed on the same day, 14 March 1945. In later life he became a 
collector of and noted authority on Burmese stamps and postal history. He died on 20 April 1969.

Edward Ion Beresford Grogan was born on 29 November 1873, only son of the 
1st Baronet. He was educated at Winchester, succeeded his father as 2nd 
Baronet in 1891, and was gazetted into the Rifle Brigade on 19 July 1893. He 
served in the South African War with the 1st Battalion, was mentioned in 
despatches and received the Queen's Medal with five clasps. From 1904, after 
passing through the Staff College, he was employed until September 1906 as 
Staff Captain at the War Office, after which he was posted for duty with the 
Macedonian Gendarmarie until September 1908 (Liyakat or 'Loyalty' Medal). 

From March 1911 until September 1914, he was Military Attache in South 
America. On his return to England he did duty at the War Office until December 
1914, and was then appointed G.S.O. 3 to the 28th Division, and from 12 July to 
5 November commanded the 1st Battalion. On the 28th Division leaving France 
for Salonika he returned to them, and was for a month liaison officer to the 
Salonika Army. On 25 December 1915 he was G.S.O. 3 to 12th Army Corps, 
Mediterranean Expeditionary Force, and in April 1916 he was briefly in 
command of the 7th Battalion, Oxf. & Bucks. Light Infantry. In June 1916 was 
appointed G.S.O. 1 to the 27th Division, Egyptian Expeditionary Force. In May 
1917 he was posted as G.S.O. 1 to G.H.Q., British Forces in Salonika, and in 
October 1918 in the same capacity to the British Military Mission to Siberia, and 
was later employed with the Turkish Peace Delegation. He was mentioned in 
despatches three times during the course of the war and was awarded the C.M. 
G. in 1920. He died at his residence, Shropham Hall, Attleborough, Norfolk, 
after a long illness, on 11 July 1927, aged 53 years.

Arthur Henry Dopping Creagh was born on 29 April, 1866, son of Major-General William Creagh, Indian Army, and grandson of 
Major-General Sir Michael Creagh, K.H., 86th and 11th Foot. He was educated at Newton Abbot College and R.M.C. Sandhurst, and 
was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Worcestershire Regiment in 1887. He joined the Indian Army the following year and was 
attached to the 21st Bombay Infantry 1890-1907. He joined the 107th Pioneers as 2nd in command in 1907, and the 128th Pioneers, 
in the same capacity, in 1909, and was Commandant of the regiment from 1911 to 1920. He served in the operations in Mekran, 1898; 
during the Great War in Egypt and the Canal Zone 1914-15, and in Mesopotamia 1915-16 (wounded three times, mentioned in 
despatches twice, C.M.G., Serbian White Eagle with swords). He was promoted Colonel in 1917, retired in 1920, and died on 27 
November, 1941. 
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The Great War 'Mesopotamian Operations' C.M.G. and Serbian Order of the White Eagle group of nine awarded to 
Brigadier-General L. W. Y. Campbell, Indian Army, who served as a Newspaper Correspondent with the Tirah Frontier

Leslie Warner Yule Campbell was born in Lee, Kent, on 24 August 1867, the son of Major-General A. H. E. Campbell, Indian Army, 
and was educated at Cheltenham College. Commissioned a Lieutenant in the King's Own Borderers on 30 January 1886, and 
subsequently transferred to the Derbyshire Regiment. Fie was appointed a Lieutenant in the Madras Staff Corps on 22 February 1888, 
and was promoted Captain in the Indian Staff Corps on 30 January 1897. Whilst on leave he accompanied the Tirah Field Force as a 
Press Correspondent, October 1897 to April 1898, where he was wounded (a number of both British and Indian newspapers sent 
correspondents to report on the operations on the North West Frontier of India, and, with the exception of one civilian, the 
correspondents were all serving Officers on leave). Returning to active service, he was employed as Deputy Assistant Adjutant General 
for Musketry from 28 October 1902 until 31 May 1904, and receiving his Majority on 30 January 1904 served as Brigade Major from 1 
June of that year until 1907. He served during the Great War as Commandant of the 89th Punjabis at the taking of Shaik Syed in 1914, 
and was present at the attack on the Suez Canal and at Gallipoli. He commanded the 9th Infantry Brigade in France at the Battle of 
Loos in 1915, and subsequently in Mesopotamia at the Relief of Kut. Wounded in the attack on Baghdad, 18 December 1916, he later 
saw action at Jebel Hamrin. For his service in the Great War he was three times Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazettes 1 January 
1916; 19 October 1916; and 15 August 1917); was promoted Brevet Colonel; was awarded the Serbian Order of the White Eagle; and 
was created a Companion of the Order of St. Michael and St. George for his service in Mesopotamia. He subsequently served on the 
Staff as a Brigade Commander during the Third Afghan War, and was again Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 3 August 1920). 
He retired in 1921, and was appointed Honorary Colonel of the 1 /8th Punjab Regiment. He died at home in Farnham, Surrey, on 26 
July 1946.

William Frank Arthur Rattigan was born on 11 April 1879 and educated at Harrow and Magdalen College, Oxford. Nominated an 
Attache, 23 December 1902, he was appointed to Vienna in April 1904 and transferred to The Hague in June the same year. Promoted 
to 3rd Secretary, August 1905 and 2nd Secretary, May 1909. Was a Gold Staff Officer at the Coronation of George V. Served in Cairo, 
1912 and Berlin, 1913. With the start of the Great War, Rattigan was loaned to the War Office for service with the General Staff of the 
Army, attached to the 6th French Army and the Belgian Army, and was in France and Flanders from 13 August to 6 November 1914, 
being slightly wounded in an explosion at the front. He was transferred to Bucharest in February 1915 and was promoted to 1st 
Secretary in May 1916. With the collapse of Romania, Rattigan and his wife, Vera, were forced to make their way back to England. But 
they did not complete their escape from Eastern Europe until November 1917. By the time they arrived back in London, having 
survived starvation after the collapse of Romania and a spell in hospital in revolutionary Petrograd, Frank was so ill that he was unfit for 
service during most of 1918. Vera had cared devotedly for her injured husband throughout their hair-raising adventures in Romania 
and their protracted and dangerous journey home across Russia, then in the throes of the Revolution. 

After the war he acted as Charge d'Affaires at Bucharest, 22 April 1919-15 October 1920. For his services he was awarded the C.M.G. 
Promoted to be Counsellor of Embassy in the Diplomatic Service, November 1920, and transferred to Constantinople in February 1921, 
where he acted as Charge d'Affaires, May-July 1921. He retired on a Pension on 1 December 1922 and died on 9 March 1952. 

William Rattigan married Vera Houston in 1905. By her he had two sons, one of which was the celebrated playwright, Terence 
Rattigan (1911-77). Frank Rattigan's life as a diplomat is vividly portrayed in his autobiography, Diversions of a Diplomat, 1924. An 
account of Terence Rattigan's early life with his parents is given in Terence Rattigan a Biography, by Geoffrey Wansell. In the latter is a 
story of an affair his father had with Princess Elizabeth of Romania (later Queen of Greece) which resulted in a pregnancy and secret 
abortion. It suggests that this was one of the reasons behind his early (forced) retirement from the Diplomatic Service.

Gerald Bryan Clarke was born in Gwelo, Southern Rhodesia on 1 November 
1909 and educated at St. George's School, Bulawayo. He served as Secretary to 
the Prime Minister and the Cabinet of Southern Rhodesia from 1950, and was a 
close confidant of Ian Smith, the Prime Minister from April 1964 - it was Clarke, 
in his role as Cabinet Secretary, who organised and chaired the sub-committee 
that authored and drafted the Unilateral Declaration of Independence, which 
was signed by Ian Smith and his cabinet on 11 November 1965. The text of the 
Declaration was based to a great extent upon the United States of America's 
Declaration of Independence in 1776, the last time a colony had declared 
unilateral independence from Great Britain. Clarke was Cabinet Secretary 
throughout the existence of the Rhodesian Front Government, 1964-79, and 
accompanied Smith to virtually every conference and Heads-of-Government 
meeting that the latter attended throughout his time as leader, both before and 
after U.D.I., only retiring after Zimbabwe achieved formal independence from 
the United Kingdom in April 1980.

Note: The Order of the Legion of Merit was the Unilaterally Declared Republic 
of Rhodesia's highest Order and was instituted in 1970. It came in five classes, 
with both a Military and Civil Division, and was awarded for outstanding service 
to Rhodesia. Only 4 G.C.L.M.s were ever awarded (all in the Civil Division): to 
President Clifford Dupont, Prime Minister Ian Smith, President John Wrathall, 
and Cabinet Secretary Gerald Clarke. The Order ceased to be awarded in 1980 
following Zimbabwe's Independence.

James Watt was bom on 19 August 1914 in Morpeth, Northumberland, where his father was a master confectioner. James was 
educated at King Edward VI grammar school and studied Medicine at Durham and Newcastle, where before the war he was house 
surgeon at Ashington Hospital and resident medical officer at the Princess Mary Maternity Hospital. 

In 1940 Watt joined the RNVR and was appointed surgeon lieutenant in the elderly cruiser Emerald then in the Indian Ocean. The ship 
was part of Force V, hunting the German raider Scheer, before being sent to Basra to prevent a coup in Iraq handing that country over 
to the Germans. While in the Gulf an outbreak of malaria affected more than 70 of her company and, despite Watt's care, two men 
died. 

In June 1941 Emerald suffered a collision with another cruiser, Dauntless, causing structural damage and flooding the forward engine 
room. Fourteen men were left killed or missing, but Watt managed to save five of the severely wounded. 

Watt's next appointment was to the lend-lease destroyer Koxborough on North Atlantic convoy duties. During convoy HX222 she 
encountered severe weather and waves crushed her bridge superstructure, washing her captain and first lieutenant overboard and 
killing nine others. This left Watt as senior officer on-board. Assuming his new duties, he continued to treat the wounded while a 
Canadian sub lieutenant conned the ship and used hand-steering to bring her safely into St John's, Newfoundland. 

Watt and the remaining ship's company were accommodated in a New Jersey hotel resort, known as HMS Asbury, and run by the 
renowned millionairess Lily Lambert, who was eventually decorated by the British for her war work. After several months in the USA, 
and further convoy duty on the east coast, Watt was sent to the escort carrier Arbiter. 

Watt saw more service on Atlantic convoys until Arbiter embarked 1843 Naval Air Squadron of Corsair fighter-bombers, bound for the 
British Pacific Fleet. She was preparing for air strikes on mainland Japan when the atom bombs were dropped. Arbiter remained in the 
Far East after V-J Day when Watt treated malnourished prisoners of war and civilians whom she ferried from Hong Kong to Australia. 
For his distinguished service in the Far East he was mentioned in despatches. 
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Postwar, Watt was a surgical registrar at the Royal Victoria Infirmary, but, inspired by a religious experience, he rejoined the Royal 
Navy in 1949. He served in the hospital ship Maine during the Korean War and rose rapidly in his profession: as surgical specialist in 
Hong Kong from 1953 to 1955; consultant in surgery at the naval hospitals in Plymouth, Malta and Gosport; and professor of naval 
surgery from 1965 to 1969. 

Promoted to Surgeon Rear Admiral in 1969, Watt became Dean of Naval Medicine and medical officer in charge of the Institute of 
Naval Medicine, which he sought to develop into a first-class centre for research. Three years later he was promoted Surgeon Vice 
Admiral and became medical director general of the Navy, when he reorganised the naval medical service, extending its research 
programmes and supervising the organisation and co-ordination of surgical support for the Royal Marines. 

Watt was Queen's Honorary Surgeon from 1969 to 1977, and was appointed Commander of the Order of St John in 1972, and KBE in 
1975. He died unmarried on 28 December 2009.

Vernon Vavasour Hooley was born on 15 March 1862, the son of William Hooley, of Southampton. He married Mary, daughter of 
Lieutenant-Colonel T. Maxwell, of Eshowe, Zululand. As a Purser with the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company he received the 
Transport Medal for services in the S.S. Nile and S.S. Tagus in South Africa, and presented by the King on 4 November 1903. He was 
awarded the Brazilian Lifesaving medal in gold for jumping overboard and going to the rescue of Laura Christina de Macedo Malta, 
daughter of the Brazilian Consul-General in the Argentine, who was in danger of drowning on 14 February 1903. 

In the period before the Great War he was a shipping agent in New York and was afterwards responsible for the fitting out of the S.S. 
Acradian and Carribean which conveyed Canadian troops from Quebec. He returned to England in January 1915 and joined the Army 
Service Corps as a Temporary Lieutenant the following month; Temporary Captain, May 1915; Temporary Major, August 1916; Acting 
Lieutenant-Colonel, June 1918; Lieutenant-Colonel, June 1919. He served at Deptford, Liverpool, Southampton and in France until 
November 1919. Commanded No. 2 Home Base Supply Depot A.S.C. He afterwards lived in Southampton and died in 1952, aged 90.

The recommendation states: 'Brigadier Carthew-Yorstoun commanded General Headquarters troops in British Liberation Army from 
July to the end of August 1944, and was then appointed Commander of the British Army Staff in Paris. The first of these two 
appointments he held with distinction and was promoted Brigadier in late August 1944 to fill the second. When he first went to Paris 
general conditions in the capital were chaotic and the first priority task which was allotted to him was the preparation of a leave centre 
for all ranks of the British Liberation Army. He set about this with tremendous energy. Complications and difficulties of all sorts were 
overcome one by one. He had a perfect grasp of his problem and together with the team he had about him, which he infected with his 
own zeal and devotion to duty, he produced in a remarkably short space of time an organisation which made the British leave centre in 
Paris a credit to the Army and a source of great satisfaction to all ranks who went there. The Press was unstinting in its eulogies of all 
the arrangements. Brigadier Carthew-Yorstoun wrote a personal address of welcome to all ranks, the wording of which was so well 
chosen that it undoubtedly contributed to the good discipline and soldierly behaviour which was always displayed by the troops on 
leave and which became the admiration of our allies. 

In January 1945 Brigadier Carthew-Yorstoun was appointed to command 101 Beach Sub Area at Caen when there was still a great deal 
of activity in the port and neighbouring depots. With a small staff he performed his functions admirably. Later, on transfer to Holland, 
his Beach Sub Area was upgraded and became 21 L of C Sub Area. Up to VE Day he continued to carry out his manifold duties with 
great competence and zeal. Throughout the whole campaign his services have been outstanding.' 
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D.S.O. London Gazette 22 October 1940. 

The recommendation states: Throughout the operation 13 May to 1 June 1940, this officer has led his Battalion with outstanding 
courage, coolness and resolution. In particular on 26 May, he organised and carried through a successful counter-attack and 
tenaciously held on to the ground so gained. He extricated his Battalion skilfully when the order to withdraw was given and brought his 
Battalion through many difficulties and on his own initiative to rejoin his Brigade in time to take part on 29 to 31 May in the defence of 
an important sector near Nieuport. When his Battalion was finally ordered to withdraw, it was still holding its original front line despite 
repeated enemy attacks upon it.'

Morden Archibald Carthew-Yorstoun was born at Gate Fulford, York, on 13 September 1897, the only son of Lieutenant-Colonel A. M. 
Carthew-Yorstoun, C.B. who commanded the 2nd Battalion Black Watch during the Boer War and was seriously wounded at 
Paardeberg. Educated at Winchester College and the Royal Military College, Sandhurst, where he won the Sword of Honour, he was 
commissioned into the Royal Highlanders on 7 April 1916, and served during the Great War as Aide-de-Camp to the Commanding 
Officer of the 1st Division from February 1917 until 9 June 1919, being appointed a Member of the Order of the British Empire on the 
cessation of hostilities. Following the war, he served as Aide-de-Camp to the Governor of Bengal; on attachment to the Egyptian Army, 
1922 until 1925; and with the Sudan Defence Force, 1925 until 1932, serving as Comptroller to Governor General of Sudan in 1926 
and Brigade Major of the British Troops in Sudan 1931-32. Returning to the 2nd Battalion, Black Watch in 1933 as Garrison Adjutant, 
Portsmouth and Brigade Major to the Commander of the 9th Infantry Brigade (Brigadier B. L. Montgomery), he was promoted Major on 
1 August 1938, and appointed temporary Lieutenant-Colonel commanding the 6th Battalion Black Watch in March 1940. Going to 
France with his Battalion, he was evacuated from Dunkirk on 1 June 1940, and in the course of his battalion's evacuation the destroyer 
he was borne on was sunk by bombing. After transferring to a second destroyer, he was again sunk, this time suffering severe wounds- 
'he only survived because an elderly Able Seaman, whom he was never able to trace, put a life jacket on him at the last 
moment.' (Account from the recipient's Obituary in The Red Hackle refers). For his gallantry at Dunkirk he was Created a Companion 
of the Distinguished Service Order, and also Mentioned in Despatches. 

His wound was too serious for him to take a major part thereafter in the War, but having made a partial recovery, he was appointed 
Colonel on Staff Headquarters, Royal Armoured Corps in 1941, and appointed to the command of the 176 Infantry Brigade (59th 
Division) as temporary Brigadier in April 1942, a post he held until D-Day. Following the Liberation of Paris he served as Head of the 
British Army Staff in Paris, 1944, and was promoted substantial Lieutenant-Colonel on 2 January 1945. His final appointment was as 
Chief Liaison Officer, British Army of the Rhine and British Zone of Germany, a post he held from 1946 until his retirement, with the 
honorary rank of Brigadier, on 24 January 1949. He died on 24 April 1968.

William Lionel Douglas Veitch, was born at Belhaven, East Lothian, on 21 November 1901, the son of the Revd. William Veitch, and 
was educated at Edinburgh Academy and the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich. He was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 
Royal Engineers on 13 July 1921, and attended training at Chatham with No. 5 Junior Officers Batch. Promoted Lieutenant on 13 July 
1923, he joined King George's Own Bengal Sappers and Miners at Roorkee the following year, and over the next five years with them 
he carried out various regimental duties including service with No. 7 Bridging Train; Assistant Superintendent of Instruction at Roorkee; 
service with the Defence Light Section at Calcutta; and as Company Officer of No. 5 Field Company at Rawalpindi. In 1930 he was 
posted to the Military Engineering Service as Garrison Engineer of the Wana Road Project at Tanai in Waziristan. He took part in the 
subsequent operations on the North West Frontier, and was Mentioned in Despatches. 

Promoted Captain on 13 July 1932, Veitch returned to duties with the Bengal Sappers and Miners as Company Commander of No. 41 
Division Headquarters Company, and subsequently held the appointments of Assistant Superintendent of Park, and Company 
Commander of No. 5 Field Company at Roorkee. In 1937 he took part in the operations on the North West Frontier of India with the 
5th Field Company; joining the Wazir Field Force, he took part in the operations against the Faqir of Ipi, and was again Mentioned in 
Despatches (London Gazette 16 August 1938). For his services in Waziristan, which included water supply and road construction 
projects at Dosalli, Bhittani Camp, and Shawali, he was created an Officer of the Order of the British Empire, returning to Roorkee, on 
the outbreak of the Second World War he was appointed to command the Bengal Sappers and Miners Training Battalion, and in 1941 
was appointed to the Command of the 19th Indian Division Royal Engineers in Southern India. The following year he was posted as a 
Staff Officer to Indian Army Headquarters, and was appointed Commandant of No. 1 Engineer Group, Royal Indian Engineers, at 
Lahore. 

In 1943 Veitch was given command of the Bengal Sappers and Miners, and in February 1944 was promoted to temporary Colonel, 
receiving the C.B.E. in that year's Birthday Honours List. He relinquished command in 1946, and the following year was appointed 
Deputy Chief Engineer, Northern Army, India, being translated to the Pakistan Army post-partition. In 1950 he was appointed Engineer- 
in-Chief, Pakistan Army, with the rank of Major-General, and was created a Companion of the Order of the Bath on the advice of the 
Pakistan Government in the 1952 Birthday Honours List. Retiring due to ill-health the following year, Veitch returned to his native 
Scotland, but was a frequent visitor back to Pakistan for many years before his death in Edinburgh on 13 December 1969.

Robert Arthur Swan was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Essex Regiment on 16 January 1915, and was posted to the 13th 
(West Ham) Battalion. He served during the Great War with the Essex Regiment, and subsequently during the Russian Intervention 
whilst attached to the 2nd/7th Battalion, Durham Light Infantry, with the rank of Major, for which he was created an Officer of the 
Military Division of the Order of the British Empire; Mentioned in Despatches; and awarded the Russian Order of St. Anne Third Class. 
He subsequently served during the Second World War with the Civil Defence, and was additionally created a Commander of the Civil 
Division of the Order of the British Empire for his work as Legal Secretary to the Law Officers' Department.

Sir Alfred Donald Pickford was born on 20 May 1872, the son of C. H. Pickford Esq., and was educated at George Watson's College 
and Fettes College, Edinburgh. He spent 29 years in business in India, of which 20 were spent in Calcutta, and he became the senior 
partner in the firm Begg, Dunlop & Co. He was awarded the Kaisar-i-Hind Gold Medal for his services during the Great War, having 
served for three years in the Bengal Legislative Council, and was appointed Sheriff of Calcutta in 1920, receiving the customary 
knighthood at the end of his year in office. The following year he was elected to the Indian Legislative Assembly. He also served as a 
Major with the Calcutta Light Horse. 

Sir Alfred was a major figure in the boy scouting movement, and served as the Chief Commissioner for India from 1919-21, and toured 
India with Baden-Powell. He returned to England in 1922, and served as the Boy Scouts Headquarters Commissioner for Overseas 
Scouts from 1922-29, and as Commissioner for Development, 1930-32. In January 1940 he was appointed Commissioner for Publicity, 
and it was for this role that he was created an Officer of the Order of the British Empire in the 1946 New Year's Honours List. Standing 
at six feet four inches, and wearing a monocle, the result of a childhood accident on Kensington High Street that left him with a glass 
eye, he was a larger-than-life character in more ways than one. He died, unmarried, on 7 October 1947.

1940. He served during the Second World War attached to the 3rd Queen Alexandra's Own Gurkha Rifles, and was mentioned in 
Despatches for his services in operations in Iraq, Syria and Persia (London Gazette 14 January 1943). Promoted to temporary 
Lieutenant-Colonel, he was created a Member of the Order of the British Empire for his services in the Burma campaign, and 
subsequently served in the Royal Indian Engineers, receiving a second Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 19 September 1946). 

Post-war, Durant remained employed in the Indian Army until the late 1940s, following which he returned to the home establishment 
and was promoted to substantive Major in the Royal Engineers in April 1950. He served with the Royal Engineers in Malaya, where he 
was Mentioned in Despatches for a third time (London Gazette 26 October 1954).

December, arriving in the United Kingdom on 26 December 1940. Promoted Captain in December 1942, and Major in November 
1943, he landed in Normandy on 28 June 1944 as a General Staff Officer Second Class (Intelligence) at Headquarters, 2nd Canadian 
Corps. He served in France, Belgium, Holland, and Germany during the operations on north-west Europe, and was awarded the Dutch 
Order of Orange Nassau and created a Member of the Order of the British Empire. He arrived back in Canada at the end of September 
1945, and rejoined the Royal Hamilton Light Infantry.

Promoted Captain and temporary Major, he was appointed a Member of 
the Order of the British Empire for his services in north-west Europe, and was Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 10 May 
1945). He was awarded his Efficiency Medal on 29 May 1964. 
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A Second War Honorary M.B.E. and Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea group of five awarded to Third Officer H. V. 
Nielsen, M.V. Empire Knight , for his gallantry when the vessel broke up and sank off the coast of Maine, 11-12 
February 1944

Helge Vemer Nielsen, a Danish national, the Third Officer of the Empire Knight , was appointed an Honorary Member of the Order of 
the British Empire, and also awarded the Lloyd's Silver Medal for Saving Life at Sea for his gallantry when the Empire Knight sank off the 
coast of Maine, 11-12 February 1944. 

'On 8th January 1944, the M.V. Empire Knight sailed from Loch Ewe ballasted in convoy for Halifax, Nova Scotia, and then arrived at 
St. John, New Brunswick on 26th January to load cargo. Laden with war supplies for Bombay and Calcutta, the ship sailed from St. John 
on 10th February for New York and Norfolk, Virginia to continue loading. At 2:30 p.m. the following day (Friday 11th February) the 
vessel crashed onto Boon Island Ledge, 12 miles off York Beach, Maine, in a driving blizzard, and was pounded overnight by terrific 
seas. On Saturday morning she broke in two, the forward part remaining fast on the ledge and the after part consisting of the 
superstructure and stern (with all the crew) floating away in heavy seas, later to sink in 175 feet of water. Rescue ships stood by the 
floating wreck, but could not get close enough to take off the crew. Most of the ship's life saving equipment was washed overboard or 
smashed when the vessel split and some rafts capsized as soon as they hit the water. The rescue craft and United States Navy vessels 
rendered daring service picking up twenty survivors in the mountainous seas, landing thirteen of them at Portland, Maine, and seven at 
Portsmouth, Maine. Twenty-four of the crew were lost, including the master, but only thirteen bodies were later recovered.' 

The Second Cook, also a Danish national, was awarded an honorary British Empire Medal.

Regiment, who served with the S.O.E. during World War II, and was 'dropped' into Greece to work as a British

By his 
leadership and energy, he has produced a very high state of operational and 
administrative efficiency in his company and by so doing has set a standard for 
the other company commanders in the Battalion. He has driven himself hard 
throughout his time in Malaya and apart from spending much of his time in the 
jungle, he has been an instructor on the pre-staff college course, has run Brigade 
courses for promotion candidates, and has distinguished himself on an air 
support course in Australia. Whatever he is asked to do he does with a rare 
devotion and skill. Major Collins' exceptional devotion to duty deserves 
recognition.' 


Michael Henry Hugh Collins was born at Leintwardine, Herefordshire, on 11 July 1921, the son of Lieutenant-Colonel Neville Collins, 
O.B.E., Loyal North Lancashire Regiment, and was educated at Radley College. He served during the Second World War in the ranks 
from July 1940, before receiving an emergency commission into his father's regiment, the Loyal North Lancashire Regiment, on 8 
March 1941. Promoted Lieutenant on 7 September 1942, and temporary Captain on 27 February 1943, he undertook a course at the 
School of Military Intelligence at Matlock in early 1943, he subsequently joined the Special Operations Executive, through which he 
was assigned to Force 133 as a volunteer for special operations on 2 October 1943. He completed the full para-military and parachute 
courses during the winter of 1943-44, and was subsequently posted to the Operations Pool. 

'On 3 August 1944, Captain Collins was "dropped" into Greece. He went to our Headquarters in the Thessaly area but was destined to 
work as a British Liaison Officer with our Mission in Macedonia. He subsequently made his way to Western Macedonia to one of our 
sub-area Headquarters in Area 1, and whilst there carried out his duties satisfactorily. Owing to the termination of his work and the 
civil war being in progress he was evacuated by sea from Salonika on 14 December 1944, arriving in Cairo on 21 December 
1944.' (the recipient's confidential S.O.E. report refers). 

Collins returned to his former Regiment on 3 March 1945, and was promoted Major on 11 July 1955. He went with the Loyals to 
Malaya, where it is reported that he spent a long time in the Malay jungle and accounted for some casualties, and was appointed a 
Member of the Order of the British Empire. After a posting to Australia as an Instructor in jungle warfare, he returned to the U.K. and 
was promoted Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel on 1 July 1961, Colonel on 1 January 1967, and Brigadier on 30 June 1973. Appointed 
Divisional Brigadier of the King's Division, he finally retired on 11 July 1976.

The recommendation, made by Sir Charles Bernard, Chief Commissioner, Burma, to General the Hon. G. Chesney, states: 'I wish to 
bring to your notice the good services done by Officers of the Indian Marine in Upper Burma during the last 16 months. They have 
been partly under the Military Authorities, and their work has been highly appreciated by the soldiers. Since none of the Marine 
Officers received recognition for their services while soldiers, navy men and civilians have been more or less honoured in the ' Upper 
Burma Campaign Gazette', and on the occasion of the Jubilee. As I am leaving Burma for good I wish to recommend to your notice two 
men who have come most to the front among Indian Marine Officers: Captain Alexander Campbell. He was Transport Officer with the 
Expedition, arranged marshalling etc. of steamers, was Transport Officer at Mandalay for months. Did well and gave satisfaction all 
round, while at the same time holding his own. General Prendergast spoke highly of his work. But none but naval men knew the 
difficulties of conducting 28 steamers, with flats, smoothly and regularly up a shallow river without pilots. The Irrawaddy; Kathleen and 
Marine Survey Party helped, but Captain Campbell was the real Commodore, or sailing-master of the fleet. 1 

Captain Alexander Campbell, C.I.E., D.S.O. (1839-1914), born Ballyatton, Country Down, Ireland; employed as an Apprentice aboard 
the Acadia from 1854, and served in this vessel until 1858; appointed Third Officer in the Delgancy, 1858; served as 2nd Officer in the 
Barousmore , and was one of the 19 survivors when she foundered in a cyclone in 1863; joined the Indian Marine as a 1st Grade 
Officer for service in the Clyde, August 1865; subsequent service included in the Coromandel and the Sir John Lawrence; promoted 
Commander, August 1867 and served in a number of vessels over the following three years before being appointed Dock Master at 
Karachi Dockyard, September 1880; he also carried out duties of Superintendent of Marine; appointed Port Officer Rangoon, 1883, and 
Staff Officer Bombay Dockyard the following year; he served as Transport Officer Calcutta, from October 1885; in this capacity he was 
employed in connection with the 1885-87 Burma Expeditionary Force; Campbell subsequently received the following appointments: 
Acting Deputy Director Indian Marine, May 1886; Staff Officer Bombay Dockyard, April 1887; Officiating Director Indian Marine, May 
1887; Deputy Director Indian Marine, Bombay,November 1888; Officiating Director Indian Marine, Bombay, May 1890; Deputy 
Director Karachi Dockyard, August 1890; Officiating Director Bombay Dockyard, October 1891; Deputy Director Karachi Dockyard, 
October 1891; retired 1894 (created C.I.E. October 1893); in later life he resided at Rathgael, Bedford. 

Only three Officers of the Royal Indian Marine were recommended for any form of reward for their services during the Burma 
Campaign 1885-87. Of these men only one, Captain Alexander Campbell, received a decoration, the other two being promoted in 
rank. 
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The unique Boer War D.S.O. and Albert Medal for Sea group of six awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel E. D. Thornburgh 
Cropper, West Kent Militia and Imperial Yeomanry, who was awarded the Albert Medal and Royal Humane Society 
Medal for gallantly trying to save the life of a waiter who had fallen overboard from the S.S. Idaho in San Francisco 
Bay on 6 August 1878, by diving into the treacherous Bay after him. Subsequently serving in Africa, he was Mentioned 
in Despatches for his conduct at Ulundi during the Zulu War, and again during the Boer War, where he was 
dangerously wounded in December 1900, awarded the D.S.O., and died three months later. Only 12 Albert Medals 
for Sea have been awarded to the Army, and Thornburgh Cropper's A.M. is unique for an act of gallantry in the 
United States of America

'At 11 a.m. on 6th August, 1878, as the steamship "Idaho", belonging to the Pacific Coast Steamship Company, was in the act of 
crossing the bar of San Francisco Bay, outward bound, about two miles from the shore, Thomas Nolan, a coloured waiter, threw 
himself overboard. Immediately there was a cry of "a man overboard", and Captain Cropper, a passenger, without a moment's 
hesitation, threw off his coast and waistcoat, rushed to the stern, and jumped overboard. Although Captain Cropper made a most 
gallant attempt to reach the drowning man, Nolan sank before he was reached. Captain Cropper was subsequently picked up by the 
steamer's lifeboat, after being in the water five-and-twenty minutes. The steamship was going eight knots at the time, and there was a 
high sea running with a westerly wind.' 

Royal Humane Society Case No. 20514: 

'At 11 a.m. on 6th August 1878, in San Francisco Bay, North America, Captain E. D. T. Cropper, West Kent Militia, jumped overboard 
into a rough sea 8 fathoms deep and 2 miles from the shore and swam through water towards the drowning man, Thomas Nolan, a 
Negro waiter from the S.S "Idaho", but he sank before being reached and was drowned. Cropper then undressed in the water and 
waited forty minutes until he was picked up by a boat.' 
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Edward Denman Thornburgh Cropper was born at Swaylands, Kent, in 1855, and educated at Eton. Commissioned Sub-Lieutenant in 
the West Kent Militia on 20 May 1875, he was advanced to Captain on 20 March 1878. 

In August 1878, Thornburgh Cropper, having married a Californian lady by the name of Virginia in 1874 (although records about their 
marriage were destroyed in the earthquake and fire of 1906), and whilst a passenger on board the 1,077 ton, 3 deck steamship Idaho , 
two miles from the shore in the Bay of San Francisco, made an unsuccessful attempt to rescue the life of a suicidal crewman who had 
thrown himself overboard. For his unsuccessful attempt to rescue the crewman, and one where it was considered that the risk of death 
to Thornburgh Cropper exceeded his chances of survival, he was awarded both the Albert Medal and the Royal Humane Society's 
Bronze Medal, the latter being sent to him in February 1879. 

Thornburgh Cropper returned from America and served throughout the Zulu War as orderly officer and extra Aide-de-Camp to Sir 
Evelyn Wood, V.C., and was present at Ulundi and with the flying column. He was Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 21 
August 1879), in which it is stated that he and Colonel the Hon. R. Needham, as orderly officers, 'have worked continuously in 
assisting to get the column transport forward on the line of march'. He retired from the West Kent Militia on 29 January 1881, and was 
appointed a Captain in the Royal Pembroke Artillery on 29 June of that year. During the First Boer War in 1881 he again served as 
orderly officer to Sir Evelyn Wood, and was again Mentioned in Despatches. Following his return from South Africa he transferred to 
the Pembroke Yeomanry as a Lieutenant on 19 August 1885, and was promoted Captain on 15 June 1893. 

Having reportedly served in the Spanish-American War in Cuba, Thornburgh Cropper was gazetted a Captain with the 30th 
(Pembrokeshire) Company, 9th Battalion Imperial Yeomanry, and served during the South African War. He was dangerously wounded 
near Bethlehem, in the Orange Free State, on 29 December 1900, most likely having fallen victim to the Boer's isolated but effective 
guerrilla tactics and dumdum bullets. The following month he was promoted Major and honorary Lieutenant-Colonel in the Pembroke 
Yeomanry Cavalry. 

Mentioned in Lord Roberts' Despatch (London Gazette 10 September 1901), and created a Companion of the Distinguished Service 
Order for his services in South Africa, tragically Thornburgh Cropper did not live to receive either award, dying on 29 March 1901 from 
influenza and pneumonia whilst recuperating in London from an operation, presumably related to the severe wound he had received 
exactly three months previously. Described by an officer who knew him well, 'he was an exceedingly popular officer in "club-land", 
and also in the county. He has been described as one of the "Dare Devils" in the British Army.' 

Sold together with a letter from the Royal Humane Society giving details as to the case; and a photographic image of Sir Evelyn Wood 
surrounded by his staff officers. 

12 Albert Medals for Sea have been awarded to the Army. In addition, only 18 Albert Medals have been awarded for acts of gallantry in 
North America, 1 7 in Canada, and this unique award for gallantry in the United States of America. 

Note: Lieutenant-Colonel Thornburgh Cropper's original Queen's South Africa Medal (which would have been issued posthumously to 
his next of kin is in Newarke House Museum in Leicester.

D.S.O. London Gazette 27 September 1901: 'Augustus Francis de Trafford, Lieutenant, 3rd South Staffordshire Regiment For services 
during the recent operations in South Africa.' 


Augustus Francis de Trafford was born on 27 October 1879, son of Augustus Henry de Trafford and Gertrude Mary (nee Walmesley). 
He died in hospital after a lingering illness on 1 June 1904. 

When a memorial to Lieutenant de Trafford was unveiled, Colonel Raitt said of him: "Here, among those who knew him, there is no 
need for me to say he was a well-loved comrade. You all know that his amiability of disposition, straightforwardness, modesty, and 
charm of manner would have been sure to endear him to those around him. But we also call him a most gallant comrade, and to show 
you these words also are used in all sincerity. I would like to give you two instances of his conduct in action. In June and July 1900, he 
was with a wing of the battalion under my command at a place called Willow Grange, near Ficksburg, in the Orange Free State. The 
enemy's position was two or three miles in front of us. The intervening ground was a plateau running from our position up to theirs. 
One day we went out to cut barbed wire from the farm fences in front that we required to strengthen our defences. The Boers came out 
and shot at us, but did no harm. Apart from the incident I am about to relate, it was an insignificant affair. I left Augustus de Trafford 
with half a company on a little kopje to our right rear, in order to prevent the Boers working round under cover of the edge of the 
plateau, to enfilade us. When we had got all the wire we needed, I rode back to the kopje where I could get a better view, in order to 
see when I could safely retire the covering parties. It appears that the Boers had tried to get round our flank, and were under cover in 
some rocks at the edge of the plateau about 300 or 400 yards away. I did not know they were there, and those at the kopje, no doubt 
thinking I knew, never told me. I saw two soldiers lying alone a short distance in front away from their section. I asked what they were 
doing, and said they were to be ordered to rejoin it. I never meant Augustus de Trafford himself to go to them. The next thing I saw was 
he walking quietly up to them. The Boers opened fire on him, they had the exact range, and the bullets were striking the ground all 
round. Horrified at the result of my order, I shouted to him to run. He would not run, but walked quietly up to them, gave them their 
orders, and returned. Every moment I expected to see him drop. Well, I think a man might be brave enough, and yet have run without 
even waiting to be told to do so. At this time he was a subaltern in the 3rd (Militia) Battalion, and there was some difficulty about 
getting his commission in the line. I had an opportunity some time after of relating this incident to the General, who at once interested 
himself in the matter, and got his commission. I think, therefore, we may fairly say he gained his commission by his gallantry in action. 
The next incident was related to me by Major Williams, of our battalion, who was himself afterwards killed in action, and by Major 
Going, who is here today. It occurred with the Mounted Infantry near Vereeniging, in the Southern Transvaal, in July 1901. They were 
being closely pressed by a very superior force of Boers; de Trafford's section, which was out in front, was ordered to fall back to a 
ridge, where the remainder of the regiment were. While they were doing so, he saw Major Williams' horse shot. He at once rode up to 
him and begged him to take his. Major Williams refused, and told him to go on after his section. He would not, and before Major 
Williams could persuade him to do so his horse also was shot. The Boers were right on to them, and they were surrounded and 
captured. Major Williams reported this incident, and it gained him the Distinguished Service Order".

George Stanley Brighten was bom on 14 May 1890, and educated at Haileybury becoming a Solicitor at Brighten & Lemon. He 
enlisted at the age of 24 in the 20th Royal Fusiliers in September 1914, and was commissioned two months later into a territorial 
battalion of the Liverpool Regiment where he served as Adjutant. He succeeded Bertram Best-Dunkley as commanding officer of the 
2/5th Lancashire Fusiliers. Brighten commanded from August 1917 to the armistice and was awarded the D.S.O. and Bar as 
commanding officer. He clearly demonstrated military perceptiveness, initiative, personal example, and organisational ability. Firstly, 
on the Menin Road, during the Third Battle of Ypres, when his battalion was held up by intense machine-gun fire, 'he went forward and 
personally reorganised it and established a strong defensive line. Later, when this hostile fire slackened, he at once initiated an advance 
which gained a considerable amount of ground.' It was considered that 'his ability, coolness, and grasp of the situation had a marked 
effect on all ranks.' Secondly, in April 1918 during the German Spring Offensive near Givenchy he employed his unit 'with such 
advantage that the attack was held up and the enemy repulsed with heavy loss, many prisoners being taken. His clever disposal of his 
forces and his fine example of coolness did much to restore the position.' This was all the more remarkable as Brighten had suffered a 
personal tragedy immediately prior to this action: his wife whom he had only married in October 1916 had died. His post-war career 
did not follow the same glowing trajectory, however. His legal practice was disolved and he was struck off the roll of solicitors in April 
1932. In October that year, he was convicted of fraud and sentenced to three year's servitude. Bankrupt, he had embezzled a cheque 
for £202 2s 5d. from La Societe Anonyme des Hotels et Casino de Deauville. He had also presented a number of dud cheques at Les 
Etablissements Gaston Duperay in Brussels, passing himself off as an active serving officer. He wrote from Wormwood Scrubs: 'To lose 
the rank I have had the honour to bear adds heavily to the existing punishment for my offence. There was a happier end to his tale, 
however, as the Second World War saw him a Colonel of the Home Guard, and he began to practise as a solicitor again. He died in 
1954, a major shareholder and director of the famous Whiteley's department store.

Albert Edward Stanley Clarke was born on 19 January 1879, the son of Major-General Sir S. de A. C. Clarke. Educated at Eton, he was 
a Page of Honour to Queen Victoria before joining the Scots Guards from Sandhurst in 1898. Sailing with the 1st Battalion to South 
Africa in 1899, he took part in the advance on Kimberley, including the actions at Belmont, Enslin, Modder River and Magersfontein, 
and received the Queen's medal with two clasps. Back in the U.K. by the time the new King succeeded to the Throne, he was made M. 
V.O. for carrying the King's Colour at the presentation of new Colours by Edward VII soon after his accession, and, from 1902 to 1904, 
was A.D.C. to General Paget, Commanding 1st Division at Aldershot. Seconded for duty with the Macedonian Gendarmerie, 1904-07, 
during the civil unrest there, his service was rewarded with the Turkish Liyakat Medal. Returning home in August 1907, the following 
December he took up a new post as Private Secretary to General Sir John French, Inspector-General of the Forces, and fulfilled this role 
until April 1910 when he was placed on the Reserve of Officers. Recalled in 1914 and given a Staff appointment, his service was 
rewarded with the D.S.O. and his final promotion to Lieutenant-Colonel.

Leslie Murray was bom on 29 February 1878 and was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the East Surrey Regiment on 25 August 1897, 
being made Lieutenant in 1899. He served in East Africa in the operations in Somaliland 1901, under Captain M. MacNeill, including 
the attack on the zariba at Samala on 2/3 June 1901, when the Mullah's forces were driven off with the loss of 600 men killed and 
wounded (Medal with clasp). Promoted to Captain in 1904 he next took part in the operations in West Africa with the Kissi Field Force, 
March to June 1905, being one of only 16 British officers to receive the medal with this clasp (Note: It is apparent that Murray received 
a new medal for this expedition, having already received one for the Somaliland operations of 1901. A medal disc only named 'Lieut. 
L. Murray, Somali Levy' was sold by Baldwin's Auctions in November 2001). 

Murray retired from the East Surrey's on 3 June 1914 but was appointed a Lieutenant-Colonel in the Royal Warwickshire Regiment, 
with whom he served in France and Italy from 21 November 1915, in command of the 14th Battalion. He was wounded by shrapnel 
during an advance at Nieppe in 1918 (Despatches three times, D.S.O.). 
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An extremely rare 'Burma 1930-32' D.S.O., Great War 'Mesopotamia' M.C. and Persian Order of the Lion and Sun 
group of eleven awarded to Colonel J. D. Fulton, 2-15th Punjabis, late 26th Punjabis, Indian Army, who over the 
course of an illustrious career was 9 times Mentioned in Despatches

The Recommendation states: Tor valuable service rendered throughout the Rebellion in Burma, 1931. This officer who is Second-in- 
Command, commanded his battalion during the absence of his Commanding Officer on leave in the United Kingdom, throughout the 
whole period of the Rebellion in Burma from December, 1930. His loyalty, ceaseless hard work, and his efficient handling of all 
operations committed to his charge, in all parts over the whole of Lower Burma up to June 1931, when the additional troops from India 
arrived in Burma is beyond all praise. Since June he was responsible for the Insein Area, and it is through his sterling services whilst in 
charge there that the Rebellion in the Insein Area was suppressed/

Persian Order of the Lion and Sun, Third Class London Gazette 16 January 1920. 


James Deas Fulton was born in Edinburgh on 23 August 1888 and was commissioned Second Lieutenant, Unattached List, on 4 
September 1908. Arriving in India on 4 November of that year, he was posted to the 26th Punjabis, and was promoted Lieutenant on 9 
December 1910 and Captain on 1 September 1915. He served during the Great War in Iraq from 3 January 1916 until 28 March 1918, 
during which period he distinguished himself in an attack on the 26 January 1917: 'At 11:35 a.m. "A" and "B" Companies to the left of 
Emperor's trench advanced to their position but this took them too far left. They eventually reached their target, Point 16, after 
advancing across open ground for 1,500 yards, during which they suffered very heavy casualties. At this time Colonel Thompson was 
killed and Captain Fulton took command of the 2 companies at Point 16. The position was consolidated and patrols were sent out to 
contact the 82nd Punjabis on the right. Enemy counter-attacks were repulsed. 
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The 2 companies were withdrawn, as they were out of ammunition to the right and joined "C" Company at 2:15 p.m. At 7:30 p.m. the 
Regiment withdrew back to Emperor's trench, having lost 27 killed, 186 wounded, and 18 missing.' ( War Diary of the 26th Punjabis 
refers). On 10 October 191 7 Fulton left the 26th Punjabis to take up a Staff appointment with 36th Infantry Brigade, serving with them 
in North West Persia from 29 March 1918 until the Armistice, and was promoted Brigade Major on 6 November 1918. For his services 
during the Great War he was four times Mentioned in Despatches ( London Gazettes 19 October 1916, 15 August 191 7, and 27 August 
1918, and 5 June 1919); was awarded the Military Cross, most probably for his gallantry and leadership during the action from 
Emperor's trench; and was honoured by the Shah of Persia with the Order of the Lion and Sun Third Class, one of only 12 British 
Officers to receive the Order for service during the Great War. 

Continuing in Mesopotamia, Fulton served as Brigade Major of the 55th Brigade, 19 June 1919 until 21 June 1921, and was twice more 
Mentioned in Despatches, for Southern Kurdistan and Mesopotamia ( London Gazettes 12 February 1920 and 9 September 1921 
respectively). Returning to India, he joined the 2-15th Punjabis and took part in the operations in Waziristan, 1922-23, and in Burma, 
1930-32, where he was again Mentioned in Despatches ( London Gazette 20 December 1932) and created a Companion of the 
Distinguished Service Order, one of only four D.S.O.s awarded for the Burma Campaign. Promoted Lieutenant-Colonel on 1 December 
1933, he was appointed Commanding Officer of the 2-15th Punjabis, and led them during operations on the North West Frontier of 
India in both the Loe-Agra and Mohmand operations, and was separately Mentioned in Despatches for each operation ( London 
Gazettes 7 February 1936 and 8 May 1936 respectively). Promoted Brevet Colonel and Acting Brigadier on 8 May 1936, he was 
appointed to the command of the Nowshera Brigade that same month, a post he held until 30 November 1937. Transferring to the 
Reserve of Officers on 1 June 1938, he held a special appointment during the Second World War, before finally retiring on 13 March 
1945. 

Sold together with the recipient's Commission Document, dated 4 September 1908; Bestowal Document for the Distinguished Service 
Order, dated 20 December 1932; a copy of the Statutes of the Order; and the recipient's 9 Mentioned in Despatches Certificates, dated 
24 August 1916, 10 April 1917, 15 April 1918, 7 February 1919, 15 November 1919 (Southern Kurdistan 1919), 7 February 1921 
(Mesopotamia 1920), 18 May 1932 (Burma 1930-32), 19 July 1935 (North West Frontier of India (Loe-Agra Operations) 1935), and 28 
November 1935 (North West Frontier of India (Mohmand Opertions) 1935). 
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'We were all looking forward to joining the war and, on 26 May 1940, it happened with a vengeance. Six Hawker 
Hector biplanes took off from Hawkinge to stop the German attack on Calais. Sir Edgar Ludlow-Hewitt had briefed us to 
the effect that he did not expect any of us to make it back to base. 

Armed with two 120lb. bombs and a machine-gun firing through the propeller; we approached France with devastating 
ferocity! One aircraft was lost, one was shot down by our own Navy, another force-landed on a golf course and the 
remainder returned to Hawkinge, holed and badly shaken but unharmed. Sir Edgar hadn't been a bad judge.' 

Wing Commander P. P. C. "Paddy" Barthropp, D.F.C., A.F.C., modestly describes No. 618's astonishing suicide mission 
to Calais in Hector biplanes. 


The outstanding Second World War Wing Leader's D.S.O. and Bar, fall of France 1940 D.F.C. group of seven awarded 
to Group Captain A. F. Anderson, Royal Air Force, late Royal Warwickshire Regiment, one of just 22 R.A.F. officers to 
win this combination of gallantry awards in the last war and a veteran of around 100 operational sorties: having 
originally been decorated for suicidal sorties over Calais in an obsolete 170 m.p.h. Hector biplane - in which he faced 
the attentions of Me. 109s and 110s - he converted to Mustangs and added a D.S.O. to his accolades for his gallant 
command of No. 268 Squadron in 1942, not least for leading the first ever single-engined fighter sortie to Germany 
from the U.K., and a Bar for equally gallant services as C.O. of No. 35 Wing, 2nd T.A.F., in 1944-45: in one of many 
low-level sorties flown over Holland in the latter period, a cannon shell burst inches behind the armour plating 
protecting his head and removed part of the fuselage - 'it was quite a nasty episode' - but he nonetheless completed 
his mission

At the time the Squadron was 
equipped with Lysanders and in order to get some sort of operations for his pilots he arranged for dusk and dawn patrols off the East 
Coast. In May 1941 the Squadron was re-equipped with Tomahawk aircraft and by September was fitted with a No. 19 A.F. wireless set 
giving larger range. 

On 19 October 1941, the first attack was made on targets at Ijmuiden and Dan Helder in Holland with the Wing Commander leading. 
Several other attempts were made by Wing Commander Anderson but were abandoned owing to lack of cloud cover or fog. In 
December, in order to get further operational experience, Wing Commander Anderson asked for and obtained permission to be 
attached to R.A.F. Ibsley with a view to getting combat experience. Working under 10 Group, Wing Commander Anderson and three 
pilots carried out convoy patrols. 

In January 1942, owing to the numerous mechanical failures of the Alison Engine, H.Q., Army Command, stopped operational flying. 
Throughout the above period the Squadron continued its normal role of training with H.Q. No. 2 Corps. 

In April 1942, the Squadron was re-equipped with Mustang aircraft and in June, at the request of Wing Commander Anderson, it was 
permitted to carry out shipping reconnaissance off the Dutch Coast. 

In August 1942, the Squadron was attached to No. 12 (Fighter) Group for full fighter operations and was equipped with V.H.F. and 
operated on interceptor patrols, shipping reconnaissance off the Dutch Coast and attack of ground targets in Holland and Germany. 

It has been due to the personal effort of Wing Commander Anderson that his squadron has been enabled to carry out offensive 
operations and he himself has always led the first of any new type of sortie. 

In October, Wing Commander Anderson led a section of four Mustangs to North-West Germany and attacked targets on the Dortmund- 
Ems Canal. This was the first time that single-engined fighters based in England had attacked targets in Germany. 

Throughout this period, Wing Commander Anderson has led: 6 Tomahawk operations over Holland; 2 Mustang "Rhubarbs" - one over 
Holland and the other over Germany; 12 Mustang shipping reconnaissance operations; and 3 Mustang interceptor patrols over the 
North Sea. 

Wing Commander Anderson has always displayed the greatest initiative to get his squadron onto offensive operations, he is a born 
leader and has instilled an operational attitude into not only the pilots but also the N.C.Os and ground crew as well. He is absolutely 
tireless and one of the most enthusiastic Commanding Officers I have met. Through his magnificent leadership, courage and example 
he has produced in 268 Squadron a thoroughly sound and reliable fighting unit not only in its primary role of Fighter Reconnaissance 
but also in its secondary and more offensive roles.' 

Bar to D.S.O. London Gazette 27 April 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'Between 15 December 1944 and 21 February 1945, Group Captain Anderson carried out 6 reconnaissance sorties over enemy 
territory. Besides bringing back valuable information, this officer and his No. 2 made the following claims: 

1 1000-ton ship destroyed (seen on fire); 2 1000-ton ships severely damaged (one on fire); 1 minelayer damaged; 1 tug destroyed; 3 
tugs damaged (one on fire); 3 barges severely damaged; 1 500-ton ship and sundry small M.Vs damaged; 1 ferry damaged; 2 M.T. 
destroyed; 1 Met and 1 A.F.V. damaged. 

These attacks were carried out often in the face of intense accurate flak and twice Group Captain Anderson's aircraft was hit and 
damaged. 

Since the date of his last award this officer has carried out 49 sorties over enemy territory, some of which were to provide photographs 
necessary during the planning of "Overlord". Besides the claims made above, he has scored successes against a number of different 
types of target including 16 locos damaged, parties of troops on the ground, and damage to transport vehicles of all descriptions, at all 
times displaying a fine offensive spirit and courage of a high order. 

Group Captain Anderson has proved himself to be an outstanding Commanding Officer. The Recce. Wing he has commanded in the 
Field since August 1944 has achieved magnificent results whilst working with 1st Canadian Army. The results achieved, at a small cost 
to the Wing, are an indication of its efficiency. This high standard is very largely due to the efficiency of its Commanding Officer and 
the magnificent example he sets to the rest of his unit.'

GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS FOR GALLANTRY 


D.F.C. London Gazette 5 November 1940. The original recommendation states: 

'During the months of May and June 1940, this officer was in charge of No. 613 Squadron which operated during the evacuation of the 
B.E.F. In spite of the fact that this squadron was without previous experience of operational flying, a number of important sorties were 
successfully accomplished in the face of heavy anti-aircraft fire. Squadron Leader Anderson took part in each of these which included 
the bombing of batteries in the vicinity of Calais, and the dropping of ammunition and water for the garrison holding the Citadel there. 
All these operations were successfully carried out. This was substantially due to the confidence and enthusiasm which Squadron Leader 
Anderson inspired in his junior officers and to his magnificent leadership/ 

Order of Orange Nassau London Gazette 31 October 1947. The original recommendation states: 

'Group Captain Anderson commanded No. 35 Reconnaissance Wing from 30 August 1944 until 1 December 1945. The Wing operated 
from Gilze Rijen and Mill during the winter of 1944-45. During this period his Wing was responsible not only for tactical 
reconnaissance and artillery spotting, but also for provision of photographic cover extending deep into enemy territory, without which 
detailed plans for operations by the Army and Air Force could not have been made. Group Captain Anderson proved himself to be a 
courageous leader; he himself flew a great number of operational sorties and frequently insisted on leading missions which, by the 
nature of their tasks, expected heavy opposition. Under his inspiring leadership the Wing carried out all these tasks in an exemplary 
manner.' 

Alan Ford Anderson was born in Simla in November 1910, the son of an Indian Army officer. Educated at Winchester and the R.M.A. 
Woolwich, he was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery in January 1931, but transferred to the Royal Warwickshire 
Regiment later in the same year. Ambitious to fly, however, and following time in Egypt, he obtained a welcome secondment to the 
Royal Air Force in early 1934. Having then qualified for his "Wings", he was posted to No. 13 (Army Co-operation) Squadron and, after 
a brief period back on regimental duty in 1938, to another Army Co-operation unit, No. 2 Squadron, in the rank of Flight Lieutenant. 

No. 613 Squadron 1940 - off to war in a biplane - D.F.C. 

Shortly after the outbreak of hostilities, and having been briefly employed at Abbeville, he was granted the temporary rank of Squadron 
Leader and appointed to the command of another Army Co-operation unit, No. 613 (City of Manchester) Squadron, then equipped with 
obsolete Hectors, but gradually taking delivery of Lysanders, and in early 1940 he volunteered to ferry a Lysander to Finland for 
operations against the Russians - a journey entailing civilian clothing, a false passport and, as it transpired, a forced landing in Norway. 

Back in England, with the looming prospect of combat with the Luftwaffe, Anderson's concerns regarding his squadron's obsolete 
Hectors fell on deaf ears. In his own words: 

'Though our Lysanders were fairly new, our Hectors were not. A large proportion were in fact veterans, and in particular my own 
aircraft was no stranger to me since I had flown it at the R.A.F. Display at Hendon in 1937 ... Words can give little impression of the 
problems of manpower, serviceability and armament. For the Hectors in particular we relied almost exclusively on cannibalisation. 
Bomb racks were designed for manual release gear operation, while the bombs were designed for electro-magnetic release. This caused 
four main problems: 

(a) The bombs didn't fit the racks, and were free to swing longitudinally as well as vertically, just enough to cause hang-ups or 
premature release (taxi-ing or in bumps). 

(b) The nose pistols often unwound in the airflow, arming the bomb on the rack and exposing the detonator during take-off or in the air. 

(c) The pilot's manual release gear, always awkward to operate, was, with differently designed bombs, liable to fail. 

(d) Modifications, necessarily 'off the cuff', could seldom be described to another shift of armourers, causing un-necessary risk.' 

Notwithstanding such limitations and a top speed of 140 knots, Anderson and his fellow Hector pilots went into action in their ancient 
biplanes over Calais in May 1940, an astonishing feat reminiscent of scenes enacted over the trenches in the Great War, and an 
extraordinarily gallant one by virtue of the fact they faced Me. 109s and 110s, in addition to accurate ground fire. In one low-level 
strike at 100 feet, Anderson had to fire one round at a time with his forward Vickers gun as the crank handle had sheared off, but his 
'bombs actually came off at the right time which was surprising as one almost always lost them on the way to the target or got a hang¬ 
up with the detonator exposed.' 

Of operations on 26 May, he later wrote: 

'At 04.10 613 Squadron took off for Hawkinge. We were briefed to drop supplies of ammunition and water to the Calais garrison in 
two simultaneous missions - (a) by the Lysanders of the Air Component Squadrons on the Citadel and (b) by 613 Squadron Lysanders 
on the Docks area, where part of the garrison was now isolated. This force was to be supported by low-level bombing and low flying 
attacks by the Hectors of 613 Squadron. A section of Defiants was to provide top cover for the Citadel force. 

At 09.50 we took off through traces of lifting ground fog. The landfall was clearly marked by black smoke stretching about 120 degrees 
across the horizon from Dunkirk to Bologna. The weather over the Channel and France was sunny with unlimited visibility. 

With the Lysander Flight to starboard in echelon, I led the Hectors into the target in a shallow Vic, diving from 4,000 ft. We dropped 
our 1201b. bombs at about 600 ft. on the run in, and shot up such targets as we saw, mostly L.A.A. gun posts and a few trucks. We got 
a certain amount of light flak, and some Bofors fire from the dock area, and turning half a mile inland we came back at ground level to 
give the air gunners a chance to find targets and to create what diversion we could for the Lysanders. The smoke was fairly thick near 
the ground, and I lost sight of the Lysanders as we went in. 

When the supply dropping aircraft were reckoned to be clear of the target area we broke off, and crossing out I saw that my No. 2 had 
been hit by a burst of Bofors shells in the fuselage and centre section, and was losing petrol very fast. His air gunner was dead. The 
pilot broke away at the English coast, and crashed in sea fog which was still thick on the cliffs. Though injured he fortunately recovered 
later.' 

As concluded by Leslie Hunt in Twenty-One Squadrons , 'never did airmen go into battle flying such obsolete machines but the spirit 
was unequalled as machine-gun posts were knocked out by the Hectors, the enemy pouring a hail of return-fire into the slow moving 
aircraft.' 

Anderson was awarded the D.F.C. 

No. 268 Squadron 1940-42 - Tomahawks and Mustangs - D.S.O. 

In December 1940, Anderson was appointed to the command of No. 268 Squadron, equipped with Lysanders, but shortly to convert to 
Tomahawks, an unhappy transition owing to the many defects in the latter aircraft's performance - in fact according to Anderson 'the 
worst aircraft in the world': nonetheless, operational work was keenly pursued and, in October 1941, a notable attack carried out 
against targets in Ijmuiden and Dan Helder in Holland. 

Having been re-equipped with Mustangs in April 1942, No. 268 embarked upon a spate of interceptor patrols and shipping 
reconnaissances off the Dutch Coast, in addition to attacking ground targets and, from August of that year, on attachment to No. 12 
(Fighter) Group, commenced full time fighter operations, the recently promoted Anderson - now a Wing Commander - invariably taking 
the lead. 

Thus in October, he led a section of four Mustangs to North-West Germany in October, the first time that single-engined fighters based 
in England had attacked the Nazi homeland in daylight, on this occasion causing extensive damage to targets on the Dortmund-Ems 
Canal. 

For 'his magnificent leadership, courage and example', he was awarded the D.S.O. 
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Wing Leader - No. 35 Wing 1944-45 - Bar to D.S.O. 

Grounded at the end of 1942, Anderson attended the R.A.F. Staff College, but in the summer of 1943, after being appointed Wing 
Commander (Operations), H.Q. No. 35 Wing, he orchestrated his return to operations, taking part in a flurry of interceptor and anti¬ 
shipping patrols, in Mustangs operating out of Odiham and Tangmere. 

During one "Ranger" operation to Mezidon marshalling yards in November 1943, his No. 2 was shot down in flames, and his own 
aircraft severely damaged by a direct hit in the starboard wing - his flight back to base had to be completed at 20 feet and a maximum 
speed of 120 m.p.h. Nor was subsequent pre-invasion photographic reconnaissance over Normandy any more relaxing - These often 
rather nasty, 500 feet straight and level on sometimes long features. Beaches particularly tricky jobs. Flak tricky.' 

In March 1944, Anderson was advanced to the acting rank of Group Captain and joined the Planning Staff for D-Day, but he was back 
in action with No. 35 Wing, comprising 2, 4 and 268 Squadrons, as part of 2nd T.A.F., shortly thereafter, and particularly in the above 
cited period of December 1944 to February 1945, when the Wing operated out of airfields at Ghent and Gilze Rijen - thus a mass of 
damage inflicted on enemy transport, armour and troops, and indeed enemy shipping. 

On a solo sortie against enemy armour at Hellevoetsluis, Anderson encountered intense and accurate flak - '20mm. hit aft of cockpit 
removed radio and some of the fuselage, but it hung together. Bofors very bright in the cloud on way down to target. Cockpit full of 
smoke but it cleared ... Quite a nasty episode but informed Huns we are here and we'll be back.' 

Gilze Rijen was subjected to occasional attack from passing Vis, Anderson and his fellow pilots having to take cover in the mess when 
the engines were heard to cut out above them - "Boom" Trenchard, who was visiting No. 35 Wing on one such occasion, 'never 
moved throughout the event and was amused when everyone in the Mess came out from under the tables. He was still sipping his gin 
and tonic at the bar.' 

For his own part, Anderson's 'courage of a high order' resulted in the award of a Bar to his D.S.O., in addition to being appointed a 
Commander of the Order of Orange-Nassau; see Coming into Land, by Bill Malins, D.F.C., for some good accounts of 268 Squadron 
and 35 Wing in action, in which he describes Anderson as 'the very best C.O.', who led by example. 


Post-War 

No sooner had hostilities ended than Anderson found himself "flying a desk" at the Air Ministry, dealing with accident prevention, so 
he was relieved to return to duty as C.O. of No. 324 Wing in Egypt, flying Tempests, in 1948-49, a period that witnessed him making a 
wheels-up forced-landing in February 1949. A staff appointment at S.H.A.P.E. in Paris having followed, he returned to the U.K. and 
became C.O. of Western Sector, Fighter Command, in which period he flew Meteors. 

Taking his retirement as a Group Captain in 1958, Anderson took over the Channel House Hotel at Minehead and, after seven years as 
a hotelier, opted for growing tomatoes commercially in Somerset. Retiring for a second time, to Minorca, he returned to the U.K. after 
20 years, where he died in December 2002, aged 92.

Copley, the 5th Lord Cromwell, who, as a Company Commander in the King's Royal Rifle Corps, was severely 
wounded and taken P.O.W. at the gallant defence of Calais in May 1940 - 'He was hit by bullets in both arms and in 
the head, the sight of one eye being badly affected, and yet he remained in command when all the men at his 
barricade, save himself and two riflemen, were dead'

Robert Godfrey Wolseley Bewicke-Copley was born in May 1893, the son of Brigadier-General Sir Robert Bewicke-Copley, K.B.E., C. 
B., and Selina Frances, and the scion of the Barons Cromwell, one of whom served as Lord High Treasurer to King Henry VI - he 
became the 5th Lord Cromwell in July 1923, after his mother had won the approval of the Committee for Privileges of the House of 
Lords to terminate the abeyancy of the title. 

Educated at Eton and Trinity College, Cambridge, Robert was commissioned in the King's Royal Rifle Corps and first saw action out in 
France and Flanders with the 3rd Battalion in the period May-November 1915. He then departed for the Mediterranean theatre of war, 
transferred to the Machine Gun Corps in May 1916 and was awarded the M.C. and mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 28 
November 1917 refers), in addition to the Italian Al Valore Militare in bronze. He was also wounded. Having then witnessed further 
active service in Russia 1918-19, he transferred to the Reserve of Officers. 

Recalled on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939, Lord Cromwell assumed command of 'D' Company, 2nd Battalion, King's 
Royal Rifle Corps, in which capacity he found himself charged with the defence of Calais in May 1940. He was taken P.O.W. on the 
28th, having shown great gallantry in the face of overwhelming odds - Airey Neave's The Flames of Calais sets the scene: 

'The situation of the 60th was desperate. A death-struggle at the bridges. Barricades of burned-out lorries and trucks off the Rue Edison 
and Place Richelieu were manned by the surviving officers and riflemen. Houses in the area had long been devastated by the flames 
and blown by shellfire into heaps of rubble behind which the defenders fired on the Germans. The mortar bombs came in an endless 
stream exploding dead on the road-blocks. 

The 60th, lying without cover in the streets, had little protection from the Stukas. No one who experienced the attack on the morning of 
the 26th is ever likely to forget it. A hundred aircraft attacked the Citadel and the old town in waves. They dived in threes, with a 
prolonged scream, dropping one high explosive and three or four incendiaries. They machine-gunned the streets and dropped a few 
heavy bombs between the 60th H.Q. in the Rue des Marechaux and the docks. The first effects on the defence were paralysing but, as 
others had experienced with Stukas, the damage was moral rather than physical. Within a few minutes, the riflemen eagerly fired Bren 
guns and engaged the Stukas, one of which was brought down on the seashore ... ' 

Neave continues: 

'At the Place Richelieu, Lord Cromwell, firing a Bren gun, was three times wounded that morning. He had already shown all those 
qualities that add up to real leadership in war. He was hit by bullets in both arms and in the head, the sight of one eye being badly 
affected. And yet he remained in command when all the men at his barricade, save himself and two riflemen were dead. At 11.30 a.m. 
he was compelled to fall back to the line of the Rue des Marechaux.' 

Taken prisoner the following day, he was repatriated to the U.K. in 1943 on account of his wounds, and was awarded the D.S.O. 

Post-war, Cromwell busied himself with a string of appointments in Leicestershire, where he had been a D.L. and J.P. since the mid 
-1930s, including terms of office as President of the county's Red Cross and St. John Ambulance Brigade, in which capacity he was 
appointed a K. St. J., and, from 1949, as Lord Lieutenant. Lord Cromwell died in October 1966.

Thomas Joshua Alldridge was born in 1847, and educated at the City of London School and at Blackheath Proprietary School. Alldridge 
spent most of his life in West Afrca and, from 1871-72, was Acting United States Consular agent in Sierra Leone. In 1899 he, together 
with George H. Garrett, became the first Travelling Commissioners for the Colony of Sierra Leone. Alldridge arrived at Freetown from 
England by S.S. Lagos on 11 December 1889, and assumed his duties, being appointed a Justice of the Peace and an Honorary 
Inspector of Police. Shortly after his arrival he embarked in the S.S. Formoso for Bonthe, Sherbro, en route to Sulymah. 

Alldridge was a pioneer into the Upper Mendi, Bandi and Bundi countries. In 1890 he was sent on a special mission to the interior, 
where he concluded treaties with many paramount chiefs on behalf of the British Government, and placed their countries under British 
protection. He was sent on a special mission by the Government to Robari, and succeeded in stopping war, and made peace between 
the Timinis and the Yonnis. In 1893, Alldridge convened a meeting of 3000 chiefs and people at Bandasuma, in Barri country, to meet 
the Governor, Sir Francis Fleming, K.C.M.G., by direction of the Secretary of State. He later accompanied another Governor, Frederick 
Cardew, C.M.G., as topographical and astronomical observer on his first interior tour in 1894 of 617 miles, which took 52 days to 
complete. 

Alldridge was appointed a Coroner and a Commissioner of the Court of Requests of Sherbro District in January 1894, and later that year 
was sent on a special mission to the Sama country. He took a leading part in the Mendi rising of 1898 when he was District 
Commissioner, for which he was mentioned in despatches and received the medal and clasp for Sierra Leone 1898-99. As one of the 
foremost and senior Civil Officers in the Colony, Alldridge was responsible for many important decisions regarding the safety of 
Europeans and other loyal inhabitants. C. Braithwaite Wallis, writing in The Advance of our West African Empire in 1903, his account 
of the troubles in Sierra Leone in 1898, says the following: 'Mr T. J. Alldridge, the Commissioner, whom I had the pleasure of meeting 
here [at Bonthe], had already been "on the Coast" for more than twenty years, and had travelled over six thousand miles in the interior. 
He gave me the impression of an exceptionally healthy man, despite his long residence in this trying climate; and was, in his person, an 
excellent example of the adaptability of the European for life in any part of the world provided he looks well after himself, and takes the 
necessary precautions for maintaining health/ 

Alldridge was presented with the Life Fellowship of the Zoological Society of London in 1884. He became a Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society, and was awarded the Cuthbert Peek grant in 1900 for his geographical work in Sierra Leone in the previous ten 
years. He was appointed a Companion of the Imperial Service Order on 30 June 1905, by which time he had retired as District 
Commissioner. He was the author of The Sherbro and its Hinterland in 1901, and A Transformed Colony in 1910. Thomas Alldridge 
died at Bagshot, Surrey, on 28 June 1916. Sold with a good quantity of research including several copy photographs. 
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The 'Samana 1897' India General Service Medal awarded to Sepoy Thaman Singh, 36th Sikhs, for gallantry at Fort 
Cavagnari on 13 September 1897 when he drove the enemy from their sangars at the point of the bayonet and 
captured three of their standards, and was dangerously wounded by gunshot- for his gallantry he was awarded the 
Indian Order of Merit

I.O.M. Government Order No. 133, 4 February 1898 (in a joint citation with Lance-Naik Harnam Singh, and 12 other Sepoys, all of the 
36th Sikhs): 

'For conspicuous gallantry at Fort Cavagnari on the 13 September 1897, on which occasion they took part in a daring sortie. The party, 
with the assistance of a reinforcement under Flavildar Sundar Singh, drove the enemy from their sangars at the point of the bayonet, 
and captured three of their standards.' 


Thaman Singh served with the 36th Sikhs in the Dongola Expedition of 1896, and in the subsequent operations on the North West 
Frontier, and was awarded the Indian Order of Merit 3rd Class for gallantry at the defence of Fort Cavagnari in September 1897: 

'At the time of the Afridi incursion into the Khyber and Saman ranges, Fort Cavagnari at Gulistan, four miles from Fort Lockhart, was 
occupied by 165 men of the 36th Sikhs. After the enemy had captured the small post at Saraghari, and annihilated the gallant Sikh 
garrison of 21 men, they proceeded to attack Fort Cavagnari, which was closely besieged for three days. The defence was conducted 
with great gallantry, the Sikhs responding nobly to the call. On one occasion a sortie was made from the walls and three of the enemy's 
standards were captured. The little garrison was cut off from water and its ammunition had to be closely husbanded. The commander 
of the garrison had his anxieties intensified by the presence of his wife and family in the fort, but in the words of a brother officer, he 
was "the life and soul of the defence, guarding against every danger and showing an example of cheerfulness and steadfastness to all." 
In the fighting 44 men were killed or wounded and the garrison was under attack continuously for 52 hours. Relief was eventually 
brought by General Yeatman-Bigg's column, and the General congratulated the garrison of the 36th Sikhs on their splendid defence. As 
further confirmed by Yeatman-Bigg's despatch, dated at Fort Lockhart on 21 September 1897, they had been up against a formidable 
enemy force: "I pressed on with all possible speed, as I did not know whether the Fort at Gulistan was holding out or not. On reaching 
the high ground overlooking Fort [Cavagnari at] Gulistan, I found that the fort was invested by about 6,000 Orakzias.'" 

Thaman Singh was himself dangerously wounded by gunshot to the pelvis and hip joint during the defence of Fort Cavagnari, 12-14 
September 1897. For their gallantry in the defence of Fort Cavagnari, the 36th Sikhs were conferred with the unique battle honour 
'Samana'. 

Note: A named I.O.M. is known to this recipient, and the one in this lot has been added for display purposes. 
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An extremely rare Black Mountain expedition R.R.C. group of three awarded to Sister Edith Welchman, Indian 
Medical Service, afterwards the wife of Lieutenant-Colonel T. C. Watson, V.C., Royal Engineers: among other duties, 
Miss Welchman undertook a two day journey with her senior, Miss Loch, an Indian soldier and a groom, camping out 
at night in hostile country - luckily, she and Miss Loch felt relatively secure, having been issued with revolvers, with 
which they 'rather distinguished themselves at fifteen yards' during instruction under Dr. Fawcett

The Military Nursing Service of India was instituted in 1888, when Lady Roberts, wife of the C.-in-C., drew attention to the need of 
skilled nursing for the British soldier in that country and the Government of India consented to the formation of an Indian Nursing 
Service. Accordingly, in March of that year, a band of eight nurses under the superintendence of Misses Loch and Oxley arrived in 
India - Miss Loch with five nurses, including Sister Edith Welchman, went to the military hospital in Rawalpindi and Miss Oxley with 
three sisters went to Bangalore. There they worked to establish a modern nursing system, overcoming prejudice, primitive conditions 
and the shortcomings of the untrained staff on hand. However, Miss Loch, as Senior Superintendent, received many letters of 
encouragement from Florence Nightingale who took a particular interest in the progress of the Service. 

And the detachment under Miss Loch became 'blooded' almost at once, for in September of the same year her band of nurses was 
ordered to Abbottabad, and thence the base hospital for the Black Mountain Expedition at Oghi, where, Miss Loch observed, 'our 
troops having gone over the crest of the mountain, we could not see them but we heard shots and saw the smoke of burning villages'. 
Having then treated our wounded, Miss Loch and Sister Welchman were ordered to Darband, having to undertake a two day journey 
through hostile country, in the company of an Indian soldier and groom - Dr. Fawcett giving them a crash course in revolver shooting 
prior to their departure, an activity at which they appear to have excelled. But their subsequent work at Darband was exhausting, their 
patients including Colonel Crookshank, shot through the leg, and Mr. Cleeve, shot in the neck. 

For these services, the nursing sisters were awarded the Medal & clasp and, three years later, Miss Loch and two others, including Sister 
Welchman, were awarded the Royal Red Cross 1st Class [see Dix Noonan Webb, 13 September 2012, for Miss Loch's R.R.C. and India 
General Service Medal]. In her diary entry for 28 January 1889, Loch writes, 'I have just been writing a long letter to Miss Nightingale 
in answer to one of hers. She does write such charming letters full of encouragement and also lots of questions about our work ... so 
you see she is very well up in all that goes on. I believe we shall have medals for the Black Mountain, which will be very jolly.' 

In February 1892 Edith married, at Meerut, Lieutenant Thomas Colclough Watson, R.E., who was to win the Victoria Cross at Bilot, on 
the North West Frontier, in 1897. After the award of Watson's V.C., the only other couple to have the joint distinction of V.C. and R.R. 
C. were the Commander-in-Chief and his wife, Lord and Lady Roberts. 

Sister Welchman (now Mrs Watson) received her R.R.C. from General Sir George White at his official residency in Quetta on 1 August 
1892, where 'a gay throng assembled to do honour to the lady who had by hard work and self-denial won the blue ribbon of nursing in 
the field of battle'. Addressing the gathered assembly at the investiture, Sir George White said: 

'Mrs Watson: I have been given the privilege of presenting this cross to you as a token of Her Majesty the Queen Empress' appreciation 
of the devotion shown by you to her sick and wounded soldiers in the Hazara campaign of 1888. It has often fallen to my lot to present 
decorations to English soldiers but, in the very nature of things , they have been chiefly for taking life. The cross that I have now the 
honour of presenting to you is an emblem of fairer fame, to commemorate dangers voluntarily faced and hardships endured for the 
sake of alleviating suffering and of saving life; and I am sure that all those gathered here tonight to show sympathy on the occasion of 
this ceremony will agree with me that England is not likely to fall from her proud position amongst the nations when her soldiers are as 
ready as they have ever proved themselves to face all dangers, and while her daughters even press forward to face the same trials, in 
order that they may be ready to extend help to those who are sick and suffering in their country's cause. Self-abnegation , gentleness 
and kindness, under such conditions; are the highest forms of courage.' 

Whilst serving in Mesopotamia in 1915, Lieutenant-Colonel Watson contracted an illness as a result of which he had to retire from the 
Army. He died in London in June 1917 but Mrs Watson, nonetheless lent valuable assistance to the British Red Cross during the Great 
War. She was among those invited to attend the Burial of the Unknown Warrior at Westminster Abbey on 11 November 1920. Edith 
Watson died in 1939.

R.R.C. London Gazette 19 November 1935: 

'For services rendered in connection with the recent earthquake in Baluchistan.' 

Georgina Lincoln was actually serving as a Staff Nurse at the British Military Hospital in Quetta at the time of the disaster. Situated in 
the north-west of the Indian Sub-continent, Quetta was first established as a base by Sir Robert Sandeman in the late 1870s, and by the 
1930s was an important military centre for conducting operations on the North West Frontier. However, on 31 May 1935, the city was 
completely destroyed by one of the world's worst ever earthquakes, a disaster which resulted in some 35,000 casualties - all surviving 
military and nursing personnel were quickly seconded for rescue work, the climate and the extensive damage making their task a most 
harrowing one.

The unique Somaliland 1904' Conspicuous Service Cross awarded to Lieutenant-Commander A. G. Onslow, Royal 
Navy, who at lllig on the Somali Pirate Coast made gallant charges under point-blank fire through burning huts into 
concealed caves to bayonet tribesmen who were sniping at the British assault force - Later during the Great War he 
was present at the Battle of Jutland where he commanded the destroyer H.M.S. Onslaught and made an heroic 
torpedo attack which sank the battleship S.M.S. Pommern , being, himself, mortally wounded by a direct hit on 
Onslaught's bridge - One of only eight C.S.C's. ever issued and the last awarded example of this medal

reverse as issued, this contemporarily engraved 'Midshipman A.G. Onslow 1 , good very fine and very rare £3000-4000 



C.S.C. London Gazette 6 September 1904. 

The Official History of the Operations in Somaliland 1901-1904 states: 'During this operation Hood, with Mr. A. G. Onslow, 
midshipman, and No. PO-9146 John Edward Flowers, Corporal, Royal Marine Light Infantry, of Fox entered the cave from which they 
were fired at and cleared it in a hand-to-hand encounter. Major C. H. Kennedy, R.M.L.I., who was an eye-witness of this incident, gave 
the following account:- "A marine and a bluejacket passing a burning hut were fired at. Mr. A. G. Onslow, Midshipman, with the two 
men at once opened fire, and, after several shots, firing ceased, but, after a pause, firing was again opened by the occupants of the hut. 
Captain Hood, who was on the beach at the time, then went up with several men who opened fire. After several volleys had been fired 
into the hut, the firing still continuing, Captain Hood gave the order to charge, and called on more men to follow. He himself dashed 
in, accompanied by Mr. Onslow, through the burning hut, and with his sword attacked the men in the cave, the whole time being 
practically under fire. He first used his sword and then his revolver, and Mr. Onslow bayoneted the third man/" 

Captain Hood's report: "As the sniping still continued from the village, I collected a few men, with Mr. Onslow, Midshipman (special 
report), and cleared a cave, the entrance of which was covered by a wicker hut. It contained three men, all riflemen, who were then 
killed." 

Contemporary newspapers reported the attack on lllig in dramatic terms: 

'Fight in a Cave: Thrilling Incident of a Hand-to-Hand Combat: Some thrilling incidents of the dervish rout near lllig, Italian Somaliland, 
on April 21st, when the enemy's entrenchments were stormed by sailors, marines and infantry, are telegraphed by the Daily Mail's 
Aden Correspondent. Captain Hood, of H.M.S. Hyacinth, greatly distinguished himself in the close fighting that followed the British 
charge. With a sword in one hand and a revolver in the other, he entered the cave whence the dervishes were firing and shot down the 
snipers. Corporal Flowers followed, and bayoneted a dervish who was in the act of spearing Captain Hood from behind, and 
Midshipman Onslow also gallantly bayoneted several snipers hidden in caves.' 

Specially promoted for service in Somaliland 1904 London Gazette 16 November 1906 

The Conspicuous Service Cross was instituted in 1901 and converted to the Distinguished Service Cross in 1914. During its short life, 
only eight awards of the C.S.C. were made: five for South Africa, two for China 1900 and Onslow's for Somaliland in 1904, the last C. 
S.C. ever to be awarded. The whereabouts of Arthur Onslow's Africa GSM with clasp and his WWI trio are unknown, though it is 
believed that his memorial plaque was held at Sheerness Dockyard and may now be in storage at Chatham Historic Dockyard. 
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Arthur Gerald Onslow (1885-1916), the eldest son of Colonel Gerald Onslow R.E., was born in India on 13th May 1885. The Onslow 
family, originally from Shropshire, is large. Although Arthur's brothers and immediate ancestors served in the Army, the Navy List has 
always shown two or three Onslows. 

Arthur joined the Navy on 15th January 1900, a few months before his fifteenth birthday. In 1904 the 18 year-old Midshipman Onslow 
was serving on the brand-new cruiser H.M.S. Hyacinth, the flagship of Rear-Admiral George Atkinson-Willes, Commander-in-Chief, 
East Indies Station. Among Atkinson-Willes' duties was the enforcement of an international embargo against the supply of modern 
rifles to the Somali tribes of the Horn of Africa. In 1912 Arthur married Elsie Hinde Crouch. Their only child, a daughter, was born in 
February 1915. On October 15th 1914, at the age of 29, Arthur Onslow was promoted to be Lieutenant-Commander . After a series of 
commands of torpedo-boats and small destroyers, in 1915 he was appointed to command the newly built 'M class' destroyer HMS 
Onslaught, which formed part of the 12th Destroyer Flotilla, assigned to Admiral Jellicoe's Grand Fleet. 

Jutland: The Gallant, "Admirably Executed" Attack on the Battleship S.M.S. Pommern 

At the Battle of Jutland in 1916 the Flotilla was stationed on the port quarter of the Battle Fleet during the night action following the first 
day of fighting. At 01.45 in the morning of June 1st, just as the short summer night was showing the first signs of dawn, it reported 
"Enemy's battlefleet steering south-east, approximate bearing south-west. My position ten miles astern of 1st Battle Squadron". At 
02.03 the 1st Division of 12th Destroyer Flotilla began an attack. 

Torpedoman Fred Knight of the Onslaught recalled: "We went straight in to attack. It was fast breaking daylight. We carried four 21- 
inch torpedoes which were all fired - one hitting the third ship in line at a range of 1,000 yards." Sir John Jellicoe stated in his official 
despatch: "The attack carried out by the Twelfth Flotilla was admirably executed. Torpedoes...fired at the third ship took effect, and she 
was observed to blow up... There were many gallant deeds performed by the destroyer flotillas; they surpassed the very highest 
expectations that I had formed of them." 

The Imperial War Museum holds a sound recording of George Wainford, one of the crew of HMS Onslaught, giving a first-hand 
account of the action. The two dual revolving 21 11 Torpedo Tubes slewed towards their firing position at 8 degrees a second. Torpedoes 
were charged, heaters switched on to reduce dive, high speed set, gyros checked, test firing gear. Flood. Charge the firing reservoir and 
ready at standby. 02.07: Final preparations and checks completed. 

02.08: From the bridge came the order FIRE - the first two torpedoes are off, with high speed set they should hit the battleship scarcely 
3000 yards distant in about three minutes. 02.11: Order to FIRE the last pair of torpedoes. 

02.12: One, possibly two torpedoes from Onslaught detonates on the port side of the target, igniting the cordite and 6.7" and 11" shells 
in her magazines. There is a vast explosion as the stricken ship breaks in half. The stern capsized but remained afloat for at least 20 
minutes, its propellers in the air. After half an hour the remains of Germany's last and the world's fastest pre-dreadnought, SMS 
Pommern, and her crew of 844 are at the bottom of the North Sea. There are no survivors. The battleship Pommern, along with the 
battlecruiser Lutzow, were the only major units of the High Seas Fleet that were sunk by the Royal Navy at Jutland. 

Wainford: "We fired our torpedoes and of course other ships in the flotilla did the same and there was a terrific explosion and a 
German ship blew up. 'Cor!' I said. 'We got her!' And the moment I said that either one shell or a salvo hit our bridge. There was a 
terrific bang, a fire started the port side of the foc'sle where all the hammocks underneath the foc'sle deck were stowed... 

02.13: A 6.7" shell from SMS Schleswig-Holstein explodes directly on Onslaught's bridge, killing seven men and mortally wounding her 
Captain. 

Sub-Lieutenant Kemmis reported "Shell burst against the port side of the charthouse and forebridge igniting a box of cordite, causing a 
fire in the charthouse, completely wrecking the forebridge and destroying nearly all navigational instruments. At the time were on the 
forebridge: the Captain, First Lieutenant, torpedo coxswain, two quartermasters and both signalmen, and the gunner on his way up the 
bridge ladder. 

I had just been sent down to tell the engine room to make black smoke, in order to screen our movements, and had only got to the 
bottom of the ladder from the forecastle deck to the upper deck. I went back to the bridge and, finding everything wrecked, the Captain 
mortally wounded and the First Lieutenant killed, I assumed command." 

Able Seaman Wainford witnessed Onslow's poignant last words: "The skipper died in the crew's foc'sle, on the mess table. They laid 
him on there. I'll always remember his last words, he said, 'Is the ship all right?' I said, 'Yes, Sir, the ship's all right!' He said, 'I'll have a 
little sleep now then...' And that was it. I was there when he died." 

The Tragic Toll 

Lieutenant-Commander Arthur Onslow C.S.C., who died shortly after his 31st birthday, is buried in Queensferry Cemetery, East 
Lothian, and commemorated on the Sheerness War Memorial. Onslow's Commanding Officer at lllig, by now Rear-Admiral Hood, 
commanding the Third Battle Cruiser Squadron, also died at Jutland, when his flagship, HMS Invincible, blew up after receiving a direct 
hit as it engaged Vice-Admiral Hipper's Battle Cruisers. Both of Arthur's younger brothers were killed in action during the First World 
War. His wife, Elsie Crouch Onslow, remarried in 1918. 
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A Great War D.S.C. group of eight awarded to Commander H. Forrester, Royal Navy, for services whilst commanding 
torpedo boat destroyers in the Dover Patrol

'Carried out dangerous patrol duties with marked ability.' 

M.I.D. London Gazette 25 July 1916 and 26 April 1918. 

French Croix de Guerre London Gazette 1 7 May 191 8: 

'Awarded for mine laying operations.' 

Portuguese Order of Avis London Gazette 4 February 1921: 

'Officer escorting Portuguese Expeditionary Force to France.' 

Flenry Forrester was born at Col inton, Midlothian, on 11 October 1887, and passed out of Britannia on 15 May 1904; Midshipman, 30 
July 1904; Lieutenant, 1 April 1910; Lieutenant-Commander, 1 April 1918; Commander (Retired), 11 October 1927. 

In January 1915 Forrester was given command of the torpedo boat destroyer H.M.S. Kangaroo , part of the Sixth Flotilla in the Dover 
Patrol. He was appointed to the command of the torpedo boat destroyer H.M.S. Leven on 2 December 1915, and was awarded the D.S. 
C. for his work with the Dover Patrol in offensive operations on the Belgian Coast during the winter months of 1915-16. In June 1917 
he transferred his command to the torpedo boat destroyer H.M.S. Meteor , again with the Dover Patrol, and did good work in mine 
laying operations as related in Keeping the Seas , by E. R. G. R. Evans ['of the Broke' fame]: 

'We had a very bright sample of officer attached to our patrol in the person of Lieut.-Commander Henry Forrester, D.S.C., who 
commanded the mine-laying destroyer Meteor. He was absolutely without fear, and I personally had more to do with with Forrester 
than with many of the other junior officers commanding ships of the Dover Patrol. In 1917 particularly, I used to escort him to a 
position near the Thornton Ridge, where he had established a zero mark buoy, from which he worked to lay his lines of forty mines or 
so. A description of one night will do for all. 

The barrage patrol would withdraw at dusk; the vessels would anchor in Dunkirk Roads, or to the northward of the bank which protects 
the roads, according to the state of tide for that night. A couple of hours before high water, the Meteor would take station abeam of the 
commanding flotilla leader and a little procession would form up to accompany her to the zero point from which she worked to get 
into position for laying. The flotilla leader, with her following of modern destroyers, would screen the Meteor up to the Thornton Ridge, 
or to whatever zero point had been decided on, and then, if no enemy vessels were met with, "g" would be flashed from Forrester's 
ship, and he would proceed independently over to the prescribed position where his mines would be deposited. Personally, I loved 
these night mine-laying stunts; I had grown tired of seeing the enemy on the horizon and never being able to close him, on account of 
our mine barrage, but night time brought such boundless possibilities. A new division of destroyers might come from Wilhelmshaven to 
join the Flanders flotilla; a destroyer might be met with, intent on bombarding Lowestoft, Aldburgh, or some other fishermen's home; 
small "A" class T.B.D,'s might be met with, or even enemy trawlers: a chance of a scrap we always looked forward to, and our 
personnel was splendid. I frankly admit that German gunnery was pretty advanced but they never profited sufficiently by it, and they 
were not out to fight. Our fellows certainly were intent on fighting, and if I have any criticism to make in this little volume on our own 
sailors, it is that they treated the war as a football match, rather than a contest of brains. 

Whenever I accompanied Forrester and his Meteor I felt a thrill of pride run through me, for this little red-faced man must have crossed 
and re-crossed the German minefields on almost every occasion when he took his Meteor up the coast. His work was splendid, and I 
shall never forget the feeling of apprehension which crept over me when I saw the little Meteor disappearing into the darkness. The 
impression left on my mind was a cloud of black smoke, a phosphorescent wake and a tin kettle full of men who were keen as mustard; 
then the period of suspense - an hour, possibly two. We knew her speed; we knew the position in which the mines were to be laid and 
we therefore anticipated to within five minutes the instant of her re-appearance. It all comes back to me so vividly. The bow wave 
reported by the look-out, the quickly-flashed challenge and acknowledgement, the feeling of relief and the signal, "Speed 20 knots," 
flashed by the lamp which only showed in the direction decided on; the dark shape of the Meteor as she took station abeam of the 
Broke , and we swirled away homeward to our anchorage off Dunkirk. We always hoped to meet the enemy, but that privilege was 
denied us, and I feel that privilege will for ever be denied us now that Peace terms specify a reduction of German armaments. We can 
hardly hope ever to meet them again. 

Little Forrester was awarded the D.S.C. for his services; I think he also got the Croix de Guerre, and I hope he will receive some other 
recognition; he certainly deserves the best that can be given.' 

Commander Forrester was re-employed in 1940 and appointed to H.M.S. Skirmisher , Milford Haven parent ship. He afterwards served 
in the Plans Division and as Chief Staff Officer (Admin.) to Commodore (D). He was placed on the Retired List in 1946.

executed for treason and as one report stated 'With the loss of the arms ship all hope of [a Sinn Fein] military victory 
vanished. Had the arms been landed and successfully distributed the flag of the Republic might have floated over a 
large part of the country by Monday night'

vessel in sight until she was brought to by the Bluebell/ 

The Capture of The German Auxiliary Cruiser Aud 

In April 1916, information had been received at the Admiralty that a landing of arms was to be expected on the west coast of Ireland 
for the Sinn Feiners, and that Sir Roger Casement was believed to be on his way to meet with the arms ship. Casement, the ex-British 
official who was the prime instigator of German supported rebellion, was bound for Ireland in U22 to rendezvous with the steamer 
Aud a German ship disguised as the Norwegian steamer of the same name. The rendezvous where Aud had arranged to meet 
Casement's submarine was one mile north-west of Inishtooskert, an uninhabited island at the north-west end of Tralee Bay, Co. Kerry, 
and here the steamer, with her cargo of arms arrived in the late afternoon of 20 April, 1916. Here the Aud waited and waited but 
nothing happened. No submarine. No Casement. Finally, at 1.30 am, Aud anchored in the shadows of Inishtooskert to await the dawn 
of Good Friday. 

Meanwhile, on the Thursday night Lieut-Commander Weisbach in U22 with Casement reached the Inishrooskert rendezvous, and from 
a distance sighted the dark outline of the anchored Aud\ however, unfortunately for them, the submarine mistook this outline for a 
British destroyer and withdrew. Finally, Casement despairing of Aud's arrival acted independently and was landed with two 
companions on the beach by means of a small collapsible boat which had been secured to the submarine's upper deck. Early on Good 
Friday the deserted boat, wherein lay revolvers and ammunition was discovered by a local man and within hours Casement had been 
captured. 

Meanwhile, earlier that morning the Aud was approached by the armed trawler Setter II (Skipper John Donaldson, R.N.R.) which came 
alongside and boarded. Unfortunately, Donaldson was bluffed by Lieut. Karl Spindler of the Aud and his subsequent search revealed 
only pots and pans as shown in the cargo manifest. Soon after 1 pm Spindler had another shock when he saw a small steamer 
approaching at speed with a gun on the forecastle. This was the armed trawler Lord Heneage , commanded not by a skipper, but by 
Lieutenant W. H. A. Bee, R.N.R., a 56 year-old veteran of the Merchant Service. Bee had learnt from Loop Head signal station that a 
steamer was hovering suspiciously about the entrance of Tralee Bay and flying the signal 'Stop at once' immediately gave chase to the 
Aud which had hurriedly weighed anchor and got under way to the westward in something of a panic. 

The Aud was fleeting for her life and exceeding the limit of safety. 'More steam!' ordered Spindler. 'Captain,' replied his Chief Engineer, 
'if we go on like this the boilers will burst. The steam is long past the red mark.' She was doing two or three knots more than Lord 
Heneage so that whilst the latter opened fire at long range, nothing could be done to stop the fugitive heading clear of land into the 
wide Atlantic. However, at 4.30pm, a signal from Lord Heneage was received by H.M.S. Zinnia and H.M.S. Bluebell and these two 
ships hastened towards the spot from different points of the compass. Bluebell at last sighted the Aud and at 6.15 pm caused her to stop 
and ordered her to proceed to Queenstown. Spindler complied but not before testing the patience of Lieut. Hood in Bluebell who was 
compelled to drop a shell over the German's bow. Next day, however, when these two vessels were just outside Queenstown Harbour 
the Aud suddenly stopped engines and lowered boats into which every German clambered after which followed an explosion, the gun¬ 
runner bursting into flames and fragments till she sank. Spindler had used the bombs and fuses which had been destined for the Sinn 
Feiners to destroy his own vessel. The associated capture of Sir Roger Casement is well documented and resulted in his being removed 
to London, tried and hanged for treason. See lot 157 for the medals of Lieutenant Colonel Moul. 

Lieutenant William Henry Askew Bee was born in Liverpool on 26 April 1860 and served more than 36 years at sea. He joined the 
service in 1884 as a Deck Hand and by 1888 passed as Master of Home Trade Passenger Ships. From 1890 he served consistently as 
Master on more than a dozen ships. Following the Aud incident, Lieutenant Bee served with Galway Trawlers in mine-sweeping and 
patrol and rescue operations (Swept Channels refers). He retired after the war to live in Barrow-in-Furness and died on 9 March 1940.

Tor conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. Being entrusted with the work of demolishing stores during the withdrawal, he blew 
up large ammunition dumps at great personal risk and fired stores and buildings. He accomplished this work under heavy fire, being 
amongst the last to leave the ground on each occasion.' 

Bar to M.C. London Gazette 11 January 1919: T/Lt. Tom Buckley, M.C., 1st Bn., R. Marines. [Le Barque] 

'He led his company forward in an attack with great gallantry and skill in the face of heavy machine-gun and rifle fire, and on reaching 
the objective he consolidated with initiative and ability, repelling a heavy counter-attack which was launched shortly afterwards. It was 
largely due to his fine example that the line was maintained intact.' 

Second Bar to M.C. London Gazette 11 January 1919: T/Lt. Tom Buckley, M.C., 1st Bn., R. Marines. [Inchy & Canal Crossings] 

'He led an advanced bombing party up a trench towards the objective and gained a footing on the bridgehead, which he maintained 
till reinforced. He displayed the greatest gallantry and determination under heavy machine-gun and rifle fire from both flanks and from 
the rear, and set a splendid example to his men.' 
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Tom Buckley was born on 11 January 1895, second son of William Buckley, of Hyde, Cheshire, his father being a weaving manager of 
the Newton Moor Mill. A native of Hyde, he was educated at Flowery Field School, and obtained a scholarship to the Hyde Secondary 
School. On leaving school he joined the Civil Service, but in 1914 he enlisted in the London Scottish Regiment (Entitled to 1915-15 
Star as Private, No. 3494, 14th London Regiment). He went to France on 19 March 1915 and was present at the battle of Loos, where 
he received a bullet wound in the left shoulder. After a period in hospital he went to Richmond Park, London, where he acted as 
bombing instructor, holding that position for about 12 months. By this time he had been given his first stripe, and was then offered a 
commission. He accepted it, and after three months' training at Newmarket, was gazetted second-lieutenant in the Royal Marine Light 
Infantry, with which unit he remained until he was demobilised. Shortly after being gazetted he again went out to France, and was 
chosen as Brigade Bombing Officer. He received rapid promotion, and at the age of 23 he had been promoted to the rank of Major, 
being at the time one of the youngest officers in the British Army to hold field rank. During his investiture at Buckingham Palace by 
King George V, the King commented on his youthfulness to hold such a high rank in the Army. He was demobilised on 8 April 1919. 
Before the outbreak of war in 1939, Major Buckley organised the Special Constabulary for Hyde, and became the first commandant. 
During the war he was a founding officer of the 36th Cheshire (Hyde) Battalion, Home Guard, of which he was second in command 
and for a time was also "D" Company Commander. In civilian life he became general manager of Messrs. J. and J. Ashton, Ltd., 
Newton Moor Mill, Hyde. During the campaign in France, Major Buckley suffered severely from the effects of gas, and the disability 
became increasingly worse in later years. He died from the effects of gas on 26 September 1946, aged 51 years. 

Sold with a good original portrait photograph in uniform, his commission document as 2nd Lieut., R.M., dated 20 March 1917, 
illuminated certificate for service to the Home Guard 1940-44, three original news cuttings regarding his three gallantry awards, and an 
original typed letter home, dated 31 March 1918, in which he describes the events during the Great German March Offensive, for 
which he was later awarded the M.C.: 

'... On the morning of the 21 st, I was still in my old chateau which was in the nearest village to_that the British held. The terrific 

bombardment opened sometime before dawn and we guessed that "the day" had arrived. Although guns flashed as far as one could 
see, and we all waited standing to arms, the Bosch didn't come over on our front, naturally all day we were very curious to know what 
had happened on the remainder of the battle front and about midnight we got orders to withdraw some distance as the Bosche had got 
in on our flanks. Our line in normal times was at the apex of a very sharp salient so had we remained we would undoubtedly have got 
captured next day. The whole line was accordingly withdrawn without the Bosche knowing anything about it, and I think I can claim to 
be about the last man in the village as my own special work was the blowing up of dumps and dug-outs &c. One place I was very 
loathe to blow in. This was the Catacomb underneath the Church, which was about 200 feet deep and extended for some hundreds of 
yards. It was consequently very important to destroy the place as it would accommodate about 1000 men with absolute safety. Well, I 
eventually got away alright and our new line was taken up without a shot having been fired. Next night we again had to go back after 
coming into contact with Bosche patrols only. Again next afternoon we withdrew to the next line where our first battle was fought. 

It was the morning of the 24th, they came for us. Our boys put up a fine fight until, hopelessly outnumbered with Bosche coming in on 
all sides, tired out with more killing, those who were not killed or captured again withdrew. My own company were left with 5 out of 
150. This time it was quite a big withdrawal. The marvellous thing about all the withdrawals was the fact that each one was carried out 
as though on the Barrack Square. We came back through several villages taken by us since the opening of the offensive on July 1, 
1916, and reached our destination in time to get a report that enemy cavalry were right on our heels. Tired as they were the men 
immediately lined out and kept the Bosche away till next morning. Since then we have been reluctantly giving up small stretches of 
ground, fighting for every inch until now we have definitely checked the advance in our section...'

Bar to M.C. London Gazette 15 October 1918: Tor remarkable courage and tenacity in holding with his company a newly-won front 
line in spite of a terrific bombardment which blew in much of the trench, followed by a vigorous attack by the enemy. At the head of a 
communication trench with a handful of men he put up a desperate resistance, throwing over two boxes of grenades himself and 
forcing back large numbers of the enemy. Finally he was attacked from both sides and was compelled to withdraw. He set a fine 
example to all ranks, and was the last to Iea9ve the trench.' [N.W of Albert, 2 July 1918] 

Philip Julius Reiss went to France as a Company Sergeant Major in the 18th Battalion, Royal Fusiliers, on 14 November 1915, winning 
the Military Medal the following year. He was commissioned into the Bedfordshire Regiment as a Second Lieutenant and was wounded 
on the Somme on 12 October 1916, while serving with the 2nd Battalion. He was wounded for a second time as a Lieutenant with the 
7th Bedfords at Cherisy on 3 May 1917, on which occasion he won the Military Cross. Back with the 2nd Bedfords, and now Acting 
Captain, he won the Bar to his Military Cross at Albert on 2 July 1918, and was wounded for a third time at Le Cateau on 24 October 
1918. 

Approximately 37 combinations of M.C. & Bar, M.M. were made during the Great War, but this figure includes some who gained 
further awards in addition.

J. J. McCombie was born in 1894 and lived at 1 Stanley Street, West Glasgow. He joined Glasgow O.T.C. in October 1914. Sold with 
copied m.i.c. and extracts from London Gazettes and regimental histories.

John Everett Lyle Streight was born in Islington, Ontario on 15 August 1880. He joined the Queen's Own Rifles of Canada aged 18, 
before volunteering for service in the South African Constabulary on 18 February 1901, his declaration made before his father D. L. 
Streight, Justice of the Peace. He left Halifax aboard the S.S. Montford on 29 March 1901 and landed in South Africa on 24 April of that 
year. He served in 'E' Division located in the Orange River Colony during the Boer War, and after six years of service in South Africa he 
returned to Canada (as a condition of enlistment with the South African Constabulary men had been encouraged to remain and settle in 
South Africa). On his Great War attestation papers he states that he had served during the Natal Native Rebellion and had qualified for 
the medal and clasp 1906, but there is no proof of this claim and he is not on the medal roll. 
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On the outbreak of the Great War he was commissioned into the Canadian Infantry, and served with the 3rd Battalion on the Western 
Front. As Company Commander of 'C' Company at St. Julien on 23 April 1915, he led his Company, along with Captain Morton's 'D' 
Company, into the gap in the line caused by the German's first use of poison gas in warfare. He suffered multiple shrapnel wounds on 
his right side and chest on 23 April, and was gassed on the following day, when he was captured that afternoon. Taken Prisoner of 
War, he was initially interred in Bishofswerda P.O.W. camp from 1915 to 191 7, but during his transfer to another camp in Crefeldlager, 
Westphalia in March 191 7 he jumped from the train and made a dash for freedom, which lasted until reaching the Dutch border where 
he was recaptured. Upon recapture he was beaten and clubbed by the guards and remained unconscious for two days. He remained in 
solitary confinement until May 1917. He was transferred to Strohenlager, near Hannover, and remained incarcerated there until 
November 1917 when he was repatriated to Switzerland, having spent in total two years and eight months as a Prisoner. In his 
subsequent Prisoner of War debrief it states: 'The claimant was a Captain in the 3rd Battalion. He enlisted in August, 1914, at the age of 
34 years. He was taken prisoner April 24, 1915, at the second battle of Ypres, suffering from wounds in the chest and gas. He was 
released to Switzerland on November 28, 191 7, and was repatriated to England, March 24, 1918. 

He alleges that while a prisoner of war he was subjected to maltreatment which has resulted in pecuniary damage to him. He 
complains of having been in different camps and that every means was taken to make life disagreeable. In attempting to escape to 
Holland he was captured, and, at the time of capture, received a blow in the face, smashing his forehead, breaking his nose and 
fracturing his jaw. He had to do four months solitary confinement as a reprisal for German U Boat prisoners in England. In his medical 
history sheet his disease is described as ozoena caused by infection plus unhygienic surroundings in prison camp in Germany.' 

After the War Streight served in the Colonial Auxiliary Forces as the Commanding Officer of the Governor General's Body Guard from 
1927-31, and as Colonel commanding the 1st Mounted Brigade from 1931-37. In 1930 he was appointed Aide-de-Camp to H.E. the 
Governor General of Canada, and in 1932 was appointed an extra Aide-de-Camp to H.M. King George V. Elected to the Canadian 
House of Commons in the 1935 general election, in 1937 he was the Officer Commanding of the 323 strong Canadian Contingent that 
went to London for the Coronation of King George VI. Later that year, he turned down an invitation from Adolf Hitler to speak to 
German youth on the need to establish an equivalent to the Canadian Legion. He retired from politics in 1940 and died in Toronto on 2 
June 1955.

Howard Stedman was born in March 1887, and was commissioned Lieutenant in the Indian Army Reserve of Officers in November 
1915. He served during the Great War attached to the 56th Punjabis on the western front May 1915 - April 1917 (M.C.). He was 
appointed to the Civil Department in April 1917, and was employed by the Military Police in Burma from October 1917. He served in 
the Chin and Kuki Hills, 1 December 1917 to 15 May 1919, and as Assistant Commandant, Military Police, Chin Hills Battalion, 
Tiddim from 1918. During the latter period the Kuki Rising took place, and Stedman was to play a prominent role in the suppression of 
the Kukis. Troops under the overall command of Colonel L. W. Shakespear of the Assam Rifles were engaged, and 'by the 22nd 
January, 1918 both Columns were ready, each of 120 rifles and a gun - one under Captain Coote, and Mr Higgins, L.C.S., was to move 
through the Mombi and Longya area, and with this went the D.I.G., as it was intended to join hands with a Burma Column from Tiddim 
in the northern Chin Hills under Captain Steadman [sic], with whom further arrangements for co-operation could be personally made. 
Steadman was to make for and deal with Longya; the junction of both Columns, it was expected, might be about Khailet. The second 
Column from Imphal under Captain Hebbert, with whom was the Political Agent, was to proceed towards Tammoo, reopen the Burma 
road, and punish rebel villages in that neighbourhood.' {History of The Assam Rifles , Colonel L.W. Shakespear, refers) 

Coote's column captured Mombi, and 'the first night at Mombi the camp was fired into but no damage was done, and the next day 
those left on the hill heard faint sounds of distant firing, but as a high wind was blowing the actual direction of the sound was not easy 
to locate, but it was thought to be Steadman in action somewhere. A recconnoitring party discovered the new village of Mombi, some 
4 miles along the ridge to the east, which was destroyed unopposed, and the camp had a few more shots fired into it at night. 

On Coote's return with fresh supplies the Column moved towards Longya, being fired at on two successive days at Letkulon and 
Khailet, both places being destroyed. At the latter place the first view was obtained across the Manipur river of Longya, which was seen 
to be in ashes, and the signallers, climbing the hill near by, flashed their helios all round trying every likely hill-top for the Burma 
Column. After a couple of hours of this a faint answering flicker of a helio was seen far to the south, and a message was received from 
the Subadar at the Lenakot post (north Chin Hills) from which Coote learnt that Captain Steadman's Column had got to Longya quicker 
than expected on the 27th January and burnt it without opposition. He then descended, crossed the Manipur river and climbed to 
Haika en route to Khailet, where the two Columns were to have met. A very long stockade barred his path, against which Steadman 
made a frontal attack and failed to take it, losing 11 killed and many wounded. Steadman, the only British officer with them, was badly 
wounded in three places.' (Ibid) 

The British casualties suffered for the duration of the rising, December 1917 - May 1919, amounted to 59 all-ranks killed and 135 
wounded. Stedman was promoted Captain in August 1919. He was attached 1 /4th Gurkha Rifles, November 1918 - March 1931, but 
continued in his civil employment during that period as Deputy Assistant Judge Advocate General, Southern Command, S. Eastern 
Circuit, Poona, May 1927 - February 1930; Assistant Judge Advocate General for the same command, February 1930 - May 1937, and 
Deputy Judge Advocate for the same command, May 1937 - March 1942. He advanced to Major in August 1933, and to Lieutenant- 
Colonel in May 1937. He retired in March 1942.

Edward Arthur Baring-Gould was bom at St. Elmo, Chatanooga, Tennessee, United States of America on 28 November 1888, and was 
educated at Wellington College and the School of Mines at Frieburg, Germany. On the outbreak of the Great War he enlisted into the 
Honourable Artillery Company on 6 August 1914, and served with 'B' Battery, H.A.C. in Egypt and Aden from 21 April 1915. 
Commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers on 7 May 1916, he was posted to 177 Company, and served on the Staff of 
Headquarters of 14th Army Corps, June 1916 until February 1918, and then in a similar role with 11th Army Corps, February 1918 
until the Armistice. Promoted Lieutenant and temporary Captain on 7 November 1917, he was awarded the Military Cross, and then 
served as a Staff Officer on the Inter-Allied Armistice Commission, November 1918 until March 1919. However, that was not the end 
of Baring-Gould's War, for he was subsequently appointed to the Special Mission to Latvia and the Baltic States, March 1919 until 
February 1921, on the Staff of General Sir Hubert Gough, Commander of the British Military Mission to the Baltic States. Whilst serving 
in Finland, he was involved with the White Russian General Yudenitch's bid for Petrograd; was awarded the Russian Orders of St. Anne 
Second Class and St. Stanislas Third Class with Swords; and was Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 3 February 1920). He also 
met Miss Dorothy Clarke, who was serving with the Paget mission as a Voluntary Aid Worker, and they subsequently married in at 
Merrow, Surrey on 19 June 1923. He relinquished his commission in March 1921. 
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Having spent most of the inter-War years as a Mining Engineer in Spain and Venezuela, Baring-Gould returned to England in 1935 and 
took over the running of the George Inn in Shipston-on-Stour. Following the outbreak of the Second World War he enlisted into the 
Royal Norfolk Regiment as a Private on 3 July 1940, and the following month was granted an emergency commission as a Lieutenant in 
the Intelligence Corps on 28 August 1940. He served as Intelligence Officer with No. 4 Intelligence School from September until 
November 1940, and then with the General Headquarters Home Forces and various regional Commands from November 1940 until 
August 1943. He served in North Africa and Italy with Military Government Organisation from September 1943 until March 1944, and 
then in North West Europe with the Civil Affairs Organisation from July 1944 until April 1945. Promoted acting Captain on 11 October 
1941, and acting Major on 1 December 1943, he retired on 7 October 1945, and the following December was granted the rank of 
honorary Lieutenant-Colonel. He died in Ipswich, Suffolk, on 10 March 1970.

Note: At the time of the award of Baring-Gould's Russian Orders, following the Bolshevik uprising, the production and supply of 
Russian Orders was severely disrupted, and consequently were often hard to obtain. As a result, White Russian Awards to British 
servicemen during the Allied Intervention throughout the period 1919-21 often show numismatic inconsistencies, as the insignia issued 
was that which was available, and is typically of a different Division, Class, or period of manufacture.

The recommendation states: 'This officer was in command of a Troop of A/A guns during the operations against the Martuba aerodrome 
on the 21st March, 1942. He continually took the place of members of his gun teams who were wounded, directing fire, laying and 
loading guns himself. His Troop was responsible for shooting down one enemy aeroplane and damaging several others. Later when 
ammunition was running short he personally went round with ammunition lorries and distributed it. Three successive lorries which he 
was in were set on fire by enemy air attack, but he was quite undaunted and successfully managed to unload the majority of the 
ammunition, though rounds which had caught alight were exploding round him in all directions. 

Second Lieutenant Harris was entirely responsible for saving many valuable rounds of ammunition for use against the enemy.' 


Bernard Francis Rawson Harris was the son of Mr and Mrs Frank Harris of Cheam, Surrey. He served with 171 Light Anti-Aircraft 
Battery, Royal Artillery during the Second War. He died 27 May 1942, and is commemorated on the Alamein Memorial, Egypt.

The recommendation states: 'In the recent operations, Lt. Robinson was selected 
to go out on foot on a night patrol on the 3rd April, 1943, with the Black Watch 
to reconnoitre the Wadi Akarit for possible crossing places. His patrol 
encountered an enemy patrol and took them prisoner, but despite these 
difficulties he brought back an accurate report of great value. 

In the operations around Toujane, this officer's troop was the leading one and by 
his initiative in seizing an opportunity, he secured a vital pass, cutting off 
numbers of the enemy who fell into our hands with their equipment. Throughout 
this action he continually passed back the most valuable and accurate 
information which assisted greatly in the success of the whole operation. 

On 9th April, he led his troop in the attack on the enemy positions covering 
SFAX. The country was close and gave concealment to the enemy A/Tank gun 
screen and two of the three tanks of the Troop were knocked out but Lt. 
Robinson pushed on alone and stalked an enemy Mark IV tank, and succeeded 
in closing to short range when he found it abandoned by its crew through a 
broken track. Still unsupported, he reached the main road at a point well behind 
the enemy positions and captured an A/Tank gun with its tractor and crew of 
nine. His action in cutting the road enforced the enemy's withdrawal and 
contributed to the success of the operations. 

Although only recently commissioned, Lt. Robinson has proved himself to be a 
first class troop leader and by his courage and initiative he has contributed 
greatly to the success of the operations mentioned above.'

The recommendation, dated 23 June 1943, states: 'Pilot Officer Grimwood was posted to No. 57 Squadron from No. 1654 Conversion 
Unit on 15 January 1943. He has now completed 23 sorties involving 146 hours 30 minutes operational flying. Amongst the targets he 
has attacked are Berlin (twice), Munich, Stettin, Essen (twice), 8 other Ruhr towns, Turin, Spezia, and several other targets in Germany. 
Pilot Officer Grimwood is a most determined and resolute captain who has at all times pressed home his attacks with the greatest 
vigour. He has on several occasions obtained photographs of the aiming point. No difficulties have been too great to surmount and the 
one occasion when he was forced to abandon a sortie was when flying with a very new and inexperienced navigator who became 
completely lost over enemy territory. Pilot Officer Grimwood has shown the greatest keenness to operate against the enemy and his 
cool competence and complete disregard of danger make him an invaluable asset to the Squadron. 

His work on the ground is equally sound. Both as an N.C.O. and now as a Pilot Officer he has always been thoroughly reliable. He 
leads his crew with the confidence which is the result of sound knowledge. He is a valuable assistant to his Flight Commander and 
whatever he is asked to do is done efficiently and without fuss. His ability, bearing, and behaviour at all times are exactly what is 
hoped for in a junior officer in an operational Squadron. I consider that Pilot Officer Grimwood has completed two-thirds of an 
excellent first tour of operations and I very strongly recommend the award of the Distinguished Flying Cross.' 


Raymond Peter Grimwood was born at Highbury, London, on 7 April 1923, and enlisted in the Royal Air Force on 10 March 1941. 
After initial training in the United States of America with four other pilots at Tuscaloosa, October 1941 until May 1942, he attended 
No. 3 (Pilot) A.T.U. in July 1942. Posted to No. 57 Squadron (Lancasters) at R.A.F. Scampton on 15 January 1943 as a Sergeant Pilot 
from 1654 Conversion Unit, his first sortie was a raid over Turin on 4-5 February 1943. Further operational sorties over the next few 
months included the submarine bases at L'Orient and St. Nazaire, and the German targets of Munich, Berlin (2), Keil, Frankfurt, 
Dortmund, Dusseldorf (2), Essen, Cologne, and the Skoda works at Pilsen. Commissioned Pilot Officer on 12 May 1943, he was 
recommended for the Distinguished Flying Cross on 23 June 1943 after 23 sorties, and completed his tour with a raid over Regina on 
16-17 July 1943, having diverted from the original target of Milan. Posted to No. 17 Officer Training Unit on 1 August 1943, he was 
promoted Flying Officer on 3 September 1943, and Flight Lieutenant on 3 March 1945. His last day of service was on 31 October 
1946. 

After the Second World War Grimwood was employed by British European Airways flying Viscounts, Vanguards, and Tridents, and was 
awarded a Master Air Pilot award by the Guild of Air Pilots & Air Navigators on 1 June 1961. He retired in 1977, having flown almost 
20,000 hours, and died at Bury St. Edmonds, Suffolk, on 15 January 1994.

'Since commencing his operational tour in December, 1943, as Captain of a Lancaster Bomber, this Officer has completed 29 sorties 
over enemy territory, and has attacked many of the most heavily defended targets, including seven attacks on Berlin. He has carried out 
these attacks with consistent skill and determination, often in the face of fierce opposition. 

During the attack on Mai I ly Camp on 3rd May, 1944, P/O Blackie's aircraft was attacked by an enemy fighter and severely damaged 
just after leaving the target. In spite of the fact that the damage caused made the aircraft extremely difficult to fly, P/O Blackie 
succeeded in bringing it back to this country and making an emergency landing without further damage to the aircraft or crew. 

This Officer's outstanding ability and strong sense of duty has set a fine example to Squadron and I strongly recommend him for the 
award of the Distinguished Flying Cross. 

Remarks by Station Commander: 

Pilot Officer Blackie displayed a splendid fighting spirit during his tour of bomber operations. Even on the most bitterly defended 
German targets he faced the hazards with a cheerful demeanour which was an inspiration to his own and to other crews. His skill and 
courage was of an exceptionally high order; and enabled him to pursue the aim of the Command with the utmost accuracy. I therefore 
strongly recommend that he be awarded the Distinguished Flying Cross.' 


Albert Charles Blackie was born in Tooting, London, in 1923. He served during the Second War with the Royal Air Force Volunteer 
Reserve, and carried out his initial pilot training (having originally been designated for Air Crew training) at No. 6 Elementary Flying 
Training School, Sywell, from April 1942. He carried out further training in the U.S.A., August 1942 - February 1943. Having advanced 
to Sergeant and returned to the UK, his subsequent postings included to No. 6 A.F.U. and 28 O.T.U., Castle Donington. Whilst at the 
latter he flew a Wellington in his first operational sortie, to a target in the Forest of Aisnes, 3 September 1943. 

Blackie was posted to 1667 Conversion Unit in October 1943, and whilst there flew Halifax's before converting to Lancasters. He was 
posted to the newly formed 576 Squadron (Lancasters), at Elsham Wolds, for operational flying at the start of December 1943. He flew 
in 29 operational sorties with the squadron, including: Berlin (7); Stettin; Magdeburg; Schweinfurt; Augsburg; Stuttgart; Frankfurt (2); 
Essen (2); Nuremburg; Aachen; Rouen; Cologne; Dusseldorf; Karlsruhe; Friedichshaven; Lyon; Mai I ly Le Camp; Hasselt; Orleans; 
Duisburg and Dortmund. 

After completing his 1st tour, Blackie was posted to No. 1 L.F.S. Hemswell in June 1944. Subsequent postings, as a Flying Officer, 
included to 1662 H.C.U., Blyton and to 1336 T.S.C.U. Welford. Having converted to Dakota's at the Welford, Blackie was posted as a 
Flight Lieutenant to 76 Squadron (Transport Command), Poona, India, in February 1946.

Charles Wilfred Higgs joined the Royal Air Force as Aircraftsman 2nd Class in June 1940. He carried out his initial training at No. 11 
O.T.U., Bassingbourn and was posted as a Wireless Operator/Air Gunner for operational flying to 38 Squadron (Wellingtons), Marham, 
in October 1940. He flew on two operational sorties over northern Europe (Rotterdam, 24 October 1940, and Antwerp, 30 October 
1940), before moving with the Squadron to Ismalia, Egypt, in November 1940. The following month the Squadron moved to Shallufah, 
and from here Higgs flew in a further 42 operational sorties including: El Adem (2); Tobruk (2); Bardia (3); Benghazi (7); Derna (2); 
Rhodes; Corinth Canal; Tripoli (12); Palermo (2); Messina; attack on enemy shipping; Naples; El Amirya; El Gazala (2); L.G. 09 (2); and 
Berea Aerodrome (2). 

Higgs' Log Book records that he undertook no flying between April - June 1941, as he was 'In Hospital'. At the end of 1941 his tour of 
the Middle East ended, and he returned to the UK. He was posted to No. 12 O.T.U., Chipping Warden, and whilst stationed at the 
latter took part in the first 1,000 bomber raid to Cologne, 30 May 1942, and the follow up raid to Essen, 1/2 June 1942. 

After a period as an Instructor, Higgs was posted to No. 1651 Conversion Unit, Wratting Common, in March 1944. Whilst based at the 
latter he flew on a diversionary operational sortie over France, 24 March 1944. Having converted to Sterlings, Higgs returned to full 
term operational flying with 90 Squadron, Tuddenham, Suffolk, in April 1944. He flew in a further 21 operational sorties including: 
Mining (6); Special Duties (2); Le Havre; Valencienne; Montdidier; Pas de Calais (2); Biennais; Villers Bocage; Beavoir; Watten; 
Necourt; Vaires; Chalons and Caen. 

Higgs was posted to No. 17 O.T.U., Silverstone, in September 1944, before a return to No. 12 O.T.U., Chipping Warden in January 
1945.

Raymond Joseph Gauvreau was born on 30 September 1921 in Ottawa, Ontario, and was educated at LaSalle Academy, The Glebe, 
Ottawa. Fie served with the Cameron Highlanders from 1940 to 1942 and was employed at Ottawa Car and Aircraft Limited, before 
enlisting with the Royal Canadian Air Force at No. 5 Manning Depot in Lachine, Quebec, on 30 April 1942. Receiving his wings as a 
Sergeant Pilot on 25 June 1943, he proceeded to England in July of that year, and after serving with No. 30 Operational Training Unit at 
R.A.F. Seighford, Staffordshire, he was commissioned Pilot Officer in April 1944. Posted to No. 626 Squadron at R.A.F. Wickenby, 
Lincolnshire on 16 June 1944, he later reflected on the creation of his flight crew, along with another pilot he had met getting ready for 
his first mission which would prove to be a fatal one: "I served with the 626 Squadron in England, from an airport called Wickenby. I 
started right into the Lancasters. They sent me to a station in central England where they had a variety of every crew member 
imaginable, from gunners to navigators, but not pilots. I was sent to that station with a date at a certain point to pick out six men to join 
me as my crew members. I was completely in the dark about what it involved, but when I got to it, I got to this big building and opened 
the door and it looked like I was entering a huge double gymnasium, loaded with people who were all aircrew members of different 
stations in an aircraft, from a tail gunner to a navigator. I immediately closed the door and stood back, and said, I've got to go in there 
and pick out six men, and I don't know a soul? There was nobody to talk to. I was all by myself. I finally said a prayer, and I said, "Lord, 
help me to do this." I walked in and before I could even close the door, there was a great big guy stood in front of me and says, "my 
name is George Macintosh from [Fort] MacLeod, Alberta, I'm a navigator and I'd like to join your crew, will you take me on?" I says, 
"you bet, George, shake hands." And as we were shaking hands, five more men came walking right over, and I signed all of them on; 
and that became my crew. Oh, one other Canadian was John Halliday from Welland, Ontario and the rest were British chaps from a 
variety of places in England. After I had completed six trips, my first six trips, a young pilot came to my billet; and he was allocated the 
extra bed that I had in that particular billet. And since he was just starting off his trips - that night he was going to have his first trip 
while I was having my eighth: it was my eighth trip; it was his first trip - I got acquainted with him and helped him to unpack his 
luggage, and so forth. He took a photograph and put it on the table between our beds; and it was a picture of his wife and his one-year- 
old daughter back home in Winnipeg. And, however, we went to the flights later on and got ready for my usual bombing trip; and 
when I got back, about 2:30 in the morning, he hadn't yet arrived. So I stretched out on the bed and waited for him, so we could talk 
over what happened. A short time later, a knock came on the door and it was my station commander who said, "Ray, I'm sorry to tell 
you this, but your friend has not returned, will you please repack his luggage so we can send it back to his wife in Canada." It left me 
with real sad memories thinking about my wife whom I married just two weeks before I left for overseas.' 

Gauvreau and his crew flew numerous sorties over ten locations in France, bombing various targets between 20 June and 19 July 1944, 
including Reims, Liegscourt, Vaires, Saint Pol, Viezon-Ville, Domleger, Orleans, Foret-de-Croc, Caen (twice) and Tours. The month of 
July would conclude with missions to Courtrai, Belgium on 20 July and over a span of five days, from 23 to 28 July, three sorties to 
Germany: Kiel and Stuttgart (twice). In the period between 8 August and 19 October 1944, further sorties were flown to France (Aire, 
Falaise Sector, Le Havre, Calais and Cap Oriz Nes), Holland (Volkel, Gent, Eindhoven and Weskapelle), Belgium (Frederick Hendric), 
and Germany (Russelsheim, Stettin, Saarbrucken, Duisburg (twice) and Stuttgart). At the end of his tour he was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross. By his own recollection, Gauvreau dropped a bomb over Caen, which was marked with the personal 
message To Adolf, from the Ottawa Car and Aircraft Limited of Ottawa'. He died in Ottawa on August 4, 2015, at the age of 93.

A total of 127 gazetted awards of the Military Medal were made in the period 1914-20, plus a further 11 non-gazetted awards, mostly 
to foreign nationals.

M.M. London Gazette 1 7 December 191 7: '... for bravery and conspicuous devotion in the performance of their duties whilst exposed 
to enemy shell fire or bombs dropped by enemy aircraft:- Miss Helena Kate Repton, Queen Alexandra Hpl., B.R.C.S.' 

The short recommendation held at the Imperial War Museum adds: 'By her courage and presence in the wards while the town was 
shelled and bombed she was the means of allaying the fears of the patients when several bombs fell near the hospital.' 
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Miss Helena Kate Repton was born c.1873 in Norton le Moors, Staffordshire. She trained as a Nurse at Leeds General Infirmary and 
was later a night sister at Plymouth and then at St. Bartholomew's, Rochester and at Plaistow. In 1907 she was employed as Assistant 
Matron at Haine Isolation Hospital. 

With the outbreak of war, Miss Repton joined the Friends Ambulance Unit. Entering the France/Flanders theatre of war on 27 April 
1915, she went to Dunkirk, where after a few weeks she took charge of the Queen Alexandra Hospital, which was equipped by the 
Quakers and which was one of the Friends' Ambulance Unit's largest enterprises during the war. The hospital was originally 
established to help cope with the 1914-15 typhoid epidemic in Flanders, and was, for official purposes attached to the French 8th 
Army. During the autumn of 1914-15 arrangements were made for the admission of British patients, and from then on men were 
admitted from all the British services. The hospital was in one of the most dangerous areas on the Western Front, being shelled many 
times. In particular, during September 1917, it was subjected to almost daily bombardment from land, sea and air. Throughout the 
whole of that trying time Matron Repton and her staff worked cooly and gallantly with the never ending influx of patients. Finally the 
hospital was moved to the Chateau de Petite Synthe, about a mile and half from Dunkirk. In August 1918 the hospital and staff were 
honoured by a surprise visit by King George V. 

For her brave services at Queen Alexandra's Hospital, Dunkirk, Miss Repton was awarded the M.M. and later the A.R.R.C. In addition 
she was awarded the French Medal of Honour for her 'constant proof of the greatest zeal and devotion in her care of the sick and of 
contagious cases'. She was decorated by King George V with the Royal Red Cross and the Military Medal at an investiture at Aldershot 
at the end of the war. 

She afterwards returned to Haine Hospital and in 1922 became Matron. The same year she returned to Dunkirk when the Duke of York 
(the future King George VI) laid the foundation stone of the Seaman's Institute, the Dunkirk War Memorial. Miss Repton retired from 
Haine in 1939 but with the onset of war she volunteered for service. She was serving as Matron at Biggleswade Isolation Hospital when 
she died suddenly when shopping in Ramsgate, Kent. Sold with 11 original photographs - mostly of the recipient; together with a 
number of (fragmentary and fragile) newspaper cuttings relating to the recipient.

Andrew Clark was born in London and was educated privately and at the University of London. He was at times Honorary Surgeon to 
the King; Colonel in the Army Medical Service; Assistant Director of Medical Services, 2nd London Division, T.F.; Consulting Surgeon 
to the Middlesex Hospital and to the Marylebone General Dispensary and Vice-President and Gold Medallist of the British Medical 
Association.

A.M. London Gazette 7 August 1877: 

'On the 11th of April the Tynewydd Colliery, situated near Porth, in the Rhondda Valley, South Wales, was inundated with water from 
the old workings of the adjoining Cymmer Colliery. At the time of the inundation there were fourteen men in the pit, of whom four 
were unfortunately drowned, and one was killed by compressed air, leaving nine men imprisoned by the water; of this number four 
were released after eighteen hours' imprisonment, and five after nine days' imprisonment. It was in effecting the release of the latter five 
that those distinguished services were rendered which the conferring of the "Albert Medal of the Second Class" is intended to 
recognize. 

During the five days from April the 16th to April the 20th the above named men were at various times engaged in cutting through the 
barrier of coal separating them from the five imprisoned men, and while exposing their own lives to the great danger which would have 
resulted from an outburst of compressed air and water, and to the danger which actually existed from the presence of large quantities of 
inflammable gas, continued to perform their work until the five men were safely rescued.' 


George Ablett, a Collier employed by the Tynewydd Colliery in the Rhondda Valley, was awarded his Albert Medal for the rescue of 
the Welsh Colliers following their incarceration after the inundation at the colliery on 11 April 1877. The release, finally effected 
yesterday week, of the five survivors, four men and a boy, who had remained nine whole days and nights entombed alive, with no food 
but a little candle grease, in the recesses of a flooded coal pit has been hailed all over the country. Her Majesty the Queen has been 
graciously pleased to intimate her intention of bestowing the Albert Medal, which was instituted for the reward of "acts of gallantry in 
saving life at sea", upon these humble men who hazarded their own lives in cutting through the coal to extricate their starving 
comrades. In answer to questions put to them by medical gentlemen, the imprisoned men said that all they had during their long 
incarceration was a small quantity of dirty water, and a little grease which dropped from a box containing the candles. As may be 
imagined, the poor fellows had not exactly measured the time they had been in their dreary solitude: one said they had only been in 
place seven days. Upon the little boy being got out, the first thing he asked was whether his father and brother were alive, and he was 
informed that they were all right. This, however, was a deception, as both were among the victims of the sad accident.' (Illustrated 
London News , 28 April 1877 refers). 

Until the Tynewydd disaster, the Albert Medal had only been given for bravery in saving life at sea. The courage of the Tynewydd 
Colliers, however, prompted Queen Victoria to also bestow the award of those saving life on land, announcing "The Albert Medal, 
hitherto only bestowed for gallantry in saving life at sea, shall be extended to similar actions on land, and that the first medals struck for 
this purpose shall be conferred on the heroic rescuers of the Welsh Miners." Four Albert Medals in Gold, and 21 Albert Medals in 
bronze were awarded for this action, the first Albert Medals for Land ever awarded. 
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An Albert Medal for Sea group of seven awarded to Chief Stoker A. Stickley, Royal Navy, for gallantry following the 
outbreak of a fire in the boiler room of the Torpedo Boat Destroyer Success on 11 June 1904, in which he saved the 
lives of four stokers, and was severely burnt; he had previously served in H.M.S. Powerful during the Boer War

A.M. London Gazette 17 February 1905: 

'On the morning of the 11th June 1904, at about 11:30, His Majesty's Torpedo Boat Destroyer Success was steaming towards Lamlash, 
when it became apparent from deck, owing to the issue of steam from the funnel, that something was wrong in the after stokehold. 
Alfred Stickley, Chief Stoker, in accordance with the orders of the Engineer Officer, went below to ascertain the cause. On reaching the 
stokehold he found that there was an escape of steam from the top drum of No. 4 Boiler, which shortly caused one of the furnace doors 
which had been left unlatched to be blown open. The stokehold was immediately filled with flame and steam, and the men present 
were burnt and scalded. Stickley grasped the situation with promptness, showing the greatest presence of mind in the emergency, and 
ran great risks in endeavouring to minimise the consequences of the accident and prevent further injuries to the men. 

In spite of the conditions in the stokehold, and his own severe exposure to the flames, he managed to open out the fans to their full 
extent, and made many gallant attempts to close the furnace door and open the drencher valve. Finding it was impossible to drive the 
flames back, he gave orders for the hatch to be opened, and himself remained below until the four men in the stokehold had effected 
their escape. His face and neck were severely burned, and his hands and forearms very badly scalded. For over four months he has 
been on the sick list suffering from his injuries. His lungs escaped injury, as he had the presence of mind to put cotton waste into his 
mouth while he was in the stokehold/ 
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Alfred Stickley was born on the Isle of Dogs, London, on 12 January 1867 and enlisted in the Royal Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class on 1 
April 1885, having previously been employed as a bargeman. Advanced Acting Chief Stoker on 14 April 1897, he transferred for 
service in H.M.S. Powerful on 8 June of that year, and was promoted Chief Stoker on 22 April 1898. He served in Powerful during 
operations on and off the coast of South Africa in the Boer War, and received his Long Service and Good Conduct Medal on 30 August 
1900, before transferring for service in H.M.S. Success on 1 April 1904. Severely burnt during his gallant act following the accident in 
the ship's stokehold, his Captain wrote to him: 1 consider you behaved so well during the accident and I am quite sure that you were 
the means of everyone coming on deck alive. Considering the damage done to No. 4 Boiler, I can only wonder that anybody came on 
deck at all as the boiler is now quite useless the drum being badly damaged and at least 34 tubes having gone.' (letter to the recipient 
from Captain Osmond Prentis, dated 16 June 1904 refers). Recommended for the Albert Medal by Success's captain, he was awarded 
his Albert Medal by H.M. King Edward VII on 9 February 1905, the investiture having been deferred for a considerable time on account 
of the recipient's severe burns. 

Drafted to H.M. Yacht Victoria and Albert on 15 February 1905 as a reward for his gallantry, 'to be borne on the books as a permanent 
supernumerary until a vacancy occurs for a Chief Stoker, when he is to be absorbed into the compliment' (the recipient's service record 
refers), he had a long and pleasant commission in the Royal Yacht, before serving throughout the Great War, first in H.M.S. King Alfred 
from 4 August 1914, and then in H.M.S. Victory until the end of the War. He was finally shore pensioned on 29 March 1919, after 33 
years' service.

A.M. London Gazette 26 August 1913 (in a joint citation within which the parts played by a number of recipients are quoted in 
separate paragraphs): 

'On 30th August 1906, a fire broke out in one of the magazines of the Ferozepore Arsenal comprising five cells in which were stored 
cordite, small-arms ammunition and gunpowder. At an early stage the ends of one of the outer cells (No. 10) were blown out by a 
explosion of cordite, while from cell No. 9, where small-arms ammunition was stored, smoke was seen to be issuing. 

Major-General Anderson, who directed the subsequent operations from a roof at the edge of the magazine compound, at a distance of 
some 20 yards, having ordered all persons to be cleared out of the fort, and placed a cordon round it at 1,000 yards distance, a steam 
fire-engine was got to work, and the fire party which had been organised commenced their highly dangerous task of clearing cell No. 8 
in which was stored some 19,000lbs. of gunpowder; they eventually succeeded in so doing, thereby cutting off the fire by the 
intervention of an empty cell. Had the powder in this cell exploded, the explosion must have been communicated to cells in an 
adjoining magazine where 300,000lbs. of gunpowder was stored. 

Captain Donovan volunteered to clear cell No. 8, and led the fire party, and all concerned acted with the greatest coolness in 
circumstances calling for a high degree of courage. The door of the cell was opened and the fire hose turned on. Major Campbell 
joined the party by the cell, and returned in a short while and reported to General Anderson that though the cell was full of smoke, and 
the barrels hot, there was no actual fire in the cell. As, however, the explosions in the ruined cell No. 10 were becoming more violent, 
General Anderson, fearing that the barrels of powder which were being removed from cell No. 8 would be ignited, ordered the 
discontinuance of efforts to clear the cell; the pumping-engine was, however, kept at work by Mr. Dow and some native assistants. 

A series of heavy explosions of cordite now took place and on the occurrence of a lull Captain Clarke went to reconnoitre, and 
reported that cell No. 9 was still apparently intact. Major Campbell and Mr. Pargiter subsequently went into the enclosure to 
investigate, and on their report being received a party including fifty Lascars was organised, and the removal of the powder barrels in 
cell No. 8 was recommenced under cover of the fire-hose. During their removal the last important explosion of cordite took place some 
12 yards away. Eventually all the barrels were removed without accident. 

Captain Ross discovered the fire, and with a detachment of his regiment, entered the magazine compound with a small hand-engine 
fed from tanks in the magazine, and attempted to put out the fire. He also worked at getting the steam-engine into position. 

Major Young, as General Anderson's Brigade-Major, was constantly with the General in positions of great danger. In particular he 
joined General Anderson at a critical moment by the door of No. 8 cell, from which the gunpowder was being removed, and remained 
with the General throughout the rest of the period of danger. 

Captain Battye assisted in the removal of the gunpowder from No. 8 cell. He also, with Staff-Sergeant Fitzpatrick, directed the operation 
for piercing two holes through the masonry of the roof of cell No. 9 where the small-arms ammunition was burning and succeeded in 
getting the hose through these holes so as to play on the burning ammunition. By this means a check on the fire in No. 9 cell was 
effected. Both men were conspicuous throughout the day in the magazine enclosure.' 

Eglintoune Frederick Ross was born in Lewes, Sussex, on 20 June 1883 and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Royal 
Garrison Artillery on 12 August 1902, having previously served in the 4th (Militia) Battalion, Royal Irish Regiment. He was promoted 
Lieutenant on 19 July 1905, before transferring to the Dorset Regiment and proceeding to India. He transferred to the Indian Army on 
12 December 1909, was promoted Captain on 12 August 1911, and was appointed Company Commander of the 75th Carnatic 
Infantry. He was awarded his Albert Medal by H.E. the Governor of Madras on 7 February 1914. He subsequently served during the 
Great War with the 1 /88th Infantry, Indian Army, and was advanced to Major (additionally entitled to the British War and Victory 
Medals). He retired on 23 November 1921, and died in 1955. 

Two First Class (to Ross and Captain Charles Creaghe Donovan) and eleven Second Class Albert Medals for Land were awarded for this 
potentially disastrous fire and the resulting operations to bring it under control. The lengthy delay between the action and the date of 
the awards being Gazetted is unexplained. 
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An emotive Albert Medal for Land and Society for the Protection of Life from Fire Medal pair awarded to Mr. E. Bell, 
Canadian Copper Company, for gallantry in saving the lives of seven men, women and children during the terrible 
tornado-induced forest fire at South Porcupine, Tisdale, Ontario, 11 July 1911, which destroyed the town and led to 
the seared deaths of 77 of its residents - in burning heat he doused the flames for two hours with water from his old 
felt hat

A.M. London Gazette 5 April 1912: 

'On the 11th July 1911 a disastrous forest fire broke out in the neighbourhood of the town of South Porcupine, Ontario, destroying the 
town and mining camp, and the perilous position of the inhabitants was aggravated by a sudden tornado. A party, including the 
manager of the Dome Mines and his family and two employees of the mining company, managed with great difficulty to pass through 
the smoke and flames to some water barrels, but then collapsed from exhaustion, and were unable to use the water so as to keep their 
clothes from catching fire from the showers of sparks. Bell, notwithstanding the dense smoke, which had incapacitated the party, went 
to their rescue, and stood by them for nearly two hours, damping their clothes, and by this and other means preventing further injury by 
fire. By his courageous action he was instrumental in saving the lives of seven persons.' 

Hero of the Porcupine Fire 

The summer of 1911 was dry and hot, bush fires were a frequent occurrence, and, on 11 July, a bush fire that could be heard roaring 
far to the west fanned on by a wind of sixty miles velocity swept over the whole Porcupine area leaving nothing but blackened ruins in 
its wake. About noon on that eventful day the roar could be heard some miles to the west. Mr. Meek, the Dome Mine superintendent, 
went over to the West Dome Mine some five hundred yards to the south. Bob Weiss, in charge of this prospect, was the biggest man in 
the camp, weighing 435 pounds, and he said he was going to fight the fire. There was a large clearing but, when the fire broke through 
the clearing, 18 men, 2 women and a child who had gathered on the rock dump near the shaft as the atmosphere became too hot, 
were forced to seek shelter by climbing down the ladder of the shaft and all suffocated as the air was sucked out by the burning head 
frame. This was the greatest single disaster in the district. 

Mr. Meek returned to his house which was situated on a rocky knoll slightly above the other camp buildings. Here, together with his 
wife, his wife's mother, and his two children, several men had gathered hoping that the house placed on barren rock with no 
combustible material near, would offer some protection. It was only a short respite for soon the house was afire and had to be vacated. 
Edwards Lake was three hundred yards away through burning stumps and muskeg. Mr. Meek rushed into the house, told his family of 
their peril, and threw open the front door to lead them out. The whole of the house front was on fire. He dashed to the back and found 
that the woodshed had caught too, and escape was cut off there. He determined to break through the flames from the front, but the gust 
which met him decided him that, whilst he might be able to win his way through, his family could not, and he turned back in despair. 
For the first time fortune aided him now. Opening the back door he found that the furious wind had shifted and that it now blew the 
flames away from the door so that the whole party could get out. Anything was better than to be cremated in that flaming house, and 
out they all went together, the men dragging the women, with their clothes already on fire, and the women protecting the children, 
only just able to walk. 

Just a few yards from the back door stood six rain barrels half full. At this time the whole party only dreamed of getting out so that they 
could die in the fresh air: they were hemmed in by the flames, their vitality was sapped by inhaling the gaseous fumes which preceded 
and accompanied the fire, and hope had gone. Only it was better to die on the rock near water, if they could not reach it, than in that 
crackling furnace of a house. So they lay down huddled in each other's arms near the water barrels while the smoke hung so thick that 
they could not see many yards and the air was full of fire. They had no longer power to move. 

Suddenly a face appeared out of the smoke and a minute afterwards they felt the splash of water on their faces. It was Edward Bell, the 
foreman carpenter of the mine, who was ladling water out of the barrels with his old soft felt hat. Mrs. Meek's skirt and foot were on 
fire, and he first applied himself to put that out. Then, cooly and calmly, whilst the fire swept all living organisms out of existence all 
around him and the hot air scorched his lungs, he continued to dip into the barrels, souse himself, and distribute the water impartially 
over the prostrate figures around him. 

The fire was at its height at two o'clock, and by four o'clock the danger was over, and Edward Bell had saved seven people. They had 
grazed death, but they were alive mainly because Edward Bell walked out of a zone of comparative safety into a whirlwind of smoke 
and flame and for a full hour, never knowing when he would be roasted alive, with a level head and a steady hand, threw water out of 
his old hat wherever he saw a spark fall or a flame burst out on the exhausted figures round the water barrels.' (The Toronto Globe , 4 
May 1912 refers) 

Edward Bell, who, according to Porcupine folklore, even recited stories to the children in an effort to keep them calm during the 
terrible fire, and consequently became known as 'Dad Bell', was recommended for a medallic award for his gallantry by Mr. A. R. 
Turner, the General Manager of the Canadian Copper Company, and received his Albert Medal at Haileybury, Ontario, in July 1912, 
almost exactly a year after the terrible fire. 

One of only 21 Albert Medals awarded to Canadians, 1 7 of which were for gallantry in Canada. 
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An Albert Medal for Land awarded to Lieutenant, later Captain, J. Neale, Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, for gallantry 
in saving life following a Wartime munitions accident at Claremont Park, Esher on 25 August 1916 - he was 
recommended for his award by the Minister of Munitions, the Rt. Hon. Winston Churchill M.P. 

Albert Medal, 2nd Class, for Gallantry in Saving Life on Land, bronze and enamel, the reverse officially engraved 
'Presented by His Majesty to Lieutenant John Neale, R.N.V.R., for Gallantry in saving life at Claremont Park, Esher, on 
the 25th. August 191 6/, in case of issue, minor edge nick , otherwise extremely fine £5000-6000 


AM. London Gazette 23 January 1918: 

'On the 25th August 1916, Lt. Neale, R.N.V.R., was conducting certain experiments which involved the projection from a Stokes 
mortar of a tube containing flare powder. An accident occurred, rendering imminent the explosion of the tube before leaving the 
mortar, which would almost certainly have resulted in the bursting of the mortar with loss of live to bystanders. Lt. Neale, in order to 
safeguard the lives of the working party, at once attempted to lift the tube from the mortar. It exploded whilst he was doing so, with the 
result that he was severely injured, but owing to the fact that he had partly withdrawn the tube from the mortar no injury was caused to 
others.' 


John Neale, of Oxshott, Surrey, was commissioned Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve and served during the Great War 
attached to the Munitions Experimental Station, at Claremont Park, Esher, the home of H.R.H. the Dowager Duchess of Albany. As his 
work was the responsibility of the Ministry of Munitions, the recommendation for the award of his Albert Medal was made to the King 
by the Minister of Munitions, the Rt. Hon. Winston Churchill, M.P., and Neale was presented with his Albert Medal by H.M. King 
George V at Buckingham Palace on 6 April 1918. He was subsequently advanced Captain, Royal Marine Engineers. 

The Home Office papers dealing with Neale's award are preserved in the Public Record Office and contain, inter alia, the original 
recommendation made on behalf of the Minister of Munitions; the submission to the King; the draft citation; a copy of the inscription to 
be engraved on the reverse of the award; and correspondence leading to the investiture at Buckingham Palace. 
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A rare Cavalryman's Great War 1918 Albert Medal for Land group of five awarded to Private G. W. Bennett, 12th 
Lancers, for his gallantry in going to the rescue a French woman who was knocked down by a train at Brie Railway 
Station, France, on 25 February 1918, and holding her safely between the lines as two trains passed - Bennett himself 
was not so lucky, being struck by one of the passing trains, resulting in him having both his legs amputated

A.M. London Gazette 26 August 1918: 

'A woman who was crossing the line in front of a troop train at a railway station in France, to reach a passenger train, was caught by 
the buffer of the engine. Private Bennett, 12th Lancers, hearing the woman's screams, and seeing her position, rushed to help her and 
pulled her into the six-foot way between the two trains. Unfortunately a basket which the woman was carrying was struck by the troop 
train and knocked Bennett against the passenger train, with the result that he was badly injured and suffered the amputation of both his 
legs. Had it not been for his presence of mind and courage the woman probably would have been killed.' 
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George William Bennett was born in Bermondsey, London, in 1884 and attested for the 5th Lancers on 25 February 1907. Transferring 
to the Army reserve on 24 February 1914, he was recalled to the Colours on the outbreak of the Great War and posted to the 12th 
Lancers. He served during the Great War on the Western Front from 15 August 1914 until 25 February 1918, on which date he 
performed his selfless act of gallantry at Brie Railway Station: 'I have never been so proud of a 12th Lancer in my life as I was of you 
this morning. It was the finest deed a man can do and I am proud of you a 12th Lancer. Accidents will happen but yours was more than 
this: man cannot do more than lay down his life for another.' (letter to the recipient from Richard Staller refers). 

Bennett was severely injured in his rescue attempt, and had to have both legs amputated, the right leg above the knee and the left 
below. For his gallantry he was additionally awarded the French Medal of Honour in gold (French Government Decree dated 4 
October 1918). He was presented with his Albert Medal by H.M. King George V at Buckingham Palace on 18 September 1918, and 
was discharged on 16 January 1919, after 11 years and 324 days' service. 

Sold together with a number of related documents, including the recipient's discharge Certificate; letter of congratulations on his gallant 
act; various letters regarding the award of both the Albert Medal and the French Medal of Honour; and various postcard photographs of 
the recipient, both before and after his accident.

AM. London Gazette 27 April 1920 (in a joint citation with Mate Henry Buckle, R.N.): 

'While H.M.S. Tiger was undergoing repairs at Invergordon, on the 27th August, 1919, two dockyard fitters and an able seaman were 
overcome by noxious gas in the hold of the ship, and Stoker Petty Officer Bailey, accompanied by a sick berth attendant, made an 
unsuccessful attempt at rescue. Both he and his companion had put on respirators, but found them useless. Mr. Buckle, the officer of 
the watch, then arrived on the scene, and in spite of the grave risk to life, which it was not evident would be incurred by further 
attempts at rescue, immediately went down and succeeded in passing a rope round one of the men. This man was got out, but Mr. 
Buckle was considerably affected by the gas, and could do nothing further. 

Stoker Petty Officer Bailey, though suffering from the effects of his previous attempts, repeated the operation, and succeeded in getting 
the other two men out, but all efforts to restore them were futile/ 


Albert Victor Bailey served during the Great War, and was awarded the Royal Navy Long Service and Good Conduct Medal whilst 
serving as a Stoker Petty Officer in H.M.S. Vivid. 
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The highly emotive Second War 1941 Posthumous Albert Medal for Sea group of five awarded to Yeoman of the 
Signals G. P. McDowell, Royal Navy, who paid the ultimate sacrifice with his life, having saved countless shipmates 
from the heavy swell surrounding the sinking destroyer H.M.S. Kandahar 

Albert Medal, 2nd Class, for Gallantry in Saving Life at Sea, bronze and enamel, reverse officially engraved 'Awarded by 
The King to the late Acting Yeoman of Signals George Patrick McDowell, D/JX1432268. for Gallantry in saving the lives

A.M. London Gazette 9 June 1942, Acting Yeoman of Signals G. P. McDowell, D/JX.143268 jointly listed with Leading Seaman C. 
Hambly, D/JX.133146: 

'When H.M.S. Kandahar was sinking, the heavy seas made it impossible for the rescuing destroyer to go alongside, and she was 
ordered to lie off and pick up survivors as they abandoned ship. Nets were hung over her side to help those below on rafts, or in the 
sea, to climb on board. Yeoman of Signals McDowell and Leading Seaman Hambly swam across to the destroyer, but though they 
themselves had the strength to reach the deck of the ship as she plunged in the heavy swell, with great devotion they chose to stay in 
the water to help those whose force was spent. In this way they saved many men, until they lost all their strength and were drowned.' 

George Patrick McDowell was born in Lurgan, Co. Down, Ireland, in 1919, and joined the Royal Navy as a Boy in 1935, serving in H. 
M.S. Ganges. Advanced to Acting Yeoman of the Signals, he served during the Second World War in the destroyer H.M.S. Kandahar. In 
the early hours of the morning of 19 December 1941 the cruiser Neptune, in company with the cruisers Aurora and Penelope and 
several destroyers including Kandahar, ran into an enemy minefield off Tripoli and was badly holed. Kandahar entered the minefield 
with the intention of taking the cruiser in tow, but also fouled a mine and sank the following day. Two officers and 70 ratings were lost, 
including McDowell. The 178 survivors were taken off by the destroyer Jaguar. McDowell is commemorated on the Plymouth Naval 
Memorial.

Specimens of the gold and bronze Albert Medals for Sea and Land are recorded to have been produced for Queen Victoria, and it is 
likely that additional specimens for both Albert Medals for Sea were presented to the Board of Trade, and the Albert Medals for Land to 
the Home Office, as the relevant Government Departments. 


Only 25 Albert Medals in Gold for Saving Life at Sea have been awarded 1866-1945. 
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The unique Victorian D.C.M. and two dated Bars group of five awarded to Sergeant, later Captain, T. Healey, 
Cameron Highlanders attached Egyptian Army, a veteran of nearly two decades of conflict in Egypt and the Sudan, he 
killed the celebrated Dervish leader Emir Nur el Kanzi in hand to hand combat, was wounded at least 5 times during 
the course of his military career, and Mentioned in Despatches on four separate occasions

Thomas Henry Healey was born in May 1859, and attested for the 57th Brigade in 1878. He was posted to the 1st Battalion, Cameron 
Highlanders later the same year, 'at the age of 18 years; was promoted Sergeant on March 1, 1881, and Colour-Sergeant a few years 
afterwards. He served with the regiment throughout the Egyptian campaign of 1882, and was present at the battle of Tel-El-Kebir (medal 
with clasp and Khedive's Star); also throughout the Nile expedition of 1884-85 with the Egyptian Army (clasp, 'Nile 1884-85'). He 
served as Sergeant-Major of the 9th Soudanese Battalion, Egyptian Army, throughout the operations of the Soudan Frontier Field Force 
in 1885-86; was present in Fort Kosheh during its investment, - December 1 to 30, 1885, - and at the engagement at Giniss, under 
General Sir F. C. A. Stephenson, on December 30, 1885 (silver medal for distinguished conduct in the field). He was also in action at 
Sarras in May 1887, when he killed the celebrated Dervish leader Nur Hamza [sic - it was Emir Nur el Kanzi], and gained possession of 
his sword and spear, receiving five wounds himself in the course of the hand-to-hand fight (Mentioned in Despatches, awarded clasp to 
Distinguished Conduct Medal). Second Lieutenant Healey, was also present at the actions of Arguin and Toski, near Wady Haifa, in 
1889, and at various other skirmishes on the Soudan frontier. He has served continuously with the Egyptian Army since early in 
1883.' (Extract as appeared in the United Service Gazette , and then reproduced in The 79th News , 1 November 1895) 

Having been relieved at Fort Kosheh by Lieutenant-General Sir Frederick Stephenson on 29 December 1885, Healey took part in the 
action at Giniss the following day. His 9th Sudanese worked in concert with his parent regiment to attack and disperse the Dervish 
force, and the Historical Records of the 79th Queen's Own Cameron Highlanders adds the following: 

'The Cameron Highlanders and the 9th Soudan Battalion of the Egyptian army, under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Everett, took 
the village of Absari at the point of the bayonet, and afterwards occupied and burnt the village of Giniss. All the enemy's standards, five 
guns, and his ammunition and nuggars fell into the hands of the British and Egyptians... For operations of the Soudan frontier field 
force, those officers, non-commissioned officers, and men, not already in possession of it received the Egyptian war medal. Colonel St. 
Leger, Lieutenant-Colonel Everett, and Major Money were mentioned in Sir Frederick Stephenson's despatches and received the 
Distinguished Service Order, and Sergeant-Major J. Emslie and Sergeant I. Healy [sic] (Sergeant-Major of the 9th Soudan Battalion) were 
awarded the silver medal for distinguished conduct in the field... 

In the beginning of May [1887] Sergeant Thomas Healy [sic] of the regiment, who had been acting as Sergeant-Major of the 9th Soudan 
Battalion of the Egyptian army, in which capacity he had won the Silver Medal for distinguished conduct in the field at the engagement 
at Giniss, again greatly distinguished himself in the hand-to-hand fight with the dervishes at Sarras on the Soudan frontier. 

On this occasion he killed the celebrated dervish leader Nur Hamza [sic], and gained possession of his sword and spear, receiving five 
wounds himself in the course of the action.' 

Slaves of Fortune: Sudanese Soldiers and the River War, 1896-98, by R. Lamothe adds additional details to the action at Sarras, one 
which left the dervishes with 150 dead, the loss of ten standards and a large amount of arms and ammunition: 
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In the spring of 1887 the IXth Sudanese Battalion also formed the main body of an Egyptian coup de main at Sarras, another 
borderland action along the Nile, defeating an advance guard of two hundred Mahdists under Nur el Kanzi some 35 miles south of 
Wadi Haifa... Sarras (27 April 1887) was a notable victory in the mind of British commanders because it was, unlike the action at 
Giniss, "fought by Egyptian troops, entirely independent of British or other support." Of the three hundred men of the IXth who 
participated, thirteen non-commissioned officers and men were killed; and two officers and twenty-two non-commissioned officers and 
men were wounded.' 

Following on from the Egyptian success at Sarras, Healey found himself to the fore again at Toski, 3 August 1889. The superior 
discipline of the 9th Sudanese and other native troops, combined with a handful of British troops (predominantly from the 20th 
Hussars), routed the Mahdist force in a seven hour engagement. The dervish force was decisively defeated with the loss of 
approximately 1,000 men, including its leader Emir Abdel Rakman Wad-el-Nejumi. For his gallantry at Toski, Healey was awarded the 
final Bar to his D.C.M. 

In October 1895, after 17 years and 144 days' service in the ranks, Healey was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Cameron 
Highlanders. He was immediately seconded back to the Egyptian Army and served with the Transport Department as part of the 
Dongola Expedition in the operations of 7 June and 19 September 1896 (M.I.D. London Gazette 3 November 1896). He was in 
command of the Transport of the Flying Column, including for the action of Abu Hamed, 7 August 1897 (M.I.D. London Gazette 25 
January 1898), and was promoted Lieutenant in April 1898. Healey took part in the Nile Expedition of 1898, and was present at the 
battles of the Atbara and Khartoum (M.I.D. London Gazette 24 May 1898; Order of the Medjidie, 4th Class). 

Healey's name was noted for consideration for extra-regimental promotion in the London Gazette of 15 November 1898, and received 
a Captaincy in his parent regiment in August of the following year. He left the Egyptian Army in October 1900, went on half pay in 
March 1902, and finally retired in May 1904. 

Keown-Boyd's Soldiers of the Nile provides a fitting tribute, 'Healey's service record is quite astonishing. In the first place he was the 
only holder of the D.C.M. with two bars prior to World War One. Secondly he was the only British NCO (so far as can be ascertained 
from sparse records) to have served ten years with the same Egyptian Army Battalion (9th). However, perhaps the most remarkable 
aspect of his career is that he survived seventeen years of almost continuous active service, much of the time without the privileges of 
an officer, sustaining half a dozen wounds and on at least one occasion suffering from severe sun-stroke, in one of the worst climates in 
the world.' 

Captain Healey died in April 1928. His D.C.M. being the first 'triple' D.C.M. to ever be awarded, and the only one for the Victorian 
era. The D.C.M. was illustrated on the frontispiece of P.E. Abbott's Recipient's of the Distinguished Conduct Medal 1855-1909.

Patrick Fleming was born in Mallow, County Cork, and attested for the 4th (Royal Irish) Dragoon Guards at Cork, in February 1847. He 
served with the Regiment in the Crimea, and took part in the famous charge of the Heavy Brigade at Balaklava, 25 October 1854, and 
'his character and conduct have been very good and he was when promoted in possession of one good conduct badge and would, had 
he not been promoted have been now in possession of 4 good conduct badges. He is in possession of the Crimea medal with 3 clasps 
for Balaklava, Inkermann and Sebastopol, Turkish medal and has been granted a Silver Medal with gratuity of £10 for Distinguished 
Service in the Field at the battle of Balaklava.' (Service Papers refer) 

Fleming was promoted to Corporal in August 1854, and to Sergeant in August the following year. He was discharged on 21 July 1868, 
having served 21 years and 158 days' with the Colours. 


John Arial Fleming (or Flemming) was the son of Patrick Fleming. He served with the 13th (Shropshire) Company, 5th Battalion 
Imperial Yeomanry during the Second Boer War (additionally entitled to 'South Africa 1901' and 'South Africa 1902' clasps). He was 
severely wounded at Elandslaagte, near Klerksdorp, on 25 February 1902, and died of his wounds on 4 March of the same year. 
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Family Group: 

A Crimea D.C.M. group of three awarded to Private J. Keen, 13th Light Dragoons, who rode in the Charge of the Light 
Brigade and was severely wounded in the right leg by canister shot during the Charge, 25 October 1854 - his Crimea

John Keen was born in Pimlico, London, on 28 July 1834, and attested for the 3rd Light Dragoons at Westminster on 28 June 1848. He 
transferred to the 13th Light Dragoons on 1 July 1853, and embarked for the Crimea with the Regiment on 8 May 1854. He took part in 
the celebrated charge of the Light Brigade at Balaklava on 25 October 1854, where he was severely wounded in the right leg by 
canister shot. He was assisted from the the field by Private George Gibson, also of the 13th Light Dragoons, and was sent to the Military 
Hospital at Scutari, from whence he was invalided to England via Malta in February 1855. He was personally presented with his 
Crimea Medal by H.M. Queen Victoria at a ceremony held on Horse Guards Parade on 18 May 1855. 

He was discharged on 18 October 1856, after 4 years and 253 days' service, his discharge papers stating: 'Unfit for further service. He 
suffers from gun-shot wounds of the right leg sustained in action at Balaklava on the 25 October 1854 - from the nature of the wounds 
a canister-shot entered the lower and outer part of the leg, winding around the leg and coming out at the front of the upper third of the 
leg and in its course injuring the fibula. He is liable to have them re-opened and pieces of bone come away.' Admitted as an out¬ 
patient of Chelsea Hospital on discharge, in later life Keen was a member of the Balaklava Commemoration Society in 1879, and 
signed the Loyal Address on the occasion of Queen Victoria's Golden Jubilee in 1887. He died in Plumstead, Essex, on 25 August 
1911, and is buried in the local cemetery. 

8 Distinguished Conduct Medals were awarded to members of the 13th Light Dragoons, 7 of which were recommended on 13 
February 1855, and all were almost certainly for gallantry during the charge of the Light Brigade; the eighth was awarded to Sergeant 
Priestly for gallantry at Bulganak on 19 September 1854. 

Edmund Keen was the brother of John Keen. Another member of the family, Thomas Keen, served with the 3rd Light Dragoons during 
the First Sikh War, and was present at the battles of Moodkee and Ferozeshuhur.

David Laing was born in St. Andrews, Fife, and attested for the 93rd Highlanders at Montrose, in February 1846. He advanced to 
Corporal in November 1853, and to Sergeant in February 1855. 

He served with the Regiment in the Crimea, and was present at Balaklava on 25 October 1854, when the 93rd routed the Russian 
cavalry and won themselves the title of 'The Thin Red Line". The Times correspondent, William Howard Russell, who, standing on the 
hills above, could clearly see that nothing stood between the Russian cavalry and the defenceless British base but the 'thin red streak 
tipped with a line of steel' wrote of the 93rd: 

'With breathless suspense everyone awaits the bursting of the wave [of Russian Cavalry] upon the line of Gaelic rock, but ere they 
came within 200 yards another deadly volley flashes from the levelled rifle, and carries terror into the Russians. They wheel about, 
open files right and left, and fly back faster than they came. Brave Highlanders! Well done! shout the spectators.' 

Laing was promoted Colour Sergeant in March 1857, and served with the Regiment during the Indian Mutiny. He was reduced to the 
rank of Sergeant in 1863, and was discharged 27 August 1867, having served 21 years and 122 days with the Colours. He was 
recorded as still being alive in 1907, but the date of his death is unknown.

Frederick Gard was born in Yeovil, Somerset, on 20 December 1834, and attested there for the Royal Artillery on 21 December 1851. 
He served in the Crimea with No. 4 Company, 12 Battalion, and was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal, together with a 
gratuity of £10. He transferred to the 4th Brigade on 1 May 1859, and was present in China at the capture of the Taku Forts on 21 
August 1860. He was promoted Collar Maker on 13 October 1864, and Corporal Collar Maker on 13 October 1869, and was 
discharged on 26 December 1873, after 21 years and 7 days' service. 
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A Crimea D.C.M. awarded to Private J. Wait, 50th Foot, a game veteran who was wounded at Sobraon, and 
Sebastopol, and appeared 77 times in the Regimental Defaulters Book

John Wait was born in County Down, and attested for the 50th Foot at Glasgow, in May 1843. He served with the Regiment during the 
Sutlej and Crimean Campaigns, and 'Reed. Medal and 3 clasps for "Moodkee" Ferozeshuhur Aliwal & Sobraon. Crimea Medal 3 clasps 
for Alma Inkermann & Sebastopol. Turkish Medal and Silver Medal with Gratuity of £5 for Distinguished Conduct in the Field.' (Service 
Papers refer) 

Wait was twice wounded, firstly at Sobraon on 10 February 1846, and then at Sebastopol on 23 October 1854. He was promoted 
Corporal in December 1855, but his progress was tempered by a fondness for drink - he appeared 77 times in the Regimental 
Defaulters Book, was tried by Court Martial 6 times, and imprisoned twice. He was finally discharged 17 January 1865, having served 
21 years and 26 days with the Colours. 
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A Crimea D.C.M. group of three awarded to Private M. Fitzgerald, 55th Foot, who was severely wounded at the Battle 
of Inkermann, 5 November 1854- a notorious drunkard and defaulter in peacetime, he was 'the coolest and most

Michael Fitzgerald was born in Dublin in 1825 and attested for the 13th Light Infantry at Dublin on 17 July 1843. A habitue of public 
houses, his habit of over-consumption caused him to become an irate pugilistic hothead and led to 4 entries in the Court Martial Book 
and 23 entries in the Regimental Defaulters' Book; notable sentences included 28 days' imprisonment with hard labour for striking and 
attempting to kick a police constable in the execution of his duty, and saying he would run a bayonet into any policeman that came 
near him; and 50 lashes and two years' imprisonment with hard labour for highly mutinous behaviour in striking and attempting to 
disarm a main entrance guard of the 26th Regiment in Gibraltar. 

Fitzgerald transferred to the 55th Foot on 1 April 1854, and served with the Regiment in the Crimea, where he took part in the battle of 
the Alma, the action of 'Little Inkermann' on 26 October 1854, and the battles of Inkermann and Sebastopol. He was one of 88 
members of the Regiment who was wounded at Inkermann, 5 November 1854, and for his gallantry during the War he was awarded 
the Distinguished Conduct Medal, the recommendation from his commanding Officer, Lieutenant-Colonel Cuddy, dated 30 March 
1855, stating: 'I certify that Private Michael Fitzgerald of the Grenadier Company served with the 55th Regiment throughout the Eastern 
campaign and was present at the battle of Alma, the sortie of the evening of the 26 October, and the battle of Inkermann where he was 
very seriously wounded. A cooler or at the same time more daring soldier under the heaviest of fires I have never seen and I regret 
exceedingly that the wound he has received is likely to deprive the Regiment and his Country of the future services of so gallant a 
soldier. For his conspicuous gallantry in the field I have recommended him for the "Medal and gratuity", and I should have promoted 
him had he returned to duty with the Regiment.' 

Fitzgerald was discharged as medically unfit at Dublin on 13 June 1856, after 11 years and 214 days' service, his conduct recorded on 
discharge as having been 'very bad'. 
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A very rare 'New Zealand' 1866 D.C.M. awarded to Private J. Acton, 18th Foot, who distinguished himself as a 
prominent member of the storming party at the capture of Papoia, Wanganui, 18 October 1866

D.C.M. awarded for storming and capture of Papoia, New Zealand, 18 October 1866. 


James Acton served with the 18th Foot under the command of Major Rocke in New Zealand, and particularly distinguished himself 
during the attack on Papoia, 18 October 1866: 

'Nothing of importance occurred until October, 1866, when the Governor arrived at Patea and called upon Major Rocke for the help of 
the regiment in quelling disturbances in the country round Wanganui. Major Rocke was in the happy position of being his own 
commanding-officer, with no senior present to whom the question had to be referred. He joyfully responded to Sir George Grey's 
appeal by organising a mobile column of three hundred Royal Irish and an equal number of New Zealand militia, and led the 
combined force to Waingongoro, where the Governor at an interview with the rebel leaders failed to persuade them to lay down their 
arms. Sir George Grey at once moved towards Papoia, a native village buried in the heart of the forest, believed to be strongly fortified, 
and known to be approachable only by difficult paths. He determined to surprise this village by an attack at dawn, and Rocke 
accordingly paraded his men at midnight on the 1 7th-18th of October. The Royal Irish led the march, preceded by a storming party 
under Lieutenant Pringle, who had volunteered for this dangerous duty. Silently, and with every precaution to avoid giving the alarm to 
their watchful enemy, the Royal Irish slowly followed the friendly natives who guided them along a steep and narrow track. At 
daybreak the men at the head of the column noticed that the path was leading into a glen, and a few minutes later discovered that 
across this glen the Hau-Haus had thrown a huge barricade, nine feet in height, made of the trunks of trees and crowned with a stiff 
"post and rails" fence. At this moment a number of natives, hidden in the bush, opened a heavy fire upon the storming party, but 
Pringle disregarded this flank attack, and with his men rushed at the barricade, breached it with axes, and drove the defenders into the 
bush. The rest of the column poured through the gap and swarmed into the village, which the Maoris hastily abandoned, leaving 
several dead behind them. This success... was quickly followed up by Rocke, who, making his way across country hitherto believed to 
be impassable to Europeans, raided several hostile villages, which the Hau-Haus, cowed by the capture of Papoia, abandoned without 
resistance. 

At the conclusion of this three weeks' campaign, the gallantry of Lieutenant Pringle in his charge on the barricade was brought to the 
notice of the officer commanding the troops in New Zealand; and two of the men who accompanied him, privates Acton and 
Hennigan, were awarded the medal for distinguished conduct in the field.' ( The Campaigns and History of the Royal Irish Regiment

Hugh McDonagh served with the 10th Company, Royal Engineers, which sailed from London on the Mendoza , 4 November 1867, to 
join the expedition under Sir Robert Napier in Abyssinia. 

The 10th Company played a key role in the storming of the gate at Magdala, 13 April 1868, and it was here that McDonagh 
distinguished himself: 

'On arriving close to the gate the enemy opened fire through the loopholes, by which Major Pritchard, two Non-commissioned Officers 
and one Sapper were wounded, and Lieutenant Morgan at the same time received a severe contusion in the head and shoulder from 
stones. One of the loopholes being somewhat vigourously served from within, Pritchard directed Sapper Chamberlain to fire through it 
from outside. This with his breech-loading Snider, Chamberlain at once proceeded to do, and soon cleared it of its occupant. 
Lieutenant Morgan did the same at another with his revolver, and the fire was stopped. Then the entrance was made at two points, 
Corporal M'Donough [sic], R.E., being the first man in at one, whilst Major Pritchard, Lieutenant Le Mesurier and Sapper Bailey (one of 
the flag signallers) entered at the same moment by escalade at another. Immediately following them the 33rd Regiment forced their way 
over the stockade at the right, and joined Pritchard and his small party within the gateway. They then made a dash at the upper gate, 
which was not defended, the enemy flying in all directions. Here they found the body of King Theodore, who had destroyed himself on 
realising that his troops could make no stand against the British forces.' (History of the Royal Engineers, Vol. II, refers)

Eli Hallett attested for the 7th Foot at Liverpool, in February 1871. He served with the 2/7th Foot during the Second Afghan War 1878 
-80. The battalion arrived at Kandahar, 26 April 1880. On the 28th July, on the news of the disaster sustained at Maiwand reaching 
Kandahar, 70 rifles of the 2/7th under Lieutenant Rodick formed part of the force under Brigadier-General Brooke which set out to 
relieve the survivors of Brigadier-General Burrows ill-fated brigade. Later in the day, on the arrival of General Burrows at the city walls, 
one company of the regiment under the command of Captain Adderley, marched out to Abasabad, and performed useful service in 
holding the eastern outskirts of the village till the last stragglers had made their way into Kandahar.

He advanced to 
Corporal, and served with distinction at the battle of El-Teb, 29 February 1884. On the latter date, after two hours of heavy fighting, the 
village of El-Teb was captured. The battalion were once again in action atTamaai on the 13th March. The square was broken, and they 
were involved in much hand to hand fighting against hoards of fanatical dervishes. The battalion suffered 38 men killed and wounded.

William Charles Ilsley was born in Dublin on 10 August 1850 and attested for the 19th Foot on 10 August 1864, transferring to the 
77th Foot on 1 June 1865. His first period of service ended on 16 April 1879, and he re-enlisted in the 16th Lancers on 13 October 
1880. He served with the Lancers in Egypt and the Sudan from 26 September 1884 until 16 July 1885, and was awarded the 
Distinguished Conduct Medal for his gallantry during the battle at Abu Klea, 17 January 1885, in saving the life of the 16th Lancers' 
adjutant, Captain the 4th Viscount St. Vincent: 

The losses in this short but fiercely contested combat were considerable for nine officers and 65 men killed and 85 officers and men 
were wounded, while the enemy, who numbered at least 8,000 left 800 dead alone in and in front of the square. Lord St. Vincent, of 
the 16th Lancers, was severely wounded and would have been killed on the spot but for the courage and promptitude of Private W. C. 
Ilsley. Lord St. Vincent was shot through the thigh early in the action, and had been placed in a cacolet on a camel. When the enemy 
broke into the square the camel was speared and killed, but Ilsley stood over the body and kept the Arabs off, killing nine with his 
bayonet.' {History of the 16th Lancers , Colonel H. Graham refers). 


Sadly Lord St. Vincent died of his wounds on 23 January 1885. Ilsley, however, remained with the regiment and subsequently served 
for four years in India. He was finally discharged on 5 August 1893, after a total of 26 years and 296 days' service, man and boy, to a 
well-deserved pension of 7d. per day. 
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A fine and rare Egypt D.C.M. group of three awarded to Sergeant R. B. Briscoe, Duke of Cornwall's Light Infantry, 
later Lieutenant, Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, who was awarded his D.C.M. and commissioned into the Inniskillings as a 
reward for his gallantry at Abu Klea, 17 January 1885 - he was subsequently killed in action fighting against the Usutu 
tribesmen in Zululand, 2 July 1888, and his campaign medals are believed to be uniquely named to the Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers

Robert Bruges Briscoe was born on 27 December 1858 and attested for the Duke of Cornwall's Light Infantry in June 1881. He served 
during the campaign in Egypt and the Sudan, and was present at the battle of Abu Klea as part of a detachment of 1 officer and 27 other 
ranks attached to the Mounted Infantry Camel Corps - for his gallantry during the epic battle, when the British square of 1,500 men 
successfully drove off an enemy force over 8,000 strong, killing over 800 of the Mahdi's followers in the process, he was awarded the 
Distinguished Conduct Medal. He was presented with his D.C.M. by Major-General I. Davis at a Brigade Parade in Cairo on 23 
September 1885. 

Briscoe was commissioned Lieutenant in the Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers on 28 November 1885, and joined his new Regiment in South 
Africa in 1886. He was killed in action in Zululand on 2 July 1888: 'In the fighting against the Zulu chief 'Ndabuco in June to July 
1888, a composite mounted infantry company was formed. The civil authorities immediately demanded aid from the military to 
support them in making the arrests, and accordingly the mounted troops stationed at 'Nkinjeni were moved up to Ndwandiwe, a place 
about thirty miles from the Ceza mountain. On 1st June the little force advanced, and after bivouacking fourteen miles from their camp, 
crossed the Black Umvolosi River early in the day. Here they were joined by two hundred friendly natives. Later the Inniskilling 
contingent moved to 'Nkonjeni where chief Shangana was operating in the plain of Ulundi. Owing to various unavoidable 
circumstances it was not until 2nd July that the attacking party, which was under the command of Colonel Stabb, was able to make a 
start. The force consisted of four troops of the Inniskilling Dragoons, a company and a half of mounted infantry, part of whom were the 
Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, a hundred Zulu police, 150 mounted Basutos, and a levy of 2,000 friendly natives. An officer who was 
present at the affair gives the following account: 

"We marched across the plain of Ulundi, past the old battlefield, to the Hlopekulu hill, keeping the force well together, and arrived a 
little before noon. Our route had been about twelve miles across an open, but hilly, broken country, and along paths intercepted with 
swamps and many dongas or deep gullies. The police and Basutos simultaneously rushed up the steep slopes and took the ridge 
without opposition. Some Uutus, however, fired on them from the ridge below, and they immediately replied with a very heavy fire. 
Riding up, we found little return fire from the enemy, who were evidentially scattered in the thick bush, and were only occasionally 
singly. 

At this moment we perceived Lieutenant Briscoe, a promising officer of the 27th who obtained his commission for distinguished 
conduct in the Egyptian campaign, ride up to the edge of the bush, which was lined by Basutos lying down and peering. He was 
immediately shot through the head, not twenty yards from us. I held Major McKean's and Brooker's horses whilst they dragged him a 
short way down the hill, but found him quite dead. When shot we did not know why he was there, but believed he was coming with a 
message to Colonel Stabb. He must have been shot by a Usutu lying close to him with some large-bore weapon, for it was a horrible 
wound.'" (Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers History refers). 


Note : 4 D.C.M.s were awarded to the Duke of Cornwall's Light Infantry for the Sudan campaign 1884-89, of which Briscoe's is one of 
two awarded for Abu Klea. The Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers did not play any part in the entire Egypt and Sudan campaigns, and hence 
Briscoe's campaign medals are believed to be uniquely named to the Regiment. No campaign medal was awarded for the action in 
Zululand in which he was killed and this group is his full medallic entitlement. 
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A fine 'Kirbekan' D.C.M. group of five awarded to Sergeant T. Watt, Royal Highlanders, who was wounded during the 
battle, 10 February 1885

D.C.M. awarded for the battle of Kirbekan, 10 February 1885. Recommendation submitted to the Queen, 25 August 1885 (General 
Order 109 of 1885). 


Thomas Watt was born in Cupar, Fife, and attested for the Royal Highlanders at Dundee, in April 1865. He advanced to Corporal in 
July 1868, and to Sergeant in June 1870. Having served with the Regiment during the Ashantee War 1873-74, he was promoted Colour 
Sergeant in June 1879, but resigned the Colours in April 1883 and was appointed Canteen Sergeant. 

Watt served with distinction at the battle of Kirkbekan, 10 February 1885, at the start of the battle the enemy had taken up a strong 
position on the Kirkbekan ridge, which lay astride the route of the expedition. Brigadier-General Brackenbury's despatch for the battle 
adds the following insight: 

'A company of the Royal Highlanders was left in a strong zariba to guard the boats, baggage, baggage animals, and all unarmed men, 
under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Eden, 1st Battalion Royal Highlanders, with Major Sandwith, D.A.A.G., as his Staff Officer. 

Two companies of the 1st Battalion South Staffordshire Regiment and two guns were placed under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Alleyne, A.A.G., who was instructed to take up a position on a rocky knoll in front of the enemy's position and occupy his attention in 
front, while with six companies of the 1st Battalion South Staffordshire Regiment and six companies of the 1st Battalion Royal 
Highlanders, Major-General Earle marched about a mile and a half to his right front, completely turning the high ridge and the whole of 
the enemy's position. 

For this point the column marched under fire from the high ridge from the broken and rocky ground, then pivoting on the left the right 
of the column was brought round till it faced the rear of the enemy's position. It was found that the column formation, ready to form 
square, was unsuited to the nature of the ground, and the advance was made by companies but not in extended order; and points of 
vantage in the rocky ground were occupied in succession. 

Sending two companies of the 1st Battalion South Staffordshire about 9 am to take the ridge by working up its shoulder, Major-General 
Earle directed the right of the Black Watch to advance, under cover of the river-bank, and take the knoll (koppie) nearest the river. This 
was successfully done, and the main koppie was thus enfiladed. 

The remainder of the Black Watch then advanced from one rocky knoll to another towards the rear of the position. At this time a 
considerable body of the enemy rushed down from their position towards the Black Watch, who, without altering their formation, 
received them with admirable coolness, and, killing many, completely turned them. A few only reached the river and escaped. 

The Black Watch, under Colonel Green, then advanced, with pipes playing, and stormed the main koppie from front and flank most 
gallantly, killed everyone of the enemy, who were in great numbers among the rocks and boulders... The operation was performed with 
skill and courage, and the enemy were driven from their last position by 1.30pm.' 

Watt was wounded during the battle, and was discharged 13 December 1887, having served 22 years and 254 days with the Colours. 
He died in Elswick, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, in September 1913. He had been recommended for an M.S.M. with annuity, but died 
before a vacancy for the annuity became available.

D.C.M. awarded for action at Quingyee, Upper Burma, 26 June 1886. Recommendation submitted to the Queen, 30 August 1892 
(Army Order 190 of 1892), the details of which appear in Campaign Histories of The Infantry Regiments of The British Army , by 
Rudolph: 

'Colour-Sergeant E. Bath - The officer commanding his detachment having been shot in action, Colour-Sergeant Bath continued the 
action and brought it to a successful conclusion.' 


Edwin William Bath was a native of Portsmouth, and was born in 1865. In a letter to The Secretary of State for War, dated 14 
November 1920, Bath relates his service: 

1 respectfully beg to request that you will allow me to receive the War Gratuity as a Warrant officer for the period September 1914 to 
9th April 1915. I was for eight years Sergeant Major of the Somerset Light Infantry prior to going on pension. I rejoined the Colours in 
Septr. 1914 as a Warrant Officer, was sent to Codford Camp to form the 10th Devons, was training officers and NCOs for one month 
when I received a Commission as Lieut, and Quartermaster in the XI Cheshire Regt. on October 14th 1914 which I held until April 
1915 when I was allowed to resign my commission as the result of a Medical Board after illness. I applied to the Sec. War Office for the 
gratuity but was informed that as I had not been on full pay as an officer for 6 months I was not entitled. I received the thanks of my 
Comdg. Officer (Col Dyas) the day I left the Battn., for the good hard work I had done as Lieut. & Qr. Mr., expressing a hope that I 
would return when my health permitted; I served since as a Corporal in the Royal Marine Labour Corps for sixteen months prior to the 
Armistice, was demobilized in March 1919, rejoined again as Sergeant in the R.A.S.C. British Military Mission South Russia, 
demobilized July 1920. Served in the Burmese War 1885-7. Awarded the D.C.M., also in the Boer War 1899. 1900. 1901. 1902. So 
having failed to qualify for the officers gratuity, would you grant my request as above.' 

Whilst Bath briefly mentions his D.C.M., The History of the Somerset Light Infantry (Prince Albert's) 1685-1914 , by Major-General Sir 
Henry Everett, K.C.M.G., C.B. gives the following: 

'On 24th June [1886] Lieutenant H. T. Shubrick marched with 2 guns and 30 men of the Regiment from Pyinmana to Theagon on the 
Yamethin Road about 6 miles distant. After destroying several villages near Theagon on the 26th, Shubrick occupied the hamlet of 
Quinqyi [sic], where, while halted for breakfast, he was attacked on all sides by dacoits. After some fighting the enemy were driven off, 
but Shubrick himself was killed, being struck in the neck by a bullet, while two men were wounded. The force then returned to 
Pyinmana under Lieutenant Coxhead, R.A. Serjt. E. A. [sic] Bath, who assumed command of the detachment of the Regiment on the 
death of Lieutenant Shubrick, was afterwards mentioned in despatches for gallant conduct on this occasion and was awarded the silver 
medal for distinguished conduct.' 

Bath, during his nomination for a commission during the Great War, later wrote of the event that he had been 'Recommended by Sir 
George White for a commission in 1 886 for distinguished conduct in the field but received D.C.M. instead.' 

During the Second Boer War, Bath continued to serve with the Regiment and received a special mention for his services in Lord 
Roberts's Despatch of 4 September 1901. After continued and varied service during the Great War and in South Russia he was finally 
discharged in July 1920. Bath is entitled to a Victory Medal, which according to his MIC he was issued with under Army authority in 
May 1931, his British War Medal having been previously issued under Naval authority.

John McGee was born in Dover, Kent, and attested for the Royal West Kent Regiment at Maidstone, in September 1889. He advanced 
to Lance-Corporal in November 1890, and to Lance-Sergeant in May 1899. He served with the Regiment in India, December 1891 - 
February 1902, and particularly distinguished himself in the action at Agrah and Ghat on the Punjab Frontier, 30 September 1897. The 
Queen's Own Royal West Kent Regiment 1881-1914 , by Lieutenant-Colonel H. D. Chaplin gives the following: 

'It was now clear that the enemy were in strength on the spurs on either side of Agrah and Ghat, and that these must be captured before 
the villages could be destroyed. While the cavalry continued to block the re-entrant, the brigade advanced into action. The Guides 
Infantry and the 1st Battalion [Royal West Kent Regiment] attacked the spur on the left of Agrah. The 31st Punjabis (from the 1st 
Brigade) made for the spur on the right of Ghat. The 38th Dogras were in reserve. 

The 1st Battalion advanced at a quick pace with The Guides Infantry prolonging the line to the left. The tribesmen opened fire from 
stone sangars, on which banners were fluttering in the wind. But when the troops got within a hundred yards of them and fixed 
bayonets, only a dozen ghazis stood to resist the assault. The rest retired up the rocky slope, and the position was taken without a single 
casualty. On the right, the Punjabis captured their spur after a sharp fight. The 38th Dogras remained in rear to protect No. 7 Mountain 
Battery , which, firing over the heads of the troops, shelled some sangars on the higher slopes. 

The brigade stayed in these positions for about an hour, during which the Sappers and Miners destroyed the two villages. When the 
time came to withdraw, the Punjabis could not disengage without support. To assist their retirement, the 1st Battalion was ordered to 
move down the slope on its right and up to the spur above the village of Ghat. 

As each company arrived on the spur it came under the fire of the tribesmen, who had moved down the hill to harass the withdrawal. 
The troops were hampered by the terraces, and the sub-units became separated. Part of C Company, led by Lieutenant Browne- 
Clayton, stormed a sangar, driving the occupants up the slope. About 15 men entered the post. But after four or five of them had been 
hit by bullets fired from higher ground, they were ordered to withdraw. At that moment Browne-Clayton was shot dead. Before his 
body could be passed over the rock wall, the tribesmen suddenly charged. Major Western, who was nearby, told A Company to 
advance, re-take the sangar and recover the body. Captain Style was the first to reach the post; he was closely followed by Second 
Lieutenant Jackson and Lance-Corporal McGee. Colour-Sergeant Willis supervised the evacuation of the dead and wounded down the 
slope. 

The 1st Battalion and the Punjabis then retired by alternate companies to the plain below, a steady fire being maintained as they fell 
back. Several times the tribesmen rushed within 20 yards of the rear company, but they invariably withdrew again on being charged 
with the bayonet.' 

McGee advanced to Colour-Sergeant in April 1904, but was reduced to Sergeant the following year having been tried for drunkenness. 
He was discharged 10 September 1910, having served 21 years with the Colours. He re-engaged from the Army Reserve and served as 
Quartermaster Sergeant, Depot Royal West Kent Regiment, 15 September 1914 - 7 February 1917. He was discharged on the latter 
date, and died in February 1953.

Stewart Donald was born in Perth, Scotland, and attested for the Royal Scots Fusiliers at Ayr, in June 1883. He served with the 
Regiment in Egypt and the Sudan, August 1884 - August 1885. He was one of 22 men of the Regiment to serve at Abu Klea, when he 
was attached to the Mounted Infantry Camel Regiment. 

Donald served with the Regiment in India, September 1896 - March 1904, in particular with distinction during the Tirah campaign 
1897-98. For the latter, 'preparation was being made to deal with the more formidable outbreak of the Afridis, and Sir William 
Lockhart, commanding the Punjab Army Corps, was assembling the Tirah Expeditionary Force, with the frontier post of Kohat as its 
base. Between them the Afridis and the Orakzais could bring more than 40,000 men into the field... The terrain, too, was most intricate 
and difficult.... 

On 16th August [1897] the Royal Scots Fusiliers were ordered to send their headquarters and one wing of the battalion to Kohat. Before 
Sir William Lockhart could move there was a good deal of confused defensive fighting in the passes. On 27th August two companies of 
the regiment were engaged as part of Major-General Yeatman-Biggs's force in an action at the Ublan Pass, where Captain Baird Smith 
and Lieutenant North were seriously wounded. When, on 18th October, Lockhart began to advance, the Scots Fusiliers were not with 
him, being split up in parties on various duties... It was not until 11th November, when Westmacott had taken Saran Sar and the 
expedition was far into the Tirah country, that they were ordered to Maidan to join the main force. Their machine-gun detachment, 
under Captain de le Bere, was with the Kurram column, and the rest were now attached to the force which Sir William himself took up 
on the 27th from Bagh to join Gaselee's column and attend to the Chamkannis, Massizais, Mamuzais, and other septs of the west. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Spurgin commanded one of the two sections of this force, and the Scots Fusiliers had six casualties... 

On the 7th [December], as part of a scheme for changing the base of operations from Kohat to Peshawur, the Second Division, under 
Yeatman-Biggs, with which were Lockhart and the Scots Fusiliers, started down the Bara valley to Barkai. There was a good deal of 
mixed fighting, and many hardships from the winter cold, before a junction was effected with the Peshawur column under General 
Hammond. This was in effect the end of the Tirah War, and on the last day of December the Fusiliers reached Peshawur and entrained 
for Sialkot. Their casualties were one man killed and nine wounded, among whom was Captain F. de Sausmarez Shortt. Five men were 
missing, and one, Colour-Sergeant John Walker, after being wounded and taken prisoner, was released many weeks later by the 
Afridis... For this sharp little campaign, in which only the headquarters and four companies were engaged, the regiment gained another 
honour, "Tirah," for its colours.' (The History of The Royal Scots Fusiliers (1678-1918), by J. Buchan refers) 

Donald was awarded the Regiment's only D.C.M. for the Tirah campaign. He advanced up the ranks and faced reduction several times 
before settling at Sergeant, in October 1895. He served as Colour Sergeant Instructor of Musketry, Permanent Staff, 3rd Battalion, Royal 
Scots Fusiliers prior to being discharged 31 January 1907, having served 23 years and 221 days with the Colours. 
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A Sudan D.C.M. group of four awarded to Sergeant A. Jones, Royal Engineers, for gallantry at the Battle of 
Omdurman, 2 September 1898

Arthur Jones was born in Leicester in 1869 and attested for the Royal Engineers there on 2 June 1890. Promoted 2nd Corporal on 1 
May 1896, he served with the Corps in Egypt and the Sudan from 30 October 1896 until 10 June 1901, and was awarded the 
Distinguished Conduct Medal for his gallantry at the Battle of Omdurman, 2 September 1898, one of five D.C.M.s awarded to the 
Corps for Omdurman, during which battle the Royal Engineers were used as infantrymen. Promoted Corporal on 1 April 1899, and 
Sergeant on 1 April 1901, he served briefly but geographically-extensively in South Africa from 1 May 1902, before returning home on 
11 November 1904. He was discharged as medically unfit on 4 August 1905, after 15 years and 64 days' service. 
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A Sudan D.C.M. group of seven awarded to Private J. Chalmers, Cameron Highlanders, for his gallantry as a Piper at 
the Battle of the Atbara, 8 April 1898, where he assisted Private Cross in saving the life of General Gatacre by killing a 
Dervish about to spear the general - an act of gallantry for which Cross was recommended for the V.C.

John Chalmers was born in Glasgow in 1873, and attested for the Cameron Highlanders at Ayr on 12 May 1897. He served with the 1 st 
Battalion as a piper in Egypt and the Sudan from 4 October 1897 until 2 March 1900, and was awarded the Distinguished Conduct 
Medal, as part of General Gatacre's Brigade, for his gallantry at the Battle of the Atbara, 8 April 1898: 'General Gatacre delivered a 
stirring address. There was, he told the troops, to be no question about this. They were to go right through the zariba, and drive the 
Dervishes into the river. At half-past seven our artillery ceased fire, and the bugles sounded the advance. The pipers were placed in the 
rear of the battalion in the advance on the Dervish zariba, where they played "The Earl of Mansfield". In the action Piper James Stewart, 
emulating Mackay at Waterloo, stood close to the most formidable of the enemy's stockades playing "The Cameron Men" for the 
encouragement of his comrades. He presented an easy mark for the Dervishes and fell, hit not once but seven times. That, and the 
saving of General Gatacre's life by Private Cross who killed a Dervish about to spear the general, were the outstanding actions of the 
rank and file of the Camerons in that engagement. Cross, who was later killed, was recommended for the V.C., but there were soldiers 
who maintained that Piper Chalmers, one of the best shots in the Regiment, and also one of the most notorious defaulters, had a share 
in Cross's act, but was debarred by his "conduct sheet" from receiving any reward [having been twice imprisoned, for 14 and 84 days 
respectively with hard labour for drunkenness on duty whilst on active service]. Many stories are told of that excellent but misguided 
piper.' (The Piper in Peace and War , by C. A. Malcolm refers). In the event both Cross and Chalmers received the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal, the only two awarded to the Camerons for the Atbara. 

Present at the Battle of Omdurman, where the Regiment again distinguished themselves (receiving a further 4 D.C.M.s), Chalmers 
subsequently served in South Africa during the Boer War from 3 March 1900 until 10 October 1902, and was discharged on 14 
October of that year, after 6 years and 157 days' service, his character with the Colours recorded as 'Indifferent'. He re-enlisted for 
service during the Great War at Aberdeen on 10 November 1914, and was posted to the Gordon Highlanders. He served with the 
British Expeditionary Force in France from 3 December 1914 (additionally entitled to a 1914-15 Star), and was appointed a Piper on 21 
June 1915. Transferring to the 1 st Battalion, Seaforth Highlanders on 12 July 1916, he was appointed a Bugler on 1 August of that year, 
and served with the Salonika Force from 12 August 1916, being appointed acting Corporal on 28 October of that year. He was finally 
discharged on 31 March 1920, after a further 5 years and 143 days' service.

Hugh Squire Gilberry served with the 66th Battery, Royal Field Artillery during the Boer War, and was present with the Battery at the 
Battle of Colenso, 15 December 1899. 


The Heroes of Colenso 

Buller and his Staff proceeded to Natal where a force of 20,000 troops and five Field Batteries awaited, the intention being to cross the 
heavily defended line of the Tugela River and advance to relieve Ladysmith. Hildyard's 6th Infantry Brigade supported by the 14th and 
66th Batteries of IV Brigade, Royal Field Artillery, and six Naval 12 pounder guns under Colonel Long, Royal Artillery, held the centre 
of the British position. The objective of 15 December was to cross the Tugela by the bridge at Colenso and dislodge the Boers beyond 
the river. Colonel Long, who had been responsible for the disaster to an armoured train a month before, had a theory that artillery was 
most effectively used at close quarters, or, in his own words, 'the only way to smash the beggars is to rush in at 'em 1 . Early in the action 
Long employed his theory bringing his guns into a dangerously exposed position not more than 1000 yards from the enemy. 'To see 
those 18 gun teams riding out far ahead of the infantry battalions supposed to screen them, was to return to some scene from 
Balaklava.' No sooner were the guns unlimbered than an enemy shell burst among them hailing the onset of a continuous and 
murderous fire. After half an hour of firing on the Boers at Fort Wylie both Batteries had run short of ammunition and the little they had 
left was kept to cover the expected advance of 6 Brigade. Casualties had been severe and nearly all the officers including Colonel Long 
were wounded. The surviving men and officers withdrew to take cover in a donga to the rear of the position, leaving their guns exposed 
and unattended. 

Shortly afterwards Buller and his Staff appeared on the scene, having heard the guns supposedly in support of Hildyard's Brigade were 
out of action. The Boers recognising the Staff in an unusually forward position trebled their fire, but Buller, unperturbed, finished his 
sandwich and ordered the immediate recovery of the guns. From the surrounding group of officers emerged 'one of the most gallant 
trio's that ever tried to win the Victoria Cross'. They were Captain Harry Schofield, Captain Walter Congreve of the Rifle Brigade, and 
Lieutenant the Hon. F. H. S. Roberts, King's Royal Rifle Corps, only son of the Field-Marshal. The narrative which follows is in the 
words of Schofield himself and is taken from his pocket diary: 

'....we went back to the donga where all the horses and drivers were, which was under a hot fire and the General personally tried to get 
some of them (men and horses) out to try and recover the guns but there were no officers there; so General and Congreve (RB.) and self 
set to work to get some out and we got 2 teams and a corporal and hooked in the teams to limbers just in front; doing this was no easy 
matter as it was rather difficult without N.C.O's to get men on foot to come and help to hook in; Gerard was coming out when I 
shouted to him to send me a man or two to help; we got the teams hooked in somehow, I forget how (except I saw Congreve doing his) 
and then I started off at a gallop with the limbers for the two guns on the right and Roberts, 60th, joined in; also Congreve came on tho 
'I did not find this out till after; the impression I had going on was galloping on a carpet spotted thick with spots, it was a very hot fire; 
after we had gone about 400 yards young Roberts on my left was shot and fell backwards, he had just before been looking at me and 
smiling, waving his stick in a circular motion like one does one's crop sometimes when one goes away from covert, thinking to have a 
good burst; Congreve tells me he himself was shot just before this and also his horse and the latter plunging badly, threw him; so the 
Corporal and self were left. When on the way, I saw the lead driver of the right guns riding very wildly; I shouted to him to keep his 
horse in hand, which I think took them off thinking of the bullets, as it did me a little; on getting to the guns I howled out 'wheel about 
on your guns', which they did quite splendidly, as if on parade; Corp. Nurse and self jumped off our horses and ran to hook on the 
guns, I found mine rather too far off to drag up alone so told the Corporal to come and help me, which he did and then he put his own 
gun on which was just in the right place; while he was doing this my wheel driver turned round and said 'elevate the muzzle Sir', 
which I did; they all kept their heads most admirably; we then mounted, galloped for the centre sunken road running across the far 
donga and I left them in a place of safety some way behind; after crossing the Donga a spent bullet hit me on the thigh, only a tap and 
didn't leave a mark. Corporal Nurse, drivers Henry Taylor, Young, Potts, Rockall, Lucas, Williams, all of the 66th battery were not 
touched; 3 or 4 horses got hit; luckily not enough to make them falter or we should not have got off that particular plain I think. The 
corporal and drivers behaved most admirably and no doubt if they had bungled in their driving on to the guns we could not have got 
out, they were nailers.' 
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Congreve had crawled into the donga to seek shelter and later went out to bring in Roberts. He eventually remained in the donga with 
the other wounded until the Boers, who took the position, allowed their evacuation. A second attempt to recover the remaining guns 
was mounted by Lieutenants Grylls and Schreiber of the 66th Battery but their efforts were unavailing and both officers were killed. A 
third dash for the guns by Captain Reed of the 7th Battery ended with the loss of half his men and two-thirds of his horses. Eventually 
Buller, resigning himself to the loss of the guns, forbade any further attempts. Later, he went to the survivors of the abandoned batteries 
and personally thanked them for their gallantry. 

For his gallantry at Colenso Gilberry was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal, and was presented with his medal by H.M. King 
Edward VII at St. James's Palace on 25 July 1901. He subsequently served with the Royal Field Artillery during the Great War on the 
Western Front from 16 January 1915, and was commissioned Lieutenant, Royal Field Artillery, on 18 November 1916. 

The abortive action to take the village of Colenso- part of the disastrous 'Black Week' of the Boer War- struck the world with the 
manifest determination of the British soldier under fire, and was recognised by the award of 5 Victoria Crosses and 24 Distinguished 
Conduct Medals for gallantry in attempting to extricate the guns, together with a further Victoria Cross and 21 D.C.M.s for acts of 
gallantry at or near Colenso.

William Cookney was born in Bermondsey, London, and attested for the Royal Artillery at Woolwich, in January 1892. He transferred 
to the Royal Horse Artillery the following month, and advanced to Bombardier in January 1894. He served in India, December 1892 - 
December 1897, and suffered a 'wound right cheek (on duty) 8.9.97' (Service Papers refer). 

Cookney initially served with 'O' Battery, Royal Horse Artillery during the Second Boer War, before transferring to L/L Section Pom- 
Poms in February 1900. He advanced to Corporal in May 1900, and returned to the UK in August 1902 (entitled to Q.S.A. with 'Cape 
Colony', 'Orange Free State' and 'Transvaal' clasps, and K.S.A. with two clasps). He was discharged on 18 January 1904, having served 
for 12 years.

John Thomas Benson was born in Gateshead, County Durham, and attested for the East Yorkshire Regiment at Beverly, Yorkshire, in 
October 1891. He served with the 2nd Battalion, and was attached 5th Battalion Mounted Infantry in South Africa, 14 March 1900 - 26 
August 1902. Benson served with particular distinction at David's Farm, 5/6 November 1900, 'on the 5th November they [5th Battalion 
Mounted Infantry], with the 7th and 8th Mounted Infantry, occupied Bothaville, but were heavily shelled by the Boers from a ridge the 
other side of the river, and compelled to withdraw after dark. Private Holland was wounded, and several of the horses killed. 

At midnight the Mounted Infantry crossed the river and marched at 4am. An hour later the Boer laager was surprised at David's Farm. 
Steyn and De Wet got away in a Cape cart. Several hours hard fighting followed. 8 guns and 100 prisoners were taken, besides a loss to 
the enemy of 20 killed and 30 wounded. Lance-Corporal Key and Private Benson distinguished themselves in this fight. Private Evans 
and Benson were killed [sic], and Private Peebles dangerously wounded. Among others, some of 'D' Company, under Captain Forte 
[his report gives Benson as killed], galloped round to the rear of the Boers to cut off their retreat. 

When Colonel Lean, commanding the 5th Mounted Infantry, gave orders to fix bayonets and charge, the Boers put up their hands and 
gave in...' (Regimental History refers) 

Benson was in fact wounded during the action (the casualty roll erroneously gives his initial as 'S'). He transferred to the Reserve in 
November 1903, and was discharged 8 November 1907, having served 16 years with the Colours.

John Murdison was born in Lauder, Berwick, and attested for the King's Own Scottish Borderers at Edinburgh, in November 1897. He 
advanced to Lance-Corporal in October 1898, and served with the 1st Battalion in South Africa, January 1900 - February 1903. Having 
advanced to Sergeant during the conflict, Murdison was reduced to Corporal in consequence of 'Striking a Soldier'. 

Murdison was once again promoted to Sergeant in 1906, and served in Egypt and then the Sudan, 1907-1911. During the latter period 
he trained in Camel Corps Duties at Khartoum, and after a period of service in the East Indies he returned to the UK for service during 
the Great War. He served with the Regiment in the Balkan theatre of war from 25 April 1915. Appointed Acting Company Sergeant 
Major Instructor of Musketry, attached 2/1 st Lanark Volunteer Regiment, in August 1917, he was discharged on 20 May 1919, having 
served 21 years and 200 days with the Colours.

John Henry Newton enrolled into Rimington's Corps of Guides on 13 October 1899 and was promoted Sergeant on 18 October 1899. 
Raised at the outbreak of the war by Major M. F. Rimington, 6th Inniski 11 ing Dragoons, it was not a large unit, numbering about 150 at 
the outset. The Guides were distinguished in many of the early actions of the war. Sir Archibald Hunter said of them, 'Major Rimington 
has gathered a body of men whose virtues are like his own. They can ride, see, fight, and shoot straight. They are in the forefront where 
there is danger. They have never disappointed me, let alone failed me.' When Rimington left the Guides to take another command, the 
unit was resuscitated under another of their leaders, Major Damant. Although the corps was still called officially Rimington's Guides, it 
eventually became Damant's Horse. 

For his services during the Boer War Newton was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal, the recommendation stating: 'On 20 May 
1900, Trooper Newton rendered good service in collecting information and guiding a patrol along the Valsch River. On 22 May 1900, 
he took part in a reconnaissance to Rhenoster River Bridge and brought back a report', and was also Mentioned in Despatches for 
'gallant conduct and valuable scouting.' (London Gazette 27 September 1901). He left the Guides on 17 August 1900 and transferred 
to the Intelligence Department.

According to details extracted from the Regimental History, Peniston won his first M.M. on 26 August 1916, at Delvilie Wood; the D.C. 
M. on 11 September 1916, at Woodlane; and the first bar to the M.M. on 15 September 1916, at Flers-Courcelette. All four of his 
awards were won on the battlefields of the Somme. He appears to have been a P.O.W. at the end of the war. 

William Peniston was born on 28 June 1889, at Oughtbridge, Sheffield, and educated at Wadsley Bridge Church School, Yorkshire. He 
was a miner at Thoresby Colliery until his retirement and for 48 years he was a Corporal in the St John Ambulance Brigade. He lived in 
Edwinstowe for the last 46 years of his life and died there at the age of 85 on 10 October 1974.

Later, when an enemy machine gun came into action behind a 
hedge close to him he killed every man in the team before they opened fire and destroyed the gun. At dusk he carried back his 
wounded officer and rejoined his company. He did splendid work.'

Henry Israel was born in Sydney, New South Wales, in 1893. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force at Melbourne, Victoria, 21 
June 1915, and was posted to the 6th Australian Infantry Battalion. He joined the Battalion at Lemnos in October 1915, before being 
hospitalised with illness at the end of the year. He served with the Battalion as part of the 2nd Australian Brigade, 1st Australian 
Division in the French theatre of war from April 1916. 

Israel served with the 6th Battalion in Ypres, and was awarded his D.C.M. for gallantry in an attack on Glencourse Wood, 18-21 
September 191 7. The following additional detail is added by As Rough as Bags - The History of the 6th Battalion , 1st A.I.F. 1914-1919 : 

'One of the features of the Glencourse Wood battle was the high standard of leadership shown by the N.C.O.s and men. Sergeant J. 
Harvie personally killed five Germans who were crewing a machine gun. When his officer was wounded Sergeant Cyril McQuie took 
charge of his platoon and although wounded twice, led the platoon forward and consolidated the position. Although he was badly 
exhausted and in need of medical attention McQuie refused to leave his men. 

While he was acting as liaison N.C.O. with the 3rd Brigade on the left flank, Corporal Henry Israel spotted a machine gun firing on the 
advancing 3rd Brigade. Without any hesitation Israel rushed the post and bayoneted the occupants. A short time later he was in a small 
party that stormed a blockhouse and took eight prisoners.' 

The battalion's War Diary gives a full narrative of the 6th Battalion's attack on Glencourse Wood between the dates mentioned, for 
which the Battalion were awarded 5 D.C.M.s. They did, however, suffer casualties of 10 officers and 247 other ranks killed. The 
German casualties were recorded as at least 150 killed, and 5 officers and 247 other ranks taken prisoner. 

Israel was three times wounded in action, on 13 and 14 October 1917, and 21 September 1918. The latter is recorded in As Rough as 
Bags - The History of the 6th Battalion, 1st A.I.F. 1914-1919: 

'On 21st September, one of the battalion outposts received a direct hit from an enemy shell. The roof and walls collapsed, burying all 
the occupants. One of the regimental stretcher bearers - Private A. W. Towers, dug for an hour before he could extricate them. He 
dressed their wounds and noting the serious condition of Lieutenant Israel, insisted on carrying him back through the barrage, to the 
battalion Aid Post for treatment.' 

Towers was unsuccessfully recommended for the D.C.M. for the above action. Israel was commissioned Second Lieutenant 3 October 
1918. He returned to Australia and was discharged, only to re-engage for service during the Second War. He served as a Major in the 
Australian Army Ordnance Corps, November 1941 - August 1944.

He met with strong 
opposition, but got his men on to the parapet, engaged the enemy with bombs, and after a severe struggle succeeded in forcing them 
back. He showed magnificent courage and determination/ 

The original recommendation states: 

'At Sunray Trench (Le Transloy Sector) Corporal Watson was in charge of a bombing party ordered to operate up Boomerang Trench 
simultaneously with the attack on Sunray Trench on morning of the 2nd March 1917. He was at the head of his men and when 
between our block and that of the enemy, met with considerable opposition, he got his men on top of the parapet and engaged the 
enemy with bombs but was forced back into the trench along which they fought their way. 

Failing to find any junction between boomerang and Sunray Trenches, Corporal Watson reported to 2nd Lieut. Whitley and on being 
instructed to proceed along Sunray Trench, placed himself at the head of his party and in the face of strong opposition pushed on 
doggedly, thus clearing the way for the assaulting party. Throughout the fight he was one of the foremost in the action.' 


Clarence Gordon Watson was born in Casterton, Victoria, in 1886. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force at Melbourne, Victoria, 
20 July 1915, and was posted to the 29th Australian Infantry Battalion. He travelled to Egypt in H.M.A.T. Ascanius in November 1915, 
and served with the Battalion as part of the 8th Australian Brigade, 5th Australian Division in the French theatre of war from June 1916. 

Watson served with the 29th Battalion in the Ypres sector, and was awarded his D.C.M. for gallantry in an attack on Sunray Trench, 2 
March 1917. He returned to Australia in the Konig Frederich August , in August 1919. He was discharged 1 November 1919, and died 
in May 1951.

Robert Weddell was a pre-war regular Seaforth Highlander who was serving in India as a bandsman. He was wounded in France whilst 
serving with the 1/Seaforths in the Meerut Division. Later he was posted to the 5/Seaforths (T.F.), awarded the D.C.M. and mentioned in 
despatches. After the war he rejoined the 1/Seaforths and was promoted A/C.Q.M.S. He was posted to Depot Seaforth on 12 August 
1922. Later he was appointed State Trumpeter for Scotland and as such accompanied the Senior Judge and also the Helards on 
ceremonial occasion.'

G. McArthur was a native of Glasgow, and served during the Great War with the 16th (Glasgow Boys Brigade) Battalion Highland Light 
Infantry. The battalion served as part of the 97th Brigade, 32nd Division, on the Somme, and on the first day of the battle suffered over 
two-thirds of its strength (including 20 out of 25 officers) as casualties. The battalion was heavily reinforced, primarily from the 
Highland Cyclist Battalion, and was in the thick of things again in November 1916. McArthur was to win one of the 16th Battalion's 
retrospective awards for their epic siege action at Frankfurt Trench, Beaumont-Hamel in November 1916. Robert Gould's article on 
Army Order 193 of 1919 gives the following: 

'Now, on 18th November, 1916... the Glaswegians peered through swirling snow at the heights of Beaumont-Hamel. At 6.10am the 
barrage lifted and each man, laden down with half a hundredweight of arms and equipment, including six bombs, 220 rounds of 
ammunition and a trenching spade, heaved himself out of the jump-off trench and into No Man's Land. 

On the left flank the 2nd Manchesters, 2nd K.O.Y.L.I. and the 11th Borders, after initial successes, were heavily counter-attacked and 
beaten back. On the battalion's half right front an enemy strong point of six to eight machine guns pinned down "A" and "B" 
companies. Only "C" and "D" companies on the half left penetrated the German front line, Munich trench. Three platoons of "D" 
company, leaving the rest to clear their captured trench, pushed on to their second objective, Frankfurt trench. Despite heavy shelling 
and vicious machine gun fire, the second trench was stormed and its' 50 surviving defenders made prisoners and sent back under 
escort. This group reached Munich trench in time for the guards to be shot down and the prisoners freed as the mopping-up party, 
attacked from three sides by overwhelming numbers, was rushed and destroyed. The attempted capture of the German first and second 
trenches and the subsequent command of Beaumont-Hamel spur had failed after heavy casualties (the 16th alone had lost 13 officers 
and 390 other ranks). Now, with Munich trench cleared, the Germans no doubt considered that the 32nd Division's assault had been 
completely repulsed. However, unbeknown to the Germans, a battered remnant of Frankfurt trench was still garrisoned by three officers 
and about 60 other ranks [including McArthur] of the 16th H.L.I., together with a few men from the 11th Borders. This party, with 
Munich trench once more firmly held by the enemy, was now deeply implanted in German territory. 

By nightfall a number of stragglers had reached Frankfurt trench and the community had grown to about 45 effectives and a similar 
number of wounded. A dusk reconnaissance revealed that the trenches in front and behind, together with the communication alleys on 
either flank, were occupied by Germans and the garrison was isolated with very limited resources. Two dugouts still existed in the 
battered trench, one was allocated to the wounded, in charge of a corporal, and the fit men accommodated in the second. There were 
four Lewis guns with a limited number of rounds which were implemented from bandolier of the dead lying in the open. In addition, 
the men handed their own small arms ammunition to the machine gunners and then armed themselves with captured German rifles 
and cartridges. The machine gun N.C.O., Lance Corporal Veitch, the son of a sergeant in the Scots Greys and a survivor of the Somme 
holocaust, was to prove himself a tower of strength and be recommended for the Victoria Cross. Bombs were not too plentiful and food 
and water were both scarce, but in worst case of all were the wounded. There were insufficient field dressings to cover all the mangled 
flesh and, apart from occasionally easing the sufferer's position, nothing could be done for those unfortunates with broken bones and 
limbs. 

By the second day the garrison had settled to a state of siege. Collapsing trench walls had been revetted and the machine gun 
emplacements set at vital points. The senior N.C.O., Sergeant Lee... cheered and encouraged his men through the day. He too would 

later be recommended for the V.C. At dawn on the third day, supported by trench mortar fire and bombs, the Germans made a 

determined attempt to wipe out the puny garrison. By the time the attack melted away the balance of strength in the trench had shifted 
and there were now more wounded than fit men. Accordingly, the line was shortened, the smaller dugout evacuated and, after dark, 
the routine search for shell-hole water assumed a fresh urgency. That night a heavy British barrage fell round the garrison, but after the 
first bursts of small arms fire there was silence, the first relief had failed. Fresh hope came on the fourth day when torch signals flashed 
from British planes urged the garrison to hold out as help was on the way. The fifth day saw the promised relief attack beaten back with 
over 300 casualties. Once again the garrison was driven underground by heavy shelling which blew in the dugout entrances and 
destroyed much of the revetting. Conditions in Frankfurt trench were rapidly worsening. Many of the wounds were gangrenous and 
lack of sleep and food was blunting the efficiency of the active men. 
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On the afternoon of the sixth day, 23rd November, the Germans launched a powerful attack from front and flanks which almost 
succeeded. Unusually heavy shelling and the sentries' warnings aroused the defenders, but it was difficult for exhausted men to run up 
half-destroyed dugout steps. After a hand-to-hand struggle with entrenching tools and bayonets the Germans were routed, leaving 
behind them eight prisoners. One of the heaviest blows to the defence was the loss of the indefatigable Lance Corporal Veitch, after the 
fight was over, killed by a sniper's bullet as he manned his Lewis gun. On the morning of the seventh day an Inniskilling Fusilier, 
captured in one of the unsuccessful relief attempts, appeared waving a white flag with a message from the German divisional 
commander. Roughly translated it read "Surrender and get good treatment or stay where you are and be killed." After a short pause, 
presumably for reflection, the occupants of Frankfurt trench were subjected to the heaviest bombardment they had yet endured; one of 
the casualties was Sergeant Lee, killed by shrapnel. 

The promised German attack came on the eighth day, in force and from every point of the compass. Sentries and machine gunners 
were shot down or bombed as the listless and effectives struggled from the dugout. The process of sheer annihilation was only halted 
by screams from the eight enemy prisoners. The last stand of "D" Company of the H.L.I. was over. Fifteen sick and exhausted men 
stumbled into captivity; the remainder were painfully manhandled out on stretchers or buried where they lay. Two of the wounded 
died on their way to prison camp and yet another was shot by the Germans for accepting a piece of bread from a Frenchwoman. 

In 1919 the recommendation under Army Order 193 was sponsored by no less a personage than General Sir Hugh Gough , 
commander of the Fifth Army. The closing sentence of his letter to the War Office reads, "I consider that these men deserve great 
recognition for the magnificent example of soldierly qualities they displayed." It seems probable that every survivor was decorated 
because the 16th received one D.S.O., two M.C.s, 11 D.C.M.s [including McArthur] and 22 M.M.s - the highest number of awards, by 
far, to any one battalion. The two N.C.O.s, both recommended for the Victoria Cross, each received a posthumous mention in 
despatches.' 
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The rare Second War 'Operation Agreement' C.G.M. group of six awarded to Sergeant John Povall, 11th Battalion, 
Royal Marines, awarded for gallantry during the daring seaborne raid on Tobruk on the night of 13/14 September 
1942, where he was amongst the first ashore at the head of his men, sweeping aside several enemy machine gun nests 
at the point of the bayonet 'which he used with great effect on many occasions', until hopelessly outnumbered he was 
finally taken prisoner of war - 'one of the Seventeen Men of Tobruk' - Only seven C.G.M's. awarded to the Royal

The published citation states: 

'Corporal Povall was among the first in a party to land, under heavy enemy fire at Tobruk. On getting ashore, he rallied his platoon, 
proceeded to attack at the head of his men and was largely responsible for establishing a bridgehead among the enemy. Hand to hand 
fighting followed in which Corporal Povall's skilful use of his bayonet and rifle was an example which instilled in his men the dash and 
offensive spirit which enabled them to sweep aside several machine-gun nests and a considerable number of the enemy. His gallantry 
and outstanding leadership were worthy of the high tradition of the Royal Marines.' 

The following slightly more detailed account is taken from the original confidential recommendation submitted by R.M. Group M.N.B. 

D. O: 

'This N.C.O. landed in the first flight from H.M.S. Sikh at Tobruk on the night of 13/14 September 1942. On approaching the shore the 
tows came under heavy shell fire and mortar fire from shore positions resulting in many casualties and unforeseen difficulties in landing 
due to swell on a rocky foreshore. 

On getting ashore Sergeant Povall rallied his platoon under heavy fire and was in no small degree responsible for forming a bridgehead. 
Although realising that the chances of reinforcements from the 2nd flight were negligible, he proceeded to the attack at the head of his 
men. By his example in the skilful use of his bayonet and rifle in close fighting, he instilled in his troops the dash and offensive spirit 
which enabled them to sweep aside several machine gun nests and considerable numbers of the enemy, some entrenched in fire 
positions. 

Sergeant Povall by his gallantry, cheerfulness and outstanding leadership set an example in accordance with the highest traditions of 
the naval service.' 

John Povall was born in Wem, Shropshire in August 1907 and enlisted into the Royal Marines in February 1926, giving his trade on 
enlistment as 'gardener'. The majority of his service was with the Portsmouth Division aboard a variety of ships and establishments. He 
was promoted to the rank of Corporal in June 1937 and advanced to Sergeant in March 1941. Povall was serving with the 11th 
Battalion, Royal Marines during the Raid on Tobruk in which he was injured and taken prisoner of war, before subsequently being 
repatriated. He was finally discharged 'physically unfit for Royal Marine Service' in May 1946. 

Operation Agreement 

This daring raid was conducted in an attempt to annihilate the vital Axis supply bases located at Tobruk, at a time when Rommel's 
Afrika Corps was poised for a final push on Cairo while the legendary Eighth Army showed signs of faltering under the sheer weight of 
his offensive. By the late summer of 1942, Military Intelligence had set in motion a daring plan for a Battalion of Royal Marines 
supported by Special Forces and a sizeable Naval Flotilla, to go ashore at night and reap havoc among Tobruk's supply dumps and 
local defences. With luck their efforts would relieve the pressure being placed on the hard-pressed Eighth Army and bring about a 
change of fortune. 

In the event, a series of misfortunes resulted in an extremely costly and largely unsuccessful raid, but what has never been in dispute is 
the superb bravery and fighting spirit of the participants, Povall's own citation bearing testimony to the close and ferocious nature of 
their advance. 

The following extract from The Marines Were There: The Story of The Royal Marines in the Second World War , by Sir Robert Bruce 
Lockhart, KCMG, gives a good account of Povall's part in the action: 

'The landing had failed. Less than a hundred men had survived the terrible passage from ship to shore. Their landing craft were 
smashed. Despair stared them in the face. But in Major Hedley [see original letter included with the lot] the survivors had a leader who 
personified optimism and who was able to inspire his men with the hope that defies all buffets of adversity. Deploying his little force 
and valiantly supported by Captain Wright, Lieutenant Powell, Lieutenant Dyall and Sergeant Povall, he led them forward, they soon 
ran into enemy and, opening fire, they had, in the words of Corporal Hunt, one of the survivors, "occasion to kill many Italians with 
bayonet and rifle." [In another published account, Corporal Hunt goes on to say: "I could hear Sergeant Povall well up in the front 
shouting encouragement and appearing to enjoy himself. He used his bayonet with great effect on many occasions."] 
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A little farther on, they found their way blocked by a strongly prepared defence position supported by heavy machine-gun posts. It was 
here that Major Hedley more than justified his high reputation as a pistol shot. Leading the assault himself, he and Sergeant Povall 
engaged a section post manned by six Italians. Sergeant Povall shot the first, but before he could reload Major Hedley had finished off 
the other five with his revolver. Pressing on with all speed in the hope of finding suitable cover before daybreak, they fought their way 
up the wadi. Then climbing a steep slope swept by fire they succeeded in crossing the skyline and, pushing on into another wadi, 
found shelter in some caves. Here they planned to remain until nightfall and then to advance again in the hope - after what they had 
come through a reasonable one - of joining up with British units. There were only seventeen of them left. Many had wounds, but the 
flame of their courage was undimmed. This time, however, fortune deserted the brave, for in the afternoon Germans in strong force 
surrounded the caves, and the seventeen were forced to surrender.'

Horace George Groom served during the Second World War with No. 403 
Searchlight Battery, Royal Artillery, and was awarded his George Medal for 
saving life after an aircraft had crashed into a house in Ruffs Drive, Hucknall, 
Northamptonshire, on the night of 23/24 September 1940: 'When fire broke out 
in the house, Gunner Groom, aged 21, from Kettering, hastened to the scene, 
and made four separate attempts at rescue, bringing out a child to safety on each 
occasion. He was himself badly burned and is lying critically ill in hospital. 
Sadly, two of the children have since died/ ( Northampton Mercury , 11 October 
1940 refers). 
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A Second War G.M. pair awarded to Mr. W. Mills, Foreman, A.R.P. 
Mains Repair Squad, Stretford and District Gas Board, for gallantry 
during an air raid on Stretford, near Manchester, on 7 May 1941

main. On arrival he was warned that it would be very dangerous to carry out the 
repair as a large time bomb was within ten yards of the damaged main. As there 
was a large volume of escaping gas, Mills and his assistant Hughes unloaded the 
mobile trailer cart for the necessary tools and sent it to safety. They then got 
down into the crater and effected temporary repairs which took half an hour. 
Both men showed initiative and cool courage as in addition to the grave danger 
from the unexploded bomb of which they had full knowledge, H.E. bombs were 
dropped near to them whilst they were working.' 

Walter Mills was awarded his George Medal for his gallantry in repairing a gas 
main on King Street during an air-raid on Stretford, near Manchester, on 7 May 
1941- the nearby Trafford Park and Salford Quays were a major centre of War 
production and was bombed by the Luftwaffe on a number of raids during the 
War, the heaviest being over the period 22-24 December 1940 (the Christmas 
Blitz), when 73 people were killed in Stretford, and again on 11 March 1941, 
when bombs destroyed most of Manchester United Football Club's ground at Old 
Trafford.

'On the 11th May, 1910, a terrible fire occurred in the Wellington Pit, 
Whitehaven, at a point about 4,500 yards from the shafts. Various rescue parties, 
with great courage and self-devotion and at considerable risk, descended the 
mine and endeavoured to extinguish the fire and penetrate to the persons in the 
workings beyond the same. Thorne and Littlewood, fitted with breathing 
apparatus, reached within a distance of 150 yards of the fire, but were driven 
back by the great heat and effusion of gases. The others got to within about 300 
yards of the fire, working in the smoke backing from the fire. It was found 
impossible to penetrate to the scene of the fire or to rescue any of the entombed 
miners. Had an explosion occurred - a by no means unlikely eventuality, seeing 
that the mine is a very gassy one - they would undoubtedly all have been killed. 
Special gallantry was shown by John Henry Thorne, to whom the Edward Medal 
of the First Class has already been awarded, and by James Littlewood/ 

Note: For this action John Henry Thorne and James Littlewood were awarded silver Edward Medals (the award to Thorne being a 
Second Award bar); and 64 men, including Mining Engineer Mr. Richard Walker Moore, were awarded bronze Edward Medals, the 
greatest number of Edward Medals ever to be given for one incident. 

The Wellington Pit Disaster 

'The first indication something was wrong reached the shaft top about eight o'clock on the evening of Wednesday, 11 th May, 1910. An 
exploration party was dispatched down the shaft and news quickly spread around the town. A large party of police was almost 
immediately on the spot but there was no issue of keeping order - the huge crowds, which soon grew to thousands, stood quietly on 
the clear, starlit night. A terrible explosion involving a large loss of life was feared. An entire shift of men, numbering 143, had entered 
the mine the previous evening. Only seven had managed to escape immediately after the explosion, leaving 136 men still unaccounted 
for. 

Right through the night and all the next day, rescue parties were at work trying to reach the workings where the missing men were 
entombed, but it was extremely difficult, the atmosphere dense. Some of the timbering in the mine was on fire while the only means of 
ventilating the portion of the pit where the men were trapped was entirely cut off. At the pithead there were heart-rending scenes. 
Women, with children, in pain and anxiety waited for news of their loved ones. Many of them stayed at the pithead all night and the 
whole of the following day refusing to leave for rest or refreshment and a number collapsed, worn out by their vigil. As the day wore on 
and successive rescue parties reported the stupendous difficulties underground, hopes of saving the imprisoned men diminished and 
the distress of the crowd grew more acute. The demonstration of grief was extreme. Weeping women and children would not leave as 
it became extremely doubtful any further lives would be saved. The mine was on fire, many fire extinguishers and other fire appliances 
had been sent to the scene. In Whitehaven itself business was at a standstill. The fishermen and dock labourers all volunteered any 
assistance they could render. And a large number of doctors and nurses had mustered waiting to give aid. The police were engaged 
keeping the crowd from surging on to the pit shaft. Mr. J. B. Atkinson, H.M. Chief Inspector of Mines for the Northern District, arrived at 
four o'clock in the afternoon, accompanied by Mr. H. A. Abbott, Inspector of Mines for the North-Eastern District, and they were 
briefed on the situation. They both then descended the shaft to inspect the progress that had been made. The fire by now had taken 
hold at the friction gear. With the risk to the rescue teams and the possibility of a further explosion, Mr. Atkinson ordered the mine be 
cleared of all men. He stated it would be impossible for anyone to be alive on the other side of the fire and ordered every man to 
proceed to the surface. Some of the rescue party, concerned for trapped men, needed to be forcibly dragged away. 

A conference was held at the pit top at nine o' clock that Thursday evening between the Inspectors and Colliery Officials. It was 
decided to wait until special rescue teams arrived from Armstrong Whitworth and Co. at Elswick, and The Sheffield Mining Company. 
The teams arrived around eleven o'clock that evening and proceeded to enter the shaft with their special breathing apparatus. The 
Sheffield men, John Thorne and James Littlewood, were well known in mining circles as the two most experienced men available. The 
party descended the shaft at 11:25 p.m., accompanied by the Inspectors, Colliery officials, and a party of the best miners that they 
could find. On reaching the bottom, they walked for just under three miles before stopping to set their equipment. Thorne and 
Littlewood then set off on their own in an attempt to pass the fire and get into the workings beyond, to check the air there. After battling 
ahead for 1 70 yards the smoke was so thick that they could not see their torches. Thorne, who led, with Littlewood a few steps behind, 
tripped over some fallen telegraph wires which were so hot they badly burned his legs. On reaching the brattice cloth, he put his hand 
around the side and described it "like putting your hand inside an oven". They could hear the crackling of the fire but could see nothing 
for the smoke. The heat was so intense that the soldered name plates on the helmets were melted and caused a blister on each of the 
men's faces. Reluctantly, they decided to turn back after twenty minutes, no longer able to stand the heat and fearing for another 
explosion. On arrival back at the shaft top, it was realised that nothing further could be done for the trapped men. Mr. Atkinson made 
the decision to build a two foot thick stopping in the main passageway in an attempt to starve the oxygen of fire. This was achieved by 
Friday morning. 

On Friday morning a large congregation of around 3,000 miners assembled in the Market Place demanding to be allowed to continue 
the search for their trapped comrades. A telegram had already been sent, by the miners, to the Home Secretary, the Rt. Hon. Winston 
Churchill, asking for such permission. On Sunday morning, a party of seven entered the mine hoping to reach the seat of the fire by the 
return airway. About one and a half miles in, the doors separating the intake from the outtake were opened and four men entered with 
breathing apparatus. Mr. Steel, the Mine Manager; Mr. Blair, the Assistant Manager; Mr. Henry, the Under Manager; and John Thorne 
had travelled about 190 yards when their canary fell from its perch. Further on, their safety lamps went out. Undaunted, they continued 
over many falls until the heat was 85 degrees Fahrenheit and they could no longer see their electric lamps for the smoke. They had 
reached a point 500 yards beyond the stopping in the intake and within 400 yards of the fire. They reluctantly came to the decision that 
no one could make it past the fire and all beyond must be long since dead. It was decided to build another stopping in the return and a 
further stopping in the intake as the only possible course to put the fire out.' (Whitehaven News, 12-1 7 May 1910 refers). 

The first of the bodies were recovered from the pit on 27 September, and a mass funeral took place with an estimated 10,000 people 
attending. Many families had lost more than one family member, with the McAllister family losing seven members to the fire. 
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The 'G.C. exchange' Edward Medal (Mines) in bronze awarded to Pony 
Driver Mr. J. T. Baker, later Royal Army Medical Corps, for his 
gallantry during a mining rescue at South Garesfield Colliery, County 
Durham, on 17 May 1929

'On Friday, 1 7th May, 1929, about 4:30 p.m., a telephone message was received 
at the office of the South Garesfield Colliery, Durham, that Richard Lowes, one of 
the Colliery deputies, had been injured during blasting operations Robert 
Glendinning, an overman, 55 years of age, who was in the office, at once set off 
down the pit and, collecting two lads, James Sidney Purvis and John Thomas 
Baker, at the bottom of the shaft, and a tram and stretcher, went in search of 
Lowes. They were joined by two hewers, John Kenny and Samuel Hughff. 
Meanwhile, five other men had been trying to rescue Lowes. Four of them were 
overcome by carbon monoxide gas, while the fifth managed to crawl out just in 
time. It was on meeting this man some quarter of a mile from the scene of the 
accident that Glendinning realised the serious nature of the occurrence. He 
hurriedly organised his party and, by repeated efforts, they succeeded in 
extricating the five men who had been gassed. They were fortunately able to save 
the lives of two but the other three were found to be dead. 

The rescue party took such precautions as were possible at the time but first Kenny and then Hughff were rendered conscious. After 
they had, with difficulty, been removed from the danger area Glendinning sent Purvis for further help and continued the rescue work 
with the assistance of Baker. Baker was next overcome, and Glendinning was also affected by the fumes, but he continued his efforts 
until, when further help had arrived, he was able to bring out the last of the victims of the accident. He then collapsed and had to be 
carried out from the pit. 

For an hour, during the whole of which time the atmosphere was thick with smoke and carbon monoxide gas, Glendinning showed 
great courage and resource and displayed high qualities of organisation in directing the rescue operations. He himself and Baker, 
Hughff, Kenny, and Purvis under his leadership, knowingly and repeatedly risked their lives in determined and sustained efforts to save 
the lives of their fellows, and there is no doubt that, but for their courageous action, the death roll would have been much heavier than 
it was.' 

Note: For this action Robert Glendinning was awarded a silver Edward Medal, and Baker, Hughff, Kenny, and Purvis, were awarded 
bronze Edward Medals. 

John Thomas Baker was born at Lintz Colliery, Burnopfield, Newcastle upon Tyne, on 14 April 1912 and was educated at Leazes 
Elementary School near Gateshead. At 14 he left school to become a pit lad at South Garesfield Colliery, near Rolands Gill, Co. 
Durham, and by 1929 was employed as a Pony Driver. For his part in the rescue he was also awarded the Scouts 1 Bronze Cross and the 
certificate of the Carnegie Hero Fund Trust. He served throughout the Second World War in the Royal Army Medical Corps, and saw 
action in Palestine, Egypt, India, Iraq and Belgium. In civilian life he was employed successively as a hotel chef from 1946 until 1952, 
as a car factory worker from 1952 until 1960, and finally as a boiler attendant from 1960 until his retirement in 1977. On 21 October 
1971, as a living recipient of the Edward Medal, he was deemed, by Royal Warrant, to be a recipient of the George Cross, and 
subsequently exchanged his award. He always attended V.C. and G.C. Association reunions, and died on 7 December 2000.

'On the 11th June 1947, a huge fall of roof occurred at Bullcroft Main Colliery 
trapping two rippers. The fall occurred at 10:30 a.m. and one of the trapped men 
was extricated at 2 p.m. and the other at 5:30 p.m. For almost all this time Davies 
was in charge of the rescue work, which was carried out by digging a narrow 
tunnel through the side of the roadway to the point where the trapped men were. 
Work in this small tunnel was hazardous and Davies remained in it for the whole 
of the period, being assisted by workmen in relays. Throughout the work there 
was the ever-present danger of further falls of roof which would have engulfed 
the rescuers. Both of the trapped men were eventually rescued almost unhurt.' 

John Cyril Davies was employed as Under-Manager at the National Coal Board's 
Bullcroft Main Colliery, near Doncaster, South Yorkshire.

On the 14th March, 1909, he was sitting 
upon the brake of the first of eight empty waggons, which were being shunted upon a colliery siding, and, as the waggons went round 
a curve he noticed three children playing upon the line. He jumped off, ran forward, and picked up two of the children, and was trying 
to get hold of the third when the waggon reached and killed her. The rescuer was knocked down but escaped injury/ 

Ram Lai Bauri was awarded the Edward Medal for Industry in Bronze, not silver, whilst working as a shunting porter at the 
Panchgatchia Colliery railway sidings at Barabanki, United Provinces, India.

Michael Sullivan was born on 13 April 1882 at Verne, Portland, Dorset. He attested for the Worcestershire Regiment at Chatham on 7 
June 1905, his stated age being 20 years 10 months, an engine driver by trade. He served with the 2nd Battalion in India from 
December 1906 to March 1913, completing his 9 years with the colours on 6 June 1914. He was mobilised on 5 August 1914, and 
joined the 3rd Battalion in France on 27 August 1914. His first wound occurred during the battle of the Aisne when he received a 
severe gunshot wound in the left thigh. As a result of his injury he was returned to England on 23 September 1914. He was posted back 
to his battalion on 18 December 1914, seeing action on the Ypres Salient in the early part of 1915. In May 1916 his battalion was 
involved in the crater fighting on Vimy Ridge, and he was wounded by a gunshot to his right leg on the 15th May, but returned to duty. 
He was wounded for a third time, on 5 October 1916, in action east of Thiepval, this time with shell wounds to the buttocks. He again 
returned to England, being posted to the depot with effect from 10 October 1916. He returned to serve with the B.E.F. in April 1917, 
initially with the 2nd Battalion but was soon transferred to serve with the 10th Battalion. Before the end of the war he was transferred to 
the Labour Corps as Private 568107. He was demobilised on 24 February 1919, and discharged from the Army Reserve on 10 May 
following. He died at Sudbury on 11 April 1930.

Frank Fowler was bom in Brighton on 7 December 1884, and was an engine cleaner before joining the Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in 
December 1902, aboard H.M.S. Northampton. He was awarded the Naval Good Shooting medal in 1907 whilst serving in H.M.S. 
Argonaut from which ship he removed to H.M.S. Euryalus in September 1907. While in Euryalus he assisted at Messina, 1-5 January 
1909, after the devastating earthquake which had struck on 28 December 1908, receiving the silver medal for these services. Fowler 
was invalided out of the Navy on 9 September 1909 and returned to live in Brighton. 

Fowler enlisted into the Royal Engineers on 7 September 1914, as a pioneer, giving his occupation as engine fireman. By February 
1915 he had risen to the rank of Sergeant and on 30 May 1915 embarked with 87th Field Company R.E. to B.E.F. France. On 14 
September 1916, he was admitted to 38 Field Ambulance, rejoining his unit from hospital on 21 September. He was afterwards 
admitted to 5 General Hospital, Rouen, and then to 2nd London General Hospital. He was reduced to Corporal by Field General Court 
Martial for drunkenness on 10 December 1916. He was finally discharged at No. 1 Dispersal Unit, Shorncliffe, on 17 February 1919, 
suffering from a diseased left eye. He was afterwards employed as a Locomotive Fireman/Driver with the London Brighton South Coast 
Railway.

C. T. Emerson was born in Shotts, Scotland, in 1893. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force at Brisbane on 31 July 1915, and was 
posted to the 15th Australian Infantry Battalion. He went with the battalion to Gallipoli in November 1915, and to Egypt the following 
month. He served with the battalion as part of the 4th Australian Brigade, 4th Australian Division in the French theatre of war from June 
1916. 

Emerson served with the 15th Battalion on the Somme, and was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations in and around Pozieres, 5 
- 10 August 1916. The battalion's War Diary gives fighting as particularly fierce between the dates mentioned, and as suffering 
casualties of 3 officers and 45 other ranks killed, 12 officers and 325 other ranks wounded, and 45 other ranks missing. 

The 15th Battalion were once again in the thick of it at Bullecourt in April 1917. Emerson, by now a Company Sergeant Major, was 
taken prisoner of war at Bullecourt, 11 April 1917. He was interned in Germany, before being repatriated to the UK 26 December 
1918. He returned to Australia in H.M.A.T. Khyber , and was discharged 13 July 1919.

William Archibald Batson was born in 1894 and attested for the Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire Light Infantry in London on 9 May 
1915. Having qualifying as a Lewis Gun operator, he was posted to the 2nd Battalion, Royal Munster Fusiliers, as part of the 
Mesopotamian Expeditionary Force, on 30 September 1915, he served with them during the Great War in the Balkan theatre of War 
from 16 October 1915. He was wounded by gun shot to the shoulder in Salonika on 3 October 1916, during the attack on Yenikoi: 'At 
3:30 a.m. the Battalion moved off to attack Jenikoj [Yenikoi]. We advanced at 5:30 a.m., and came under rifle fire from the front, and 
from the north side of the village. We advanced and lined the north bank of the road, and after noticing an enemy counter-attack 
developing we straightened our line by moving up to and across the Seres Road. Casualties were sustained but we consolidated our 
line and proceed forward under sever sniping fire. At 4:00 p.m. the enemy launched a heavy counter-attack chiefly against the north 
point of the village, which was successful, and the right flank of "A" Company became heavily enfiladed. 2 Platoons from "B" 
Company had not been able to dig in owing to continuous heavy sniping close up to the left, and was obliged to retire. The other two 
Platoons of "B" Company and "A" Company conformed in good order. These had suffered considerably but brought back all wounded 
and established themselves in their old positions in the sunken road, as the edge of the Seres Road at this point offered little protection. 
The enemy advanced to the Seres Road in numbers but was prevented by fire from crossing in front. The retirement was ordered at 8:45 
p.m., and was carried out quietly and orderly. The Battalion marched back to Lonely Joe Tree, carrying all wounded. Total casualties 
during the day were 1 Officer and 10 other ranks killed, and 2 Officers and 32 other ranks wounded.' (Battalion War Diary refers). 

Batson was one of those wounded, and was admitted to No. 48 General Hospital in Salonika two days later, where he caught Malaria, 
being subsequently moved to St. John's Hospital, Malta. Repatriated to England in early 1918, he was posted initially to the Depot, 
Royal Munster Fusiliers, on 3 March 1918, before being posted to the 3rd Battalion on 2 May of that year. Appointed Lance Corporal 
on 10 July 1918, he served with the British Expeditionary Force on the Western Front from 3 September 1918 until 12 March 1919, 
before he was discharged to the Reserve on 10 April 1919, after 3 years and 338 days' service. 

For his gallantry at Salonika he was awarded the Military Medal, almost certainly for his conduct during the attack on Jenikoj, as well as 
the French Medaille Militaire, the latter being on 13 March 191 7 (Battalion War Diary refers).

'During the recent operations near Zonnebeke on 26th September 1917 Pte. Thomson carried back wounded from the front line often 
under heavy shell and machine gun fire. He was consistently going during the period of the operation although almost overcome with 
fatigue he stuck to his duty until all wounded were evacuated.' 


J. Thomson was born in Ayrshire, Scotland, in 1890. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force at Broadmeadows, Victoria, 17 
October 1916, and was posted to the 14th Australian Infantry Battalion. He travelled to the UK, and served with the Battalion as part of 
the 4th Australian Brigade, 4th Australian Division in the French theatre of war from May 191 7. 

Thomson served with the 14th Battalion in the Ypres sector, and was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations near Zonnebeke, 26 
September 1917. The battalion's War Diary gives full details of the attack on the latter date, which commenced at 5.50 am when the 
British barrage came down 130 yards in front of the forming up point. By 9.10 am most objectives had been taken, with the battalion 
suffering one officer and 22 other ranks killed, and 2 officers and 98 men wounded. 

Suffering from Trench Fever, Thomson was hospitalised in November 1918. He returned to Australia in H.T. Frankfurt , and was 
discharged 27 September 1919.

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty during the operations west of Bellenglise on 18th-19th September 1918. He led a 
bombing party against the enemy on right flank who had temporarily turned a communication trench into a front line. After a stiff bomb 
fight he cleared the situation forcing the enemy back and establishing a block. He then noticed the centre of the Company being held 
up by machine gun fire. He picked up a German machine gun and bringing flanking fire to bear enabled the advance to continue to 
final objective. His coolness and courage set a most inspiring example to all his men.' 

E. E. Swallow was born in Ftizroy, Victoria, in 1894. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force at Melbourne, Victoria, 14 September 
1914, and was posted to the 3rd Field Company Australian Engineers. He served in Gallipoli prior to his return to Australia in April 
1916. He transferred to the 46th Australian Infantry Battalion and served with them as part of the 12th Australian Brigade, 4th 
Australian Division in the French theatre of war from June 1916. 

Swallow was twice wounded in action, 1 September 1916 and 18 August 1917. He served with the 46th Battalion on the Somme, and 
was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations near Bellenglise, 18-19 September 1918. The battalion's War Diary gives full details 
of the action on the latter date, during which it captured a number of guns, 14 machine guns, and took 14 officers and 411 other ranks 
prisoner, suffering one officer and 5 other ranks killed, and 5 officers and 80 other ranks wounded in the process. 

On 2 October 1918 Swallow was subject to a Court Martial, and charged with 'without reasonable excuse allowing to escape a person 
committed to his charge.' He forfeited three days pay as a consequence, and returned to Australia in H.T. Devanhu.

Early on the morning of 14th April, A/E Bty was heavily attacked by enemy tanks who had broken through the outer defences of 
Tobruk. 

He was in opposition with a Boyes [sic] rifle on the exposed flank of the troop, and had been ordered into a new position when the 
attack began. He immediately got his rifle into action, and lying in the open in an exposed position, he fired until all his ammunition 
was expended. He scored direct hits, and caused one tank to withdraw, as it was endeavouring to outflank the guns. 

His coolness and courage was a fine example to all ranks in the Bty.' 


Charles William Lowe was the husband of Mrs E. Lowe, and resided in Coventry. He served during the Second War as a Bombardier 
with the Royal Horse Artillery, as part of the 20th Australian Infantry Brigade, 9th Australian Division, Western Desert Force. After his 
gallant exploits during the siege of Tobruk, April - November 1941, he went on to serve with the 76th Anti-Tank Regiment, Royal 
Artillery during the Second Battle of El Alamein, and was killed 25 October 1942. He is buried in the El Alamein War Cemetery, Egypt, 
and commemorated at Christchurch, Great Malvern and St. Andrews Church, Poolbrook.

The original July 1944 Recommendation - for a D.C.M. - by Major Shuttleworth, who commanded 20 Column at White City before 
taking over 50 Column, states: 'Sergeant Bottomley was Platoon Sergeant of the Commando Platoon which held an important position. 
The Platoon position was under constant artillery and mortar fire and received mortar attacks for thirteen nights. During this time, 
Sergeant Bottomley kept his section in constant supply of ammunition and attended to casualties. This task was made extremely 
difficult as there was not a vestige of cover on the whole position. 

In particular, on the night 13 April, when the enemy put in a very strong attack, knocking out 3 L.M.G. bunker positions, Sergeant 
Bottomley by his immediate grasp of the situation extricated the weapons and wounded men, re-sited the guns and kept the platoon in 
action during a very critical time. After this he returned to the damaged bunkers and attended to the wounded men.' 
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The DCM recommendation was endorsed by Major General Lentaigne, who took command of the Chindit Special Force after Orde 
Wingate was killed. In October 1944 it reached General Sir George James Giffard, C-in-C, 11th Army Group, who had been dismissed 
due to his inability to work with Admiral Mountbatten and General Joseph StiIwelI, specifically for lack of initiative during the climactic 
battle of Imphal. As one of his final acts, Giffard, who strongly disliked the 'Special Force', approved the recommendation, but 
amended it to an award of the M.M. 


Sergeant Harold Bottomley (1918-1993), a native of Chadderton, Oldham, Lancashire, originally enlisted in the Territorial Army 
battalion of the Lancashire Fusiliers. He was one of a group of men from the Oldham/LeighAVigan area who transferred to the 1st 
Battalion, Lancashire Fusiliers, a Regular Army unit, for war service. He was drafted out to India early in 1940. The 1st Battalion was 
based at Quetta on the North-West Frontier of India and Bottomley participated in a number of small actions against the Baluchi tribes 
in the border region, notably the Kojak Pass leading to southern Afghanistan. 

In 1942 the 1st Lancashire Fusiliers moved to Cawnpore in North India for Internal Security duties, at the height of Gandhi's 'Quit 
India' campaign. At the end of the year they were mobilized for operational service outside India, and moved to Jhansi in July 1943 to 
join the 77th Indian Infantry Brigade, part of Major-General Orde Wingate's Chindit forces. The Lancashires began a rigorous training 
program throughout the rainy season, designed to build up their fitness and give them the skills and confidence to fight successfully in 
the jungle. 

Bottomley recalled that, after one arduous Physical Training session, the Commando Platoon was surprised by a sudden unannounced 
visitor. Amongst other questions, Wingate asked men directly if they were satisfied with their food. On receiving a politely negative 
reply, he said "I will attend to it." Their rations were doubled. 

Training for Long Range Penetration Operations 

Wingate's original concept was that the Chindits would move directly across country on foot, rather than follow roads or railway lines, 
and penetrate deep into the rear of the Japanese forces, relying on mobility and surprise to attack enemy supply lines through ambushes 
and destruction of vital infrastructure. They would be re-supplied by stores parachuted or dropped from transport aircraft. 

The experience of the first Chindit operations in early 1943 caused Wingate to modify his tactics. His initial Chindit force had suffered 
high attrition, and only limited damage had been inflicted on the Japanese. He was allocated massive reinforcements (including the 
Lancashire Fusiliers) and lavishly resourced by direct orders from Churchill and Roosevelt. This time the Chindits would be flown 
directly into landing areas deep inside Burma and occupy selected defensive positions which would be fortified, supplied by air and 
defended by artillery and close air support. Some of the air assets would operate from improvised airstrips which would be built inside 
the defended areas. The 'Strongholds' would form safe harbours from which mobile forces (using mules to carry their munitions and 
heavy weapons) could fan out to strike at enemy concentrations and to demolish infrastructure. Wingate intended to defend most of the 
Strongholds for months on end, to draw enemy combat troops away from the frontlines. 

Wingate rejected standard army command structures. He organised his men into a series of 'Columns', each of 400-500 soldiers, 
consisting of infantry platoons stiffened by task-specialised sub-units, such as heavy weapons and Vickers machine guns, Combat 
Engineers, Medical, Veterinary, Signals, Airforce liaison, Reconnaissance, etc. Seven or more Columns constituted a Brigade. The elite 
sub-unit was the 'Commando Platoon' assigned to each Column, each member of which was specially trained in demolition work and 
the creation and placement of booby-traps (now called Improvised Explosive Devices). They were the brainchild of Michael Calvert, 
one of the few senior officers who Wingate respected. Calvert was a Royal Engineer and a boxer, with extensive experience of 
demolitions and sabotage of infrastructure. He had commanded the former Bush Warfare School in Burma, which was evacuated to 
India, renamed 142 Commando and allocated to 77th Brigade for the First Chindit expedition in 1943. The term 'Commando Platoon' 
was a tribute to the fighting skills of the men of 142 Commando, the survivors of which became the instructors who trained the Chindit 
'demolition and mayhem' sub-units. 

The Lancashire Fusiliers formed the main element of No. 20 and No. 50 Columns. A fit, modest man who was a natural leader, 
Bottomley had risen to the rank of War-Substantive Sergeant. He was selected and trained as Platoon Sergeant of the Commando 
Platoon of No. 20 Column, which came under the overall command of Brigadier 'Mad Mike' Calvert. His Commando Platoon 
comprised three sections of Lancashire Fusiliers, one section of Royal Engineers, and one section of West Africans. 

Operation Thursday - The Broadway and White City Strongholds 

Number 20 Column was among the first Chindit forces that were flown into landing ground Broadway by glider and Dakota aircraft in 
the period March 5-12, 1944. Broadway was rapidly converted into the first Chindit Stronghold. As soon as all Calvert's Columns had 
arrived, on March 9th he marched them west. Geography dictated that the major road and rail infrastructure supporting the Japanese 
armies in North and West Central Burma ran south-north along a single valley, known as the 'railway valley'. The Planners had 
identified a location in the railway valley, suitable for fortification, which had an abundant water supply, could accommodate landing 
strips for aircraft and sat directly astride the road and railway, blocking them completely. Calvert intended to build a Stronghold and 
interdict the main supply route to the Japanese central and northern frontline units for an extended period. 

The Chindits had to fight a bitter hand-to-hand battle to take Henu Hill before the Block could be established. Once it was in place, the 
Japanese realised the threat that it posed and mounted a series of counter-attacks, which failed to dislodge the Chindits. Soon the 
surrounding trees were draped with the collapsed canopies of parachutes used in supply drops, earning it the designation ' White City'. 

Calvert sent out 'floater' Columns and sub-units to attack and destroy Japanese forces (especially field artillery which they bought up to 
support assaults on the Stronghold), to confuse the enemy as to the exact strength of the British force based on White City , and to 
conduct ambushes, demolition and sabotage, especially targeting bridges and Japanese Headquarter buildings. The Lancashire Fusiliers 
Commando Platoons made a number of sorties, including to Mawlu and further south to Sepein. 

The Battle of White City 

Bottomley states that, after a period of 'floating' spent outside the perimeter hunting for enemy artillery positions, his unit was called in 
to White City , which was coming under mounting Japanese pressure. He describes the Stronghold as being sited on "scruffy, hilly 
ground, grassy, with the odd bushy tree, specially chosen for defence." The Commando Platoon was responsible for holding the south¬ 
east corner of the perimeter. It overlooked an area of flat paddy fields and a tree line behind which was the Japanese-held town of 
Mawlu. Due east was a hilly, forested area, where the Japanese concentrated before launching their daily assaults at dusk and pre¬ 
dawn. 

Bottomley explains how the Commandos built dug-out bunkers, slit-trenches covered with tree stumps to give overhead protection 
from mortar bombs, and placed belts of barbed wire and booby-traps across the forward slope in front of the bunkers to break up 
attacks. One of Bottom ley's challenges was to integrate a group of raw Scottish reinforcements who had just been flown in, who were 
all about five years younger than the seasoned Commandos. The men especially disliked a 5.9-inch Japanese mortar nicknamed the 
"coal scuttle," which fired a bomb about five feet long which made a distant "Clump" as it was fired high into the air and came down 
on the Chindit bunkers some ten seconds later. He gives a detailed account of how he barely escaped a "coal scuttle" bomb which 
wounded Sergeant Jim Gibson. 

"The Commando Platoon of 20 Column (1st Lancashire Fusiliers), had for some time, been carrying out hit-and-run and sabotage 
operations in the area. Now, they were deployed along the perimeter, with 2-inch mortars behind them. They had salvaged mortar 
bombs damaged in airdrops, attaching explosives to turn them into booby traps, which they placed along Japanese lines of approach. 
They planted landmines, dug pits filled with sharpened stakes, but nothing seemed to faze the enemy, who continued to attack [for 
thirteen consecutive nights]". Chindits.wordpress.com refers 
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Bottomley provides a laconic outline of his M.M. action: "The night of the 13th April 1944 was a particularly hard one when the Japs 
did their normal softening up with the "coal scuttle" at dusk, assembled with roars, cries and bugle-blowing when darkness had fallen, 
then mortars and small arms fire and attacked using Bangalore Torpedoes to penetrate the wire in front of our positions." He found one 
of his Lance-Corporals, who had been wounded the previous day, lying dead after a direct hit by a 3-inch mortar on the entrance to his 
bunker. "Our mortars were firing non-stop... the Japs broke through the line at our left [West African] section [and were beaten off] 
with ammunition boxes, held with the rope handles and swung like clubs. The Commando Platoon held their ground, and used more 
grenades and other ammunition during that night than on any other single night of the campaign." 

An eyewitness described how the "Japs rushed blindly into our minefields and over our booby traps, and were blown to pieces or else 
mowed down like autumn corn by our riflemen and machine-gunners." Piling up over the Stronghold's wire, hundreds died where they 
attempted to cross over; their bodies almost stripped to the bone by the explosions of mortars and grenades. Scores were killed as they 
tried to blow gaps in the wire. 

On April 17th the Japanese attackers gave up and withdrew southwards. An estimated 700 Japanese had been killed out of the 6,600 
men who attempted to take White City. Transport pilots flying overhead reported that they could smell the stench of the unburied dead. 

Following the Battle of White City, Bottomley went on to fight at the Battle of Moguaung in June 1944, before his brigade eventually 
evacuated to Dehra Dun in India the following month. 

Post-War 

After his demobilization, Bottomley was self-employed, and struggling to support his family. From 1980-83 he and his brother owned a 
garage. They leased out the showroom and petrol side of the business to a tenant who turned out to be a bad payer. Due to the tough 
economic times, Bottomley sold his medals in 1982. He sent a letter to Fusilier Harold Shippey, a member of the Commando Platoon, 
thanking him for "helping to earn this award". "I did insist that the award to me of the M.M. was a platoon award and that by doing 
what was asked of [them] the lads contributed with some fine work when times were particularly hairy." Letter to Dr Alan Stott refers 
Harold Bottomley died on 11th November 1993, his 75th birthday.

The recommendation, originally for a Distinguished Conduct Medal, dated 20 April 1945, states: 'At 04:00 hours on the night of 14-15 
April 1945 a Battalion Group of 46 (Heavy) Infantry Brigade was harbouring in the village of Stadensen when a surprise attack was 
launched by a strong force of enemy S.P. guns supported by Infantry. By 04:30 hours two S.P. guns approaching from behind houses 
had reached a position within 50 yards of the Artillery Command Post and the enemy infantry were under cover only 30 yards away. 
Gunner Cameron from a front window hotly engaged them and successfully pinned the infantry down with fire from his Sten gun. 
Meanwhile the SP guns had got to within 30 yards of the Command Post. Seizing a P.I.A.T. and disregarding the retaliatory fire from 
enemy automatic guns he mounted the P.I.A.T. at the window and engaged the S.P.s. His position was at once spotted by the enemy 
who concentrated their fire at the window. Despite this Gunner Cameron continued to give covering fire from the window for another 
P.I.A.T. to get into action which destroyed the S.P. guns. Almost immediately an enemy half-track opened fire from a nearby building. 
Gunner Cameron, undeterred by the enemy fire and the blazing buildings around him, remained at the window engaging the half¬ 
track. After two and a half hours, having been forced to leave the burning command post, he positioned himself with the P.I.A.T. 
destroying an enemy S.P. gun. Throughout this critical action Gunner Cameron displayed complete disregard for his own safety and his 
courage was an inspiration to all around him.' 


Duncan Cameron, a native of Kilwinning, north Ayrshire, served during the Second World War with No. 190 Field Regiment, Royal 
Artillery, and was awarded an Immediate M.M. whilst part of the 1 5th Scottish Division in Stadensen, Lower Saxony, Germany. 
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A scarce 'Malaya' M.M. pair awarded to Corporal Lengu, Rhodesian African Rifles, awarded for gallantry when he 
single-handedly charged four armed communist terrorists, killing two of them - One of just three M.M.'s awarded to 
the regiment for the Malayan Campaign

The original recommendation states: 

'On the 16th May 1957 in the Seganat District of Johore, Corporal Lengu was in charge of a patrol. His leading scout stopped, 
indicating that he had heard voices ahead. Corporal Lengu ordered the patrol to halt whilst he went forward to reconnoitre. He crept 
forward silently until he came to a small clearing where he saw four armed communist terrorists. These terrorists were suspicious and 
on the alert with their weapons at the ready. Realising that there was no time to call up the rest of the patrol and make an organised 
assault, Corporal Lengu decided to attack them himself. To make his attack he would have to cross the clearing in full view of the 
terrorists at a range of about ten yards. With complete disregard for his own personal safety Corporal Lengu charged straight at the 
communist terrorists. The suddenness and speed of his assault so disrupted the terrorists that they were unable to return his fire and he 
killed two in the clearing. The two remaining terrorists, seeing the death of their comrades, turned and ran, pursued by Lengu. He 
followed them for some distance but lost their tracks and was forced to return to the clearing where he collected the rest of his patrol. 

This single-handed action by Corporal Lengu against four armed communist terrorists is an example of personal bravery which has 
inspired the rest of the battalion.'

'Pilot II Bull has been employed as a Flying Instructor at the Central Flying School since April, 1948. During part of this time he was 
undergoing a Pilot Attack Instructor Course. This non-commissioned officer has at all times shown an exceptional keenness and 
enthusiasm for flying and he has always made the maximum effort in his flying instructional duties at the School. He is a member of the 
Central Flying School Tiger Moth Pupil/Instructor Team which has given many flying demonstrations at various public displays. In 
appearance, bearing, personality and drive Pilot II Bull sets a fine example and is a credit to the Royal Air Force.' 

Queen's Commendation for Valuable Service in the Air London Gazette 14 June 1969 and 31 December 1976. 


Bruce Sydney Bull joined the Royal Air Force, aged 16, having lied about his age in 1941. In 'an R.A.F career stretching from 1941 to 
1976, Sqn Ldr Bull, who lived at St. Newlyn East near Newquay, had flown aircraft ranging from Spitfires to Canberra jet bombers and 
had served at RAF Mawgan for several years... After flying training in Canada, he returned to Britain and was posted to a Spitfire 
Squadron where he saw active service. After the war he progressed from Lancasters to Canberra bombers, Britain's main nuclear 
weapon during the intense Cold War period. But after retirement from the RAF in 1976, he was far from finished with flying. He 
became an instructor for the MoD and later for the Malaysian Police Air Wing.' ( Cornish Guardian , 6 November 2003 refers) 

After the war Bull was employed as part of Flying Training Command, and served as a Flying Instructor at C.F.S. Little Rissington from 
April 1948. By 1949 'Squadron Leader Bull has flown more hours in Canberras than any other service pilot in the world. The total of 
6,500 hours is the equivalent of nine months continuous flying night and day. He has flown 13 marks of Canberra...' (Article included 
in the lot refers). 

Bull was described as an 'outstanding pilot who had flown from the era of piston aircraft to the jet age', and in light of which an official 
flypast of a Cl 30 Hercules was organised for his funeral. The latter was held in Cornwall in 2003, and the low flying aircraft added a 
fitting finale to an eventful life, 'the sight of the Cl 30 Hercules plane flying from the Threemilestone direction towards Penmount 
Crematorium on Tuesday afternoon, caused a woman living in the Penair area to dial 999 and report that an aircraft was "going down." 
A convoy of seven ambulances, police cars and three fire appliances with lights flashing and sirens wailing sped towards the area 
where reports indicated the aircraft was heading.' ( Truro & Mid CornwallWest Briton , 6 November 2003 refers).

John Theodore Ling was commissioned Ensign in April 1846, and advanced to Lieutenant in April of the following year. He served with 
the 14th Light Dragoons during the Punjab Campaign 1848-49, and charged with the Regiment at Ramnagur. He was present at the 
battles of Chillianwala and Goojerat, the crossing of the Chenab, the Jhelum, and the Indus, the surrender of the Sikh Army at Rawul 
Pindee, and the pursuit of the Afghans to Peshawar. 

The Charge at Ramnagur 

By mid October 1848, the Sikh leader, Shere Singh, had effected a junction with other rebels from Bannu and elsewhere, and had 
concentrated his forces at Ramnagar on the south side of the River Chenab, fifty-five miles northwest of Lahore. In response, the Army 
of the Punjab under Hugh Gough, was in full march from Ferozepore, and at its the advance Shere Singh started to pull his forces back 
to the north side of the Chenab. On 21 November, Gough sent one of his two cavalry brigades, comprising the 3rd and 14th Light 
Dragoons and the 5th and 8th Bengal Light Cavalry, forward to make a reconnaissance in force and discover if there was a chance of 
cutting off any substantial body of the enemy left on the south bank. The Chenab at Ramnagar was very wide but mainly dry with a 
sandy and treacherous bottom, the actual channel being quite narrow. At one point in the river bed there was a patch of greenery 
which formed a sort of island held by approximately 3,000 Sikhs and a six gun battery. Both banks were high and the ground leading to 
the south bank was intersected by a number of dry nullahs occupied by Sikh sharpshooters. The Sikhs had massed their artillery on the 
north bank with only the muzzles showing. 

Contact with the enemy was made early on the morning of the 22nd. The 3rd Light Dragoons were ordered to charge a body of Sikh 
horse which had crossed the river, and succeeded in driving them back. The charge brought the leading British troops within range of 
the Sikh guns, causing the 3rd L.D. to retire, but during this manoeuvre one gun and two limbers belonging to the supporting Horse 
Artillery became stuck in the river bed and had to be abandoned in the face of a heavy fire. 

Jubilant, the Sikhs began swarming across the river to take possession of these trophies. Gough, who had come up with the intention of 
returning to his camp for breakfast, was alarmed to find the reconnaissance turning into a cavalry action. After hearing of the loss of the 
gun he rode forward to locate Brigadier Cureton, the colourful commander of the reconnaissance. Gough found Cureton at the front of 
the 14th Light Dragoons and having just given Ling's Commanding Officer, Colonel Will Havelock, orders to charge a large body of 
Ghorchurras (elite Sikh irregular cavalry) which had crossed the river on the British right. This the 14th successfully did, but 
unfortunately Havelock, an impetuous officer who found total release in battle, then saw another body of Sikhs and decided to charge 
them also. Seeing Havelock forming his men for a second charge, Cureton, realising the suicidal nature of the attack, galloped forward 
to stop them. He was however shot and killed by a Sikh concealed in a nullah before he could reach Havelock. 

Gough looked on in fascinated horror, and sent another officer, Major Tucker, to arrest the progress of the 14th Light Dragoons. But 
Havelock was too far ahead. The regiment plunged over the steep river bank and into the teeth of the enemy's artillery fire from the 
green island and the north bank. The Sikhs stood firm on the island and a bloody hand to hand contest ensued. Havelock's grey went 
down; a knot of nine troopers instantly closed around him; his body and theirs, were found together after the battle. In carrying out 
their self imposed task the 14th lost two officers, one sergeant and thirteen other ranks, and thirty-seven horses killed; five officers, four 
sergeants, eighteen other ranks and fifteen horses wounded. 

Ling was promoted Captain in October 1855, and served with the rank of Major as Commandant of the 7th Regiment of Albanian 
Cavalry towards to the close of the Eastern campaign of 1855-56 (Order of the Medjidieh 4th Class, not entitled to Crimea Medal).

Commissary, where he commanded 60 native labourers who formed the ambulance for the Gold Coast; was present in the action at 
Essaman, 14 October 1873, and the battle of Amoaful, 31 January 1874; and was Mentioned in Despatches for the former action 
(,London Gazette 18 November 1873). He was awarded his Royal Humane Society Bronze Medal for saving life of a native coolie who 
was drowning in the Okee River, on the Gold Coast, 9 November 1873 (R.H.S. Case No. 19579). 

Promoted Captain on 5 September 1877, Beardmore was commissioned Assistant Paymaster on 28 September of that year, and 
promoted Paymaster on 1 April 1884.

Lieutenant Colonel William Vincent Moul was born in Kensington, London in 1865 and educated at Harrow and Sandhurst. He passed 
out with 'honours', 7th from RMC 'Order of Merit', in July 1886, joined the Cheshire Regiment in August 1886, and served with the 
2nd Battalion in Burma 1887-89, acting as Intelligence Officer with a Column sent to protect the jade mines north of Bhamo on the 
Irrawaddy. He was Adjutant Captain with the 2nd Battalion in South Africa 1900-01, including actions at Karee Siding, Vet River (5 and 
6 May 1900) and Zand River and served as Assistant Provost Marshal and Assistant Press Censor, Potchefstroom from May 1901 (Brevet 
of Major and Mention in Despatches London Gazette 10 September 1901). He returned to the 2nd Battalion and was in the East Indies 
from September 1904 until his retirement in October 1906. Moul resumed service with the 3rd Battalion Cheshire Regiment and as 
Second in Command was at the Coronation 1911, (only 5 men of 3rd Battalion were awarded the medal). In September 1914, Brevet 
Major Moul was given a special appointment on the General Staff. 

In 1916, Moul was employed as an Assistant Provost Marshal, in command of Dublin District and was involved in the Court Martial of 
Second Lieutenant H.M. Doyle, Yorkshire Regiment in April 1916. Official sources note that Moul was also involved as witness and in 
official capacities including the court martials of Joseph Gahan (deported after the Rebellion), James J Dunne (McDonough's Company, 
Irish National Volunteers, imprisoned in Mountjoy Jail), Philip J McMahon (detained and sent to Belfast for trial), an untried case against 
Michael McCormac involving 36 Boy Scouts parading in military formation, some wearing Sinn Fein badges), etc. 

During the Easter Rising, following the notorious gun-running incident involving the German Auxiliary Cruiser Aud, resulting in the 
capture of Sir Roger Casement, Moul was instructed to bring Casement back to London for trial (Mentioned in Despatches, London 
Gazette 30 March 1917). Before his execution, Casement is reported in the press as having given Moul his "bejewelled personal pistol", 
which Moul later displayed amongst other service relics at his home in East Looe, Cornwall (see newspaper obituary). In retirement, 
Lieutenant Colonel Moul was for several years the Honorary Secretary of the RNLI Station at Looe and died at Shutta House, East Looe 
in 1951.

Volunteers during the Second Boer War.

Father Francis T. Richartz was born in Coblentz, Germany, in June 1854. Fie was ordained in August 1886, and served as Head of 
Mission at Chishawasha, in Mashonaland. Founded in 1891 the Jesuit mission was granted over 25,000 acres of land about 25 
kilometres north-east of Salisbury (now Harare) by the British South Africa Company. In July 1892 the first band of seven missionaries 
arrived, including Father Richartz and six Brothers. 

The first site of the mission, near Mtenje stream, was rife with malaria, and two Fathers died within four years, and four more within the 
next three years. A brick and thatch community house and chapel were built followed by farm buildings and ploughing the land. The 
school was initially opened for boys only in 1893 and it started as a farm school. The school was approved by the colonial government 
in 1894 (with girls later admitted in 1898). 

In June 1896 the Mashona Uprising broke out, and despite the missionaries being warned, they decided they could defend their 
property and themselves. The Zambesi Mission Record gives the following: 

'In October, 1897, Chishawasa was at a critical period of its career. Some fifteen or sixteen months before, the Fathers and the Brothers 
at the station were attacked by their own natives, had to seek refuge in an upper storey of their premises and sustain a siege at the 
hands of those who would have murdered them without mercy, but whose efforts were fortunately frustrated. Their cattle were all 
driven off; they themselves were rescued by a patrol sent from Salisbury, where they went through the perilous and inconvenient 
experiences of the days of the laager. Meanwhile, Chisawasha was left unprotected for the natives to do with as they liked. Fortunately 
they spared the buildings, though it would have been easy to have fired them, as at the time nearly all the roofs were of thatch. 

When, after the weary days of the laager, the Fathers and Brothers came back to their home the prospects were black indeed.' 

The Jesuits had in fact spent five weeks in Salisbury, where they suffered some abuse for being friends of the Mashona. The first relief 
party, led by Captain St. Hill, had been forced to turn back on the outskirts of what is now the suburb of Highlands, but early on 25th 
June, Captain Taylor of the Natal Troop, with 43 men and a Maxim gun reached Chishawasha Mission. The mission had been 
evacuated within half an hour. 

A new chapel was built in 1898, and a new church in 1902. Richartz was employed at the Mission of Empandeni, 1907-09, before 
retuning to Chishawasha. After his brief sabbatical he remained at Chishawasha until April 1920, after which he was employed for the 
next seven years at a Mission in Bulawayo. Richartz was appointed Chaplain at St John's School, Avondale, in 1927. He died in May 
1928, and was buried at his beloved Chishawasha.

Pamplin-Green was an Assistant Inspector, Gold Coast Constabulary, from September 1895 to May 1902, and Cantonment Magistrate, 
Gold Coast, from May 1902 until 1910. He served in the Ashanti Expedition 1895-96, in the operations against King Prempah, from 
December 1895 to January 1896 (Star); in West Africa 1897-98, in the operations in the Lagos Hinterland and in Birgu, from September 
1897 to June 1898 (Medal and clasp); in West Africa, Northern Territories, Gold Coast, 1899, in the operations against the Fra Fras in 
the White Volta District. During these operations he was severely wounded by a poisoned arrow, which would have been fatal had not 
the Colonial Surgeon, Doctor Garland, removed the arrow, and at the risk of his own life, sucked the poison from the wound 
(Mentioned in despatches London Gazette 24 April 1903); again in West Africa in 1900, in the operations in Ashanti, during which he 
was slightly wounded (Medal).

(Service) Battalion Suffolk Regiment. He served with the Battalion in the French theatre of war from 30 August 1915. The 9th Battalion 
served as part of the 71 st Brigade, 6th Division on the Somme from August 1916. Taylor was killed in action, 16 September 1916, and 
British Battalions on the Somme gives the following for the 9th Battalion, Took over trenches from 4th Grenadier Guards south-east of 
Ginchy (11 September). With 2nd Notts and Derby attacked The Quadrilateral (13 September) - assault soon checked by machine gun 
fire. Further attempts made throughout day, but no gains made. Dug in about half a mile in front of start point. Casualties (both 
battalions) - 21 officers and some 500 other ranks.

Charles Burrard was born in Yarmouth, Isle of Wight, in March 1867. He was 
appointed a Gentleman Cadet in December 1884, being commissioned into the 
Royal Regiment of Artillery's 8th Battery, Portsmouth 24 July 1886. He 
transferred to the Indian Army, and was posted to the 21st Bombay Infantry. He 
was attached to the Commissariat Transport Department for service on the North 
West Frontier 1897-98. 

Having advanced to Major, Burrard served during the Great War with the 9th 
(Service) Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers in the French theatre war from 20 July 
1915. Burrard began the 9th Battalion's first major action of the war, the attack 
on Pietre 25 September 1915, as 2nd-in-command and War Diarist. The attack 
was part of the Battle of Loos, and he was forced to take command of the 
Battalion after Lieutenant-Colonel Madocks had been shot through the head by a 
sniper. 

The following account of the fateful day is taken direct from his War Diary 
entries: 

25th September 1915 4:25 am: I met the C.O., Lt. Col. MADOCKS in A 
company mess at 4.15 a.m. & had some coffee. I then went back to my dug-out. 
It was still drizzling & what breeze there was seemed to be unfavourable for the 
use of gas; I began to think the attack would be postponed. 

5.50 am. Our artillery started a furious bombardment. I hurried down to the 
firing line and found the smoke candles at work. On my way there, I observed a 
mile to the south, a thin cloud floating slowly toward the German lines; this I 
took as asphyxiating gas. The breeze was still very slight but seemed to have 
turned temporarily in our favour. It was not to be depended on however & too 
weak - I am of the opinion that the pall of smoke in front of our lines did more 
harm than good as it brought on inactivity on the part of our Artillery. The smoke 
was intended to supplement the gas & mislead the Hun into believing that there 
was an immense amount of that commodity coming towards them. None of our 
men were injured by our own gas, though I believe a few of the 6th Wilts 
suffered. 

6.30 a.m. About this time I was informed that a sheaf of rockets had been sent up by the Brigade, intimating the commencement of the 
attack. I personally did not see it. From subsequent inquiry I learnt the following which bore out to some extent the message sent by the 
Artillery Observation Officer at 6.25 that the Royal Welch were already attacking. Col. Madocks remained at A company mess till the 
sheaf of rockets went up, he then told Captain HOYLE, commanding A company to commence the attack (A company was to be 
directing). 

The order had been issued to be ready to commence the attack at 6.30 a.m. This order might be differently interpreted. It should have 
been made clear whether troops were to enter the sap or remain behind the parapet till 6.30 a.m. The leading platoon of A company 
being extended in front of the sap it is possible an advance was made before Capt HOYLE returned from HdQuarters. At any rate an 
officer of B company on the left whose company was keeping in touch with A looked at his watch when the advance commenced and 
it was 6.20 a.m. 

The pall of smoke was very thick; Capt HOYLE had orders for his directing flank to march on a certain willow tree but this was now 
hidden from view & it is believed he diverged to the right in front of the 9th Welsh. The Artillery observation officer who had wired 
down that the attack had commenced, about this time surpassed himself by 'phoning that the 9th R.W. Fus. had taken the first line of 
trenches. This must have been an effort of the imagination on his part as owing to the smoke, nothing could be seen. Messages like this 
led to wild rumours after the action of spies having tapped the wires. 

At about 6.50 I met Lt. Col. Madocks & his Adjutant in one of the centre bays. He seemed very optimistic and asked me if D company 
was out yet; if so, we would follow. I reported that D company was not yet out. A quarter of an hour later Captain HOGG the Adjutant 
again went to inquire & in the meantime Col. MADOCKS who was observing over the parapet was struck by a shot in the temple & fell 
dead at my feet. It was evident by this time that things were not going well; not much could be seen on account of the smoke but there 
were rumours of the saps being encumbered with wounded which accounted for the delay with D company. - I had seen Capt. 
ACTON, comdg D company a few minutes before just outside our wire entanglement & I suggested to Capt. HOGG to get into 
communication with him & obtain his opinion; Capt. HOGG had been gone about 10 minutes when I received information that both 
he and Capt. ACTON had been shot.The 6th Wilts were now beginning to arrive; to avoid a useless sacrifice of life I gave orders for a 
retirement. Col. JEFFRIES, comdg 6th Wilts, who arrived shortly afterwards concurred with me. 

Our action north of the LA BASSEE canal was intended as a demonstration, the principle attack being carried out south of the canal; our 
energetic action was the means of withdrawing several battalions of reserve to our front, which the Germans could have utilised further 
south. But could not this advantage have been gained without such loss of life? Undoubtedly both the G.O.C. 58th Brigade & Col. 
MADOCKS had been misled as to the damage our Artillery had effected on the enemy's wire after several day's bombardment also the 
effect it had had on the enemy's morale; the effect on the wire was, as a matter of fact, negligible & the onus of not reporting this, of not 
making a more thorough reconnaissance rests on the companies who were in the front line; it was unduly optimistic to suppose that the 
enemy's morale had gone, as during a bombardment the Germans are adept at burrowing themselves into specially deep dug-outs or 
keeping out of the way. 

It was confidently believed that we should have no difficulty in rushing across the intervening space & capturing the German front & 
support trenches. When the time came to carry this out we found ourselves up against a row of impenetrable wire and the intervening 
ground swept by half-a-dozen a machine guns. C company under Capt. NICHOLL had been detailed to act as a flanking party & 
moved up FIFE ROAD. They suffered severely from the enemy's artillery which was most accurate. The remainder of the morning was 
taken up in moving the remnants of the battalion to the Reserve Line. During the hours of darkness many of the wounded were brought 
in/ 

The 9th Battalion went into action with 25 officers and 781 men, by the end of the attack they had suffered 7 officers (including their 
commanding officer) killed, and 4 officers wounded, and 238 other ranks killed or wounded. Burrard was promoted Temporary 
Lieutenant-Colonel in October 1915.

Gordon Watling was born on 14 September 1867 and received a commission into the Royal Lancashire Regiment as Second 
Lieutenant on 14 September 1887. Appointed to the Indian Army, he was posted to the 16th Bengal Infantry with the rank of Lieutenant 
on 12 May 1889, and served with the Regiment during operations on the Punjab Frontier in 1897-98, where he was present at the 
actions at Malakand, Utmankhel, and Buner, and the taking of the Tanga Pass. Promoted Captain on 14 September 1898, he was 
appointed to the 16th (Lucknow) Rajput Infantry on 3 April 1891, and served as Company Commander from 4 August 1900. He 
received his Majority on 14 September 1905, and subsequently served with the 13th (Shekhawati) Rajputs, receiving the 1911 Delhi 
Durbar Medal. His next appointment was as Company Commander and Second in Command of the 4th (Prince Albert Victor's) 
Rajputs, on 31 July 1912. After eight months leave back in England, he returned to India and was promoted Lieutenant-Colonel on 14 
September 1913. He served during the Great War as Second in Command of the 11th Rajputs, before retiring with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel on 1 February 1921.

John Paterson Strong Maitland was born at Kaitongata, New Zealand, on 26 November 1867, and was commissioned Second 
Lieutenant in the Worcestershire Regiment on 8 December 1888, having previously served in the Militia. He was promoted Lieutenant 
on 10 June 1890, and passed the Musketry School in 1894. Promoted Captain in 1899, he served with the 2nd Battalion in South 
Africa, joining his unit on 29 April 1900, and was wounded at Middelfontein, 23 January 1901: 'Our force was heavily engaged with 
the enemy at Middelfontein. We suffered three men killed and Captains Maitland and Hankey wounded, the latter severely. We 
continued to trek for the next two days, being daily sniped.' (Diary kept by Captain E. C. F. Woodhouse, Worcestershire Regiment, 
refers). Maitland was treated aboard the hospital ship Simla from 18 February until 13 March 1901, suffering from a bullet wound to the 
left deltoid muscle, but recovered sufficiently to return to South Africa (entitled to a Queen's South Africa Medal with clasps Cape 
Colony, Transvaal, and Wittebergen), and was Mentioned in Despatches ( London Gazette 10 September 1901). 

Maitland transferred to the Reserve of Officers List on 8 June 1903, and joined the 5th Militia Battalion, retaining the rank of Captain. 
Recalled to the Colours on the outbreak of the Great War, he served with the Worcestershire Regiment on the Western Front from 7

The following year he was promoted Major and took over temporary command of the 4th 
Battalion: 'During this period [September 1916], Major J. P. S. Maitland, one of the outstanding figures of the Battalion, was invalided 
home, thus closing his service in the field. In spite of his advanced years, Major Maitland had endured all privations with fine spirit, 
and his loss was greatly regretted by all ranks.' ( The Worcestershire Regiment in the Great War refers). He left the Battalion on 15 
November 1916, and arrived back in Southampton on 30 November of that year. Ordered to join the Headquarters, 3rd Army for duty 
on 23 December 1916, he was appointed to command no. 44 Prisoner of War Company, before he took up the appointment of Sub- 
Area Commandant at Mondicourt on 13 February 1917. For his services during the Great War he was twice Mentioned in Despatches 
0 London Gazettes 22 June 1915 and 1 January 1916), before transferring once more to the Reserve of Officers on 29 October 1919. He 
was recalled for Emergency Service on the outbreak of the Miners Strike on 11 April 1921 and served with the 4th Worcestershire 
Regiment in Glasgow until 23 May 1921.

November 1914, and subsequently transferred to the Military Foot Police. In civilian life he joined the British Transport Police. He died 
in Leicester on 28 June 1954.

'Mr. A. E. Richards, of 16 Berry Street, East Melbourne, an Old Contemptible, has vivid recollections of being presented with a medal 
by the Crown Prince of Germany. It was in the days before the Great War when the members of the first three teams in the Empire 
Shooting Competition- a competition open to all regiments serving under the British Flag- received medals , which were a presentation 
from Lt. Col. R. W. Schumagher, a distinguished officer in the German Army. In 1911 Mr. Richards was in the third winning team, that 
of the 10th Royal Hussars, who were then stationed at Rawalpindi in India. Some time later after the Regiment had moved from India to 
Potchesfstroom in Africa, the Crown Prince of Germany visited their Regiment and presented each member of the shooting team with 
the medal. 

The Medal was struck in gold for the first winning team, and in silver and copper for the second and third teams. The engraving on the 
back of the medal has a historic interest, and shows the contrast of the old and modern soldier. There are two soldiers, one of the 
ancient Bavarian soldier with bow and arrow as implements of warfare, belonging to the 14th to 16th centuries, and the other soldier is 
that of the Prussian type in 1860. Mr. Richards entered the British Army some years before the Great War, and served in India and 
Africa. At the outbreak of hostilities his regiment was transported to England for mobilisation prior to going to the Front, and landed at 
Ostend in the early part of October 1914. He has a fund of good stories to tell of his experiences in action and out of action, as he went 
right through the war without a scratch.' (letter included with lot refers).

Anna Ada Hutchinson served in France and Flanders as a Charge Sister from 10 September 1914. The 'Lady Doctors' Hospital' may be 
identified as that run by Dr. Flora Murray's contingent at Claridge's, Paris, which was staffed entirely by women. 

"The only military hospital entirely staffed by women under the War Office, this hospital is the outcome of the foresight of the 
Women's Hospital Corps, founded during the first two weeks of the war by two of the leading women doctors in England." (A War 
Hospital Run by Women , by Grace Curnock, circa 1916, refers). 

The two women doctors referred to above were Dr. Louisa Garrett Anderson and Dr. Flora Murray, both militant suffragists, who were 
determined that medical women desiring to give their services to the nation should not be excluded from military work. Turning to the 
needs of the French Army, Dr. Flora Murray took a contingent of the Women's Hospital Corps to Paris and established her Lady 
Doctors' Hospital there at Claridge's Hotel. Sold with copied m.i.c. and other research. Belgian decoration not confirmed.

Henry William Stannard was bon in Ipswich, Suffolk in 1888, and attested for the Suffolk Regiment in 1908. He served during the 
Great War with the 1st Battalion on the Western Front from 16 January 1915, and saw further service with the Battalion post-War in 
India during the Moplah Rebellion at Malabar in 1921-22. He was awarded his Army Long Service and Good Conduct Medal in 1927 
per Army Order 150. During the Second World War he volunteered for Home Service and served with the Air Ministry Constabulary 
(most likely in Suffolk). In later life he lived in one of the Regimental Cottages in Bury St. Edmunds, Suffolk, and died in 1958. 

A talented marksman, Stannard was a member of the Regimental shooting team during the early 1920s, winning several trophies at the 
Army Rifle Association competitions including both the Queen Victoria Cup and the 1 st Army Cup in 1922.

Torquil MacLeod was born in Calcutta in August 1888, the son of Kenneth MacLeod, a Brigade Surgeon in the Indian Medical Service. 
Commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery in July 1907, he was advanced to Lieutenant in July 1910 and to Captain 
shortly after the outbreak of the Great War in 1914. He first went to France in the summer of 1915 but as a consequence of being 
wounded, he was invalided home in July 1916. He subsequently witnessed active service as a Brigade Major in the Egyptian 
Expeditionary Force, from November 1917 until October 1918. 

Between the Wars he gained advancement to Lieutenant-Colonel in June 1935 and to Colonel in June 1938, and he was serving as a 
Temporary Brigadier and C.R.A. in Hong Kong at the renewal of hostilities in September 1939. He also served on the colony's 
Legislative Council. In The Guns & Gunners of Hong Kong, by Denis Rollo, extensive extracts from a war diary are quoted, a diary 
complied in secrecy at the behest of MacLeod whilst he was held at Argyle Street Prison Camp in Hong Kong. Thus a full account of 
the fate that befell his assorted artillery units in the desperate fighting of December 1941. 

Following his capture, MacLeod was interviewed by Lieutenant-General Kitajima, the Japanese G.O.C., who described the work of the 
R.A. as 'ably directed but inaccurate'. The Brigadier also receives mention in South to Bataan , North to Mukden, the wartime memoirs 
of Brigadier-General E. W. Brougher, an American and fellow guest of the Japanese. In it MacLeod is credited with lending the General 
a number of clothing items while he was suffering from flu - 'A godsend to me without a thread of wool to my name. He is a 
Scotchman too! But a grand chap.' 

The Brigadier was placed on the Retired List on his eventual repatriation from the so-called 'Hellcamps' of Taiwan. He died in 
November 1976, having, it would appear, moved south to Halsted, Essex.

the Brigadier and his wife , Hong Kong , in the summer of 1941 


Winifred Mary 'Susan' MacLeod (nee Freeman), the wife of Brigadier Torquil MacLeod, was born at Cambridge House, Haverhill, 
Suffolk in October 1892. Having attended a special course at St. Bartholomew's Hospital in London, she was mobilised as a nurse in 
the Voluntary Aid Detachment and served at No. 19 General Hospital in Alexandria from January 1918 until the War's end. She 
married Torquil MacLeod at Church Langton, Leicestershire in August 1919, at which point he was serving as a Major in the Royal 
Field Artillery. 

Having joined the Hong Kong Volunteer Nursing Detachment in the mid-to-late 1930s, she was taken captive by the Japanese in 
December 1941. Whether she was among the nursing staff at St. Stephen's College, when the Japanese stormed the building on 
Christmas Day 1941, remains unknown. Yet by way of illustrating the dangers faced by such nursing staff, the following extract is 
quoted from Second to None: The Story of the Hong Kong Volunteers , by Phillip Bruce: 

'Early on Christmas morning, as fighting was still going on, the Japanese stormed the main building of St. Stephen's College where an 
emergency hospital had been set up. The hospital was under the Command of Lieutenant-Colonel G. D. R. Black of Volunteer 
headquarters. With him was a captain, named Whitney, from the Royal Army Medical Corps, a sister from the Military Hospital, and 
European and Chinese nurses, including those of the Nursing Detachment of the Volunteers. There were also nurses of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade. 

On rushing into the hospital, the frenzied Japanese troops started bayoneting the wounded men, driving their bayonets clear through 
the wounded and the mattresses underneath. When Lieutenant-Colonel Black tried to stop them by blocking a door-way, he was 
immediately shot and bayoneted dozens of times as he lay on the floor. The same thing happened to Whitney. Soon all the 56 patients 
in the main hall had been slaughtered. Some managed to hide, including Company Sergeant-Major Begg who had been one of the 
three survivors of the Eucliff massacre. 

The following day, the surviving wounded and the orderlies, about 40 in all, were confined to a small upper floor. As the day went on, 
a few died, while the remainder were taken out and killed. At about 5 p.m. a Japanese officer told the survivors that Hong Kong had 
surrendered, which was lucky for them. The walking wounded were made to carry the dead bodies to a large fire which had been 
made during the evening out of school desks. 

The women were raped repeatedly, three Volunteer nurses being amongst those who died. Again a Japanese officer told those who 
managed to survive that they were lucky that Hong Kong had surrendered.' 

Post-war, she and her husband settled in St. Andrews, where she was Commandant of Fife No. 2 Detachment of the Red Cross 1948-51 
and was an Area President for the following ten years. She died in October 1970. 


Torquil Charles MacLeod was born in St. Marylebone, London in August 1920, the son of Brigadier Torquil MacLeod. Having been 
commissioned in the Royal Artillery, he was killed in action in the first battle of Alamein on 4 July 1942, aged 21, whilst serving in the 
3rd Regiment of the Royal Horse Artillery. He had no known grave and is commemorated on the Alamein Memorial.

Service and Good Conduct Medal on 3 March 1920, whilst serving in H.M.S. 
Dido, and was advanced to Petty Officer Cook on 10 May 1924. Shore 
pensioned on 3 March 1926, he subsequently served on the Royal Yacht and 
during the Second World War as a Chief Petty Officer Cook. He died in 
Hampshire in 1979.

Leo Henry Kent Neil was bom on 7 October 1892 and educated at Forest School, Snaresbrook. Living at "Lyndthorpe", Tavistock 
Road, South Woodford, he was gazetted to the 12th Battalion (The Rangers) London Regiment on 26 April 1915 and entered the 
France/Flanders theatre of war on 1 August 1915. Promoted to Lieutenant, he was wounded in action on 22 September 1916, after 
which he was posted to the 9th Reserve Battalion London Regiment in England. Neil returned to France in June 1917 and remained 
there until he was demobilised in December 1919. For his wartime services he was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 4 
January 1917). 

In civilian life, Neil worked four years with the Chief Accountant of the Great Eastern Railway and then 18 months in the Traffic 
Department of the company. In April 1917 the Director of Military Railways applied for Neil to be released from military service but 
this could not be accomplished. Continuing his career in the transport industry, Neil was elected a Member of the Institute of Transport 
on 9 June 1941 (later revised to a 'Fellow'). At the time of the award his address was, 'L.N.E. Railway, Rossmore Road, Marylebone, N. 
W.1'. For his work in the transport industry he was awarded the Order of the Dannebrog, Order of Orange Nassau (1956), Order of the 
Crown (1958) and Order of Merit (1958). He was awarded the Dutch order for services to the Dutch Shipping Industry, being the local 
manager of the Harwich-Hook Line. 

With certificate appointing him a member of the Institute of Transport, with accompanying slip; Order of Orange Nassau bestowal 
document; Order of Merit bestowal document; and copied research.

Griffith Harold Cooke was born in Shrewsbury, Shropshire, on 9 March 1899, and joined the Royal Navy on 18 November 1910, 
serving as an Electrician 4th Class in H.M.S. Defiance. He served during the Great War as an Electrical Artificer in H.M.S. Orion, 
including at the Battle of Jutland, 31 May to 1 June 1916, before being advanced Chief Electrical Artificer in H.M.S. Defiance on 9 May 
1919. He transferred to H.M.S. Queen Elizabeth on 9 May 1925, and was awarded his Royal Navy Long Service and Good Conduct 
Medal in February 1926. He died in 1957.

He served during the 
Great War first in H.M.S. Victorious, from 2 August 1914 until 7 February 1915, and then for the remainder of the War at H.M.S. 
Pembroke, from where he was posted for service in the Union Steam Ship Company's vessel S.S. Wahine, 8 October 1915 until 31 May 
1916, and 22 July 1916 until 14 February 1919; the Wahine had been commissioned by the Admiralty at the start of the War and was 
used as a despatch vessel at Gallipoli, and as a minelayer in the North Sea. Butler was shore pensioned on 7 June 1921.

Edith Joyce Harley was born on 2 September 1890, the daughter of Colonel George Ernest Harley and Katherine Mary Harley, nee 
French (sister of Field Marshal Sir John French). During the war she served as an Orderly with the Scottish Women's Hospital at 
Royaumont, France, where her mother also served as an Administrator. Both mother and daughter left for England in May 1916. In 
August 1917 Mrs Harley led a unit into Salonika - a unit noted for its indiscipline, it being noted that 'some are even, out of mere 
bravado, smoking cigars (!)'. By January 1917 both mother and daughter were based at Monastir, Serbia, where Mrs Harley led the 
Scottish Women's Hospital Transport Column, attached to the Serbian Army. Edith was present with her mother when she was killed 
there by shrapnel during an enemy bombardment on 7 March 1917. Mrs Katherine Harley was buried in the Allied War Cemetery, 
Monastir, the only woman among thousands of fallen soldiers. 

With a quantity of copied research on Miss Edith Harley and her mother. Serbian decorations not confirmed.

Held at Stalag IVF 
at Harmanasdof in Saxony from 26 January 1944 until May 1945, he was 
repatriated to the UK following VE Day, and was posted to the Depot of the 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers at Wrexham, where he was promoted to Officers' Mess 
Sergeant. 

In March 1951 he was posted to Ellesmere with No. 11 Basic training Battalion, 
Royal Electrical and Mechanical Engineers in the Quartermasters's Department 
before being posted with a draft to Hong Kong in October 1951. Transferring as 
a Corporal to the Royal Northumberland Fusiliers, he was promoted to 
Intelligence Sergeant and sent on attachment to the 2/6 Gurkha Rifles in Malaya. 
He served in Malaya from February 1952 until October 1954, entirely with the 
Gurkha Rifles. 

In October Lanning joined the Green Howards, and served with the 1st Battalion in Tripoli until they were ejected by the Gadaffi 
regime in March 1966. In August of that year he went to Aden on active service, as Landing Ships Logistics, Camp Staff Headquarters, 
and spent a year out there, receiving the General Service Medal 1962 with South Arabia clasp. After his return from Aden he was 
posted to the School of Infantry at Warminster, before being discharged on 29 May 1968, after 31 years' service. Admitted as an in- 
Pensioner of the Royal Hospital Chelsea in January 1993, aged 70, he is recorded as having been put on a formal charge having been 
found in bed with one of the nurses, and died there on 22 August 1998.

Recalled to the Colours for service in the Korean War, he was captured at the Battle of Imjin, April 1951. Confirmation that he was a 
prisoner of war came in a statement from Private H. Graham of the Assault Pioneer Platoon on 14 May 1951, whose statement of 
capture read: 'At about 10:30 hours on 25 April we had to make our way down the hill which we had been defending and try to regain 
our own lines. I saw the following captured and marched off by the enemy:- CpI Boughton DCM, L/Cpl Perkins, L/Cpl Swancott, 
Privates Furminger, Winters, and Mason.' 

There were no men named Private Winters serving with the Battalion but two named Winter. Private D. W. Winter of 'B' Company had 
already been killed in action, and so the War Office therefore correctly assumed the soldier reported by Graham to be Private P. G. 
Winter. He was released from Camp One on 14 August 1953 and sailed home aboard the Asturias. A truck driver in civilian life, he 
died at home in Gateshead on 1 July 1981.

Held at Stalag 20A at Thorn, Poland, from July to August 1940, and then in work camps at Groudenze and Ribenz until January 1945, 
he was liberated and repatriated at the end of the War. Transferring to the Reserve in 1946, working for the Edinburgh City Corporation, 
he was recalled to the Colours for service in Korea, and served with the Gloucestershire Regiment. 

Present at the Battle of Imjin, April 1951, he was in Captain Harvey's party during the break out on 25 April, but was one of those men 
unlucky enough not to get through, as recorded by testimony provided by Private D. Fox of 'D' Company. As the party was crossing the 
river just north of Taechon, Fox had stopped to help some of the smaller men to get across the river, which was quite deep in parts. As 
a result he fell behind and was eventually picked up by a party of seven North Korean soldiers. After an escape and a second recapture 
Fox finally regained his freedom when he was unexpectedly released arriving at Allied lines on 12 May 1951. In his statement dated 14 
May 1951 he reported: 'On 25 April 1951 about 15:00 hours I last saw Pte Jones (D Coy) he told me that he had been wounded in the 
left arm, I am certain that he was captured.' [Captain Harvey's group was safe by 12:30, so clearly by 15:00 Private Jones was a 
straggler with little hope of reaching safety]. Released on 14 August 1953, he arrived back in Southampton on 16 September 1953 and 
was subsequently discharged, having spent over seven years as a Prisoner of War.

The Recommendation, dated 20 April 1944, states: 'At about 1:15 a.m. on 19th February, 1944, an H.E. bomb fell in Fleetwood, Road, 
Willesden, and demolished some houses. Police Sergeant Meager and Police Constable Wright went to the scene from Willesden 
Police Station and on their way met Police Constable Browning, who lives in Fleetwood Road. The three men first took part in the 
rescue of a woman, a child, and an old man from two of the demolished houses. Immediately afterwards, hearing cries for help coming 
from one of the houses, Police Sergeant Meager commenced to tunnel through the debris. As he went forward he passed rubble, bricks, 
and broken beams to the two Police Constables, who crawled behind him shoring up the tunnel as he went. After tunnelling for about 
an hour they came on a pocket of gas from a broken pipe. This was so bad that Meager was overcome and had to give up work for a 
few minutes and eventually another hole had to be made to let in air to drive out the gas. Another hour's work, which included sawing 
through wooden joists while lying on his stomach, enabled Meager to reach a man who was pinned by fallen masonry. He freed the 
man's head and shoulders and after a further half an hour's work he was able to release him completely and drag him out. 

The tunnel was driven through a heap of loose debris about fifteen feet high. During part of the time the work was going on, the air raid 
was still in progress and further bombs were dropped in the neighbourhood. Heavy gunfire from nearby guns increased the risk of the 
tunnel collapsing on the men.' 

The trapped man who was rescued was Mr. J. J. Ellery, who afterwards gave the following statement: 'At about 1:15 a.m., on 19th 
February 1944, a bomb fell into the garden next door to my house at 120 Fleetwood Road, NW10, causing the complete collapse of 
my home. After a period of unconsciousness I heard a voice shout "Anybody here" to which I cried back "Yes", as well as shouting 
back that others were in the building as well, giving details of where they were. I myself was held down by broken masonry and fallen 
rafters. The Officer whose identity I did not know at the time flashed his light to enable me to give him some direction of my position. 
As soon as he located me he immediately proceeded to open up a way to reach me. At great risk to himself he burrowed underneath 
the fallen debris supporting dangerous pieces of structure and eventually reached me freeing my body and arms and then crawled right 
over my body and freed my legs. This was with the assistance of other Officers who kept calling him "Serge". I mentioned to the 
Sergeant that my father was in an upstairs room in bed and he said, "We have already got him out". 

In my opinion these Officers without any regard to their own personal safety acted in a very courageous manner and did all that was 
humanly possible to extricate us from our very perilous position with the least loss of time and I should therefore like to recommend 
very strongly that the three Officers concerned should receive recognition by the Commissioner of Police for their prompt and 
courageous conduct in saving my life and rescuing others.' 

Ronald Charles Browning was born on 25 January 1913 at Acton, London, and joined the Metropolitan Police on 7 May 1935. Posted 
to "X" (Kilburn) Division on 23 September 1940, he served with Criminal Investigation Department, and was awarded the King's 
Commendation for Brave Conduct for his role in rescuing Mr. Ellery following the air raid on Willesden on 19 February 1944. At the 
end of the War he transferred to "C" (Mayfair & Soho) Division, and was promoted Detective Sergeant on 28 June 1948. He moved to 
the Criminal Record Office on 22 September 1950, and retired from the Metropolitan Police Force on 11 August 1965. In the course of 
his police career he received 3 Commissioner's Commendations. He died at Ramsgate, Kent on 11 February 1972. 

For their brave conduct in Civil Defence, Police Constables Browning and A. J. Wright received King's Commendations, and Police 
Sergeant W. J.Meager, who led the rescue, was awarded the British Empire Medal.

J. Davies attested for the Welsh Guards in 1939, and served with them during the Second World War. Recalled to the Colours in 
August 1950, he was posted to the Gloucestershire Regiment and served during the Korean War in 8 Platoon, 'C' Company. 

The Glosters landed at Pusan on 9th November 1950. This was at a time when the North Korean forces had been driven far to the north 
but the swift advance had by-passed large groups of North Koreans who formed guerrilla bands intent on wreaking havoc along the U. 
N. supply lines. Many of these groups lived openly in the villages of the north operating mainly at night. One of these groups were 
known to operate around the Sibyon-ni area. The regiment, having dug itself a firm base in the frozen grounds, were tasked with 
sending out strong patrols to search out and destroy these groups and to guard the main supply route of the 1 st United States Corps. The 
stream ran down into the village that nestled in a valley bordered on three sides by barren hills. 'On 25 November 1950, Lieutenant L E 
Weaver, 8 Platoon, 'C' Company took a patrol in carriers along the valley road eastwards towards Tosan and saw a party of North 
Koreans digging on the road ahead. 'C' Company was then ordered to clear the complete locality while sappers were tasked with 
repairing the cratered road. As the lead platoon pushed forward to the craters with the whole Company accompanied by the sapper 
detachment closely following, the lead carrier hit a mine and Lieutenant Weaver and three men, including Lance-Corporal J. Davies, 
were seriously wounded. The remainder of the Platoon immediately occupied the high ground around the mined carrier but no enemy 
were seen and the advance continued towards the previously dug craters. Here 7 Platoon protected the sappers while they worked and 
9 Platoon (2nd Lieutenant Ware) were ordered forward along the open valley towards a dominating hill about a mile ahead. As the 
leading section started to climb the hill they came under heavy light machine gun and rifle fire from both front and rear. Major Walwyn 
and his Company HQ alongside 8 Platoon were also fired upon from each side of the road. The enemy, occupying the wooded slopes, 
were swiftly engaged by the guns of 70 Independent Battery and, aided by the light machine guns of 9 Platoon were swiftly 
silenced.' (Patrol report by Major Walwyn refers). 

As a result of the accurate shooting by the Royal Artillery and 9 Platoon, thirty of the enemy lay dead in this the first action in the 
Korean war for the Glosters. Amongst the 7 men wounded was Lance-Corporal J. Davies.

He is mentioned in Captain Anthony Farrar- Hockley's book 'The Edge of 
the Sword', when describing the Battalion HQ area on the eve of the Battle: 'Here were Corporal Watkins, Stockley, and the cook¬ 
house helpers ready to make the next meal on their improvised ranges.' 

Stockley avoided being taken prisoner of war, and it is probable that he left the army on completion of a five year engagement in 1953.

Neil J. Scarisbrick was born on 6 June 1970 and joined the Army in about 1986 
age 16. He took up the sport of Bobsleigh in 1995, winning Novice and the 
Junior races in his first two seasons. During the 1996-97 season he was selected 
for the British development team as a driver, where he competed on the Europa 
Cup circuit. In 1998 his Regiment could see that he had potential to make it as a 
Olympic driver. It was a big decision for Scarisbrick as it meant his career in the 
Army would be put on hold, but his motto had always been "Some people 
dream of success... while others wake up an work hard as it". In 2001 he made 
the mark and joined the World Cup Team as GB1 in the four-man event. His 
best result was when he came sixth in Lake Placid, USA. The following year he 
represented Great Britain in the 2002 Salt Lake City Winter Olympics in both the 
two-man and four-man bobsleigh teams, as the driver of both sleds. He 
subsequently swapped his sled for a tank, and served with the Royal Tank 
Regiment in Iraq in Op Telic 2 in 2003 with a composite Troop, as he was away 
from regiment during the Op Telic 1.

Henry Nicoll was commissioned Ensign, 50th Native Infantry, in December 1834. He served as a Lieutenant in Bundlecund in 1842, 
and in the Gwalior Campaign 1842-43. Nicoll served during the Punjab Campaign 1848-49, advanced to Captain, and served in the 
Sonthal Campaign 1855-56. He served as Brigade Major with the Delhi Field Force in 1857, and was present at the action of Badlee- 
ka-Serai and at the taking of the heights before Delhi (Mentioned in the Despatch of Brigadier Graves, 8 June 1 857). 

Nicoll served as Brigade Major throughout the siege of Delhi, and at the assault and final capture (Mentioned in the Despatch of 
Brigadier Longfield; and Brevet Major). He was promoted Colonel, Bengal Staff Corps, in 1866, and advanced to General in 1889. 
Nicoll died in Sidlington, February 1907 (despite this he was gazetted for the award of a C.B. in the Indian Mutiny Jubilee Honours List, 
28 June 1907).

Frederic William Knight was born in 1829, the son of the Reverend William Knight. He was educated at Dr. Lyon's School, Sherborne 
and the Reverend J. Allen's School, Thuinster. He joined the Indian Army on the Bombay Establishment in April 1847. 

After postings to the 1 st and 8th Regiments of Native Infantry, Knight was permitted to exchange to the 1 st European Regiment in March 
1848, and served with the Bombay Column of the Army of the Punjab in 1848-49. He was present at the siege and surrender of 
Mooltan, the battle of Goojerat, and pursuit and surrender of the Sikh Army. 

Promoted to Lieutenant in June 1852, Knight was appointed Acting Interpreter to the 16th N.l. in September 1856, and as second-in- 
command to the 1st Belooch Battalion in February 1857. He served with this battalion at the siege, assault and capture of Delhi, at the 
action fought near Gungeeree on 14 December 1857, the passage of the Ganges at Dinapore, and subsequent operations on the bank 
of the Ganges until 15 February 1858. 

Appointed to the Bombay Staff Corps in May 1861, Knight was promoted to Captain in April 1862, and to Major in April 1867. He 
served as Paymaster to the 2nd Division of the Abyssinian Expeditionary Force at Zoola and Senafi, being employed on field service 
from 19 January to 10 June 1868. He was subsequently Paymaster, Poona Division, from July 1868, and Presidency Paymaster at 
Bombay from June 1871. He went on Furlough to Europe on sick certificate from August 1871 and did not return to India. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Knight retired in December 1871, and died at Upper Norwood in August 1902.

Special Service - present at the Surrender of the Sikh Army, the occupation of Attack & Peshawur, and the expulsion of the Affghans 
beyond the Khyber Pass. Received the Medal for services in the Punjaub Campaign, a Bar for the Battle of Chillianwalla, and one for 
the Battle of Goojerat. 

Served with the Central India Field Force in 1857-58, under the Command of Major General Sir Hugh Rose, K.C.B., and was present at 
the Capture of Ralghur 29th January, Action of Barodia 31 st January, and pursuit of the Rebels 13th February, Forcing Muddenpore Pass 
3rd March, Battle of the Betwa 1st April, Siege and Capture of Jhansi 5th April, Action of Koonch 7th May, Battle of Gollowlie 22nd 
May, Advance on & Capture of Calpee and pursuit of the Rebels 23rd May, Capture of Morar Cantonments 16th June, and Recapture of 
Town and Fortress of Gwalior 19 June 1858'. (Service Papers refer) 

Winton was discharged 26 April 1860, having served 1 5 years and 29 days with the Colours.

John Sabatier Frith was commissioned Second Lieutenant, Bengal Horse Artillery, in 1845. He advanced to Lieutenant in 1849, and 
served with Brigadier Wheeler's Force during the Punjab Campaign 1848-49. Promoted Captain (Brevet Major) in 1858, Frith served as 
Brigade Major of Artillery during the Indian Mutiny and was present at the actions of Hindun, and the siege and capture of Delhi 
(notice of service mentioned by Major H. Tombs, Horse Artillery, Commanding Column, Camp before Delhi, 18 June 1857; and 
similarly mentioned by Major F. Gaitskell, Officer Commanding the Artillery Brigade, Field Force Delhi, 19 September 1857). 

Frith served during the siege and capture of Lucknow (Mentioned in Major General Outram's Despatches for Lucknow; similarly 
Mentioned by Major General Sir A. Wilson, Commanding Artillery Division during operations at Lucknow; and notice of service 
mentioned by Brigadier D. Wood, Commander of Field Artillery during the Siege of Lucknow). 

Lieutenant-Colonel Frith served as ADC on the Governor of Bombay's (Sir R. Temple) Personal Staff, and died at Meerut in September 
1872.

Sydenham George Charles Renaud was commissioned Lieutenant, 1st Madras Fusiliers, in 1832. He served as Adjutant to the Regiment 
from 1843, and was promoted Captain in 1845. Having advanced to Major, Renaud served as Deputy Judge Advocate General (Mysore 
Divison) from 1851. 


Renaud's Attempted Relief of Cawnpore 

At Cawnpore on 26 June 1857 the British garrison under Major General Sir Hugh Wheeler surrendered to the mutineers under Nana 
Sahib. Wheeler's force had held out for three weeks, until ultimately disheartened by their commander receiving what turned out to be 
a mortal wound. 

The Governor-General was made aware of the problems that were befalling Cawnpore, but was ignorant of the surrender and on the 
30th June a column consisting of 400 European troops, 300 Sikhs, 120 Irregular Cavalry and two nine pounders was sent out from 
Allahabad under Major Renaud with the purpose of rushing to Wheeler's aid. "Major Renaud, Madras Fusiliers, will command. I will 
have the utmost confidence in him. They are well Europeaned, and must get on well" (Telegram from Colonel Neill (Commanding at 
Allahabad) to Colonel Birch, C.B. (Secretary to the Government of India, in the Military Department and Deputy Adjutant General of 
the Army, dated 28.6.1857 refers). However, in the meantime, "the Nana allowed them [what was left of Wheeler's garrison] to get into 

boats with all they had.after getting them in boats, fire was opened on them from the bank, and all destroyed. One boat got away 10 

miles down the river, was pursued, brought back, and all in her taken back into barracks and shot" (Telegram from Colonel Neill to 
Governor General of India in Council, dated 5.7.1857 refers). 

Brigadier General Havelock, marched from Allahabad with 1000 Europeans to combine with Renaud's force and make haste for 
Cawnpore. The latter had halted his progress, and was proceeding to take punitive measures, "In the course of a conversation to-day, 
an officer, who was attached to Renaud's column when it moved out in advance of Havelock's force, told me that the executions of 

Natives were indiscriminate to the last degree.In two days forty-two men were hanged on the roadside, and a batch of twelve men 

were (sic) executed because their faces were 'turned the wrong way' when they were met on the march. All the villages in his front 
were burned when he halted" (History of the Indian Mutiny , Kaye and Malleson Vol II refers). These measures were undertaken in 
ignorance of the atrocities at Cawnpore, perhaps, however, they were done in mind of the actions taken by the mutineers at Murath 
and Delhi. 

On 12 July 1857 Havelock, having joined Renaud's column by two forced marches, engaged with the insurgents (3,500 in number) at 
Futtehpore and defeated the force, capturing 11 guns, and mentioning Renaud in his Despatch for the action as follows, "Major 
Renaud... has everywhere pacificated the country by punishing the ringleaders in mutiny and rebellion wherever they have fallen into 
his hands, and earned, as I venture to think, the best thanks of His Excellency.... I might say that in ten minutes the action was decided, 
for in that short space of time the enemy was utterly subdued. The rifle fire reaching them at an unexpected distance filled them with 
dismay, and when Captain Maude was able to push his guns through flanking swamps to point blank range, his surprisingly accurate 
fire demolished their little remaining confidence. In a moment three guns were abandoned to us on the Chaussee, and the force 
advanced steadily driving the enemy before it at every point... Major Renaud won a hillock on the right in good style and struggled on 
through the innundation... I must endeavour in this hasty despatch to do justice to those who led the troops to this easy victory. First on 
the list I must place Major Renaud, whose exertions at the head of the advanced column I cannot sufficiently praise. His coolness and 
conduct in the action are equally entitled to my highest commendation." 

Havelock's force pushed on for Cawnpore, however enroute he received intelligence that the village of Aong was strongly entrenched 
by enemy forces. A detachment under Lieutenant Colonel Tytler undertook the task of dispersing the enemy forces on 15 July, "These 
affairs cost me 25 killed and wounded... amongst the latter I regret to have to particularize Major Renaud, 1st Madras Fusiliers, to 
whose gallantry and intelligence I have been under great obligations. His left thigh was broken by a musket ball in the skirmish at 
Aong, but I hope from the fortitude with which he endures all suffering a favourable result" (Telegram from Brigadier General Havelock, 
C.B., to the Deputy Adjutant General of the Army, dated 15.7.1857 refers). 

The wound which Major Renaud received whilst charging at the head of the Madras Fusiliers (his beloved "Lambs"), was to prove 
mortal and he died later that day after having had his leg amputated. 

Renaud was commemorated on the regimental memorial at the Residency, Lucknow, and on a plaque at Christ's Church, Warminster. 
The latter is worded, 'Sacred to the memory of Major Sydenham George Charles Renaud of the First Madras European Regt. Fusiliers 
who was mortally wounded while gallantly commanding his regiment at the carrying of the bridge over the Pondo, Nuddy on 16th 
Nov. 1857 [sic] and died of his wounds at Cawnpore on the 21 st of the same month aged 46. Fight the good fight of faith.'

Octavius Edward Rothney, the son of Alexander Rothney, of Mile End Old Town, a Sub-Inspector of the Military Stores Department, H. 
E.I.C.S, was born on 13 March 1824, and educated at Christ's Hospital. He was nominated for the Bengal Service by G. Lyall, Esq., on 
the recommendation of Lieutenant-Colonel Bonner. Commissioned in June 1841, he arrived at Fort William aboard the Becephalus on 
6 November of that year and was posted to the 45th Bengal N.l. at Dacca in December. Having been promoted Lieutenant and having 
qualified as an Interpreter, he was appointed to the 11th Bengal Cavalry at Loodianah and served with that corps during the Sutlej 
campaign (not entitled to a medal). In October 1846 he rejoined the 45th N.L and proceeded towards the Kashmir frontier with 
General Littler's force against Sheikh Emamoodeen. In 1848 Rothney was appointed Adjutant of the newly raised 4th Sikh Infantry (later 
4-12th Frontier Force). In December 1851, he joined the 3rd Sikhs as second-in-command, and, from December 1852 until January 
1853, took part in the expedition under Lieutenant-General F. Mackeson against the Hassanzais on the North West Frontier. He 
rejoined the 4th Sikhs as Commandant on active service in Burma in March 1854, when he was placed in charge of a chain of outposts 
in recently annexed Pegu where he fought several engagements with the rebel leader Goung Gee. 

The outbreak of the Mutiny in 1857 found Rothney and Lieutenant Williams, his Adjutant and the only other British officer with the 
corps, at Loodianah. On 8 June 3,000 mutineers arrived from Jullundur calling on the Sepoys of the 3rd Bengal N.L to rise in revolt. 
Rothney, however, managed to hold 'the town and fort in check' and protect 'the cantonment with the main body of [his] regiment' 
until the mutineers had passed. A few days later Sir John Lawrence ordered Rothney's Sikhs to Delhi, where they arrived on 23 June, 
and subsequently played a prominent role in the siege, storm and capture of the city. Rothney was promoted Major by Brevet and 
mentioned in despatches for services at Delhi. In March 1858, he was summoned back to Delhi by Sir John Lawrence to serve as a 
member of the Military Court which sat in judgement on Bahadur Shah II. 

Rothney was next actively employed with the 4th Sikhs in December 1859, under Sir Neville Chamberlain (qv), in the expedition to 
punish the Kabul Khel Waziris for harbouring the murderers of Captain Richard Mecham, and was present at the affair of Maidanee. On 
23 March 1860, Rothney was transferred to officiate as Commandant of the Hazara Gurkha Battalion, which was then marching for 
field service under Chamberlain against the Mahsud Waziris who had attacked the frontier town of Tank. The Mahsud Waziris were 
estimated at a strength of between four and seven thousand, and accordingly a large force was assembled. The force was split into two 
and Rothney remained with the part left in camp at Palosin under the command of Colonel Peter Lumsden of the Guides. At reveille on 
23 April 1860, 3,000 Mahsud Waziris attacked the camp which such ferocity that Lumsden lost 63 killed and 166 wounded. Lumsden 
afterwards recorded: 'I had my clothes half on, ready for any emergency, and immediately took my inlying picket out to the ridge and 
placed them so as to rake the face of the ridge down which they were coming, and then returned to my Guides, who, though surprised 
in their tents and the half of them unaccoutred, still made a respectable resistance, falling back inch by inch on the guns (two 9- 
pounders and two howitzers). Here Bond and Lewis of the Guides contrived to get together some 200 men and formed them into line 
across camp, called on them to advance, which the men did with fixed swords and a cheer (which would have done your heart good 
to hear... ), bearing down all before them and clearing the camp. While this was going on on the right, the Goorkhas and the 4th Sikhs 
had time to form, and being brought up on the flank of the enemy by Major Rothney, commanding the Goorkhas, soon turned the 
enemy's repulse into complete rout.' 
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Following this action an attempt was made to negotiate a settlement but the Mahsuds would not accept the British terms. On 2 May 
Rothney advanced with Chamberlain's force, and on the 4th encountered the Mahsuds, holding the Barari Pass in great strength. With 
some diffculty the Mahsuds were dislodged and forced to withdraw into the hills. They were then followed up, and on the 11th, 
Chamberlain's force captured the Mahsud town of Makin and destroyed it. The British force, experiencing difficulties with its re-supply, 
was then withdrawn. Rothney was honourably mentioned in Lumsden's despatch of 25 April 1860, and in Chamberlain's despatch of 7 
July 1860. He was confirmed in the appointment of Commandant of the Hazara Gurkhas the following December. 

Promoted Lieutenant-Colonel in June 1867, he was still commanding his battalion (which was retitled the 5th Gurkhas under the 
reorganisation of the early 1860's) in August 1868 when it was sent in to the Agror Valley to punish the Bazotee Black Mountain tribes 
who had attacked the police post at Ughi. Despite driving the tribesmen from the valley on one occasion, Rothney and his Gurkhas 
were outnumbered and were soon forced on the defensive. Unable to prevent further acts of lawlessness against villages under British 
protection, Rothney withdrew, having been slightly wounded, while a larger force was assembled. His efforts were acknowledged with 
the thanks of the Viceroy and the Commander-in-Chief. Rothney re-entered the Black Mountains with the expedition under Major- 
General A.T. Wilde in October. On the 4th of that month, the 1st and 5th Gurkhas overran the enemy positions at Mana-ka-Dana, and 
next day the heights at Machai Peak were taken by the 20th B.N.I., with the 5th Gurkhas in support. Thereafter enemy opposition faded 
away. Rothney was again favourably mentioned in despatches, and in December 1868 was created a C.S.I. The next year he served in 
a force with special powers in the Agror Valley, for which service he was thanked by the Government of the Punjab. 

In April 1870, Rothney turned down an appointment which many 'Piffer' officers perceived as the height of ambition - the command of 
the Corps of Guides. He left the Punjab Frontier Force in 1873 and was next posted to the Brigade Staff at Agra. Having been awarded 
a C.B. and a distinguished and meritorious conduct pension of £100 per annum in 1877, he commanded the Gwalior District before 
taking up his final appointment, as acting commander of the Lahore Division. Colonel Rothney retired to England and died at 
Tunbridge Wells on New Year's day, 1881, then in his 57th year.

Charles Allen Baylay [sic] was commissioned Second Lieutenant, Bengal Artillery, in 1857. He advanced to Lieutenant the following 
year, and served as Captain, Staff Corps, in Civil Employ as Assistant to the Agent, Governor General, Rajputana and Magistrate at 
Aboo, and Assistant General Superintendent, Thugee and Dacoity in 1865. The following year he was employed as Assistant 
Commissioner for Berar, and then in the same capacity for Ludhiana. 

Baylay served as Political Assistant in Rajputana, 1868-70, and as Assistant General Superintendent for Thugee and Dacoity, 1870-76. 
In the latter year he was employed as Political Agent for Haraoti and Tonk, a position he held until he was appointed Political Agent for 
Kotah in 1879. He acted as Resident for the Western States of Rajputana from 1884, advanced to Colonel in 1887, and retired in May 
three years later. 

Colonel Baylay died at Rossbeigh, Bedford, in September 1907.

Edwin Thomas was commissioned Ensign in 1839, and served as Lieutenant in the 70th Native Infantry as part of the Army of Gwalior 
in 1842. He was present at Maharajpore (entitled to Star), and served in the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49. During the latter he was 
present at the actions of Ramnuggurr, the passage of Chenab, Chillianwallah, Goojerat, and the pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans to 
Peshawur (entitled to Punjab Medals with 2 clasps). 

Thomas advanced to Captain in October 1854, and served with the 3rd Bengal European Regiment during the Indian Mutiny. He 
served under General Wyndham at Cawnpore, and was present at the attack by the Gwalior Troops, and the final defeat of the Force 
under Lord Clyde (2 and 6 December 1857). Thomas advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel, and died at Lucknow in October 1869.

Frederick Richard Norman Fortescue was a native of Stephenstown, County Louth, Ireland. He was commissioned Ensign in the 73rd 
Native Infantry in 1845, and served with the Regiment during the Punjab Campaign, 1848-49. During the latter he took part in the 
expedition of Colonel King in pursuit of the Sikh Chief "Bhaee Maharaj", in May 1848 (entitled Punjab 1848-49 Medal). 

Fortescue advanced to Lieutenant in 1851, and served with his Regiment on the Bhootan frontier throughout the Indian Mutiny. He was 
present with a detachment of the 73rd N.l. when they engaged with mutineers at "Madargunj" in 1857. He commanded a detachment, 
when forming a portion of the force under the command of Captain the Honourable E. Curzon, when they were employed against and 
in the pursuit of rebels and mutineers along the Bhootan frontier. Fortescue led his detachment in the successful night attack on 
mutineers at "Phoolbaree" in 1857. He was thanked by the officer commanding for his conduct and that of his men while under his 
command. 

Colonel Sherer, commanding at Julpigoree, publicly thanked Fortescue for his prompt and energetic conduct in suppressing an attempt 
at mutiny in the 73rd N.l, September 1857. He had achieved this by shooting the ringleader. Having advanced to Major, he died of 
Cholera in Meerut, in September 1867.

George Bennett was commissioned Ensign, 20th Foot, in December 1846. He 
advanced to Captain in December 1854, and served with the Regiment during 
the Crimean War. Bennett was present at the battles of Alma, Balaklava and 
Inkermann, and was severely wounded at the latter (entitled Crimea Medal with 3 
clasps; Order of the Medjidie, 5th Class and Turkish Crimea Medal). 

During the Indian Mutiny, Bennett was present at the actions of Chanda, 
Ameerapore and Sultanpore (as Orderly Officer to Brigadier F. C. Evelegh), the 
siege and capture of Lucknow, and subsequent operations in Oudh, and the 
affairs of Churda and Fort Musjeedia (Mentioned in Major-General Sir James 
Outram's despatch of 22 March 1858; and Brevet of Major). 

The Regimental History gives the following for Bennett's involvement, in and 
around Lucknow: 

'On the 16th [March 1858], the XX was attached to Sir James Outram's division, 
and took part in the capture of the Residency, crossing the Goomtee by a bridge 
of casks opposite the Secunderbagh. The Residency was taken after a very slight 
resistance, and in this affair eleven men were wounded.... 

Three companies of the regiment, under Captain Bennett, formed part of a force 
which was commanded by Sir James Outram on the 19th. At half-past six am the 
rebels were attacked and driven out of Gao Ghat; thence the troops proceeded 
without opposition through the suburbs towards Moosa Bagh. On reaching some 
open ground the enemy were found in great strength, and at once opened fire 
with two guns, but took to flight on the approach of our skirmishers. The cavalry 
followed in pursuit, and the artillery were sent back under the charge of Captain 
Bennett and three companies of the XX.' 

Major Bennett died at Great Crosby, Liverpool, in November 1867.

The fort was attacked without any attempted reconnaissance and the affair ended in a most severe loss. Brigadier Adrian Hope of the 
93rd was killed, as were two officers of the 42nd and Lieutenant Willoughby, who commanded the Sikhs, and nearly 100 men, 
Highlanders and Sikhs. The attacking force retired, leaving a number of dead in the ditch before the fort, mostly 42nd and Sikhs. During 
the night these unfortunate souls were stripped and horribly mutilated, their bodies being recovered the next day and buried that 
afternoon. 

The 42nd won three Victoria Crosses in the attack on Ruhya. A fourth V.C. was gazetted in 1907 to Private Edward Spence, who was 
killed while assisting to bring in the body of Lieutenant Willoughby, and presented to his relatives by King Edward VII.

Among the main objectives of the second British expedition to set foot in the eastern Sudan in 1885 was the 
construction of a railway line from Suakin to Berber. It was, to quote the historian Thomas Archer, an effort to 'smash 
the Mahdi' by means of the latest resources of civilization/ Indeed had all gone to plan, a 280-mile railway line would 
have been constructed, thereby securing the protection of the eastern Sudan. In the event, however, it proved to be an 
expensive red herring: as some had rightly observed from the outset, an exercise on this scale, in enemy territory, would 
have to involve round the clock protection for the civilian construction workers, and, with the difficult climate and 
terrain, a good deal of luck. 

The contract to carry out this monumental task was awarded to the British company Messrs. Lucas and Aird. In the 
official minute issued by the Government, the company was to construct Tor the War Department for the purposes of 
the Expeditionary Force sent out to Suakin, and, according to the orders and under the control of the General Officer for 
the time being in command of the same force, a 4ft. 8.5ins. gauge single line of railway from Suakin, and thence in 
sections to so far towards Berber as may from time to time be ordered by the Secretary of State. The War Department 
engages to keep the way clear and the working-staff protected/ 

The staff of Lucas and Aird were to be paid by the Government and their rations and clothes supplied by the War 
Department and, if an employee died as a result of enemy action, or the climate, his next of kin would be paid a gratuity 
equal to one year's salary. Otherwise, the assorted navvies would receive a daily payment of 12 shillings, a small 
fortune for the day. And quite a sight they must have made, working alongside the military, in their bowler-hats. 
Certainly their language was colourful enough, an Army Padre who was billeted alongside one of their huts having his 
vocabulary 'widened by the experience' (Henry Keown-Boyd's A Good Dusting refers). 

Yet, as predicted from the outset, their endeavours quickly attracted hostile interest from Osman Digma's tribesmen. In 
fact, for the purposes of safety, while the military fought out such battles as that at Tofrek on 22 March 1885, Lucas and 
Aird were instructed to halt progress. By early April, work had recommenced but General Graham, still concerned for 
the safety of the navvies, ordered an advanced zeriba to be established five miles along the road to Handoub to cover 
the head of the railway, and a block-house and another zeriba to be built at Handoub itself, while covering parties were 
to protect the head of the railway as it advanced. Owing, however, to the growing heat, the difficulty confronted in 
obtaining water supplies, and the fact that many local tribesmen continued to act with hostility, progress was slow and 
painful, and by the time General Graham ordered a halt to the project, the railway line had advanced just 20 miles to 
the town of Otao: ultimately the British withdrew from the Sudan and the railway project was abandoned at a cost of 
£865,000 to the Government. 

Added to that cost was the distribution of the relevant campaign medal and clasp to the navvies of Lucas and Aird, the 
relevant roll (WO 100 68) revealing and extremely interesting and varied head count of 475 employees. In all the 
Company was represented by some 30 different types of employee, Blacksmiths, Boilermakers, Carpenters, Cashiers, 
Clerks, Cooks, Engine Drivers, Firemen, Foremen, Guards, Pipelayers, Platelayers, Ropemakers, Roperunners, 
Storekeepers and Traffic Managers among them: and each and every Medal was duly engraved with the recipient's 
relevant job title.

Alfred William Jennings Bramley, was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 
42nd Highlanders (Black Watch) on 15 March 1855, and served with the 
Regiment at the siege and fall of Sebastopol from July 1855. Promoted Lieutenant 
on 2 October 1855, he served in India during the Great Sepoy Mutiny, and was 
mortally wounded at Fort Ruhya on 15 April 1858. Private James Davis, of his 
company takes up the story: 

1 belonged to the Light Company under the command of Captain Macleod. I was 
on the right of the ditch with Lieutenant Alfred Jennings Bramley of Tunbridge 
Wells, as brave a young officer as ever drew a sword, and saw a large force 
coming out to cut us off. Bramley said to me: 'Try and shoot the leader. I will run 
down and tell Macleod." 

The leader was shot, but before poor Bramley got down he was shot in the 
temple. Captain Macleod said: "We cannot leave him. Who will take him out?" 

I said: "I will." The fort was firing hard all the time. I said: 'Eadie, give me a hand. 
Put him on my back." 

As he was doing so poor Eadie was shot in the back of the head, knocking me 
down, his blood running down my back. A man crawled over and I pulled Eadie 
off. At the time I thought I was shot. 

Captain Macleod said: "We cannot lose anymore lives. Are you wounded?" 

I replied: "I don't think I am." 

Captain Macleod replied: "Will you still take Lieutenant Bramley out?" 

I replied: "Yes." 

He was such a brave young officer that the company loved him I got him on my 
back again and told him to take me tight round the neck. I ran across the open 
space. During the time his watch fell out; I did not like to leave it so I sat down 
and picked it up, all the time under a heavy fire. Afterwards I went back again 
through the same fire, and helped to take up the mean Eadie. Then I returned for 
my rile, and firing a volley, we all left. Lieutenant Bramley died during the 
night.' (The Victoria Crosses that saved an Empire, by Brian Best refers). 


For his gallantry in carrying his body back, Private Davis was awarded the 
Victoria Cross: 'For conspicuous gallantry, at the attack on the Fort of Ruhya, 
when with an advanced party, to point out the gate of the Fort to the Engineer 
Officer, Private Davis offered to carry the body of Lieutenant Bramley, who was 
killed at this point, to the Regiment. He performed this duty, of danger and 
affection under the very walls of the Fort.' (London Gazette 27 May 1859).

James Bowdry (or Boardy) served as a Boy 3rd class in H.M.S. Lion during her action with four Spanish frigates off Cathagena, 15 July 
1 798, which resulted in the capture of the 42-gun Santa Dorotea. 

On 15 July 1798, the Lion 64-guns, Captain Manley Dixon, about thirty leagues off Carthagena met with four Spanish frigates, one of 
them, the Santa Dorotea 42-guns, having lost her fore-topmast. The Spanish ships formed in line of battle, but the Lion having the 
weather gage, bore down, and succeeded in cutting off the Santa Dorotea, left astern by her consorts. This ship though her topmast was 
gone, sailed nearly as well as the Lion, and the other three frigates tacked, and made three attempts to support her, but each time 
receiving a broadside from Captain Dixon, at length hauled off, and stood away to the north west. The Lion then got alongside the 
Santa Dorotea and engaged her yard arm to yard arm, shooting away her mizzen mast and damaging her main mast and rudder, till 
seeing herself abandoned by her comrades, and having twenty of her crew killed and thirty-two wounded, she struck her colours. The 
Lion who was fifty men short of her complement, had a midshipman and one man wounded. The Santa Dorotea was afterwards, under 
the same name, added to the British Navy as a thirty-six gun frigate.

He 
served as Member of Parliament for Rochester, 1841-47, and was promoted to 
the rank of Commander in April 1864.

Orleans, and in the expeditions in the Potomac, including the taking of 
Alexandria, August 1814. 

Jennings was born in April 1770 but his early service in the Royal Navy as a 
Clerk is unknown. He joined H.M.S. Bermuda as her Acting Purser on 17 
December 1805, his ultimate seniority as Purser being confirmed on 29 January 
1806. The Bermuda proceeded to Newfoundland, and then on to the West Indies 
Station, where she was wrecked in the Bahamas on 22 April 1808. Appointed 
Purser in H.M.S. Savage , 14 December 1809, he transferred later the same month 
to H.M.S. Melampus , in which vessel he served until 15 February 1812, and after 
a spell of leave ashore he joined H.M.S. Seahorse on 27 May 1813 as her Purser, 
taking part in Captain Gordon's epic expedition up the Potomac River, 17-29 
August 1814, which resulted in the capture of 21 sail and the taking of Fort 
Washington and town of Alexandria. He was paid off from Seahorse at Plymouth 
on 12 September 1815, and did not return to sea in one of H.Ms. vessels for the 
next 1 7 years. 

On 16 October 1832, now aged 62, he was appointed to H.M.S. Malabar for her new Commission in the Mediterranean, and was re¬ 
appointed by Warrant as Purser for her second Commission on 25 July 1834. In all he served 6 years aboard the Malabar before she 
was paid off at Plymouth on 5 January 1838. On 20 October 1843 he was appointed Purser in H.M.S. Camperdown, the local Flag 
Officer's ship at Sheerness. H.M.S. Queen took over Flag-Ship duties in July 1844, and then H.M.S. Trafalgar became Flag-Ship in 
January 1845. Jennings continued to serve as Purser in all three ships until superceded on 7 March 1847, finally retiring aged 77 years. 
Thomas Jennings died in 1854, aged 84 years.

1813. He joined Endymion as Caulker's Crew on 21 May 1813, becoming 
Caulker from 26 July 1813, Acting Carpenter from 16 May 1814, and Carpenter 
from 10 June 1815 until paid off on 5 September 1815. He then spent many 
years in Plymouth Ordinary until loaned to H.M.S. Implacable as Carpenter from 
6 February 1839 until 28 February 1841. He was finally discharged on 9 March 
1848.

He served in the 
Mahratta Campaign of 1816, 1 7, 18, & 19, was present in the affairs at Bejapoor, 
Sattara, Pinderpoor, Ashtee and Kurnool. He volunteered for the 13th Light 
Dragoons at Bangalore on 14 September 1819 and was later present with 2 
squadrons of the 13th Light Dragoons in the Kurnool Campaign of 1839 and the 
affair at Zorapoor. When discharged on 29 February 1840, his conduct was 
described as that of a 'Bad soldier in the Regiment'; he was 'tried and imprisoned 
in July 1831, for making away with necessaries; tried and imprisoned in March 
1833, for absence without leave and making away with clothing; tried and 
imprisoned in July 1837, for insubordination; tried and imprisoned in January 
1840, for habitual drunkenness.' Sold with copied discharge papers.

He 
served in the East Indies from 23 June 1811, taking part in the Pindaree campaign 
of 1817-18. He transferred to the 11th Light Dragoons on 3 August 1822, and 
subsequently took part in the siege of Bhurtpoor. He was discharged on 31 July 
1838, due to length of service in India, at which time he was entitled to reckon 
forty years 21 6 days service after the age of 18, including a half period allowance 
of 13 years 175 days for his service in India. His discharge papers state that he 
'served Twenty Seven Years in the East Indies: Present at the taking of Barwollah 
Booge, Angar, Dungee, in the Deccan [Pindaree] Campaign and at the Siege of 
Bhurtpore.'

Thomas Harrison was born at Callingham, Nottingham, circa 1793, and attested 
for the 14th Foot at Deal, Kent, on 5 April 1814, aged 21 years. His discharge 
papers confirm that he was present at Waterloo and Cambray, for which he was 
credited with 2 years service, and that he served in the East Indies from July 1816 
until June 1831. His papers also state that he served in the Deccan Campaign 
(1817-18) and at the taking of Hathrass and at the siege and capture of 
Bhurtpoor. He served in Captain William Ross's Company at Waterloo. At 
Bhurtpoor the front rank of the 14th Foot consisted of Waterloo veterans, each of 
whom wore his Waterloo medal. He was discharged in 1831, his papers stating 
'subject to chronic rheumatism originating from exposure at the Siege of 
Bhurtpoor...' 

Thomas Harrison's Waterloo medal was sold in these rooms in March 2005.

William Baillie (later Sir, 1st Baronet of Polkemmet) was born in the Parish of St 
Cuthbert's, Edinburgh, eldest son of William Baillie, Lord Polkemmet, and 
Margaret his wife, daughter of Sir James Colquhoun of Loss, 4th Baronet. He was 
a Bengal Cadet in the season 1 798 and arrived in India on 19 August 1 799, being 
appointed Cornet on 6 June 1800, and posted to the 4th Bengal Native Cavalry. 
He took part in the operations in Jumna Doab in 1803, including Sasni, Bijaigarh 
and Kachaura; and in the Second Mahratta war, including the actions at Allighur 
and Laswarree. He went on furlough from 14 February 1813 until struck off after 
five years' absence from India. Having married, 25 April 1815, Mary Lyon, 
youngest daughter of James Denistoun, of Coograin, Dunbartonshire, he was 
created First Baronet of Polkemmet on 14 November 1823. Sir William Baillie 
died at Perth on 28 January 1854.

Thomas Howe was born in the Parish of Wolston, near Warwick. He attested for 
the 24th Foot at Coventry on 6 April 1807, at the age of eighteen, and served in 
that regiment until 7 October 1822, when he volunteered for the 14th Foot, 
where he served until 29 August 1831, his total service amounting to thirty-four 
years and 357 days. 

When discharged in August 1831, the Medical Board described Thomas Howe as 
being 'in the decline of life ', the reason for which becomes apparent after reading 
the description of his service which included Twenty Years, Three Hundred and 
Thirty Days in the East Indies. Was on board the Astell East Indiaman when 
engaged with two French Frigates & a Corvette in the Mozambique on the 3rd 
July 1810, one of which the [blank] Frigate struck to the Astell. Served two 
campaigns against Nepaul; was at the reduction of Hurreehurpoor; was at the 
Storming and Capture of Bhurtpoor, was wounded there in the Head by a shot & 
in the Body with a sword. Was blown up upon a mine being sprung by the 
enemy during the Storming of the Fortress & was injured in the loins.' 

The action of 3 July 1810, referred to above, was a minor naval engagement in 
which a French frigate squadron under Guy-Victor Duperre attacked and 
defeated a convoy of H.E.I.C. East Indiamen near the Comoros Islands. During 
the engagement the British convoy resisted strongly and suffered heavy casualties 
but two ships were eventually forced to surrender. These were the British 
flagship, the Windham , which held off the French squadron to allow the 
surviving ship Astell to escape, and the Ceylon. The engagement was the third 
successful French attack on an Indian Ocean convoy in just over a year, the 
French frigates being part of a squadron operating from the Tie de France under 
Commodore Jacques Hamelin. 


Although a British frigate squadron under Josias Rowley was under orders to eliminate the French raiders, Rowley was distracted by the 
planned invasion of Tie Bonaparte, which began the following week. Combined with limited British resources in the region, this 
allowed the French frigates significant freedom to attack British interests across the Ocean. The attack on Tie Bonaparte was however 
part of a wider British strategy to seize and capture French raiding bases, and the success of the operation severely limited future French 
operations as Hamelin's squadron was required for the defence of Tie de France. As a result, this was the last successful attack on a 
British merchant convoy in the Indian Ocean during the Napoleonic Wars.

Whitaker's printed catalogue notes: This is, in every way, a rare and remarkable 
medal. Dennis Driscoll was in B troop. Only 14 men had this medal. This 
remarkable regiment, the 29th Light Dragoons, was raised in 1795 by Major- 
General Lord Heathfield, and was numbered the 25th after 1804 (sic). It served 
with distinction in India, and was at the reduction of the Isle of France. It was 
disbanded at Chatham on its arrival from India in 1819.' 

Only 8 medals issued with this combination of clasps, 6 to the 29th Light 
Dragoons including one officer (William Ongley), and 2 to HEIC recipients. 
Approximately 66 clasps for All ighur, 100 clasps for Laswarree, and 103 clasps 
for the Capture of Deig were issued to European recipients. 

Dennis Driscoll, a glass blower by trade, was born in Cork, and appears to have 
served five years and 350 days in the 75th Foot before enlisting in H.M's 29th 
Light Dragoons at Edinburgh in May 1800, for a period of unlimited service. The 
regiment was renumbered the 25th Light Dragoons in 1802. Driscoll is described 
in the Regimental Description Book as being of 'Dark Complexion, Visage Long, 
Brown Eyes, Black Hair'. He was still serving with the regiment in April 1810.

Approximately 47 clasps for the Battle of Deig and 103 clasps for the Capture of 
Deig were issued to European recipients. Of the 23 four-clasp medals issued to 
European recipients, the only other with this combination of clasps was that 
awarded to Sir George Pollock. 

Thomas Patterson Smith was born on 16 April 1783, and arrived in India as a 
Cadet on 20 August 1799. He was appointed Ensign in November, and was 
posted Lieutenant to the 1st Bengal European Regiment in 1801. After serving in 
the Second Mahratta War at the Battle and Capture of Deig, he transferred to the 
newly-raised 25th Native Infantry and served as Captain with the 2nd Battalion in 
the 4th Division, under General Marley and Sir George Wood, during the first 
two campaigns of the Nepal War. In Ochterlony's victorious campaign of 1816, 
he commanded the battalion during its service with the 3rd Brigade, Centre 
Column, and was present at the battles of Chirriaghati and Muckwampore. 

In 1817-18, he took part in operations against the Pindarries and shared in the 
Deccan Prize Money. He became Major on 12 January 1821 while serving as 
Commandant of the newly-raised 1st Fatehgarh Infantry Levy. Having 
relinquished that appointment in 1822, he transferred to the 49th N.L (late 1 /25th 
N.L) in 1824, as Lieutenant-Colonel, and commanded the regiment in the First 
Burma War. During operations in the Arakan, he was mentioned in despatches 
for leading a reconnaissance of several companies across the Jeyah River 
0 London Gazette 1 October 1 825). 

On 9 May 1825, he was removed from the 49th N.L following an enquiry concerned with the mutinous conduct of the Sepoys, which 
the Governor-General and Commander-in-Chief agreed was due to the 'culpable neglect of duty as Commg. Officer of Lt. Col. T. P. 
Smith...' He was successively posted to the 2nd European Regiment, the 8th N.L and the 18th N.L From 1837 until his death, he was 
on the rolls of the 17th N.L serving as regimental Colonel during the Second Sikh War with the Army of Reserve at Jagraon. Smith 
attained the rank of Major-General in 1838 and that of Lieutenant-General while on furlough in 1851. Lieutenant-General Smith died 
suddenly in Paris on 27 September 1852.

The steamer Nemesis witnessed extensive action during the course of the First 
China War, not least at the capture of the city of Chapoo on 16 June 1842, when, 
as stated in The Illustrated London News , 'Our casualties were numerous, two 
men being killed and twenty-five being wounded, but confined entirely to the 
naval arm of the expedition. The enemy are said to have lost about eighty killed 
and a proportionate number wounded. They served their guns extremely well, 
and some of the vessels (particularly Her Majesty's Ship Blonde and the steamers 
Nemesis and Sesostris) suffered a great deal from the heavy destructive fire. The 
Nemesis' rigging was cut to pieces ...' 

The Nemesis had earlier participated in the historic forcing of the inner passage 
from Macao to Whompoa, in company with boats from the Samarang and 
Atalanta, an account of which was afterwards published by her C.O., Captain W. 
H. Hall, R.N., in his Narrative of the Voyages and Services of the "Nemesis" from 
1840 to 1843; see, too, Low's History of the Indian Navy 1613-1863, for frequent 
mention of the Nemesis in action.

Fitz-Flerbert Coddington was the 3rd son of Nicholas Coddington of Oldbridge, 
County Meath. He was commissioned Ensign, 40th Foot, in September 1825. He 
advanced to Captain in December 1832, and was second in command of the 

Regiment at the start of the battle of Maharajpoor, 29 December 1843. At the 

later he was severely wounded, had a horse shot from under him, and 
commanded the Regiment after Major Stopford had been wounded. Coddington 
was mentioned in General Sir Hugh Gough's despatch (London Gazette 8 March 
1844) for the battle thus: 

'In conformity with the previous instructions, Major-General Valiant, supported 
by the 3rd cavalry brigade, moved on the right of the enemy's position at 
Chonda. During the advance, Major-General Valiant had to take, in succession, 
three strong intrenched positions, where the enemy defended their guns with 
frantic desperation; Her Majesty's 40th regiment losing two successive 
commanding officers, Major Stopford and Captain Coddington, who fell 
wounded at the very muzzles of the guns, and capturing four regimental 
standards. This corps was ably and nobly supported by the 2nd grenadiers, who 
captured two regimental standards, and by the 16th grenadiers, under Lieutenant- 
Colonels Hamilton and Maclaren; too much praise cannot be given to these three 

regiments. Major-General Valiant has also strongly brought to my notice the 

conduct of... Captain Coddington...' 

Major-General Valiant adds further detail to the action, in a letter written to his son-in-law (published in the Regimental History), from 
Camp Gwalior, 18 January 1844: 

'I was ordered to attack it, but the moment I commenced my march a tremendous fire opened on us from a battery about one thousand 
six hundred yards in our front, on the south-east side of Maharajpore [sic], and also the guns from the same side of that village. When I 
received an order to take them we did so in most gallant style, one after another; but bear in mind that we had to march in the face of 
guns at all these batteries under a fire, first of large, then of smaller shot as we neared them - Grape, Canister , and Chain. Every battery 
had at least two battalions of Scindah's regular troops; in Maharajpore they had seven. Poor Colonel Saunders, secretary to the 
governor-general, a volunteer, was killed close to me at the last battery I took. The 40th had eight officers wounded, all doing well, and 
one hundred and seventy-four men killed and wounded; the 16th Native Infantry had one hundred and eighty-four killed and 
wounded; 2nd Regiment, forty-two killed and wounded; sappers and miners, one killed and one wounded; in all, four hundred and ten 
killed and wounded. Stopford and Coddington, in command of the 40th, one after another severely wounded.' 

Coddington was made Brevet Major for his gallant service at Maharajpoor, in April 1844. He succeeded to a regimental majority at the 
death of Sir Thomas valiant in 1845, and retired from service. He died at Brighton in April 1853. 

Another Maharajpoor Star is known to the recipient.

Henry Roe Evans was born in August 1822, and commissioned Ensign, 38th 
Foot, in May 1839. He transferred as Lieutenant to the 10th Foot, in July 1842. 
He served with the Regiment during the Sutlej campaign, 1845-46, and was 
wounded in the head at Sobraon, 10 February 1846. At the latter the 10th Foot 
suffered casualties of one officer, one N.C.O. and twenty-eight men killed, and 
two officers, two N.C.O.'s and ninety-eight men wounded. Evans transferred to 
the 63rd Foot in June 1848.

He proceeded to New Zealand from 
Calcutta on the Louisa in May 1861, and saw action with the Regiment in Taranaki before Waikato in 1863-64. he was discharged in 
New Plymouth, Taranaki, New Zealand on 24 March 1865, and settled near Auckland. He died in Clevedon, New Zealand in 1906.

He sailed with the Regiment for 
service in Australia in 1852, and according to family tradition he took part in the battle of Eureka Stockade, Ballarat, Victoria, 3 
December 1854. He served in Australia for 8 years prior to service with the Regiment in New Zealand. He was discharged 12 August 
1 862, having served 22 years and 183 days with the Colours.

George Butters Bentley was born in Stonehouse, Devon, in August 1833, the son of a serving Royal Marine. He was educated at 
Greenwich School, and enlisted in the Royal Marine Light Infantry in February 1847, serving as a Drummer in the Woolwich Division. 
He served during the Baltic Campaign in H.M.S. Monarch (where he is noted on the Baltic Medal Roll as a Fifer), and was promoted 
Corporal in October 1858 and Sergeant in July 1 859. He was awarded his Naval Long Service and Good Conduct Medal, together with 
a gratuity of £10, on 3 December 1872, and was advanced to Barrack Sergeant. Several newspaper reports in June 1876 mention that 
Bentley was before a General Court Martial on charges arising from the misappropriation of Barrack Stores. The outcome of the trial is 
unknown, but he retired from the Service the same month, with his conduct noted as 'exemplary'. He died in Greenwich in 1893.

Cade volunteered to join the 2nd Bengal European Light Cavalry, 1 May 1859, and transferred as Corporal to the 20th Hussars in 
February 1861. He was discharged 5 July 1864, having served 23 years (22 of which were in India) and 82 days (entitled to L.S. & G.

Robert Fellowes Wren was the son of Thomas Wren, D.L., J.P., of Lenwood, 
Northam, Devon, and brother of Lieutenant F. S. M. Wren, 2nd Bengal Light 
Cavalry (who was massacred near Cawnpore during the Indian Mutiny, his medal 
appearing at DNW as part of the Ritchie Collection in September 2004). 

Wren was nominated for a Cadetship in the Bombay Light Cavalry by Elliot 
Macqghten on the recommendation of his father, a former Major in the Madras 
service. He was examined and passed for entry 30 December 1842, and posted 
as Cornet to the 3rd Bombay Light Cavalry the following year. He advanced to 
Lieutenant in November 1846, and served as a Captain with the Regiment as part 
of the Persian Expeditionary Forces in 1856-57. Wren was present at the assault 
and capture of Reshire, the surrender of Bushire, at Borazjoon and the action of 
Khushab. 

In early December, the 7,000 strong expeditionary force arrived in the Persian 
Gulf and successfully effected a landing near Bushire, which was taken after a 
naval bombardment. Wren, meanwhile, took part with the land forces in the 
assault and capture of the old Dutch fort at Reshire a few miles to the south. Six 
weeks later Major-General James Outram arrived with reinforcements and took 
over command from General Stalker. An advance was then made inland to 
Borazjoon from which the Persians immediately withdrew, leaving their camp to 
fall into the hands of the expeditionary force. It was now generally believed that 
the Persians were retreating through the mountains and Outram decided to retire 
to the coast. 

On the night of 7-8 February, however, the Persians attacked the rearguard, causing considerable confusion. But at length, the British 
force was organized into line, with the 3rd Bombay Light Cavalry posted on the right flank with the Poona Irregular Horse. The light of 
dawn revealed some 6,000 Persian troops stretched out in a long line, with their right resting on the walled village of Khushab. The 3rd 
Cavalry/ Captain Ross Moore afterwards reported, 'were formed up in close column of squadrons ... facing the direction of the enemy. 
The Poona Horse also in close column were on our right, the order being that each regiment should have an attacking and supporting 
squadron; as my squadron was in front, Captain Forbes, commanding the Regiment, accompanied it and it was entirely under his 
orders that the squadron acted ... Brigadier Tapp [of the Poona Irregular Horse] went off to the right at a hard gallop, I heard no 
previous orders given by Brigadier Tapp for this advance, but Captain Forbes immediately advanced and the squadron was soon 
employed in cutting up the Persian skirmishers who had advanced close enough to annoy the line of infantry ... After being thus 
employed for a few minutes we perceived to our left what appeared to be in the grey of morning ... a regiment of the Shah's guard [in 
fact the 500-strong 1st Kushkai Regiment of Fars, one of the best regular units in the Persian army] ... They halted on the rise of a small 
hill and fired volleys at us; when we got close they formed a solid square with kneeling ranks and awaited us most steadily.' 

Behind Captain Forbes and the Adjutant Arthur Moore, Ross Moore advanced with the squadron totalling 100 men as it gathered pace 
on the commands "Trot," "Gallop," "Charge!" Riding shoulder to shoulder with Lieutenant Malcolmson and Lieutenant Spens, Ross 
Moore dug in his spurs and steered his horse straight through the square. Emerging on the far side with Captains Forbes and Wren and 
such men as they had been able to keep together, they fell on the Persian artillery two hundred yards in the rear. Here Moore killed 
three drivers of a brass 9-pounder gun, which was taken and kept possession of under a heavy fire from the Persian infantry who were 
scattered all about. At this point Moore's horse died, having being shot in three places. One musket ball had entered the front of the 
horse's neck and exited from his withers, without initially impeding its progress. Forbes was shot through the thigh, and Wren's horse 
was wounded. 

Standing six feet and seven inches tall and weighing in at eighteen stone, Captain Ross Moore immediately set about cutting his way 
clear on foot, a feat which he accomplished unscathed. By this time the Sowars were crashing back through the square for a second 
time, putting what remained of the Fars to flight. Meanwhile, at the advance of the British infantry, the bulk of the Persians lost their 
nerve and throwing away their arms, equipment, and, in some cases, even their clothes, fled leaving seven hundred of their number 
dead on the field. 

The 3rd Light Cavalry's losses for the day totalled one Sowar killed, Captain Forbes and fourteen Sowars wounded. Thus concluded the 
action which the legendary leader of Indian cavalry, John Jacob, of the Scinde Horse, declared 'the best Cavalry performance of 
modern times'. 

For his part in the affair at Khushab, Wren was recommended for the Victoria Cross by Outram who wrote: 'After the fullest inquiry, I 
am myself quite satisfied that the undermentioned officers and men of the 3rd Regiment of Bombay Light Cavalry are well deserving of 
the high distinction of the Victoria Cross for their conduct at Khooshab, on 8th February, 1857, for which I beg earnestly to recommend 
them. The order of merit in my opinion is as I have placed their names: - Captain Forbes, Lieutenant and Adjutant Moore, Captain 
Moore, Lieutenant Malcolmson, Captain Wren, Lieutenant Spens, Cornet Combe [qv], Cornet Hill, Jemadar Runjeet Sing, Trooper Lall 
Khan.' 

Of the above only Malcolmson and Ross Moore's brother, Arthur, received the Victoria Cross. Captain Wren retired from service in 
1863, and resided in the Vicarage, Abbotsham, in later life. He died in February 1890, and was buried in Northam Cemetery, Devon.

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Charles John Robson was born on 7 January 1855, in the Parish of St George's, London. He enlisted into the Royal Engineers at Bow 
Street Police Court, Westminster on 30 April 1873, aged 18 years 6 months, a groom by trade. He was sent to Aldershot and posted to 
"B" troop (Equipment) R.E. Train. Lieutenant John Chard joined this company on 18 April 1876, and Robson was detailed as his batman 
and groom. They were still in Aldershot in December 1877 when the majority of the drivers, including Robson, were transferred to 5th 
Company which was forming a mounted engineers detachment. On 2 December 1878, he accompanied the 5th Company as they 
boarded the S.S. Walmer Castle bound for active service in South Africa. Arriving in Durban on 4 January 1879, they were greeted by a 
torrential downpour through which they had to unload hundreds of tons of stores and equipment. Lieutenant Chard, with Driver 
Robson, a corporal and three sappers, were ordered to Rorke's Drift post to repair the pontoon bridge across the Buffalo River. A small 
mule train was organised on which the men and their equipment were loaded. Chard rode on horseback with Robson on his spare 
mount. 

Chard and his men finally arrived and set up camp on the Natal side of the river on the 19th. They then set to work on one of the ponts, 
the other still at full stretch with the wagons of the centre column. The damaged pont was repaired and in use by the evening of the 
21st. Unfortunately there would be no respite for the corporal and three sappers; having endured the long slog up from Durban, they 
now received orders to join the centre column next day at their new camp at the foot of Isandhlwana, some ten miles up the road from 
Rorke's Drift. On the morning of the 22nd the four men climbed into their empty wagon and, with their native driver, set off for 
Isandhlwana, where, later that day, they met their fate together with some 1350 officers and men of Lord Chelmsford's column in the 
greatest disaster ever to befall the British army. 

Chard had also been at Isandhlwana that morning to obtain his own orders but left just before the main force of Zulus appeared and 
arrived back at Rorke's Drift in time for lunch, which Robson had prepared for him. He then settled down to write some letters home. 
The peace and quiet was soon shattered by the arrival of several riders who had just escaped from Isandhlwana. They brought news of 
the disaster and of a large Zulu impi now racing towards the mission station. 

Orders were hurriedly given and Robson saddled the two horses and started up the hill, the native driver following close behind with 
the wagon, which he left near to a rough stone cattle kraal not far from one of the buildings. In all the commotion no one had noticed 
as he and the native boy had slipped away, the boy on Robson's horse. Robson had by this time joined the men of "B" Company, who 
had also received the warning and were now frantically building up walls of mealie bags, connecting the two buildings. Robson took a 
place in front of the storehouse where the perimeter met a stronger built cattle kraal. From here he had a clear field of fire across to 
where the wagon was parked. 

The defences were barely finished when the first Zulus appeared on the hills above the station at about 4.30pm, only 75 minutes after 
the first alert. At that moment, the 350 or so friendly natives of the Natal Native Contingent bolted over the walls of the fort, closely 
followed by their European officers. The Zulus charged down against the south wall to be checked with volley fire from the remaining 
defenders. The main force of Zulus then arrived veering around the post eager to find the weakest spot. As the battle developed, Chard 
made a note of where Robson was placed, which he later recalled in his second extended account of the action: 

'...the Zulus were wrecking the camp of the company of the 24th, and my wagon which had been left outside, in spite of the efforts of 
my batman, Driver Robson (the only other man of the Royal Engineers with us), who had directed his particular attention to keeping 
the Zulus off this wagon in which were, as he described it, our things.' 

The front wall and stone kraal was to come under fierce attack during the evening as the Zulus launched repeated charges at the walls. 
For some 12 hours this relentless assault continued until on the morning of 23 January and with the defenders' ammunition down to the 
last 20 rounds each, the Zulus retired. They left 350 dead bodies scattered around the area, but many more were discovered in the 
weeks to come, hidden under rocks and in caves on the hills above the station. The defenders suffered only 17 killed and eight 
seriously wounded. As the weary men cautiously went around, collecting weapons and repairing defences, Chard inspected the 
wreckage of his wagon, discovering an unbroken bottle of beer, which he shared with Lieutenant Bromhead - Robson's efforts had not 
been entirely wasted! 

Chard and Robson remained at Rorke's Drift for several weeks to work on a more permanent fortification of the garrison. On 4 July 
1879, they were both present in the British square at the battle of Ulundi for the final defeat of the Zulus. Following the cessation of 
hostilities, 5th Company moved to St Paul's Mission, where they were occupied in building another fortified position. They embarked 
aboard the S.S. Eagle, arriving at Portsmouth on 2 October, where they were greeted as heroes by a whole host of generals including 
the Commander-in-Chief, H.R.H. The Duke of Cambridge. 

Once home Chard commenced an unofficial tour of the country, starting with a visit to the home of his sister in Moredon, Somerset. 
News of the visit travelled fast and a huge crowd of over 4,000 had gathered at Taunton railway station to greet Chard's train. When it 
finally arrived, Robson too received much attention: 

'Major Chard was accompanied by his military servant in full regimentals and the appearance of this soldierly young fellow bearing an 
armful of Zulu assegais and other trophies of the campaign excited much interest.' 

Chard and his family were then taken by carriage through the streets of Taunton, to the strains of "Hail the Conquering Hero Comes", 
and on to the village of North Curry where a large and elaborate party had been planned. In one of the many speeches made later that 
day, Chard said he was sorry that Bromhead and Reynolds were not with him to see how much was thought of what they had done at 
Rorke's Drift, but he was glad to say that there was one other besides himself (referring to Robson, who was occupying a box seat of the 
carriage) who had the opportunity to see how greatly their services were appreciated, and what a splendid reception had been 
accorded them. General Sir Percy Douglas, Chelmsford's predecessor in command of the forces in South Africa, then stood up and 
called for three cheers for the "Noble Sapper on the Box". 

The tour continued to Plymouth, London and Chatham. On 10 October Chard and Robson went to Balmoral for an audience with 
Queen Victoria. For Robson, though, the share of Chard's glory was all too brief, for in November he left Chard in Somerset to return to 
the more normal army existence, taking with him the hand written testimonial from his former master listed above. 

In February 1880, nearing the end of his six years' service with the colours, Robson was transferred to the 7th Field Company at 
Chatham, but when the 7th Company left for Natal in 1881, he decided not to re-engage and was transferred to 11th Field Company, to 
be discharged a month later on 20 June. However, in September 1881, he began a new job at Chatham barracks as a civilian groom 
and general servant to Captain C. H. Gordon, R.E., and accompanied this officer to Cork, but when Gordon returned to Chatham in 
July 1882 they parted company. He was re-called to the colours on 2 August 1882, and posted to Aldershot as batman to Lieutenant 
Maude. He received two pence good conduct pay from that date, and on 13 November 1882, he re-engaged to serve a further twelve 
years. He received his final discharge on 30 April 1894. 

Charles Robson died on 19 July 1933, at St Nicholas Hospital in Plumstead. He was 78, and was buried in an unmarked grave in 
Plumstead Old Cemetery. A hand-carved wooden marker plaque was placed at the grave site on 22 January 1993, and in 1999 a more 
permanent memorial plaque was placed at the grave by the Royal Engineers Association. ( References: The Rorke's Drift Men, Heroes of

James Bridgham was born in St. Helen's, Lancashire, and attested for the 15th Hussars at Dublin, in November 1872. He served with 
the Regiment during the Second Afghan War 1878-80, and was severely wounded by a sword cut to the left arm at the action of Takht- 
i-pul, 4 January 1879. The latter action was as part of a cavalry reconnaissance under the command of Major George Luck, 15th 
Hussars, and Shadbolt's The Afghan Campaigns of 1878-80 gives the following: 

'On the morning of the 4th Jan, the Right and Left columns of the advance, under Brigadier-General Pal User... while marching by 
separate routes across the Mel Valley - the one to encamp at the entrance to the Ghlo Pass, and the other at Saif-u-din - came into 
contact with some regiments of Afghan cavalry which had been sent out from Kandahar with the object, apparently of intercepting their 
progress. About 1pm, Major Luck, 15th Hussars, who was in command of reconnoitring party consisting of 100 sabres 15th Hussars 
and 28 sabres 1st Punjab Cavalry, which had been despatched through the Konna Pass into the Takht-i-pul Valley, sent a message to 
the effect that he had exchanged shots with the enemy's scouts... After proceeding a distance of some three miles the cavalry neared 
the northern entrance of the Ghlo Pass from the Kandahar direction, and found the enemy, to the number of not less than 300 
debouching from it in a leisurely retirement.... The two troops of the 15th Hussars and detachments of the 1st Punjab Cavalry, led by 
Major Luck, at once swept forward to the charge, and were received with a volley from the carbines of the Afghan horsemen, who, 
after a short hand-to-hand encounter turned and fled, and were pursued for some distance along the base of the hills.' 

The casualties for the action were described in Brigadier-General C. H. Pal I iser's despatches (London Gazette 7 November 1 879) thus: 

'One Officer (Major Luck), one non-commissioned officer, and five troopers of the 15th Hussars wounded, two of the latter, Privates 
Bridgham and Collins, severely; two horses killed, three horse wounded, and two horses missing.' 

Bridgham's arm was left disabled by the wound, and he was discharged 'unfit for further service' 15 June 1880, having served 7 years 
and 129 days with the Colours. Despite this disability Bridgham became a self-employed stone mason.

Frederick Augustus Blyth was born in Castlemaine, Victoria, Australia, in 1857. He was the son of Major-General F. S. Blyth, C.B., who 
commanded the 40th Foot when stationed in Australia. F.A. Blyth was commissioned Second Lieutenant, 40th Foot, in February 1875. 
He transferred to the 73rd Foot in December of the same year, before being posted as a Lieutenant to the Indian Staff Corps in January 
1881. 

Blyth was appointed a Squadron Officer of the 10th Bengal Lancers in January 1882, and served with the Regiment during the Zhob 
Valley Expedition of 1884. He served as Adjutant, January 1885 - February 1886, advancing to Captain in the latter year. He served as 
Major, and officiating Commandant of the Regiment for the campaign on the North West Frontier under Sir William Lockhart, with the 
Buner Field Force in 1898 (M.I.D. London Gazette 22 April 1898). He commanded the Regiment, October 1901 - May 1907, having 
been appointed Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel in June 1904. Blyth died in February 1919.

Thomas W. Gill, alias Henry Garner, was born in Camberwell, Surrey, in 1873, and attested for the 11th Hussars at Woolwich on 27 
September 1892. He served with the Regiment in India from January 1893 until October 1899, and then in Egypt, before transferring to 
the Military Mounted Police on 1 August 1900. Advanced Squadron Sergeant Major on 14 December 1912, he was awarded his Army 
Long Service and Good Conduct Medal in 1913 per Army Order 333, and was discharged on 26 September 1913, after 21 years' 
service. 

A keen marksman, Gill was part of the 11th Hussars team that won the Queen Victoria's Cup in 1898 and 1899. The Queen's Cup for 
Cavalry was instituted in 1896 by the National Rifle Association, and was open to all Cavalry Regiments home and abroad. It only 
existed for 7 years, as in 1903 the regulations were changed and there became two cups- one for Cavalry and Infantry at home, and 
another for Cavalry and Infantry abroad. In the 7 years that the Queen Victoria's Cup was contested the 11th Hussars won it five times, 
in 1896, 98, 99, 1900, and 02. Competed for by teams of eight, only 56 winners' medals were awarded, with 40 of these going to the 
11th Hussars. Regimental Sergeant Major W. T. Alderson was in the winning 11th Hussars team on all five occasions, and four other 
men won it on at least three occasions; Gill is one of a number of men who were awarded it on more than one occasion.

George Strangman Hancock was born in England, c. 1865, the youngest son of 
Thomas Strangman Hancock. A mining engineer by occupation, he had been 
educated in England and France. He travelled around during the early part of his 
career, gaining experience in Wales and Spain as well as in the United States of 
America where he spent three-and-a half years in California, Colorado and the 
Southern States. His last American appointment was as mining superintendent of 
the Appalachian Company in North Carolina from which he resigned in 1888. 

Hancock, who had previously spent two years prospecting for gold north of the 
Limpopo and in the Zoutpansberg, Lydenberg and Barberton districts, returned to 
South Africa in 1888. His first appointment in the country was as manager of the 
Balkis Consolidated Company's Eersteling mine near Smitsdorp in the 
Zoutpansberg district of the Transvaal. By January 1889, however, he had moved 
to the Witwatersrand where he was managing the Black Reef Gold Mining 
Company Ltd. as well as the Oosthuizen Gold Mining Company Ltd. 

He subsequently also accepted responsibility for the Cornucopia Gold Mining Company Ltd. and the New Spes Bona Gold Mining 
Company Ltd. of which he became the general manager in 1892. Hancock spent nine months during 1893 and 1894 in Mashonaland, 
Manica and Matabeleland inspecting and reporting on mining property, including that of the Churchill Syndicate-Transvaal and 
Mashonaland Investment Company, Ltd. After his return to Johannesburg in 1894, he was appointed Manager of the Jumpers Deep Ltd. 
Jumpers Deep, Limited was one of the early deep level mines to be developed by Rand Mines, Limited. Jumpers Deep, Limited was 
registered in October 1894 and development work commenced at the beginning of 1895. At the end of that year, H.C. Perkins, general 
manager of Rand Mines, commended Hancock to the Board of Directors: 

It gives me great pleasure to express my appreciation of the faithful, efficient, and energetic way in which Mr. Strangman Hancock, 
who has had entire charge of the Company's operations on the property, has fulfilled his duties as Manager.' 

These sentiments seemed to have prevailed throughout the twelve years which Hancock remained at Jumpers Deep. He resigned on 19 
September 1906, offering the following reason for his decision: 

'I have reluctantly arrived at the conclusion that the constant strain of daily supervising operations in this very difficult mine - 
particularly underground - is more than I can continue to face with due regard to my health and professional future as a Mining 
Engineer.' 

Hancock intended establishing himself as a consulting mining engineer in London. This is probably why he applied for membership of 
the Institution of Mining and Metallurgy in 1904, proposed by Hennen Jennings. In 1906, he acquired the patent rights to the Hancock- 
Templer Vertical and Incline Skip which he developed while at Jumpers Deep. Nothing seems to have come of his plans to practice in 
London and he settled near Cranbrook in Kent where he became a District Councillor, and joined the Cranbrook Board of Guardians in 
1912. During the Great War, Hancock commanded the prisoner of war ship, S.S. Andania. He had served with the 2nd Railway 
Pioneer Regiment and the Rand Rifles during the South African War. Hancock died in England on 31 October 1921.

Robert Basil Stamford 'was educated at Repton and entered Guy's Hospital in 1890. 'On the outbreak of the Boer War he was one of 
the first civilian surgeons to offer his services, and after serving for one year, he contracted a severe attack of enteric fever, and was 
invalided home. On 30 September 1908 he received the King's commission to act on the staff of the 5th Northern General Hospital, 
and on the outbreak of the Great War was called up. He continued to served during the duration, and did very valuable work as a 
surgeon. He retired his commission with the rank of Captain on 30 September 1921.' (Recipient's obituary in the British Medical 
Journal refers). 

In December 1919 he married Mrs. Emma Pauline Cunliffe-Owen, the widow of the late Edward Cunliffe-Owen, who during the Great 
War had famously raised two Battalions of Royal Fusiliers, the first Battalions to be raised by a lady for over 100 years. A past-President 
of the Leicester Medical Society and former Chairman of the Leicester and Rutland Division of the British Medical Association, 
Stamford died in May 1935.

Egbert William Tyres, of Ararat, Victoria, Australia, 'sailed for the Boer War with the 2nd Australian Contingent (Doyle's Scouts) in 
1899 on the Medic , he being then about 20 years of age. He was invalided home from the war after about twelve months as a result of 
enteric fever. Although very young at the time I remember the night he returned home as I think the whole of Ararat must have been at 
our place to welcome him. He then re-enlisted and returned very soon afterwards to South Africa. In a letter home, dated 15 September 
1901, he wrote: "I have been endeavouring to work my way up to Johannesburg, but could not make it as no one is allowed up 
without a permit. I therefore joined the Cape Colony Cycle Corps, in which you only have to sign on for three months at a time. I have 
had a very nasty experience while in the Corps. I don't know whether you saw an account of a train being held up and burned at 
Ganna siding. I had the pleasure of being on that train, but only got a splash on the hand with an explosive bullet. It was the worst 
place I have ever been in, and I don't want another like it. There were 30 casualties out of 90. Since that little excitement I have been 
attached to General French's staff. Hear you never hear a shot fired. 

I received the gold medal from the citizens of Ararat; it is a handsome trophy and something which I will always remember the town of 
Ararat by. I will be quite flash with medals if I go on this way. I hope to get a medal for Cape Colony troops, which is very much talked 
about now, but I am not certain of it being given yet." 

Bert saw the South Africa War out and remained there, joining the Cape Mounted Police. This force was raised, I believe, to patrol the 
outback parts of South Africa to guard against further activity by the Boers. He was stationed at Upington near the Orange River and 
adjacent to the borders of South West Africa and Bechuanaland. After being with this force for about ten years he was on a farm at a 
place named Zwantnodder, about 50 miles north of Upington. He was there when the Great War commenced, and the rising by the 
Germans in South-West Africa over-ran his farm and he was forced to leave and go south and join the British force (4th Mounted Rifles) 
proceeding to meet the German force. He served in the unit for some months until the Germans were defeated. Since then he has lived 
at a place called Keimoes, near the border.' (account from the recipient's brother, published in Boer War Tribute Medals , by M. G. 
Hibbard, refers).

The Civil Liaison Corps (C.L.C.) Ferret Force ('FF' prefix) was formed in mid-1948 to act against the terrorist guerillas then operating in 
the jungle. It was composed of European civilians, British, Gurkha and Malay troops, supported by Chinese liaison officers and Dyak 
and Iban trackers from Sarawak. Each group was split into four sections, commanded overall by an European who knew the area well 
and, more often than not, had a fund of invaluable local and/or jungle knowledge. 

During its short period of existence the Ferret Force discovered twelve permanent guerilla camps. After a few months of operation the 
Ferret Force was disbanded following disagreements between the police and military over the administration and composition of this 
scratch force, however it paved the way for other units who would take on the terrorists on their own ground. Many members of the 
Force later joined the S.A.S. in Malaya.

Donald Broadhead was born in Stocksbridge, South Yorkshire, on 21 June 1927, 
and attested for the York and Lancaster Regiment at Sheffield on 23 June 1947, 
having previously served as a cadet.

Charles Henry Edkins was born in Birmingham on 30 January 1923 and was 
educated at the Nautical School in Bristol. He attested for the Gloucestershire 
Regiment as a Boy on 21 April 1937. He served with the 1st Battalion in India 
from March 1938, and in October of that year went with the Regiment to Burma. 
He took part in the retreat across Burma, March to May 1942, in which the 

Battalion suffered 8 officers and 156 other ranks killed or died of wounds or 

disease. Promoted acting Corporal on 11 October 1943, he left India for home in 
January 1944. In July 1945 he joined the 2nd Battalion in Germany and 
subsequently served with the Glosters in post-War Jamaica. He was discharged in 
January 1950 and was employed at Gloster Aviation Company. 

Edkins was recalled to the Colours for service in the Korean War, and served as a Bren Gunner in 'A' Company at the Battle of Imjin. It 
was known everyone had done well out of the compulsory sacking of Pyongyang, none more so than Charlie Edkins who was the 
proud owner of some 5,000 cigarettes, just name the brand ad he had them.' {Korea: The Commonwealth at War by Carew refers). The 
first frenzied assault of the battle fell on Major Angier's 'A' Company and as always the Chinese came head on, headless of casualties. 
Throughout the night 'A' Company had inflicted astronomical casualties, but had suffered grievously. Half their number were dead or 
wounded, and they remained red-eyed, crouched in their weapon pits waiting for the next attack, all the time being lashed by machine 
gun fire. With Castle Hill now occupied by the Chinese, Second Lieutenant Curtis's platoon, only 20 men strong, retook this feature but 

were unable to hold it with Second Lieutenant Curtis being awarded a posthumous Victoria Cross in the process. At 08:30, 'A' 

Company, now only one officer and 53 men strong, pulled back to Gloster Hill. By early morning on the 24th April the lines had 
shrunk from 4 miles to 600 yards with the complete Battalion now together on Gloster Hill. Among the Glosters who fought at Imjin it 
is universally agreed that 'A' Company had the roughest handling of all. On the morning of the 25th April it was the remnants of this 
Company, some 30 men, that Captain Farrar Hockley took command of to retake Point 235, a high feature on Gloster Hill that had 
earlier been lost. With the Adjutant at their head the men of 'A' Company charged across 30 yards of bullet swept ground and at 
bayonet point ejected the Chinese. When all was lost and the Battalion was ordered to break out, the remnants of 'A', 'B', and 'C' 
Companies headed south. The wounded had to be left behind and the men had a whip round of cigarettes, it was said even Charlie 
Edkins parted with 20.' {ibid). 

Edkins was one of the 53 men of 'A' Company who made it to Gloster Hill, but was unable to break out and was taken prisoner of war. 
Held at Camp One, he was one of the last to be released suggesting he was probably one of the hardline 'reactionaries'. This belief is 
supported by a letter written by Colonel Carne, V.C. to the Military Secretary of the Honours & Awards Committee in March 1954. 
Offering comment on the merits of those soldiers submitted by the Prisoner of War Interrogation Unit for recognition for the conduct 
whilst prisoner, Carne, when asked to comment on the inclusion of a mention for Private Thomas, remarks: 'He is known to me as one 
of the lesser leading lights in one of the men's camps. If he is to be included it is possible that one or two others should also be 
included (for instance Pte Edkins) but that sort of possibility will always arise.' (copy of letter included in lot refers). 

Finally released on 30 August 1953, Edkins arrived back at Southampton on 14 October of that year, and was finally discharged on 25 
January 1954, after 16 years and 280 days' service. His testimonial on discharge states: 'Private Edkins was recalled from the reserve for 
service in Korea and was with the 1st Glosters at the Imjin Battle where he was captured. He is a cheerful and reliable man who is 
capable of hard work and can be recommended to any employer who wants a steady man. He has a pleasant sense of humour and gets 
on well with his comrades under all circumstances. His military conduct has been very good.' He returned to work at the Gloster 
Aviation Company, and died in Gloucester on 15 November 1974.

H.R.H. Princess Ena of Batten berg and H.M. King of Spain 


Princess Victoria Eugenie Julia Ena (known to her family by her last name 'Ena', and subsequently as Queen Ena) was born at Balmoral 
on 24 October 1887, daughter of Prince Henry of Battenberg and Princess Beatrice, youngest child of Queen Victoria and Prince 
Albert. She was raised in Queen Victoria's household and, after her death in 1901, the Battenbergs moved to London and took up 
residence in Kensington Palace. After converting to the Catholic faith in March 1906, she was married King Alfonso XIII of Spain on 31 
May 1906. After the wedding ceremony, the royal procession was heading back to the Royal Palace when an assassination attempt was 
made on the King and Queen, by a bomb thrown by an anarchist from a balcony at the royal carriage. They both escaped injury 
although the Queen's dress was spotted with the blood of a guard who was riding beside the carriage. When the Spanish royal family 
went into exile in April 1931, they went to live in France and later Italy. Victoria Eugenie and Alfonso later separated, and she lived for 
a while in the U.K. and afterwards in Switzerland, where she purchased a chateau, La Vielle Fontaine, outside Lausanne. She died in 
Lausanne on 15 April 1969, aged 81. 

The Royal Order of Victoria and Albert, instituted in 1862 by Queen Victoria, was a personal award from the Queen to female 
members of the British Royal Family and female courtiers. As her long reign progressed it became apparent that her many 
granddaughters, not being British princesses but those of foreign ruling heads of state, were not eligible to receive this award. The 
Queen, therefore, caused a new Class of the Order to be introduced in March 1880 for these junior members of the Royal Family. It 
was to be inserted after the First Class but before the old Second and Third Classes, thus demoting the latter to Third and Fourth Classes 
respectively. The new Second Class, however, was to be 'smaller but of greater value than the [old] Second Class'. In the end it 
emerged as a small onyx cameo in a crowned frame of small brilliants. Hand carved by Signor J. Ronca, these onyx cameos, although 
smaller in size, were three times the cost of the shell cameos used in the old Second Class badges, and made a greater use of diamond 
embellishment. The new Second Class was was given to fifteen of Queen Victoria's granddaughters, six British and nine foreign, the last 
of these appointments being to Princess Victoria Eugenie.

This officer 
commanded a machine gun section throughout the operations. On the 30th August he took up a position with his guns under heavy 
shell fire, from which he was able to afford covering fire to the advancing infantry and later after a personal daring reconnaissance 
moving his guns forward to consolidate the objective won. On the 31st August during an enemy counter-attack he kept his guns in 
action in spite of heavy enemy barrage, inflicting heavy casualties on the enemy and materially assisting in the repulse of the enemy, 
using his spare gunners as riflemen to fill gaps in the infantry line. 

Throughout the operations this officer kept three German machine guns in action in addition to his own. By his able and lucid reports 
he kept his Company Commander constantly informed as to the situation which at times was most obscure. The able tactical handling 
of his section, his reckless gallantry, and cool, firm courage under very trying conditions, prove him to be an officer of high order and 
great promise. His conduct was an inspiring example to his men.' 

Arthur James Long was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Machine Gun Corps on 26 April 1917, and served with them during 
the Great War on the Western Front. He was subsequently employed with the African and Eastern Trade Corporation, Liverpool.

Daniel Harold Greengrass was born in Chislehurst, Kent. A Carpenter by occupation, he enlisted into the 7th (Service) Battalion Royal 
West Kent Regiment on 4 September 1914, aged 20 years, and was appointed an unpaid Lance-Corporal on 21 July 1915. A few days 
later, on 27 July, he landed at Le Havre with his battalion. He attained the rank of paid Lance-Corporal in November 1916. Taken 
Prisoner of War at St. Quentin in the March offensive of 1918, Greengrass was led off to a factory in Westfalia, Germany, where he was 
forcibly made to work on munitions. Together with a Frenchman and a Russian, he managed to escape whilst on night shift. Their 
liberty, however, was short lived, and after many adventures they were recaptured, punished, and forced to continue their unwilling 
munition work, closely guarded, until the armistice. For his wartime services he was awarded the Military Medal (London Gazette 19 
November 1917). Transferred to Class ‘72 Reserve in March 1919, he was demobilized on 31 March 1920. 

After the war Greengrass joined the British South African Police in Southern Rhodesia. As an Inspector in the B.S.A.P. he was awarded 
the Colonial Police Medal for Meritorious Service (London Gazette 14 June 1945). Promoted to Detective Chief Inspector, one of his 
last official duties prior to returning to the U.K. for retirement was the organisation of the Royal Train during the visit of King George VI, 
Queen Elizabeth, and the Princesses Elizabeth and Margaret, to Southern Rhodesia in 1947. Retiring to England, he lived at The 
Chimes', 11 6 Arundel Road, Littlehampton, Sussex, and died on 25 April 1964.

Benjamin Fuzzard was born in Portland, Dorset, in 1891 and joined the Royal Navy in September 1912. He served during the Great 
War as a Stoker in H.M.S. Irresistible , initially on patrol duties in the English Channel, and before sailing to the Dardanelles, where she 
took part in the bombardment of the Turkish Forts in February 1915. On 15 March of that year she hit a mine in the Dardanelles, and 
sank with the loss of 15 lives. Fuzzard survived the sinking, and soon after joined H.M.S. Amethyst , serving in her for the rest of the 
Great War. On 10 August 1921 he transferred to the Royal Yacht Victoria and Albert; and was awarded his Royal Navy Long Service 
and Good Conduct Medal on 21 December 1928.

For his valorous and successful rescue he was awarded the R.H.S. Medal in Silver; the Lloyd's 
Medal for Saving Life at Sea and the Imperial Merchant Service Guild Cross. He was further honoured with the Stanhope Medal for 
1896, awarded for the best rescue of that year. 

A full account of the rescue reads: 'On the 28th July, 1896, Esmolla, a Lascar fireman, belonging to the steamship " Sultan " fell 
overboard .... A life-buoy was at once thrown to him, which he secured, and the steamer was manoeuvred in order to pick him up, but 
owing to the immense sea which was running at the time, the man aloft was unable to keep him in sight. After wearing the steamer 
several times he was sighted on the port beam, but by reason of the high sea it was impossible to launch a boat, as it would have 
endangered the lives of those who might have volunteered to man her. At once H. H. Collin, second officer, without any previous 
warning sprang overboard with a line and swam after the man, who had now been three hours in the water. He succeeded in reaching 
him, and making fast the line, by which he was hauled on board in an exhausted state. Extreme risk was incurred, not only from the 
high sea running but from sharks, several being seen around the steamer, and their presence was known to Mr Collin before the 
rescue.' (R.H.S. Case No. 28,627). 

In 1899 he was granted his Certificate of Competency as master of a foreign-going ship by the Lords of the Privy Council for Trade of 
the Board of Trade. During the South African War 1 899-1902, he served as 3rd Officer of the Leyland Line S.S. Jamaican , employed in 
transporting troops to South Africa - for which service he was awarded the Transport Medal. As a Captain he served in the Great War, 
serving with distinction, being torpedoed, mined and attacked by enemy aircraft - for which he was awarded the British War and 
Mercantile Marine War Medals. 

In 1931, after a long illness Captain John Henry Collin passed away at his home at 17 St. Mary's Street, Wallasey and was laid to rest at 
Wallasey Cemetery.

Board of Trade Medal for Gallantry in Saving Life at Sea, V.R., large, bronze (John A. Henwood Wreck of the "Androsa" on 
the 8th. March 1897.); Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea, 2nd small type, bronze (J. A. Henwood, "Androsa" 8th. March 
1897.) both in water damaged case of issue, edge bruise to first , otherwise extremely fine (2) £600-800

John A. Henwood was one of seven crew members from the S.S. Ontario awarded the Board of Trade Medal for Gallantry and the 
Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea for the rescue of the crew- 27 in number- of the S.S. Androsa , which was sinking in the North 
Atlantic Ocean: 'On 2 March 1897, at 46 40N, 23 05W, the Androsa was struck by a hurricane, and sustained severe damage, the 
main topmast having subsequently to be cut away, and part of the cargo jettisoned to avoid capsizing. Both the Chief and Second 
Officers were injured. The weather continued very bad, and the pumps were kept going constantly for six days. On 6 March a steamer 
was sighted, but, apparently, did not observe the Androsa' s signals of distress. On 8 March, at about 8 a.m., the Ontario spotted the 
stricken vessel. Immediately she sent a lifeboat in charge of the Chief Officer, Mr. W. H. Sanders, with six of the crew (including 
Henwood), and managed, with great difficulty, to get alongside the Androsa, and took seventeen hands on board the boat. After 
transferring them to the Ontario, the lifeboat came back to the Androsa for the remaining ten men. In coming alongside, the lifeboat 
was smashed, and it was only with great difficulty that all the crew were rescued.' ( Shipwrecked Mariners' Society report refers). 

In addition to six Board of Trade Medals for Gallantry in bronze and four Lloyd's Medals for Saving Life at Sea in bronze awarded to the 
crew of the Ontario, the Chief Officer, Mr. W. H. Sanders, was awarded the Board of Trade Medals for Gallantry in silver and the 
Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea in silver, and additionally received the Shipwrecked Fishermen and Mariners Royal Benevolent 
Society Medal in silver. 

Henwood was presented with his Board of Trade Medal for Gallantry, together with a gratuity of £2, at Dock Street on 6 August 1897.

Ernest Newham was one of seven crew members from the S.S. Cawdor Castle 
awarded the silver Sea Gallantry Medal for the rescue of the crew of the 
Schooner Lucie, which was sinking in the Indian Ocean, off Mauritius: 'On 30 
January 1913, during a strong gale, the schooner Lucie, of Mauritius, was in a 
sinking condition in the Indian Ocean. There were no signs of life visible on the 
Lucie but as the Cawdor Castle approached her, the crew of the Lucie suddenly 
came on deck and shouted for assistance. The Cawdor Castle immediately 
launched a lifeboat under the command of Chief officer Mr. Henry Linklater, and 
manned by six other men (including Newham). It was impossible for the boat to 
get alongside the Lucie owing to the heavy seas breaking over the vessel, but she 
was manoeuvred under the stern of the Lucie and the crew of eight men were 
taken off one by one, by means of ropes rigged to two booms fastened so as to 
project over the stern. The rescue occupied nearly an hour and a half. The 
rescuers incurred very considerable risk owing to the heavy seas prevailing at the 
time and their work was rendered more difficult by the exhausted state of Lucie's 
crew.' ( The Sea Gallantry Medal, by R. J. Scarlett refers). 


Newham was presented with his Sea Gallantry Medal by H.M. King George V on 13 January 1915, and was additionally awarded a 
gratuity of £3.

Auguste Vincent Levillain was one of thirteen Frenchmen awarded the silver Sea Gallantry Medal (Foreign Services) for the rescue of 
the survivors of the paddle steamer Victoria, which crashed into rocks off Dieppe: 'On 13 April 1887, the paddle steamer Victoria, 
owned by the London, Brighton and South Coast Railway Company, was employed in her usual role as a ferry between Newhaven and 
Dieppe. The ship left Newhaven with 94 passengers and 30 crew, and on approaching the French coast ran into thick fog. From the 
distance he had travelled, Captain J. S. Clark, of the Victoria, was aware that he must be in the neighbourhood of the dangerous Pointe 
d'Ailly. He listened for the fog siren which he knew was on the lighthouse, but no sound reached him. He then checked his position as 
best he could by ascertaining from the engine room the number of revolutions the engines had made since entering the fog belt. The 
result convinced him that he must be perilously close to the shore, and he decided that he must be east of Dieppe. On that assumption 
he put about, but he had scarcely proceeded on his fresh course when the vessel crashed on the rocks. The lifeboat of St. Valery-en- 
Caux, crewed by 13 Frenchmen, was put out to rescue, despite some risk in launching the boat by means of sluice water in the dry 
dock, and succeeded in rescuing 39 people from the wreck of the Victoria. Nineteen lives were lost. 

It was revealed that the assistant lighthouse keeper at Pint d'Ailly had neglected to light the boiler fires at the first approach of fog, and 
thus there was no steam available for the fog siren at the time that the Victoria struck.' ( The Sea Gallantry Medal, by R. J. Scarlett refers). 

A Board of Trade note in the remarks column of the file authorising the medals for this action states: 'Medals only given as a matter of 
policy owing to the public interest in the wreck of the Victoria.' 
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The Sea Gallantry Medal (Foreign Services) and Lloyd's Medal for 
Saving Life at Sea pair awarded to Ordinary Seaman K. Rapraeger, of 
the S.S. Mannheim, for the rescue of the S.S. British King in the North 
Atlantic, 11 March 1906

Government, For Gallantry and Humanity' (Karl Rapraeger. Wreck of 
the "British King" on the 11th. March 1906.); Lloyd's Medal lor Saving Lile 
at Sea, 2nd small type, bronze (K. Rapraeger - "British King" |S| - 10th. 
Mar. 06.) minor edge bruise to latter, nearly extremely fine (2) £500-700

Karl Rapraeger was one of five crew members from the S.S. Mannheim, of 
Hamburg, awarded the Sea Gallantry Medal (Foreign Services), together with 13 
men of the S.S. Bostonian who were awarded the Sea Gallantry Medal, for the 
rescue of the crew of the S.S. British King, which was sinking in the Atlantic 
Ocean: 'The steamship British King (4,717 tons), of Liverpool, sprang a leak 
during a hurricane in the North Atlantic Ocean and began to sink on 10 March 
1906. 


In answer to signals of distress the Mannheim bore down, but as the weather was too bad for a boat to be launched she stood by all 
night, and in the morning with the assistance of the Bostonian tried to form a lee so that a rescue might be attempted. After much 
difficulty and in spite of terrific weather, a boat was launched by the Mannheim and was so skilfully handled that 11 of the crew of the 
British King were rescued, but the boat was destroyed. The Bostonian then launched a boat but it was smashed alongside and the crew 
of the boat were injured and only rescued with difficulty. A second boat was launched from the Bostonian and rescued 13 of the crew 
of the British King before it was destroyed. Subsequently the British King foundered and five men were picked up clinging to her 
wreckage. There was a heavy sea at the time of the rescue and those who rendered assistance incurred great risk to life.' {The Sea 
Gallantry Medal, by R. J. Scarlett refers). 

Rapraeger was additionally awarded the Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea in bronze, and a gratuity of £3.

'Captain Builer to Sir Edward Pellew, Bt., His Majesty's Ship Achille, off Rochfort, 15 September 1801: 

"Sir, the conduct of two gentlemen of this ship has been so very meritorious, and I consider myself under such infinite obligations to 
them for their exertions, that I conceive I should be very reprehensible was I not to state the circumstances to you for your approbation, 
and to beg you will have the goodness to forward it to the Board of the Humane Society for their commendation, with any remarks you 
may think proper to honour it with. 

The night before last a young gentleman fell overboard, at eight o'clock, it being very dark, and tremendous sea - the ship going near 
four knots. Nothing, it seemed, was to intimidate this valuable Officer, Lieutenant Stewart, from endeavouring to render service to any 
person in so distressing a situation; he jumped overboard, attended by Mr. Fitzgerald, the Purser, and, after swimming about in different 
directions for twenty minutes, they had the good fortune to recover an only and valuable youth, who was several feet under water. 
Lieutenant Stewart swims very indifferently; and I hope the time Mr. Fitzgerald was in the water may not do him material injury, as his 
health has been for some time past in a very precarious state. 

From the darkness of the night, and the ship going so fast through the water, obliges me to think it one of the boldest undertakings I 
have ever witnessed; and I trust it will be considered by you highly commendable, and worthy of being made known by you to the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, and the Royal Humane Society.'" (The Naval Chronicle, 1803 refers). 

On Captain Buller's recommendation both Stewart and Fitzgerald were awarded the Royal Humane Society's Medal in silver. An 
interesting coda to this act of gallantry was recorded 25 years later, giving further details as to the identity of the boy saved from 
drowning: 

'In September 1801, during a dark and stormy night off Rochfort, in H.M.S. Achille, then going between six and seven knots, working 
off a lee-shore under a press of sail, and about half-past nine at night there was a cry of 11 A man overboard!" Mr. Fitzgerald, who was 
sitting at the ward-room table, instantly sprung upon the rudder-head, threw up the ward-room window and jumped into the sea; 
before a boat could be lowered he had gone so far astern as to be out of sight; however, most fortunately, and indeed miraculously, the 
boat at length found him, together with a little boy, whose life he was instrumental in saving, and who, though apparently dead when 
brought on boards is now an officer, likely to prove an ornament to his Majesty's service-he is the brother to Colonel Seal, of Mount 
Boon, near Dartmouth. Mr. Fitzgerald, as may be supposed, was nearly exhausted when taken up by the boat. In this case the Royal 
Humane Society awarded a medal to Mr. Fitzgerald.' (53rd Annual Report of the Royal Humane Society refers).

Ellis John Jones, a Colliery Worker employed by the Lea Green Colliery, was awarded the Royal Humane Society's bronze medal for 
attempting to save life on 23 May 1918: 'At about 1:15 a.m. on the 23rd May, 1918, William Griffiths, employed as a fireman at the 
King Pit, Lea Green Colliery, St. Helen's, was seen going in the direction of No. 13 Level. About six o'clock in the same morning it was 
discovered that he was missing, and an alarm was raised. On a search being made his lamp was found hanging on a prop at No. 1 
Brow, which had been fenced off owing to the presence of coal gas, and moaning could be heard coming from the Brow, which is 800 
yards from the Pit Eye. Isaac Kay, James Ford, Joseph Scragg, and Richard Davies then entered the Brow, but after going a short distance 
the three latter turned back, as they felt themselves being overcome. Kay, however, kept on, and finding Griffiths, dragged him a little 
way, and then he himself became unconscious. Ford, Scragg, and Richard Davies, finding that Kay did not return, entered the Brow 
again, and three times tried to reach him, but failed. Various further attempts by Ellis John Jones, William Davies, Richard Davies, and 
Ford to reach Kay were unsuccessful. After an interval of some ten minutes, Jones, Richard Davies, and Ford made a final effort, and 
reaching Kay dragged him to the entrance, where he was eventually restored by artificial respiration. The body of Griffiths, who had 
been dead for some time, was recovered later. All the men were well aware of the danger incurred in entering the Brow.' 

For this action Isaac Kay was awarded the Royal Humane Society silver medal; Ellis John Jones, Richard Davies, William Davies, James 
Ford, and Joseph Scragg were all awarded the Royal Humane Society bronze medal.

Arthur Turton, a 31 year old rent collector from Eastbourne, Sussex, was 
awarded the Royal Society for the Protection of Life from Fire's Silver Medal, 
together with a gratuity of three Guineas, for attempting to save the life of a small 
girl at Eastbourne on 24 November 1886 (Case no. 14,139). 

'A fire broke out in a range of shops in Eastbourne shortly after twelve o'clock on 
Tuesday night. A little girl named Longmann was suffocated, and Mr. Hutchings, 
a draper, and his family were with difficulty rescued, the spread of flames being 
most rapid. Two shops and their contents were destroyed, despite the efforts of 
the local fire brigades. The damage is estimated at about £1,500.' (The Morning 
Post, 25 November 1886 refers).

William Martin Furness and fellow Police Constable J. W Rollinson were each awarded the Society for the Protection of Life from Fire 
Bronze Medal, together with a gratuity of one Guinea, 'for saving six lives from a fire at the Ashton Hotel, Warrington Street, Ashton- 
under-Lyne, on 5 June 1906' (Case no. 15,080). 

'It was fortunate that Constables Furness and Rollinson were passing the hotel at about 3.40 a.m., and noticed water trickling 
underneath the front door on to the step. Suspecting something wrong they at once aroused the occupants just in the nick of time. The 
water, it turned out, came from the lead piping passing under the floor of the store-room to the bathroom, which, melted by the flames, 
allowed the water to escape through the roof of the concert room immediately underneath, the floor of which was flooded, the water 
ultimately finding its way out into the street. Mrs Philburn was the first to awake on hearing the knock, and hastily arranging her attire 
she hurried downstairs and admitted the constables. The fumes had then found their way into the bedrooms and there was grave 
danger of the sleepers being asphyxiated. 

The Constables, greatly concerned as to their safety, at once entered, and Mrs Philburn ran across the Market Ground in alarm, and 
gave information to the officer in charge at the police station. The fire bells were rung, and the fire escape at once dispatched, followed 
immediately by the float and a contingent of firemen, who played upon the flames by powerful jets of water from the mains in Cotton- 
street and Katherine-street, and after working about 60 minutes the fire was extinguished. 

The first thought naturally was as to the safety of the other sleepers. They were awakened by the shouts of "Fire! Fire!" and all rushed 
downstairs in their night attire with the exception of the little boy Gilbert Philburn, who was sleeping peacefully in a room by himself. 
Constables Furness and Rollinson with commendable heroism faced the fiery barrier which separated them from the boy, and, darting 
up the stairway, through the all-devouring mass of flames, along the corridor, Rollinson reached the room, and, snatching up the boy 
whilst yet asleep, he passed him to Furness, who shielded him as well as he could from the suffocating fumes by means of his thick 
tunic, and commenced his hazardous return to the foot of the stairs. The flames waged fiercer, and greater difficulties presented 
themselves, and on the return the plucky constable's moustache was almost completely burned off, and his nose and face badly 
scorched. The boy was also scorched about the head' (North Cheshire Herald, 9 June 1906 refers).

Edward Chares Ayres was awarded the Society for the Protection of Life from 
Fire's bronze medal for attempting to save the life of a child following a fire on 6 
June 1943: 'At about 7.45 p.m. on the 6th June, 1943, Sergeant Ayres was on 
duty in Mill Street, Ancoats, when he saw large volumes of smoke coming from 
the dwelling house, 55, Canning Street, Ancoats. A large crowd of people was 
gathered outside the house, and Sergeant Ayres was informed that there was a 
baby trapped in the house. Disregarding the flames and smoke which were 
issuing from the front windows, both upstairs and downstairs, Sergeant Ayres 
made several attempts to enter the house, but owing to the excessive heat, he 
was unable to do so. He then threw several buckets of water on to the flames 
near the front door, and tying a piece of white cloth around his face and mouth, 
he again entered the house on his knees and crawled into the back kitchen 
which was by then burning furiously. When he entered the room, he saw in one 
corner a cot which was a mass of flames, but he was unable to reach it. Sergeant 
Ayres then obtained a ladder and entered the front bedroom in an attempt to get 
the child from upstairs, but owing to the excessive heat and smoke, he was again 
driven back. By this time, the National Fire Service had arrived and Sergeant 
Ayres was taken to hospital for medical treatment to his eyes. The body of the 
child, whom Sergeant Ayres attempted to save, was eventually located in the 
debris of the badly damaged kitchen.' (Case no. 17,520). 

'Tributes to the gallantry shown by Sergeant Ayres were paid by the City Coroner and the Fire Force Commander, and many witnesses 
of his brave action volunteered statements. The Chief Constable reported the facts to the Society for the Protection of Life from Fire, 
who have awarded Sergeant Ayres their Bronze Medal. The Chief Constable has pleasure in asking the Chairman to make the 
presentation of the Clasp and Ribbon to Sergeant Ayres.' (Report presented to the Watch Committee Meeting of Manchester Council, 

1 7 February 1944, refers). 

Note: Owing to Wartime metal restrictions, no Society for the Protection of Life from Fire medals could be manufactured during the 
Second World War, and so instead recipients were presented with the riband and a 'Wartime Bar', with the actual medals being issued 
after the cessation of hostilities.

Wilfred Bibb was awarded his Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society Silver 
Medal for gallantry with others in rescuing a man immersed in the Salthouse 
Dock on 11 July 1927: 'The man was engaged with others in carrying a wire 
hawser, one end of which was attached to the stern of the S.S. Clare Island , along 
the quay side from the bollard to another, when suddenly the wire tautened, 
causing the man to slip. Still holding on to the wire, his added weight caused the 
other men to release their hold, with the result that the man, overbalancing, and 
still holding onto the hawser, fell into the Dock. Mr. Bibb, who was standing on 
the quay side at the time of the occurrence, tore off his coat and at once jumped 
into the Dock, a distance of 15 feet. The man, who on touching the water had 
immediately sank, was still submerged, having stuck in the mud, and although 
Bibb dived repeatedly, he was unable to find him. Mr. Kelly was then standing 
on the quay, and as Bibb had been under the water for some time, he thought he 
had found the man and was waiting to dive to the assistance of both if necessary, 
when he saw the man's head just appear under the surface of the water, about 7 
yards from Bibb. Throwing off his coat he also dived into the Dock, caught hold 
of the man, as he was again sinking, and began towing him to a rowing boat 
which had been obtained from a passing barge. Mr. Smith had dived into the 
Dock from the steamer to render assistance if needed. The man was in a bad way 
and after landing was taken to the Northern Hospital, and in 2 days had almost 
recovered.' 


Bibb was awarded his Second Award Bar, together with a gratuity of £1, for rescuing a 39 year old woman attempting suicide in the 
River Mersey, off the George's Landing Stage, on 22 September 1927: 'At 1:05 p.m. the woman was seen to jump in the river from the 
stern of the New Brighton Ferry and the cry of "Woman Overboard" was raised. Mr. Green, a seaman on the Birkenhead Ferries, who 
was on the stage going off duty, saw the woman struggling in the water. He dived in fully clothed, swam to the woman, and supported 
her. Mr. Bibb, who was also on the stage, saw the man and woman in the water, who appeared to be in difficulties. He threw a life¬ 
buoy to them, but as it fell short, he dived in the river, seized the buoy, and swam with it to the man and woman, who were then 
hauled to the stage to safety.'

D. A. Wood, Captain of the S.S. Wayfarer, was awarded the Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society silver medal for the rescue of 
the crew- seven in number- of the American Schooner Elmer E. Randall, of Mobile, Alabama, 25 miles south of the southern entrance to 
the Mississippi. 

'When sighted, on 26 September 1906, the schooner was dismasted and had lost her rudder. Owing to the gale and heavy sea, the 
Wayfarer's lifeboat was unable to get alongside the schooner, nor could a line from the schooner reach the boat. After repeated 
attempts, the lifeboat's crew was so exhausted that they had to return to their vessel, and it was with the greatest difficulty that they 
were got on board, the boat breaking adrift and being abandoned. 

The Wayfarer stood by the schooner during the night, and next day after much trouble successfully achieved the rescue.' ( Britannia's 
Calendar of Heroes refers). 

A Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society silver medal was also awarded to the Third Officer, Mr. W. Barrow, and the ten men of the 
Wayfarer who manned the lifeboat were awarded a gratuity of £1.

James Finigan was one of seven crew members from the S.S. Lady Leinster awarded the Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society 
Medal for the rescue of the crew of the yacht Thursday, which was sinking in the Irish Sea: 'When on the passage from Dublin to 
Liverpool at 2.57 a.m. on the 2nd November 1934, when about four miles North of Point Lynas, Anglesey, a flare was sighted by the 
officer of the watch. Working engines as required he approached within hailing distance and found the occupants of the vessel were 
unable to leave their own boat. The wind at this time was fresh Northerly with a nasty choppy sea, but the launching of the Lady 
Leinster's No.1 Lifeboat was safely accomplished and under the command of Mr Gallimore successfully took off the four survivors and 
transferred them to the Lady Leinster. At this time the Thursday was awash forward and settling rapidly'. 

'Resolved that for the rescue of the crew of the Thursday, an Illuminated Address be presented to Captain John Gill, Commanding the 
Dublin S.S. " Lady Leinster", a Silver Medal and Certificate of Thanks be presented to John Gallimore, Chief Officer, in charge of the 
lifeboat, and Bronze Medals and a Certificate of Thanks each be presented to the following members of the lifeboat's crew: A.B.'s 
James Potter, James Finigan, George Popplewell, George McKane, Michael Purcell and Reginald Davis in recognition of gallant service 
rendered in rescuing the four occupants of the 76 ft. barge-built yacht Thursday, which sprang a leak when five miles off Point Lynas, 
on 2nd November 1924.' {Royal Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society Annual Report 1925 refers).

George Hunt was awarded the Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea for the rescue of the survivors of the crew of the Schooner James 
Walls, which had capsized in heavy seas near Le Havre: 'On the 16th October, 1843, three vessels were stranded on the Leure Bank, 
by adverse wind and currents, during a gale. The wind was so strong that several persons on the beach had the tails of their frockcoats 
torn off. One of the ships wrecked was the James Walls, under the command of Captain Gowie, which was on passage from 
Sunderland to Rouen with a cargo of coal, and which stranded between Le Hoc and Les Neiges. The vessel capsized and lay on her 
side being buffeted by heavy seas, so the crew, to avoid being washed away, tied themselves in the shrouds. They had to remain in this 
perilous situation for some hours before help arrived. The rescue boat, under the command of Captain George Hunt, of the British 
brigantine Antelope , of Ipswich, accompanied by one man of his crew and 3 other English seamen, came alongside the stricken vessel 
and four of the James Walls' crew, using the mast as a bridge, jumped, with great difficulty, to safety. The Masters' brother and a boy 
were too exhausted to jump and they drowned. At low tide the crew of the English brig Peggy, of Newbury, under the command of 
Captain William Bell, succeeded in bringing back the bodies of the two men, unfortunately drowned, still tied to the mast.' (Journal du 
Havre Commercial et Politique, 18 October 1843 refers). 

'Resolved that a Medal in Bronze to Captain George Hunt of the Brig Antelope of Ipswich; a Medal in Bronze to Captain William Bell, 
of the Brig Peggy of Newbury; and £5 to the four Men, who went off with them in the boat and rescued the survivors of the crew of the 
Schooner James Walls of Inverkeithing, stranded near Havre, 16th October 1843' ( Committee of Lloyd's Minutes dated 13 December 
1843 refers).

A good Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea awarded to Captain P. Sharp, Mercantile Marine, for saving the lives of the 
crew of the French ship Melania, which had exploded near Bayonne, in which he suffered severe injuries- for his great 
gallantry both he and his crew mate James McIntosh were awarded the Albert Medal in Gold for Sea

Peter Sharp was born in Androssan, North Ayrshire, Scotland in 1838, and gained his Master's Certificate on 16 September 1869. 
Appointed to the command of the brig Annabella Clark, of Ardrossan, he was, along with one of his crew members, awarded the 
Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea for the rescue of the crew of the French ship Melania, which had caught fire near Bayonne: 'On the 
20th November, 1878, at about 5:45 p.m., a fire suddenly broke out on board the French ship Melania, which was lying in the River 
Adour, at Boucan, near Bayonne, loaded with 500 barrels of petroleum, of which 40 were on deck. A mass of flame shot up from the 
main hatch and the ship quivered all over from the explosion of some of the barrels. The ship's seams opened at once, and the 
petroleum pouring through spread a belt of flame around the ship. The Master and a seaman then jumped overboard, but the mate 
remained to try to save his son, who was lying helpless under some heavy objects which had fallen on him. Captain Peter Sharp, 
Master of the Annabella Clark, accompanied by a seaman, named John McIntosh, came at once to his assistance. They rowed their boat 
through the flames, picked up the seaman who had jumped overboard, and took the mate from the blazing vessel. Captain Sharp and 
McIntosh both sustained very severe injuries. It was feared at first that Captain Sharp would lose the sight of one eye, and John 
McIntosh the use of his hands.' ( London Gazette 4 April 1879). 

'Resolved that the bronze medal of the society be presented to both Captain Peter Sharp and John McIntosh as an honorary 
acknowledgement of their gallant conduct and extraordinary exertions in saving the lives of two of the crew of the burning French ship 
Melanie.' (Committee of Lloyd's Minutes dated 27 November 1878 refers). 

For their great gallantry in saving the lives of the French crew, both Sharp and McIntosh were additionally awarded the Albert Medal in 
Gold for Sea.

For their extraordinary exertions, Beattie, together with Commissioned Boatman M. G. Hazle, also of Blatchington, were both awarded 
the Sea Gallantry Medal.

A. Dunn was one of seven members of the crew of the S.S. Aristides awarded the Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea for the rescue of 
the crew of the French vessel Terre Neuve , which was sinking in the Southern Ocean: 'Captain Poppy, of the ship Aristides , which 
arrived from London this morning, brought the news that in longitude 76 east he picked up fourteen of the crew of the French barque 
Terra Neuve. The barque left Hamburg on July 23 last, and was bound for Adelaide. The Aristides left London on August 12. She 
crossed the equator 41 days out, and when in the vicinity of St. Paul encountered a gale of almost hurricane force, and it took good 
seamanship on the part of the officers and crew to bring their vessel safely through. On November 3, when the wind had somewhat 
abated, a barque was sighted flying signals of distress. A closer examination showed that the signals read, "Must abandon vessel". 
Captain Poppy, of the Aristides , at once bore down on the stranger and hove-to to leeward. The barque then put out a boat with her 
second mate and four hands. This boat with the greatest difficulty reached the Aristides , but was smashed against her side. The 
occupants, however, were saved. They stated that their vessel was in a sinking condition. The Aristides at once put out a life boat with 
Chief Officer Williams and six of the crew (including Dunn). This boat was almost overwhelmed by the mountainous seas running but 
contrived, after a perilous experience, to take off the remainder of the Terre Neuve' s crew. A blinding squall of rain then came on, and 
when it cleared off the Terre Neuve had disappeared. Captain Gosse, of the lost vessel, was at the French Consulate this afternoon. He 
said they were out 100 days, and the cause of the barque's foundering was the heavy weather encountered, her docks being swept with 
tremendous seas. She is also thought to have sprung a leak. The weather was very violent, being of the nature of a cyclone. The French 
vessel's company lost all their property. All are loud in their praise of the very kindly treatment they received on the vessel which 
rescued them.' ( Adelaide Advertiser , 29 November 1 895 refers). 

In addition to six Lloyd's Medals for Saving Life at Sea in bronze awarded to the crew of the Aristides , the Chief Officer, Mr. W. M. 
Williams, was awarded the Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea in silver, his medal selling in these rooms in December 2003.

H. J. Claridge, Third Officer of the S.S. Scottish Prince , was awarded the Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea for the rescue of the crew 
of the American schooner Elisha Gibbs , which was sinking in the North Atlantic Ocean: The circumstances of the rescue point to great 
gallantry on the part of Claridge and his companions. During a storm on 6 March 1896 the Scottish Prince sighted in mid ocean the 
Elisha Gibbs flying signals of distress. The captain of the steamer immediately turned the vessel's head in the direction of the schooner, 
from Massachusetts, whose decks were by this time at the water's edge. In consequence of the heavy seas that were running, the 
launching of a boat was deemed almost impossible, but as the crew of the Scottish Prince knew full well, the Elisha Gibbs could not 
keep long above water, and that its foundering would mean the loss of several precious lives, so some of the crew volunteered to make 
the attempt to save the crew of the doomed ship. The first attempt at launching the lifeboat ended in the gallant rescuers being thrown 
into the water, and it was only with great difficulty that they succeeded in righting their craft and getting on board again. After their 
boat had been several times nearly swamped the crew of the Scottish Prince succeeded in their perilous mission, and rescued every 
man on the schooner.' ( The Aberdeen Journal, 19 December 1896 refers). 

Claridge was additionally awarded a share of $20 of gold presented by the United States Government.

S. Blacklock was one of six crew members from the S.S. St. Quentin awarded the Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea for the rescue of 
the crew of the American Schooner Isaac M. Kerlin, which was sinking in the North Atlantic Ocean: 'On 16 February 1901, at 37 26N, 
63 56W, the St. Quentin observed the American schooner Isaac M. Kerlin, registered in Jacksonville and sailing from Baltimore, flying 
signals of distress, and bore down on her. She had lost her rudder, was leaking badly and was short of food. A lifeboat was launched 
and the crew were rescued with great difficulty owing to the heavy sea.' ( Lloyd's Weekly Shipping Index 8 March 1901 refers). 

'Resolved that the silver medal of the society be bestowed upon A. W. May (Mate) and bronze medal upon A.B's. S. Blacklock, J. 
Protheroe, J. Cummings, W. Mitchell and P. Hart all of the British steamship St. Quentin as an honorary acknowledgement of their 
extraordinary exertions in contributing to the saving of life on the occasion of the loss of the American schooner at sea on the 16th 
February.' ( Committee of Lloyd's Minutes dated 1 7 July 1901 refers).

Henry Wilson, was Fourth Engineer Office of the cargo ship S.S. Denpark, part of Convoy SL109, sailing from Takoradi to Workington 
with a cargo of 5,100 tons of manganese ore, and was awarded his Lloyd's War Medal for Bravery at Sea after the Denpark was 
torpedoed, 300 miles north-west of the Cape Verde Islands, in the North Atlantic Ocean, by the German U-boat U-128: 'When the ship 
was torpedoed on 12 May, 1942, Radio Officer Sturdy and Fourth Engineer Officer Wilson gave their lives through devotion to duty. 
The radio officer remained in his cabin to send out a distress message, and the fourth engineer stayed to shut off steam from the main 
engines. The ship quickly sank and both were drowned.' ( Lloyd's List & Shipping Gazette, 25 May 1943 refers). 

The Denpark sank with the loss of 21 of her crew of 46. For his bravery Wilson was also awarded a posthumous King's Commendation 
for Brave Conduct ( London Gazette 10 November 1942), and he is commemorated on the Tower Hill Memorial.

Thomas Fairfield was the skipper of the S.S. Aspenleaf which was mined in the English Channel off the Sussex coast whilst on passage 
from Sabine, Texas, to the United Kingdom with a cargo of oil. The mine had been laid by the German U-Boat UC16. There were no 
fatalities, and by dint of Fairfield's good seamanship she was successfully towed into port without loss of either the vessel or her cargo.

The Shipwrecked Fishermen and Mariners' Royal Benevolent Society Committee Medal was not awarded for gallantry in saving life, but 
was instead 'given to those who in one way or another performed some special service to the Society, for example a voluntary worker 
who achieved outstanding fund raising results. In other words, it was a mark of appreciation for a particular contribution to the 
Society's work.' (letter from the General Secretary of the Society, published in the Life Saving Awards Research Society Journal, May 
1992 refers).

On 10 January 1862 disaster struck at the New Hartley Colliery in Northumberland, leaving in its wake a death toll of some 204 
miners. A cage carrying eight people proved too much weight for the massive pumping engine beam which, although weighing over 40 
tons, gave way and tumbled down the shaft, carrying with it a mass of machinery and debris. Much of it came to rest a little over 400 
feet from the surface on the immense oak beams which held the centre set of pumps in the shaft. 

The unwalled sides of the shaft collapsed, piling tons of rock and rubble on top of the initial fall, sealing the shaft. It took six days of 
dangerous and strenuous work by the rescuers to reach the men trapped by the fall, but all were found to be dead. One of the dead, by 
the name of James Armour, kept notes of the ordeal in a book whilst trapped underground. These notes were referred to in the official 
enquiry into the case 'It appears to be certain from the date of the entry in the book found on the person of the overman, Armour, that 
all had died not later than the afternoon of the day following the accident, having fallen victims of the noxious gasses generated in the 
pit.' 

The 204 bodies were recovered from the pit on Saturday, 25 January, and they were all buried the following day- a crowd over 60,000 
strong gathered for the funeral. The oldest victim was 71 years of age, and the youngest just 10. A monument to their memory stands in 
Earsdon Churchyard. 

Subsequent to the disaster there were many expressions of opinion in favour of some reward being made to the sinkers and others, who 
had so nobly risked their lives in their ill-fated attempts to rescue the entombed miners. In accordance with this widely expressed desire 
a special fund was instituted under the direction of a Committee with Mr T. G. Hurst as its secretary. At the outset it was determined 
that the testimonial should assume the form of a medal, and ultimately, Mr Wyon, of the Mint, whose designs had been approved by 
the committee, was engaged to execute the dies and strike the medals. A total of 1 gold and thirty seven silver medals were awarded; 
subsequently, the dies were used to strike a number of bronze medals.

The Castle Mail Packets Company liner S.S. Drummond Castle, homeward bound from Natal and Capetown, struck a reef off Ushant in 
a fog on the night of 1 6th June, 1896. Of the 143 passengers and 104 officers and crew, only three escaped. Silver medals were struck 
with the approval of Queen Victoria for award to the Breton fishermen and other inhabitants of Brest, Ushant, and Molene who helped 
in rescuing the survivors, and in the recovery and burial of those lost.

In the early morning of 23 January 1909, the White Star Line's R.M.S Republic, sailing from New York to Gibraltar, collided with the 
Italian liner S.S. Florida in fog off the island of Nantucket, Massachusetts USA. The White Star Line's R.M.S. Baltic responded to the C. 
Q.D. call sent out by radio. Three passengers died in the collision; the remaining passengers from the Republic were transferred, first to 
the less-damaged Florida, and then, on her arrival, to the Baltic. The Republic sank the next day whilst under tow to New York. The 
saloon passengers of the two White Star Liners subscribed to a fund to provide medals to the crews of the three ships involved, in 
recognition of the fact that they saved more than 1,700 lives. Three silver-gilt medals were given to the three captains, with the officers 
and crew given silver and bronze medals. This was the first occasion on which the C.Q.D. distress call had been sent by wireless 
transmission.

Leslie Warner Yule Campbell was born in Lee, Kent, on 24 August 1867, the son of Major-General A. H. E. Campbell, Indian Army, 
and was educated at Cheltenham College. Commissioned a Lieutenant in the King's Own Borderers on 30 January 1886, and 
subsequently transferred to the Derbyshire Regiment. He was appointed a Lieutenant in the Madras Staff Corps on 22 February 1888, 
and was promoted Captain in the Indian Staff Corps on 30 January 1897. Whilst on leave he accompanied the Tirah Field Force as a 
Press Correspondent, October 1897 to April 1898, where he was wounded (a number of both British and Indian newspapers sent 
correspondents to report on the operations on the North West Frontier of India, and, with the exception of one civilian, the 
correspondents were all serving Officers on leave). Returning to active service, he was employed as Deputy Assistant Adjutant General 
for Musketry from 28 October 1902 until 31 May 1904, and receiving his Majority on 30 January 1904 served as Brigade Major from 1 
June of that year until 1907. He served during the Great War as Commandant of the 89th Punjabis at the taking of Shaik Syed in 1914, 
and was present at the attack on the Suez Canal and at Gallipoli. He commanded the 9th Infantry Brigade in France at the Battle of 
Loos in 1915, and subsequently in Mesopotamia at the Relief of Kut. Wounded in the attack on Baghdad, 18 December 1916, he later 
saw action at Jebel Hamrin. For his service in the Great War he was three times Mentioned n Despatches (London Gazettes 1 January 
1916; 19 October 191 6; and 15 August 191 7); was promoted Brevet Colonel; was awarded the Serbian Order of the White Eagle; and 
was created a Companion of the Order of St. Michael and St. George for his service in Mesopotamia. He subsequently served on the 
Staff as a Brigade Commander during the Third Afghan War, and was again Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 3 August 1920). 
He retired in 1921, and was appointed Honorary Colonel of the 1 /8th Punjab Regiment. He died at home in Farnham, Surrey, on 26 
July 1946.

William Frank Arthur Rattigan was born on 11 April 1879 and educated at Harrow and Magdalen College, Oxford. Nominated an 
Attache, 23 December 1902, he was appointed to Vienna in April 1904 and transferred to The Hague in June the same year. Promoted 
to 3rd Secretary, August 1905 and 2nd Secretary, May 1909. Was a Gold Staff Officer at the Coronation of George V. Served in Cairo, 
1912 and Berlin, 1913. With the start of the Great War, Rattigan was loaned to the War Office for service with the General Staff of the 
Army, attached to the 6th French Army and the Belgian Army, and was in France and Flanders from 13 August to 6 November 1914, 
being slightly wounded in an explosion at the front. He was transferred to Bucharest in February 1915 and was promoted to 1st 
Secretary in May 1916. With the collapse of Romania, Rattigan and his wife, Vera, were forced to make their way back to England. But 
they did not complete their escape from Eastern Europe until November 1917. By the time they arrived back in London, having 
survived starvation after the collapse of Romania and a spell in hospital in revolutionary Petrograd, Frank was so ill that he was unfit for 
service during most of 1918. Vera had cared devotedly for her injured husband throughout their hair-raising adventures in Romania 
and their protracted and dangerous journey home across Russia, then in the throes of the Revolution. 

After the war he acted as Charge d'Affaires at Bucharest, 22 April 1919-15 October 1920. For his services he was awarded the C.M.G. 
Promoted to be Counsellor of Embassy in the Diplomatic Service, November 1920, and transferred to Constantinople in February 1921, 
where he acted as Charge d'Affaires, May-July 1921. He retired on a Pension on 1 December 1922 and died on 9 March 1952. 

William Rattigan married Vera Houston in 1905. By her he had two sons, one of which was the celebrated playwright, Terence 
Rattigan (1911-77). Frank Rattigan's life as a diplomat is vividly portrayed in his autobiography, Diversions of a Diplomat , 1924. An 
account of Terence Rattigan's early life with his parents is given in Terence Rattigan a Biography , by Geoffrey Wansell. In the latter is a 
story of an affair his father had with Princess Elizabeth of Romania (later Queen of Greece) which resulted in a pregnancy and secret 
abortion. It suggests that this was one of the reasons behind his early (forced) retirement from the Diplomatic Service.

Father Francis T. Richartz was Head of Mission at Chishawasha, in Mashonaland. Founded in 1891 the Jesuit mission was granted over 
25,000 acres of land about 25 kilometres north-east of Salisbury (now Harare) by the British South Africa Company. In July 1892 the 
first band of seven missionaries arrived, including Father Richartz and six Brothers. 

The first site of the mission, near Mtenje stream, was rife with malaria, and two Fathers died within four years, and four more within the 
next three years. A brick and thatch community house and chapel were built followed by farm buildings and ploughing the land. The 
school was initially opened for boys only in 1 893 and it started as a farm school. The school was approved by the colonial government 
in 1894 (with girls later admitted in 1898). 

In June 1896 the Mashona Uprising broke out, and despite the missionaries being warned, they decided they could defend their 
property and themselves. The Zambesi Mission Record gives the following: 

'In October, 1 897, Chishawasa was at a critical period of its career. Some fifteen or sixteen months before, the Fathers and the Brothers 
at the station were attacked by their own natives, had to seek refuge in an upper storey of their premises and sustain a siege at the 
hands of those who would have murdered them without mercy, but whose efforts were fortunately frustrated. Their cattle were all 
driven off; they themselves were rescued by a patrol sent from Salisbury, where they went through the perilous and inconvenient 
experiences of the days of the laager. Meanwhile, Chisawasha was left unprotected for the natives to do with as they liked. Fortunately 
they spared the buildings, though it would have been easy to have fired them, as at the time nearly all the roofs were of thatch. 

When, after the weary days of the laager, the Fathers and Brothers came back to their home the prospects were black indeed.' 

The Jesuits had in fact spent five weeks in Salisbury, where they suffered some abuse for being friends of the Mashona. The first relief 
party, led by Captain St. Hill, had been forced to turn back on the outskirts of what is now the suburb of Highlands, but early on 25th 
June, Captain Taylor of the Natal Troop, with 43 men and a Maxim gun reached Chishawasha Mission. The mission had been 
evacuated within half an hour. 

A new chapel was built in 1898, and a new church in 1902. The latter is still standing.

Emanuel Bradbury was born in April 1808, and served in the ranks of the 1st Dragoon Guards for about 20 years, latterly as a 
Trumpeter Sergeant-Major and Regimental Sergeant-Major. In December 1846 he obtained a Cornetcy in the regiment, following 
which he was appointed Adjutant in January 1847, and was promoted Lieutenant in May 1848 and Captain in June 1855. He served 
with the Regiment in Canada, India, and China, where he was severely wounded, and retired by the sale of his commission in March 
1863. 

In December 1871, Bradbury wrote to the Military Secretary at Horse Guards, requesting his re-instatement in his old regiment in the 
rank of Captain, a request accompanied by several references. He died in February 1 872 and is buried at St. Peter's Church, Bedford.

'For most conspicuous bravery and skilful leading during the operations on the 27th October, 1918, across Piave, when his company 
was most seriously hindered in its advance by heavy machine-gun fire from the vicinity of some buildings on a flank. Utterly regardless 
of personal safety, he rushed the machine-gun post single-handed, killing the team and capturing the gun. Later, at Vazzola, on the 
29th October, 1918, when his company, having crossed the Monticano River, came under heavy rifle and machine-gun fire, Sergeant 
McNally immediately directed the fire of his platoon against the danger point, whilst he himself crept to the rear of the enemy position. 
Realising that a frontal attack would mean heavy losses, he, unaided, rushed the position, killing or putting to flight the garrison and 
capturing a machine-gun. On the same day, when holding a newly captured ditch, he was strongly counter-attacked from both flanks. 
By his coolness and skill in controlling the fire of his party he frustrated the attack, inflicting heavy casualties on the enemy. Throughout 
the whole operations his innumerable acts of gallantry set a high example to his men, and his leading was beyond all praise.'

The recommendation states: 'When his Officer was wounded during the assault of Contalmaison on 10th July, 1916, he remained with 
him and tied him up under fire and subsequently reached the firing line by himself'.

'Major General Shaw attested into the Southern Rhodesia Staff Corps on 20 
December 1949 and was commissioned in the rank of Lieutenant on 1 January 
1951. He served with the 1st Battalion Rhodesian African Rifles from 1954 to 
1958 and saw two years active service with the Regiment in Malaya for which 
he was Mentioned in Despatches. He was promoted Captain in 1956 and Major 
in 1959. During the period 1959 to 1966 he held Staff and Regimental 
appointments in the rank of Major, including that of Second in Command 
Rhodesian African Rifles. He was promoted Lieutenant Colonel in 1966 and 
appointed Director of Army Plans. During this period he was responsible for the 
initial formulation of policy for inter-territorial co-operation. 

In 1970 he was promoted Colonel and appointed Colonel General Staff at Army 
Headquarters until 1972 when he was promoted Brigadier commanding 3 
Brigade. After seven months he was appointed Commander 1 Brigade in 
Bulawayo. During his tenure of office he was faced with numerous border 
incidents involving South African Police, civilians and Rhodesian Army 
personnel and a number of terrorist inspired incidents in North Matabeleland. 

After a distinguished and highly successful tour of duty he was transferred in 
May 1974, to command 2 Brigade which was involved in Operation Hurricane 
in the north-east of Rhodesia. During the succeeding seven months he saw a 
number of highly successful operations, resulting in the elimination of many 
terrorists and culminating in a record monthly kill rate in November/December 
1974, thus inflicting substantial losses on the terrorist organisation. 

As the Commander of a force level well in excess of that normally allocated to a 
Brigade, he spared no time or effort in constantly visiting troops and urging them 
to greater efforts. In so doing his plans were well executed and his infectious 
good humour resulted in a high level of morale at all times. Throughout his 
distinguished career to date he has proved to be an extremely popular and 
highly regarded officer and has, through his loyalty, devotion to duty and 
command ability rendered invaluable service to the Army and to Rhodesia.'

John Ryan Shaw was born and educated in the United Kingdom. He served in the Royal Horse Guards, 1944-48, and with the 
Metropolitan Police, 1948-49. He travelled to Rhodesia and was commissioned into the Rhodesian Army. A synopsis of his career can 
be found in the citation above. Tragically he, as well as four other soldiers, were killed when their helicopter crashed 23 December 
1975. Shaw was travelling to visit troops in the field at Christmas, when his Alouette 111 crashed into steel cables above a fruit farm 
between Cashel and Umtali 3 kilometres from the Mozambique border. A State Funeral was held at St Mary's Anglican Cathedral, 
Salisbury, with thousands lining the streets to pay their respects.

(h) to apply any proceeds of sale then due or at any time thereafter becoming 
due to the defaulting buyer towards settlement of the 'total amount due' and 
to exercise a lien on any property of the defaulting buyer which is in Dix 
Noonan Webb's possession for any purpose. 

12 Liability of Dix Noonan Webb and sellers 

(a) Goods auctioned are usually of some age. All goods are sold with all 
faults and imperfections and errors of description. Illustrations in catalogues 
are for identification only. Buyers should satisfy themselves prior to the sale 
as to the condition of each lot and should exercise and rely on their own 
judgement as to whether the lot accords with its description. Subject to the 
obligations accepted by Dix Noonan Webb under this Condition, none of the 
seller, Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents is responsible for errors of 
descriptions or for the genuineness or authenticity of any lot. No warranty 
whatever is given by Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents, or any seller 
to any buyer in respect of any lot and any express or implied conditions or 
warranties are hereby excluded. 

(b) Any lot which proves to be a 'deliberate forgery' may be returned by the 
buyer to Dix Noonan Webb within 15 days of the date of the auction in the 
same condition in which it was at the time of the auction, accompanied by 
a statement of defects, the number of the lot, and the date of the auction at 


which it was purchased. If Dix Noonan Webb is satisfied that the item is a 
'deliberate forgery' and that the buyer has and is able to transfer a good and 
marketable title to the lot free from any third party claims, the sale will be set 
aside and any amount paid in respect of the lot will be refunded, provided 
that the buyer shall have no rights under this Condition if: 

(i) the description in the catalogue at the date of the sale was in accordance 
with the then generally accepted opinion of scholars and experts or fairly 
indicated that there was a conflict of such opinion; or 

(ii) the only method of establishing at the date of publication of the catalogue 
that the lot was a 'deliberate forgery' was by means of scientific processes not 
generally accepted for use until after publication of the catalogue or a 
process which was unreasonably expensive or impractical. 

(c) A buyer's claim under this Condition shall be limited to any amount paid 
in respect of the lot and shall not extend to any loss or damage suffered or 
expense incurred by him or her. 

(d) The benefit of the Condition shall not be assignable and shall rest solely 
and exclusively in the buyer who, for the purpose of this condition, shall be 
and only be the person to whom the original invoice is made out by Dix 
Noonan Webb in respect of the lot sold. 

Conditions mainly concerning Sellers and Consignors 

13 Warranty of title and availability 

The seller warrants to Dix Noonan Webb and to the buyer that he or she is 
the true owner of the property or is properly authorised to sell the property 
by the true owner and is able to transfer good and marketable title to the 
property free from any third party claims. The seller will indemnify Dix 
Noonan Webb, its servants and agents and the buyer against any loss or 
damage suffered by either in consequence or any breach on the part of the 
seller. 

14 Reserves 

The seller shall be entitled to place prior to the auction a reserve on any 
single item lot which has a minimum value of £100, being the minimum 
'hammer price' at which that lot may be treated as sold. A reserve once 
placed by the seller shall not be changed without the consent of Dix Noonan 
Webb. Dix Noonan Webb may at their option sell at a 'hammer price' below 
the reserve but in any such cases the sale proceeds to which the seller is 
entitled shall be the same as they would have been had the sale been at the 
reserve. Where a reserve has been placed, only the auctioneer may bid on 
behalf of the seller. 

15 Authority to deduct commission and expenses 

The seller authorises Dix Noonan Webb to deduct commission at the 'stated 
rate' and 'expenses' from the 'hammer price' and acknowledges Dix Noonan 
Webb's right to retain the premium payable by the buyer. 

1 6 Rescission of sale 

If before Dix Noonan Webb remit the 'sale proceeds' to the seller, the buyer 
makes a claim to rescind the sale that is appropriate and Dix Noonan Webb 
is of the opinion that the claim is justified, Dix Noonan Webb is authorised 
to rescind the sale and refund to the buyer any amount paid to Dix Noonan 
Webb in respect of the lot. 

1 7 Payment of sale proceeds 

Dix Noonan Webb shall remit the 'sale proceeds' to the seller not later than 
35 days after the auction, but if by that date Dix Noonan Webb has not 
received the 'total amount due' from the buyer then Dix Noonan Webb will 
remit the sale proceeds within five working days after the date on which the 
'total amount due' is received from the buyer. If credit terms have been 
agreed between Dix Noonan Webb and the buyer, Dix Noonan Webb shall 
remit to the seller the sale proceeds not later than 35 days after the auction 
unless otherwise agreed by the seller. 

18 If the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 'total amount due' 
within 3 weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will endeavour to notify 
the seller and take the seller's instructions as to the appropriate course of 
action and, so far as in Dix Noonan Webb's opinion is practicable, will assist 
the seller to recover the 'total amount due' from the buyer. If circumstances 


do not permit Dix Noonan Webb to take instructions from the seller, the seller 
authorises Dix Noonan Webb at the seller's expense to agree special terms for 
payment of the 'total amount due', to remove, store and insure the lot sold, to 
settle claims made by or against the buyer on such terms as Dix Noonan 
Webb shall in its absolute discretion think fit, to take such steps as are 
necessary to collect monies due by the buyer to the seller and if necessary to 
rescind the sale and refund money to the buyer. 

19 If, notwithstanding that the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 
'total amount due' within three weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb 
remits the 'sale proceeds' to the seller, the ownership of the lot shall pass to 
Dix Noonan Webb. 

20 Charges for withdrawn lots 

Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, Dix Noonan Webb reserve the 
right to charge a fee of 15 per cent of Dix Noonan Webb's then latest estimate 
or middle estimate of the auction price of the property withdrawn, together 
with Value Added Tax thereon if the seller is resident in the European Union, 
and 'expenses' incurred in relation to the property. 

21 Rights to photographs and illustrations 

The seller gives Dix Noonan Webb full and absolute right to photograph and 
illustrate any lot placed in its hands for sale and to use such photographs and 
illustrations and any photographs and illustrations provided by the seller at 
any time at its absolute discretion (whether or not in connection with the 
auction). 

22 Unsold lots 

Where any lot fails to sell, Dix Noonan Webb shall notify the seller 
accordingly. The seller shall make arrangements either to re-offer the lot for 
sale or to collect the lot. 

23 Dix Noonan Webb reserve the right to charge commission up to one-half 
of the 'stated rates' calculated on the 'bought-in price' and in addition 
'expenses' in respect of any unsold lots. 

General conditions and definitions 

24 Dix Noonan Webb sells as agent for the seller (except where it is stated 
wholly or partly to own any lot as principal) and as such is not responsible for 
any default by seller or buyer. 

25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue 
as to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as to 
such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 

26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance at 
the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 

27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse admission 
to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to withdraw 
any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for auction 
again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants 
and agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the 
extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants and 
agents. 

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given shall be 
deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after posting. 

31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 


connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and all 
other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the 
English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) 'catalogue' includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) 'hammer price' means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) 'total amount due' means the 'hammer price' in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) 'deliberate forgery' means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) 'sale proceeds' means the net amount due to the seller being the 'hammer 
price' of the lot sold less commission at the 'stated rates' and 'expenses' and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising; 

(f) 'stated rate' means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for 
the time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(g) 'expenses' in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, packing 
and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(h) 'bought-in price' means 5 per cent more than the highest bid received 
below the reserve. 

33 Vendors' commission of sales 

A commission of 15 per cent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price 
on lots sold. 

34 VAT 

Commission, illustrations, insurance and advertising are subject to VAT if the 
seller is resident in the European Union.
